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REPORT  OF  THE 

GRAND  SIRE  AND  COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows, 

Officers  and  Representatives:  It  is  with  much  pleasure  and  satis¬ 
faction  that  I  am  able,  as  Grand  Sire,  to  state  that  our  Order  was  never 
more  prosperous  and  harmonious  than  at  the  present  time.  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  my  term  of  office  I  wrote  a  letter  to  each  Grand  Master,  each 
Grand  Patriarch,  and  to  every  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  to  the 
Grand  Sires  of  Germany,  Switzerland,  Denmark,  Australasia,  and  Swe¬ 
den,  with  a  view  to  bringing  our  Order  into  closer  relation  the  world 
over.  I  requested  that  each  of  these  brothers  write  me  as  often  as  con¬ 
venient,  reporting  as  to  the  work  of  the  Order.  Also  advised  that  an 
effort  be  put  forth  to  increase  the  membership  in  the  subordinate  and 
Rebekah  branches  10  per  cent,  and  in  the  Encampment  branch  15  per 
cent.  The  cooperation  of  all  these  executive  officers  of  subordinate 
Grand  Bodies,  as  well  as  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  has  been 
satisfactory.  It  has  enabled  me  to  know  the  situation  in  every  Grand 
Jurisdiction  and  of  the  lodges  and  encampments  under  the  immediate 
jurisdiction  of  The  Sovefeign,  Grand  Lodge.  In  this  connection  I  wish 
to  quote  from  a  few  of  the  letters  I  have  received. 

Grand  Sire  Paul  Gerlach,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire, 
in  his  first  letter,  spoke  of  the  excellent  work  in  that  Jurisdiction  and 
that  the  membership  there  now  numbers  about  6000.  In  another  letter 
he  says:  “The  systematic  procedure  you  explained  with  respect  to  the 
enlistment  of  new  members  into  our  Order  is  likewise  adhered  to  in 
our  Jurisdiction.  It  is  a  rule  that  in  every  session  of  a  lodge  the  Noble 
Grand  asks  its  members,  ‘  Whether  one  of  them  wishes  to  propose  a 
friend  to  become  a  member  of  the  lodge.’  We  do  not  fail  to  discover 
ways  by  dint  of  which  any  friend  of  a  brother  may  gain  a  certain  inter¬ 
est  to  become  associated  with  our  Order. 

“  Our  ideas  regarding  the  introduction  of  young  men  into  our  Order 
corroborates  fully  with  your  views;  I  myself  do  not  neglect  any  suit¬ 
able  opportunity  to  recommend  such  a  system.  It  cannot,  however,  be 
denied  that  a  powerful  difference  prevails  between  America  and  Ger¬ 
many  regarding  the  question  which  age  might  be  more  convenient  to 
look  after.  While  in  America  the  young  man  becomes  independent  at 
21  years  of  age,  this  eventually  takes  place  in  Germany  at  25  years. 
This  forms  one  of  the  reasons  that  those  who  have  not  attained  the 
25th  year  are  not  entitled  to  vote.  Young  people  below  this  age  will 
seldom  become  members,  although  our  laws  prescribe  21  years  the  limit 
of  age,  and  exceptions  to  this  rule  occur  often,” 
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Grand  Sire  Paul  Gerlach,  of  Germany,  under  date  of  August  4,  1907, 
also  writes:  “  It  will  be  surprising  to  you  that  your  kind  letter  of 
April  2,  1907,  did  not  receive  any  answer  until  now.  The  reasons  are 
of  a  different  kind.  First  of  all  I  wished  to  attend  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  which  took  place  from  the  17th 
to  the  22d  of  June,  at  Dresden.  I  then  undertook  a  trip  to  Austria- 
Hungary,  which  lasted  several  weeks,  and  at  my  return  caused  so 
much  business  to  discharge  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  answer  your 
friendly  epistle.  I  hope,  however,  this  letter  will  reach  you  in  time 
to  prepare  the  annual  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  prior  to 
the  session. 

“  The  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  was  governed 
by  a  truly  brotherly  character.  The  problems  in  question  were  unani¬ 
mously  discharged  arid  in  spite  of  all  difficulties  guided  in  a  very 
harmonious  manner. 

“  All  officers  were  nearly  unanimously  re-elected  and  I  enjoy  the 
honor  and  pleasure  to  become  again  the  Grand  Sire  for  the  term  of 
1907-1909,  and  to  entertain  a  heartfelt  intercourse  with  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  Our  mutual  correspondence  with  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  called  forth  unbounded  satisfaction  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  and  it  has  been  greatly  acknowledged 
that  the  letters  of  the  present  leader  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
were  conducted  in  a  truly  brotherly  and  friendly  spirit.  I  trust  this 
well  to  be  wished  for  circumstance  will  harmoniously  prevail  for  all 
time  to  come  between  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  German  Empire. 

“You  were  kind  enough  to  tender  an  invitation  to  me  or  to  any 
other  brother  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  to  come  to 
the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  this  year.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire  did  not  decide  to  accept  the  invi¬ 
tation,  the  expenses  being  so  great  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a 
suitable  representative.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  it  is  impossible  to  go 
this  year  to  America  and  venture  upon  a  journey  lasting  several 
months.  I  trust,  however,  to  find  at  a  later  period  an  opportunity  to 
make  an  acquaintance  with  the  motherland  of  our  beloved  Order  and 
with  the  chief  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  Permit  me,  my  most  esteemed  and  revered  friend,  to  express  to 
you  and  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  my  cordial  congratulations 
from  my  part  as  well  as  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire, 
and  the  hope  that  your  deliberations  may  result  for  the  benefit  of  our 
beloved  Order  and  for  mankind  in  general  in  happiness  and  blessings.” 

Grand  Sire  K.  O.  Schar,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland,  wrote  me 
as  follows:  “  It  is  a  very  rare  thing  in  our  Jurisdiction  that  we  must 
drop  a  member  for  non-payment  of  dues.  A  large  loss  of  membership 
would  also  discredit  the  Order  in  our  country,  therefore  we  impress 
our  lodges  at  every  opportunity  to  be  very  careful  with  the  acquisition 
of  new  members.”

“ E .  S.  Conway,  Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Oak  Park, 
Illinois,  U.  S.  A. 

Dear  Brother  Conway: — I  beg  your  pardon  that  I  have  not  answered 
earlier  your  favor  of  January  30th,  but  I  wished  to  present  your  cordial 
invitation  to  attend  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
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session  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  September  16th,  of  this  year,  to  the 
Grand  Officers  of  our  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Rep.  of  Switzerland.  Our 
Grand  Officers  assembled  July  27th,  and  we  have  resolved,  upon  mature 
consideration,  to  thank  you  for  your  invitation,  also  for  your  pro¬ 
nounced  readiness,  to  endeavor  to  have  a  portion  of  the  great  expenses 
of  a  representative  of  our  Grand  Lodge  paid  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  but  we  cannot  justify  such  great  expense  for  a  Jurisdiction  so 
small  as  ours.  Moreover  our  knowledge  of  the  English  language  is 
not  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  participate  with  success  in  the  debates 
of  the  honorable  Grand  Body.  We  desire,  therefore,  to  beg  you  to 
excuse  our  non-attendance  at  the  session  of  the  highest  Grand  Body 
of  the  Order,  and  to  submit  to  the  esteemed  Grand  Representatives  our 
hearty  greetings  and  the  assurance  of  our  best  regard.

Grand  Sire  Petrus  Beyer,  of  Denmark,  wrote  me  two  letters  in  reply 
to.  mine.  In  his  first  letter  he  says:  “  I  think  the  propositions  here  in 
Europe  are  very  much  alike,  and  everywhere  you  must  be  careful  to 
avoid  a  mass  production;  unfortunately  we  cannot  descend  very  far  in 
society  to  take  our  members,  one  of  the  reasons  being  that  the  work¬ 
man  cannot  yet  afford  to  enter  this  Order,  which  demands  pretty  large 
economical  sacrifices  from  its  members. 

“  I  trust  that  I  shall  go  to  America  in  1908,  and  I  hope  and  wish  to 
get  to  Chicago  to  call  on  you  and  verbally  state  my  views  to  you.  I 
believe  that  such  an  interview  might  be  of  happy  consequences.  In  any 
case  I  shall  be  most  pleased  and  honored  in  making  the  personal  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  the  Chief  of  the  Order.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  more  than  30,000  members 
within  its  jurisdiction.  Grand  Sire  George  T.  Clarke,  of  that  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  writes:  “Your  fraternal  letter  of  the  22d  of  November  last,  duly 
at  hand.  After  reading  the  same  with  much  interest,  1  have  decided 
to  carry  out  your  wishes  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  As  the  first  step 
towards  the  accomplishment  of  the  end  which  you  have  in  view,  I  am 
publishing  the  letter  in  extenso  in  the  ‘  Australian  Triple  Links/  a  copy 
of  which  issue  will  be  duly  forwarded  to  you,  as  well  as  subsequent 
issues,  and  if  you  can  spare  the  time  to  address  your  Australian  bro¬ 
thers  and  sisters,  I  will  be  pleased  to  publish  any  article  from  your  pen, 
and  I  am  sure  the  membership  in  the  Commonwealth  and  New  Zealand 
will  read  it  with  interest.  My  next  step  will  be  to  forward  a  copy  of  your 
communication  to  each  of  my  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  with  a  view 
to  copies  being  distributed  in  the  lodges  under  their  jurisdiction.  I  feel 
convinced  that  with  a  determined  effort  on  our  part  we  can  accomplish 
all  that  you  desire,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Jurisdictions  in 
Australasia  are  working  under  a  legal,  and  not  a  moral  law,  which  to 
a  certain  extent  is  a  draw-back,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  registration 
of  lodges  is  a  safeguard  against  bogus  and  mushroom  societies  being 
instituted  for  personal  gain.” 

Grand  Sire  George  T.  Clarke,  of  Australasia,  under  date  of  June  26, 
1907,  writes  as  follows:  “  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of 
February  23,  a  variety  of  causes  have  prevented  me  from  replying 
earlier. 
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“  I  duly  received  the  several  letters  written  by  your  esteemed  self 
and  they  have,  one  by  one,  appeared  in  the  ‘  Australian  Triple  Links.’ 
Like  Oliver  Twist,  I  cry  out  for  more;  such  effusions  disseminated 
among  the  brotherhood  tend  to  do  a  great  deal  of  good. 

“  I  come  now,  to  the  second  part  of  your  letter,  which  is  most  impor¬ 
tant  to  me,  for  it  offers  to  me  an  opportunity  I  have  been  looking  for¬ 
ward  to,  for  several  years  past,  viz.:  a  visit  to  America,  to  see  with  my 
own  eyes,  and  hear  with  my  own  ears,  how  the  work  of  our  beloved 
Order  is  carried  out  in  the  land  where  it  was  founded.  I  know  I  have 
a  lot  to  learn  about  Odd  Fellowship,  and  the  brethren  in  America  would 
find  in  me  a  very  apt  pupil.  I  wish  I  could  accept  your  generous  invi¬ 
tation  to  be  present  at  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to 
be  held  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  in  the  month  of  September  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  year.  One  of  my  reasons  for  holding  over  my  answer  to  your  letter 
was  to  see  if  there  was  any  possibility  of  accepting.  I  regret  there  is 
no  hope  whatever  of  my  leaving  Sydney  this  year.  In  the  first  place, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  haVing  legislated  for  the  consoli¬ 
dation  of  the  sick  fund,  my  hands  are  more  than  full  transferring  the 
accounts  and  rearranging  the  bookkeeping  system.  This  work,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  ordinary  duties  as  Grand  Secretary  of  New  South  Wales  and 
Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  ties  me  up  in  such  a  way  that  I  am  very 
much  afraid  if  I  passed  the  responsibilities  on  to  others,  I  would  be 
doing  a  most  unfair  thing.  Moreover,  in  December  last,  I  accepted  a 
great  honor  at  the  hands  of  the  City  Aldermen,  viz.,  that  of  ‘  Chairman 
of  Finance.’  Had  I  contemplated  a  trip  this  year,  I  do  not  think  I 
would  have  acceded  to  my  brother  alderman’s  wishes. 

“  In  addition  to  extending  to  me  the  invitation,  you  were  good  enough 
to  offer  to  reimburse,  if  not  all,  most  of  my  expenses;  and,  if  you 
can  see  your  way  to  renew  the  invitation  about  the  latter  end  of  the 
year,  to  be  present  at  the  1908  session,  you  may  be  sure  I  will  take  im¬ 
mediate  steps  to  endeavor  to  represent  Australasia  at  whatever  place 
is  selected  for  the  annual  meeting. 

“  I  fully  endorse  your  views  that  Australasia  should,  if  not  regularly, 
occasionally,  send  a  Grand  Sire  or  a  Past  Grand  Sire  to  represent  its 
Jurisdiction.  It  is  by  exchange  of  ideas  and  methods  that  our  Order 
must  advance.  The  Order  is  universal,  and  should  be  recognized  so. 
America  will  ever  be  recognized  as  its  birthplace,  there  must  never  be 
any  disintegration;  on  the  contrary,  everything  must  be  done  to  cement 
our  unity  into  one  concrete  and  everlasting  body. 

“  And  now  in  conclusion,  will  you  do  me  the  favor  of  conveying  to 
the  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  my  sincere  regrets 
in  not  being  present  with  them  in  session,  especially  to  our  St.  Paul 
brethren  who,  I  feel  sure,  would  give  a  Grand  Sire  from  the  antipodes 
a  warm  welcome.” 

Grand  Sire  Wm.  Laurentz,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden,  writes: 
“  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  development  of  our  Order  here  in 
Sweden  has  been  and  still  is  good  indeed.  Our  Grand  Lodge  was  insti¬ 
tuted  in  1895,  and  at  the  beginning  of  that  year  our  membership  was 
only  567,  while  to-day  it  is  3969.  Every  year  has  increased  our  member¬ 
ship,  and  only  one  year  the  net  increase  went  down  to  9  per  cent;  all 
the  remaining  years  it  has  been  more,  from  11  to  33  per  cent;  last  year 
it  was  13  per  cent,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  increase 
will  continue  to  be  good,  although  as  a  principal  point  we  endeavor  to 
look  out  for  a  good  quality  of  members. 
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“  We  commence,  however,  to  realize  that  the  system  of  sick  benefits 
and  dues  inherited  from  America  evidently  is  not  arranged  on  a  satis¬ 
factory  basis,  especially  if  we  shall  be  able  to  collect  funds  for  other 
purposes,  such  as  relieving  the  distressed  and  educating  the  orphans. 
The  claims  for  long  lasting  sickness  begin  to  draw  too  much  on  our 
treasuries  and  some  other  financial  plan  ought  to  be  introduced.” 

Bro.  W.  H.  McBlaine,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Treadwell, 
Alaska,  writes  me  as  follows:  “  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  not 
writing  to  you  sooner.  I  have  been  waiting  to  hear  from  Fairbanks 
Lodge,  No.  3,  working  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Jt  is  so  far 
and  the  mails  are  so  slow  it  takes  a  long  time  to  get  any  return.  They 
have  a  membership  of  40  and  are  doing  work  at  every  meeting.  I  think 
they  will  be  able  to  double  their  membership  before  the  end  of  1907. 
Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Silver  Bow  Lodge,  No.  2,  now  working  under 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  are  getting  along  very  well,  but  still 
according  to  last  reports  they  have  both  fallen  away  in  membership. 
They  have  been  doing  some  work  all  through  the  summer,  but  the 
winter  is  the  time  for  Odd  Fellowship  to  get  in  her  work  in  Alaska,  for 
in  summer  the  boys  are  all  out  on  the  creeks  working  away  from  town, 
and  sometimes  it  is  hard  to  get  enough  to  open  lodge.  Sometimes  I 
think  we  are  a  little  slow,  but  when  we  take  everything  into  considera¬ 
tion,  I  think  we  are  doing  all  right.  The  biggest  part  of  the  population 
of  Alaska  is  what  I  call  a  floating  population,  for  they  are  here  to-day 
and  away  to-morrow.  I  think  we  will  have  a  new  lodge  in  Ketchikan 
in  the  near  future,  for  some  of  the  brothers  have  been  writing  to  me 
for  information,  and  I  have  been  doing  all  in  my  power  to  help  them 
along  with  the  good  work.  We  have  a  nice  little  encampment  of  47 
members,  also  a  nice  Rebekah  lodge  of  52  members,  both  in  Douglas, 
and  they  are  growing  very  fast.” 

Bro.  Geo.  N.  Hurd,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Manila,  Philippine 
Islands,  writes:  “  I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  Manila  Lodge,  No. 
1,  the  sole  representative  of  our  Order  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  has 
had  a  prosperous  and  harmonious  year,  and  enters  upon  the  new  term 
under  favorable  conditions.  We  began  the  year  with  70  members,  and, 
notwithstanding  the  loss  of  a  number  of  members,  are  able  to  report  at 
the  close  of  1906,  76  brothers  in  good  standing,  a  net  gain  of  six,  which 
is  very  close  to  the  increase  which  you,  as  Grand  Sire,  desire  to  report 
as  the  percentage  of  gain  for  the  Order  at  the  end  of  your  term.  The 
finances  of  the  lodge  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  although  our  .ex¬ 
penses  are  so  high  that  it  is  difficult  to  acquire  much  of  a  surplus.  All 
demands  for  relief  have  been  promptly  met  and  a  debt  of  nearly  one 
thousand  dollars  has  been  wiped  out.  This  debt  was  incurred  for  the 
alteration  and  fitting  up  of  our  lodge  room  and  the  adjoining  one  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Masons.  We  have  a  very  comfortable  and  commodious 
lodge  room  overlooking  the  Pasig  river.  Its  walls  are  adorned  with 
paintings,  and  over  the  Noble  Grand’s  chair  is  a  very  pretty  electrical 
device  of  the  three  links. 

“  In  my  last  letter  to  the  Grand  Secretary  I  wrote  that  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  Manila  was  under  consideration.  As  sug¬ 
gested  by  Bro.  Goodwin,  we  have  proceeded  cautiously  in  the  matter. 

“  The  good  that  the  lodge  is  doing  cannot  be  appreciated  from  the 
Secretary’s  report  or  from  my  report.  Young  men  here  are  subjected 
to  many  temptations  and  have  few  places  to  go  for  social  intercourse 
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where  the  surroundings  are  not  harmful.  The  influence  of  the  lodge 
over  its  members  and  visiting  brothers  is  of  incalculable  benefit.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  heat  for  many  months  of  the  year  is  so  intense 
as  to  render  meetings  rather  uncomfortable  under  the  most  favorable 
circumstances,  we  meet  each  week,  and  at  nearly  every  meeting  we  have 
visitors  from  some  part  of  the  world.” 

Bro.  D.  C.  Robertson,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Dawson,  Yukon 
Territory,  Canada,  says:  “We  have  lost  nine  members  by  withdrawal 
cards,  but  while  we  are  sorry  to  lose  them,  they  are  not  lost  to  the 
Order  at  large;  five  of  them  have  joined  Fairbanks  Lodge,  Alaska,  and 
the  others  have  joined  lodges  on  the  outside.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1, 
has  only  initiated  two  during  the  year,  but  while  we  have  not  been 
very  prosperous  numerically,  we  have  been  very  prosperous  financially, 
and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  none  of  our  brothers  have  been  sick;  in 
fact,  this  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  countries  in  the  world.  We 
have  not  in  the  five  years  of  our  existence  here  paid  out  a  dollar  to  a 
member  of  our  own  lodge.  God  has  been  very  good  to  us  in  that  way. 
We  have  been  called  upon  to  assist  quite  a  number  of  brothers  of  other 
lodges.  There  are  hundreds  of  Odd  Fellows  in  this  country,  but  the 
majority  of  them  are  in  bad  standing,  but  we  have  nearly  every  meet¬ 
ing  from  10  to  15  visitors  who  are  a  great  help  to  us  in  conferring  the 
work  and  in  other  ways.  We  are  not  very  far  behind  the  times  in  here. 
The  only  difference  is  we  have  not  a  drilled  staff  which  has  the  work 
memorized,  but  we  get  along  very  well.  Of  course  our  principal  offi¬ 
cers  have  the  work  and  charges  down  very  well.  I  was  very  glad  to  see 
that  letter  of  yours  on  the  increase  of  membership.  It  was  very  timely 
as  far  as  this  lodge  was  concerned.  I  read  it  to  the  lodge  and  made  a 
motion  that  the  entire  lodge  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  to  devise 
ways  and  means  to  increase  the  membership  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1, 
I.  O.  O.  F. 

“  I  am  going  to  communicate  with  a  brother  Odd  Fellow  at  White 
Horse,  the  principal  town  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Territory,  as  to 
the  advisability  of  organizing  a  lodge  there.  Klondyke  Encampment, 
No.  1,  is  not  booming,  but  it  is  holding  its  own,  and  we  are  catching 
nearly  all  the  active  members  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  a  number 
of  the  visitors.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  both  Dawson  Lodge  and  Klon¬ 
dyke  Encampment  have  elected  good  and  energetic  men  for  the  term, 
the  Noble  Grand  is  the  Rev.  Christopher  Reed,  the  rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  a  very  active  and  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow.  In  regard  to  Yukon 
Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  I  have  to  report  that  it  is  just  alive 
and  holding  its  own;  we  find  it  hard  to  make  a  Rebekah  lodge  go  in 
here.  The  population  is  so  transient  and  so  many  of  the  ladies  go  out¬ 
side  every  winter.  The  exodus  to  the  lower  country  has  been  a  bad 
blow  to  all  branches  of  the  Order  here.  The  brothers  are  willing  to 
stay  with  it  and  help  it  along  in  hopes  that  it  will  recover  its  vitality. 
I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
would  not  like  to  see  the  charter  returned  and  would  be  willing  to  en¬ 
courage  the  Rebekah  lodge  in  every  way,  providing  they  comply  with 
the  law.” 

With  the  desire  of  arousing  more  interest  in  the  work  in  Cuba,  I  ap¬ 
pointed  Bro.  W.  W.  Griffing,  recently  of  Illinois,  Special  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  and  he  writes:  “  I  find  in  Havana  two  Spanish-speaking 
lodges,  viz.,  Habana,  No.  6,  and  Regia,  No.  7,  with  about  40  members 
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each;  they  are  fairly  well  posted  in  the  work,  their  yearly  dues  are 
$8.00  and  they  pay  $5.00  per  week  sick  benefits.  They  seem  to  be  very 
liberal  with  unfortunate  brothers  and  their  families.  The  only  other 
lodge  I  found  on  the  Island  is  at  La  Gloria,  where  they  have  promised 
to  get  up  a  revival.  We  think  we  can  organize  a  Rebekah  lodge  there 
and  several  more  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Province.” 

Grand  Master  John  W.  Coburn,  of  New  York,  says:  “The  reports 
indicate  a  gain  for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1906,  of  5155,  which 
should  bring  our  total  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction  at  that  time  to 
108,534.  The  lodges  are  prosperous  not  only  numerically,  but  in  obtain¬ 
ing  into  membership  in  the  Order  men  of  high  standing  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  communities.  The  Rebekah  branch  is  also  in  a  prosperous  and 
flourishing  condition.  In  fact,  I  can  readily  say  that  in  the  prosperity 
of  our  country  and  this  State,  Odd  Fellowship  seems  to  be  keeping 
pace.” 

Bro.  W.  A.  Carter,  Grand  Master  of  Oregon,  writes:  “Members  in 
good  standing,  January  1,  1906,  12,151;  members  in  good  standing,  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1907,  13,071;  net  gain  for  year  1906,  920.  Number  of  new  lodges, 
8.  No  charters  surrendered  or  lodges  destroyed  by  fire.  Harmony  and 
brotherly  love  prevails. 

“  My  term  commenced  May  22,  1906,  so  there  are  four  months  of  1906 
that  belong  to  my  predecessor.  Four  months  of  the  present  year,  of  my 
term,  will  riot  be  reported  until  the  reports  are  in  the  first  of  the  year. 
Reports  indicate  a  very  large  gain  since  the  first  of  the  year.  This 
Jurisdiction  has  for  several  years  been  practically  on  a  standstill.  This, 
I  think,  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  little  or  no  particular  effort 
was  made  to  get  members;  the  Grand  Master,  as  a  rule,  going  home  and 
attending  to  such  matters  only  as  were  presented  for  his  consideration 
and  occasionally  visiting  a  lodge.  Being  the  youngest  Grand  Master 
ever  elected  in  Oregon,  I  decided  to  depart  from  the  beaten  path  and 
accordingly  inaugurated  a  ‘get  busy’  campaign  early  in  my  term  with 
the  result  of  a  nice  increase  for  the  year.  I  had  printed  and  sent  to 
each  lodge  12  blank  cards  to  be  filled  out  by  the  Secretary  and  mailed 
to  me  on  the  fifth  of  each  month,  showing  members  admitted  by  initia¬ 
tion,  number  admitted  by  card,  suspended  or  expelled,  and  the  names 
and  addresses  of  any  brothers  about  to  be  dropped  for  non-payment  of 
dues.  To  any  so  reported  I  addressed  a  personal  letter  urging  them  to 
pay  up  and  explaining  the  importance  of  keeping  their  membership  in 
this  great  fraternity,  etc.  This  was  a  success.  I  set  apart  in  December 
an  *  initiation  week/  and  requested  each  lodge  to  initiate  at  least  one 
candidate,  and  more  if  they  could.  This  created  quite  an  interest  and 
resulted  in  injecting  new  life  into  some  of  the  lodges  that  had  been 
dormant  for  some  time. 

“  Financially  the  Jurisdiction  is  in  splendid  condition.  Most  of  the 
lodges  own  their  homes  and  are  out  of  debt.  Being  pioneers  in  the  town 
or  city  in  which  they  are  situated  they  have  acquired  choice  locations 
and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  country  is  rapidly  making  them  more  valu¬ 
able.  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  keeping  pace  with  the 
splendid  growth  and  development  of  Oregon. 

“  My  business  is  such  that  I  could  only  give  up  one-half  of  my  time 
to  visiting  lodges.  Being  a  very  large  State,  in  area,  and  sparsely  set¬ 
tled,  it  requires  considerable  time  and  effort  to  get  around  to  all  the 
lodges.  For  example,  I  made  one  trip  to  the  ‘  Eastern  Oregon  Coun- 
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try '  by  team,  the  only  means  of  transportation  except  walking,  and  to 
visit  four  lodges  required  a  drive  of  512  miles  over  a  very  mountainous 
country,  a  part  of  which  has  for  centuries  known  no  sound  except  the 
war  whoop  of  the  Indian  and  yelp  of  the  coyote  wolf.” 

Bro.  Chas.  E.  Miller,  Grand  Patriarch,  of  Ohio,  says:  “  I  can  only  give 
you  exact  figures  from  January  1, 1906,  to  January  1,1907.  Gross  addi¬ 
tion  to  membership,  1511,  making  the  membership  17,218;  losses:  ex¬ 
pelled,  10;  dropped,  549;  withdrawn,  214;  deceased,  190;  total,  963,  leav¬ 
ing  the  membership  December  31,  1906,  16,255,  making  a  net  gain  of  548. 
Since  January  1,  1907,  there  has  been  some  very  active  work  done  in 
about  all  of  the  encampments.” 

Bro.  Fred  B.  Merrills,  Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  says:  “  The  net  gain 
during  the  year  in  the  subordinate  lodges  was  4364,  or  310  less  than  the 
net  gain  of  the  preceding  year.  In  the  Rebekah  branch  the  net  gain 
was  2596,  or  930  more  than  the  net  gain  of  the  preceding  year.” 

John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary  of  Arkansas,  says:  “  Since  our  last 
report  we  have  instituted  93  new  lodges  and  made  a  net  gain  of  5600  in 
membership.  No  club  schemes  or  reduced  fees,  but  a  natural  steady 
growth,  and  a  response  to  the  Grand  Sire’s  request.” 

Bro.  R.  W.  Starr,  Grand  Patriarch,  of  Washington,  says:  “  A  net  gain 
for  the  year  of  442  members,  December  31,  1906,  being  a  percentage  gain 
of  14.4  per  cent;  not  quite  the  15  per  cent  you  requested  in  a  former  letter. 
But  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  I  had  reports  from  many  scribes 
of  the  encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction,  some  of  them  up  to  June  1, 
and  some  of  a  prior  date,  showing  a  net  gain  during  that  portion  of 
the  semi-annual  term  beginning  January  1,  1907,  of  450.  From  reports 
that  came  in  afterward  and  from  work  that  I  know  was  done  in  the 
month  of  June,  I  am  confident  that  the  net  gain  for  the  full  semi-annual 
term  is  500  members,  making  a  percentage  gain  for  the  half  year  of 
14.4  per  cent;  nearly  double  the  desired  15  per  cent. 

“  Not  only  has  the  membership  been  increasing,  but  the  Patriarchal 
branch  is  active  and  aggressive  in  almost  every  portion  of  the  State. 
Every  Patriarch  is  a  booster;  the  incoming  Grand  Patriarch,  Bro.  Coffin, 
is  a  hustler;  and  the  Grand  Patriarch,  who  will  probably  follow  him, 
Bro.  Frank  Killien,  is  one  of  the  most  progressive  young  men.” 

Bro.  J.  F.  Pierce,  Grand  Master  of  Wyoming,  writes:  “  It  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  visit  all  of  the  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction;  I  find  them  pros¬ 
perous.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail.  The  outlook  for  this  Jurisdiction 
is  very  good.  Have  instituted  four  Rebekah  lodges  and  one  subordinate 
lodge  so  far  with  bright  prospects  of  four  more  before  the  first  of  Octo¬ 
ber.  Just  what  the  increase  of  membership  is  I  am  unable  to  state.  I 
think  that  it  will  not  be  less  than  200.” 

Bro.  Willis  A.  Bailey,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Maine,  says:  “The  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  the  Order  is  flourishing  in  Maine  better  than  for 
several  years.” 

Bro.  W.  C.  G.  Hobbs,  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  writes:  “We  are 
having  a  most  prosperous  year.  We  have  instituted,  up  to  this  time,  31 
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new  lodges;  this  beats  all  former  records  for  this  period.  The  net  in¬ 
crease  for  this  year  will  approximate  2500. 

“  Since  the  institution  of  our  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  in  this 
State  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  taxes  on  all  of  the  property  owned 
by  the  Home.  Our  supreme  court  decided  in  1901  that  it  was  taxable. 
I  was  confident  that  the  decision  was  wrong,  and  have  waited  for  an¬ 
other  opportunity  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Court  of  Appeals.  Last 
March  the  opportunity  came  when  the  auditor’s  agent  sued  us  for  back 
taxes.  We  carried  the  case  to  the  supreme  court,  and  they  reversed 
their  own  decision  of  1901,  and  held  that  all  of  our  property  held  and 
used  for  the  Home  was  not  subject  to  taxation.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
legal  victories  I  have  ever  won  in  my  practice  of  law,  and  is  a  great 
thing  for  the  Order  in  this  State.  It  means  the  saving  of  more  than 
$600  a  year  for  our  Home.” 

Bro.  William  E.  Felch,  Grand  Master  of  New  Hampshire,  says:  “  The 
Jurisdiction  is  steadily  increasing.  I  believe  our  membership  will  gain 
500  in  subordinate  lodges  and  325  in  Rebekah  lodges.  I  feel  well  pleased 
with  the  work  in  general.  Where,  but  a  few  years  ago,  the  ritual  was 
used  by  nearly  every  lodge  in  doing  the  work,  during  the  past  year,  I 
have  seen  only  one  ritual  used  in  degree  work,  and  that  by  an  officer 
filling  pro  ton.” 

Bro.  Nestor  E.  Wedge,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Connecticut,  says:  “There 
is  a  strong  sentiment  in  Connecticut  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
we  are  keeping  the  matter  before  encampments  constantly.  I  am  going 
to  send  out  one  more  letter  and  I  will  show  each  encampment  just  the 
number  they  must  take  in,  in  order  to  make  up  the  15  per  cent  gain 
asked  for  by  you.  I  have  had  to  do  most  of  my  work  through  circulars 
to  the  encampments,  as  my  health  has  not  been  such  as  to  admit  of  my 
going  about  the  State  very  much,  and  besides  I  felt  that  by  the  letter 
I  could  reach  every  encampment  at  the  same  time,  whereas  if  I  visited, 
the  season  would  be  gone  before  I  could  have  brought  these  matters 
before  every  encampment. 

“  I  believe  our  officers  are  in  the  main  responsible  for  the  condition 
of  their  encampments,  for  results  show  that  where  effort  is  made  good 
results  are  shown.  I  believe  the  average  Odd  Fellow  is  susceptible  to 
inspiration,  and  if  the  Chief  Patriarch  of  every  encampment  was  fully 
alive  to  his  obligations  and  the  interests  of  his  encampment,  the  influ¬ 
ence  would  be  far  reaching  and  results  would  be  much  better  than  at 
present.” 

Bro.  L.  C.  Thomas,  Grand  Patriarch  of  South  Dakota,  says:  “Our 
branch  of  the  Order  had  a  net  gain  January  1,  1907,  of  109,  and  a  much 
larger  gain  since  that  time  to  the  present,  with  three  new  encampments 
instituted  since  the  first  of  the  year.  We  have  set  our  mark  for  1500 
members  by  January  1,  1908;  our  membership  June  1,  1080.  Most  of  our 
encampments  are  doing  well,  with  bright  prospects  for  the  future;  some 
have  suffered  by  the  moving  away  of  members,  as  is  the  case  many 
times  in  a  new  country.” 

Judge  Chester  F.  Miller,  Grand  Master  of  Washington,  writes:  “The 
membership  of  our  Order  has  been  increasing  very  rapidly  during  the 
last  18  months  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  the  lodges  are  all  in 
splendid  financial  condition  and  doing  good  work.  January  1/1906,  we 
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had  205  lodges  with  15,497  members,  and  oil  January  1,  1907,  we  had  219 
lodges  with  17,343  members.  From  January  1,  1907,  to  June  1,  1907, 
when  my  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  expired,  we  instituted  10  new 
lodges,  making  24  new  lodges  in  the  17  months,  and  without  the  loss  of 
a  single  lodge.  During  the  first  part  of  this  year,  I  issued  a  circular 
letter  asking  the  lodges  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
done  by  our  Grand  Secretary,  by  initiating  a  class  of  members  on  the 
anniversary  of  his  appointment  to  that  office,  and  this  was  followed  by 
letters  from  the  Past  Grand  Masters  who  had  held  office  during  that 
time.  As  a  result  of  this  united  effort,  we  initiated  during  January, 
February,  March,  and  April  of  this  year  1500  new  members,  which,  with 
the  natural  increase  during  May  and  June,  should  now  give  us  19,000 
members  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

Bro.  B.  A.  Sleyster,  Grand  Master  of  New  Mexico,  writes:  “  Since  my 
installation  into  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  October,  1906,  the  Order  in 
New  Mexico  has  made  some  increase  in  lodges  and  membership.  We 
have  instituted  four  new  lodges  with  a  membership  of  about  125,  and  I 
learn  from  our  Grand  Secretary  that  nearly  all  lodges  show  an  increase 
in  members,  so  that  we  have  to  show  a  total  membership  of  1500  or  1600 
in  New  Mexico  this  year.  We  have  in  view  two  or  three  more  places 
where  new  lodges  will  be  instituted  within  the  next  60  days.  The  Order 
now  owns  a  site  of  10  acres  of  very  choice  land,  located  near  Roswell, 
N.  M.,  for  the  ‘  Odd  Fellows’  Home.’  In  the  course  of  a  little  time  we 
expect  to  erect  suitable  buildings  where  orphans  and  old  Odd  Fellows 
and  their  widows  can  be  taken  care  of.  With  the  small  membership  in 
New  Mexico,  this  is  quite  an  undertaking,  but  the  entire  membership  is 
enthusiastic  on  this  subject.  In  proportion  to  our  membership  this 
Jurisdiction  takes  care  of  more  sick  members  of  the  Order  than  perhaps 
any  other.  From  all  over  the  country  sick  brothers  come  to  be  benefited 
by  our  health-giving  climate  and  to  enjoy  our  ‘  every-day  ’  sunshine. 
Hence  all  lodges  have  charges  of  this  kind,  and  thus  the  principles  of 
our  Order  are  almost  daily  brought  to  our  notice.  Our  Order  (though 
perhaps  this  is  the  smallest  Jurisdiction  in  members)  in  New  Mexico  is 
thriving;  and  with  the  steady  immigration  to  our  territory,  I  look  for  a 
healthy  growth  in  membership.” 

Bro.  Dean  W.  Selfridge,  Grand  Master  of  Montana,  says:  “  It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  you  at  this  time  that  Odd  Fellowship  is 
doing  well  in  Montana.  While  the  increase  has.  not  been  as  large  as  we 
hoped,  still  it  is  a  gain.  I  am  not  able  at  this  time  to  furnish  the  figures 
as  to  the  membership,  but  will  say,  we  have  instituted  five  new  lodges 
and  have  an  application  for  charter  for  the  sixth.  Two  of  the  lodges 
have  consolidated  and  one  is  about  to  give  up  its  charter  because  of  re¬ 
moval  of  the  members  to  other  parts.  This  leaves  an  increase  of  three 
to  date  and  one  to  be  instituted  as  soon  as  they  are  ready.  I  have  great 
hopes  of  getting  two  more  applications  before  the  end  of  my  term  in 
October.  We  do  a  great  amount  of  relief  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  the 
true  fraternal  spirit  prevails  in  all  gatherings  of  Odd  Fellows.” 

Bro.  H.  P.  Cooper,  Grand  Master  of  North  Dakota,  says:  “  During  the 
past  year  North  Dakota  Odd  Fellowship  has  gained  more  than  in  any 
year  since  organization.  Twelve  new  subordinate  lodges  were  chartered, 
and  there  was  a  net  gain  of  765  members,  being  a  20  per  cent  increase  in 
membership.

“  The  Home  Fund  Treasurer  reported  receipts  during  the  year  of 
$2862.84,  making  the  fund  $14,697.50.  We  expect  that  our  State  will 
be  well  represented  at  St.  Paul  in  September.” 

Bro.  W.  S.  Bogart,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Michigan,  says:  “  Am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  is  now  in  better  condition  in  every 
way  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  Plenty  of  members  were  admitted 
last  year,  but  in  December  nearly  every  camp  had  a  house  cleaning  of 
delinquent  members  and  started  the  new  year  with  a  clean  roll  of  live 
members  backed  up  with  the  right  kind  of  enthusiasm.  Our  gain  last 
term  was  between  500  and  600  members.  Five  new  camps  were  insti¬ 
tuted  and  five  revived,  and  one  petition  was  received  too  late  to  be  in¬ 
stituted  before  the  session.  I  made  a  special  effort  during  my  year  to 
take  up  the  charters  of  the  dead  camps  and  clean  up  on  the  delinquent 
members  and  put  the  Jurisdiction  in  a  sound  business  condition  and 
in  this  we  were  very  successful.” 

Grand  Master  P.  B.  H.  Shearer,  of  Indian  Territory,  says:  “  I  cannot 
give  you  the  exact  work  done  during  the  last  12  months,  but  we  have  in¬ 
creased  about  2000  in  the  subordinate,  and  I  think  about  1200  in  the 
Rebekah  branch.  We  have  also  completed  the  addition  to  our  Home  at 
the  expense  of  about  $20,000.” 

Bro.  Philip  Pond,  Grand  Master  of  Connecticut,  writes:  “During  the 
past  12  months  of  my  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  which  term  expired  May  15,  1907,  special  attention  was  given  to 
the  work  of  increasing  the  interest  and  activity  of  the  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  in  the  belief  that  thereby  the  subordinate  lodges  would  be  more 
effectually  reached  and  their  interest  and  active  participation  in  the 
enlargement  of  Odd  Fellowship  improved.  The  work  of  the  deputies 
was  increased  by  asking  more  frequent  reports  from  them  and  reports 
upon  other  subjects  than  their  mere  routine  work,  and  also  by  requiring 
them  to  report  the  full  lists  of  all  officers  installed  and  the  increase  of 
membership  in  their  districts.  The  lodges,  too,  were  by  a  circular  letter 
called  upon  to  put  forth  a  special  effort  to  reach  a  given  goal,  namely, 
the  attainment  in  this  Jurisdiction  of  a  stated  membership  and  were 
advised  to  try  in  the  interests  of  the  Order  the  exemplification  of  the 
initiatory  and  of  the  degrees  by  contesting  degree  staffs  made  up  in 
various  ways.  Every  encouragement  was  given,  also,  to  the  interchange 
of  fraternal  visits  by  the  several  lodges,  and  such  visits  were  frequent 
during  the  year.  As  a  result  of  these  special  efforts  our  year  closing 
December  31,  1906,  showed  a  net  gain  larger  than  we  had  shown  for 
many  years,  although  confessedly  not  as  large  as  this  Jurisdiction  ought 
to  show.  The  activity  during  the  winter  was  marked,  and  on  the  first, 
of  April  special  reports  from  the  Deputies  showed  a  net  gain  for  the 
three  months  of  the  new  year  considerably  larger  than  the  net  gain  for 
the  entire  previous  year,  so  that  at  our  Grand  Lodge  session  May  15,  it 
was  felt  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  experiencing  a  gratifying 
forward  movement.  Personally,  I  regarded  the  year  as  a  successful  one, 
and  it  is  generally  so  regarded  in  this  Jurisdiction,  although  it  seems 
to  me  that  far  more  can  be  accomplished,  and  should  be  in  Connecticut. 
The  Order,  however,  is  in  a  gratifying  condition  here  with  its  future 
never  brighter.” 
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Bro.  Walter  M.  Crawford,  Grand  Master  of  Alabama,  says:  “  The  work 
has  actually  commenced  on  the  Home.  The  cost  of  the  Home  will  be 
$50,000.  We  have  120  acres  of  fine  land  and  the  property  will  be  well 
worth  $80,000  when  the  Home  is  completed.  Five  years  ago  a  proposi¬ 
tion  to  start  a  Home  was  voted  down,  but  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  a 
Home  has  been  gradually  increasing  until  at  the  meeting  of  the  last 
Grand  Lodge  when  the  Home  proposition  came  up,  there  wasn’t  a  single 
negative  vote. 

“  Our  State  is  being  organized  into  districts  and  public  meetings  are 
frequent.  Anniversary  celebrations,  memorial  occasions,  public  installa¬ 
tions  of  officers  and  Odd  Fellow  rallies  have  done  much  toward  increas¬ 
ing  the  Odd  Fellow  sentiment  throughout  this  Jurisdiction. 

“  The  Odd  Fellows  of  this  section  have  done  much  in  bringing  to¬ 
gether  the  divided  sections  of  this  country.  Outside  the  power  of  God, 
I  firmly  believe  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  done  more  toward  unifying 
the  people  than  any  other  agency.” 

Bro.  Henry  J.  Suder,  Grand  Master  of  Arizona,  says:  “  Arizona  made  a 
net  gain  of  147  members  last  year,  and  so  far  this  year  we  have  nearly 
duplicated  our  last  year’s  gain.  While  both  Rebekah  and  Encampment 
branches  are  joining  in  with  a  general  prosperity  which  we  feel  is  but 
a  beginning  of  unusual  prosperity  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  Arizona,  and 
from  now  on  you  will  see  Arizona  holding  her  own  in  percentage  of 
gains  made  with  any  of  her  larger  sister  Jurisdictions.  We  are  pros¬ 
perous  here,  and  all  members  are  trying  to  keep  it  so.” 

Bro.  Ernest  W.  Bradford,  recent  Grand  Master  of  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia,  writes:  “  The  growth  in  this  Jurisdiction  is,  I  think,  upon  a  growing 
and  prosperous  basis.  The  growth  is  not  very  rapid,  but  is  continuous 
and  substantial.  During  the  last  year  we  showed  very  nearly  a  10  per 
cqnt  net  increase  in  membership. 

“  I  think  the  special  work  which  is  being  done  in  this  Jurisdiction 
most  entitled  to  mention  is  the  work  of  raising  a  fund  to  establish  an 
Odd  Fellows’  Home.  We  now  have  in  pledges  and  cash  in  bank  some¬ 
thing  more  than  $10,000  for  this  purpose.  I  hope  in  the  not  distant 
future  that  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  will  become  a  reality  in  the  District 
of  Columbia.” 

Bro.  J.  M.  Stevens,  Grand  Master  of  Idaho,  says:  “  It  is  safe  to  esti¬ 
mate  the  increase  of  membership  at  2000  We  are  making  no  special  ef¬ 
fort  to  institute  new  lodges,  but  are  trying  to  build  up  the  membership 
of  the  older  ones,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  weak  lodges.  It  was 
the  policy  of  my  predecessor  in  office  to  establish  lodges  wherever  a 
sufficient  number  of  charter  members  could  be  found,  and  much  of  our 
time  and  energy  has  been  expended  in  keeping  some  of  these  alive.  The 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  working  in  perfect  harmony,  and  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  count  this  as  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years  Odd 
Fellowship  has  ever  known  in  Idaho.”  * 

Bro.  Joseph  Belcher,  Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts,  says:  “  I  am 
pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  net  gain  in  our  subordinate  lodges 
during  the  six  months  ending  June  30,  1907,  was  850,  our  membership 
then  being  57,493.  Without  the  institution  of  a  single  new  lodge  to  help 
swell  the  numbers,  we  think  this  is  a  very  creditable  showing.” 
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Bro.  H.  L.  Hart,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada, 
says:  “A  net  increase  of  membership  of  177  for  the  year,  and  thus 
making  a  total  of  1020,  over  21  per  cent.  Trust  this  percentage  over  the 
15  per  cent  asked*  for  will  please  you.” 

Bro.  Philip  J.  Vetter,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Pennsylvania,  writes:  “  Our 
terms  expire  with  March  14,  and  September  14,  so  it  is  difficult  to  give 
you  an  accurate  estimate  of  our  increase  or  other  statistical  reports  you 
might  desire.  September,  1906,  with  252  encampments  we  have  15,996 
in  membership.  To  June  15,  or  nine  months,  we  have  257  encampments 
and  16,856  in  membership,  being  an  increase  of  860.  This  is  rather 
under  than  over  the  actual  membership,  so  that  I  feel  safe  in  reporting 
a  gain  of  about  1200  for  the  year  ending  September  14,  1907.” 

Bro.  O.  B.  Quin,  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Mississippi  is  in  a  healthful  and  prosperous  condition;  the  past  year  has 
been  fairly  satisfactory  and  successful.  There  has  been  no  big  increase 
in  new  lodges  or  new  membership,  but  a  substantial  growth  and  a 
marked  improvement  have  been  obtained  in  the  lodges  throughout  the 
State  as  a  whole.  Odd  Fellowship  here  is  made  up  of  the  best  people, 
and  the  Order  commands  the  highest  respect  and  esteem  throughout 
the  State.  The  prospects  for  the  future  are  bright  and  encouraging, 
and  we  expect  to  show  large  additions  to  our  membership  in  the  near 
future.  The  healthful  condition  of  the  subordinate  lodges  is  reflected, 
of  course,  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this 
body  is  in  better  financial  condition  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  and 
that  it  is  an  institution  that  commands  influence  and  power  in  the 
Jurisdiction.”  * 

Bro.  W.  A.  Lamont,  Grand  Master  of  Colorado,  writes:  “  The  lodges  in 
this  Jurisdiction  have  been  doing  good  work;  this  is  especially  the  case 
with  the  lodges  in  the  farming  districts.  A  number  of  lodges  claim  to 
have  far  exceeded  the  10  per  cent  increase  asked  for  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  term.  One  lodge  in  particular  wrote  me  that  they  had  ini¬ 
tiated  26  applicants  at  one  meeting.  In  the  mining  regions  I  do  not  look 
for  much  increase,  but  altogether  Colorado  has  had  more  than  an  aver¬ 
age  year  if  I  am  not  badly  mistaken.  I  have  made  official  visits  to  more 
than  half  the  lodges  in  the  State,  and  have  nearly  four  months  yet  to 
serve.  It  has  been  my  aim  to  visit  the  weaker  lodges  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible.  Four  new  lodges  have  been  instituted,  one  resuscitated,  and  the 
charter  of  one  lodge  which  my  predecessor  arrested  has  been  restored. 
The  prospect  is  bright  for  three  or  four  more  new  lodges  to  be  instituted 
before  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.” 

Bro.  Oscar  N.  Falk,  Grand  Patriarch  of  New  Jersey,  writes:  “  The  net" 
increase  in  the  Encampment  branch  in  New  Jersey  during  1906  was  151; 
since  that  time  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  full  report,  but  I  feel  satisfied 
that  the  increase  for  the  past  six  months  is  at  least  300,  and  have  good 
reasons  to  believe  that  the  net  increase  for  this  year  will  be  5.00.  Nearly 
all  the  encampments  are  active  and  doing  good  work.  I  enclose  a  few 
circular  letters  which  I  am  sending  out  from  time  to  time  and  also  a 
system  of  reports  which  I  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  in  touch 
"With  the  progress  made  in  the  various  districts  throughout  the  State.”

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE

Bro.  C.  C.  Vaughan,  Jr.,  Grand  Master  of  Virginia,  says:  “Virginia, 
during  the  past  year,  has  kept  abreast  of  the  times  in  Odd  Fellowship. 
On  April  1,  1907,  our  membership  was  26,800,  giving  a  net  increase  for 
that  year  of  3340.  The  greatest  difficulty  we  experience  is  the  large 
number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  I  am  glad  to  say,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  last  year  has  shown  a  decided  improvement  over  previous 
ones  and  the  percentage  of  suspensions  has  been  somewhat  reduced. 
This  year  I  am  trying  a  new  plan  to  help  along  this  line.  The  lodges 
in  Virginia  have  been  requested  to  furnish  me  with  a  list  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  they  are  to  drop  at  the  end  of  June,  1907,  and  I  am  writing  a  per¬ 
sonal  letter  to  each  one  of  these  members,  bringing  to  their  attention 
the  great  mistake  they  make  in  permitting  their  names  to  be  dropped 
from  the  roll,  and  explaining,  briefly,  the  advantages  the  Order  gives 
to  good  men  for  benefiting  themselves  and  also  benefiting  their  fellow- 
men.  I  do  not  know,  of  course,  what  the  result  will  be,  but  if  it  only 
brings  back  a  few  of  these  members,  it  will  be  time  and  money  well 
spent.  Perhaps  in  Virginia  the  conditions  the  Order  is  called  upon  to 
face  are  different  from  those  in  the  States  north  of  us,  but  certainly, 
from  the  records  available,  they  are  not  different  from  those  in  the 
other  Southern  States,  and  it  is  in  these  States  that  the  greatest  per¬ 
centage  of  drops  is  found,  and  we  are  applying  ourselves  in  Virginia 
to  discover,  if  that  is  possible,  the  causes  that  produce  them.  We  have 
been  accused  in  the  South  of  favoring  what  is  called  the  club  plan,  but 
I  am  convinced  that  this  plan  is  a  good  one  in  certain  localities,  espe¬ 
cially,  in  the  rural  districts,  where  money  is  not  so  plentiful,  and  per¬ 
haps  it  is  the  exercise  of  this  plan  that  has  given  us  our  best  increases. 
If,  in  the  future,  this  plan  proves  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  Order,  we  will  discontinue  it,  but  just  now,  I  feel  that  it  is  doing 
much  good. 

“  We  have  an  excellent  Odd  Fellows’  Home  in  Virginia,  both  for  or¬ 
phan  children  and  for  old  and  indigent  members  of  the  Order,  their 
wives 'and  widows.  This, Home  has  been  so  well  managed  that  in  the 
brief  period  of  four  years  we  have  received  at  it  more  than  60  orphans, 
and  we  have  applications  pending  for  others.  The  Home  for  old  people 
is  just  completed;  at  this  time  the  first  resident  has  been  received.  This 
Home  has  been  the  greatest  advertisement  the  Order  has  ever  had  and 
the  fact  that  the  Odd  Fellows  have  this  Home  has  brought  thousands  of 
good  men  to  our  ranks  that,  probably,  would  not  now  be  members  of  the 
Order.  As  the  Home  increases  in  usefulness  so,  I  expect,  the  Order  in 
Virginia  will  increase. 

“  The  Order  in  Virginia  is  growing  so  large  that  not  more  than  six 
cities  in  the  State  can  accommodate  the  Grand  Lodge  in  annual  session, 
and  this  feature  is  bound  to  receive  attention  in  the  next  few  years.” 

Bro.  J.  S.  Romine,  Grand  Master  of  Oklahoma,  writes:  “  I  will  say  in 
brief  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  is  progressing  very  nicely,  with 
a  steady  increase  of  lodges  and  members.  We  have  erected  an  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Home  at  a  cost  of  $39,510.63,  and  dedicated  the  same  upon  April 
26,  1907,  free  from  debt,  which  causes  us  to  feel  proud  of  the  fact  that 
we  now  have  a  Home  for  the  orphan  children  and  the  aged  Odd  Fellows, 
and  have  paid  for  same  without  working  any  great  hardship  upon  the 
young  lodges;  and  can  maintain  it,  I  think,  without  placing  any  grea.t. 
strain  upon  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction.” 
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Bro.  E.  L.  Dimick,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Nebraska,  says:  “The  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  in  Nebraska  is  about  180 
to  200  net. 

Bro.  H.  Schwartz,  Grand  Master  of  Texas,  says:  “Texas  is  in  the 
zenith  of  her  glory  as  far  as  Odd  Fellowship  is  concerned.  Am  pleased 
to  say  to  you,  that  42  lodges  have  been  instituted  since  the  Grand  Lodge 
met  in  March  and  supplies  are  out  for  several  others.  Great  interest 
has  been  manifested  in  anniversary  and  also  memorial  ceremonies  and 
the  demand  for  speakers  for  said  occasions  has  been  very  great.” 

Bro.  Chas.  H.  Morrill,  Grand  Master  of  Maine,  says:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  state  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  Maine  is  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition,  and  we  have  made  a  substantial  gain  the  past  year.” 

Bro.  John  W.  Brown,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Wisconsin,  says:  “We 
have  not  been  able  to  reach  the  10  per  centum  that  you  requested,  but 
we  have  done  so  much  better  than  in  some  recent  years  that  I  am  feeling 
quite  elated  to-day  to  learn  that  our  growth  from  July,  1906,  to  July, 
1907,  has  been  about  800.” 

Bro.  W.  H.  Williams,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Idaho,  says:  “  There  was  a 
big  falling  off  in  the  membership  during  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1906.  But  from  what  reports  I  have  had  from  the  encampments  we  will 
be  able  to  show  a  satisfactory  increase  at  the  end  of  the  present  year.” 

Bro.  Harry  Pine,  Grand  Secretary  of  New  Jersey,  says:  “For  the 
subordinate  lodges  of  New  Jersey  I  am  glad  to  report  progress  all  along 
the  line.  Net  increase  in  members  last  year  was  263  (plus  error  in  re¬ 
port  of  1905,  of  150,  which  we  have  made  good),  and  this  year  we  expect 
to  show  a  net  increase  of  1000;  already  three  new  lodges  this  year  (none 
last  year).  We  report  net  assets  of  lodges,  $1,093,496.62,  as  against 
$573,471.54.  (More  accurate  reports  insisted  on  from  lodges.)  Greater 
disbursements  for  relief,  etc.,  and  larger  proportionate  income.  We 
are  this  year  raising  $30,000  by  assessment  to  start  a  Home  for  aged 
and  indigent  Odd  Fellows  and  their  wives.  We  are  going  to  have  a 
Home  for  every  Odd  Fellow  who  needs  it.” 

Bro.  Fred  A.  Groom,  Grand  Patriarch,  of  Maryland,  says:  “  In 
answer  to  your  letter  of  May  23d,  I  will  say  that  Maryland,  the  Mother 
Jurisdiction,  will  show  an  increase  of  about  200  in  the  Encampment 
branch  this  year,  ending  June  30.  This  is  the  largest  gain  in  one  year 
for  a  long  time  and  the  Patriarchal  branch  numbers  more  than  it  has 
done  in  the  last  decade.” 

Bro.  Lucien  J.  Eastin,  Grand  Master  of  Missouri,  writes:  “  Our  year 
ends  with  December  31,  and  all  reports  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  meeting  in  May,  speak  for  the  period  ending  with  the  year.  At 
'the  beginning  of  1906,  the  total  membership  was  50,698;  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1907,  it  was  55,081,  a  net  gain  of  4383. 

“  I  realized  at  the  beginning  of  my  term  that  the  most  distressing  con¬ 
dition  ahead  was  the  prospect  of  an  enormous  suspension  list.  Our 
Grand  Secretary  was  also  awake  to  this  baleful  prospect,  and  we  set 
about  reducing  it  by  every  method  in  our  power.  On  December  20,  I 
called  a  general  meeting  of  all  lodges  in  the  State,  urging  especially  that 
a  full  attendance  be  secured,  and  that  all  possible  pressure  be  brought 
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to  bear  upon  delinquents  on  that  night.  I  received  a  large  number  of 
letters  saying  that  efforts  along  this  line  on  that  night  have  saved  to 
the  fraternity  many  good  men  who  had  grown  distant  and  careless. 
Along  the  same  line-the  Grand  Secretary  in  all  his  communications  to 
the  lodges  urged  that  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  who  were  liable 
to  suspension  be  given  him,  in  order  that  he  might  write  personal 
letters  to  them.  This  work  he  faithfully  did,  and  I  am  sure  it  aided 
greatly. 

“  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  with  all  our  efforts,  that  changed  condi¬ 
tions  aided  us  materially.  Some  four  or  five  years  prior  to  1904,  the 
minimum  price  of  admission  was  reduced  to  eight  dollars,  and  straight¬ 
way  the  majority  of  the  lodges — and  a  great  majority,  too — reduced  to 
that  figure.  For  a  while  members  were  taken  in  wholesale,  but  many 
of  them  were  as  those  ‘  who  received  the  seed  into  stony  places  ’  and 
could  not  endure.  In  1904,  the  minimum  was  made  $14,  and  in  the 
latter  half  of  that  and  the  whole  of  the  following  year  many  became 
offended.  All  the  evil  results  of  this  law  have  not  yet  befallen  us,  but 
it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  they  are  decreasing. 

“  During  the  year  26  subordinate  and  44  Rebekah  lodges  were  char¬ 
tered  and  organized,  so  that  we  now  have  in  this  Jurisdiction  740  sub¬ 
ordinate  and  388  Rebekah  lodges.” 

Bro.  C.  L.  Charrest,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Manitoba,  says:  “  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  1906  the  membership  of  this  Jurisdiction  was  837.  We  made 
a  gain  of  307,  thus  raising  our  numbers  to  1144,  and  entitling  us  to  two 
representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  More  than  two-thirds 
of  last  year’s  gain  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  So  far  this 
year  we  have  instituted  two  encampments,  and  while  all  the  reports 
from  the  country  are  not  yet  to  hand,  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  our  in¬ 
crease  during  the  12  months  ending  June  30,  will  be  not  less  than  350. 
We  hope  to  make  a  better  showing  during  the  next  six  months,  as  the 
brothers  are  beginning  to  take  more  notice  of  the  Encampment  branch, 
and  it  is  no  trouble  to  procure  applications.” 

Bro.  T.  M.  Stephens,  Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina,  says:  “We  set 
apart  the  month  of  October  as  a  month  for  a  special  revival  in  the  Or¬ 
der,  urging  a  full  attendance  upon  lodge  meetings,  special  efforts  to 
build  up  the  lodges  by  bringing  in  applications  for  membership,  becom¬ 
ing  familiar  with  the  ritual,  etc.  While  this  was  an  experiment  it  re¬ 
sulted  in  great  good  to  the  Order.” 

Bro.  John  I.  Brown,  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  says: 

“  We  have  not  had  a  great  increase  in  numerical  strength,  yet  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  we  have  had  a  slight  increase  and  have  not  fallen 
behind.  As  you  are  undoubtedly  aware,  this  Jurisdiction  has  certain 
peculiarities  that  are  not  met  with  in  other  Jurisdictions,  one  of  them 
being  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  its  population,  which  limits  the' 
community  of  interest  feeling  so  well  defined  in  other  Jurisdictions  or 
places.  I  will  state  that  our  membership,  while  small,  is  loyal  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Bro.  J.  Powley,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ontario,  says:  “  The  past  has  been 
a  year  of  exceptional  prosperity  with  this  branch  of  our  Order  in  On¬ 
tario.  With  the  increased  enthusiasm  and  ambition  of  the  Patriarchs 
our  membership  has  been  increased  by  nearly  30  per  cent  during  the  12 
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months  ending  June  30,  1907.  New  encampments  have  sprung  up  every¬ 
where,  and  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  there  is  unmistakable  evidence 
of  a  much  needed  improvement  in  our  condition.” 

Bro.  A.  M.  Wooldredge,  Grand  Master  of  West  Virginia,  says:  “The 
condition  of  the  Order  is  good  in  this  State.  Since  July  last  we  have 
added  23  lodges  and  closed  one.  We  have  added  about  1500  members, 
and  the  prospects  look  good  for  more  lodges  and  members  before  my 
term  ends  in  November  next.  The  Rebekah  degree  is  also  looking  up  as 
we  have  added  quite  a  number  of  lodges  to  that  branch.  We  will  add 
about  eight  lodges  during  my  term,  but  will,  I  think,  close  five. 

“  We  will  have  at  the  end  of  this  term  some  $60,000  in  the  Home  fund 
Taking  everything  into  consideration,  I  think  we  are  in  a  better  con¬ 
dition  in  this  State  than  ever  before,  and  I  hope  that  is  the  same  report 
you-  will  get  from  all  the  Jurisdictions.” 

Bro.  David  W.  Whittier,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  of  New  Hampshire, 
writes:  “  Interest  in  the  Encampment  branch  has  increased  materially 
since  January  1,  1907,  and  some  very  good  work  done  by  several  en¬ 
campments.” 

Bro.  C.  E.  Frick,  of  North  Carolina,  says:  “The  Patriarchal  branch 
of  our  Order  will  show  an  increase  of  about  125  members  during  the 
past  12  months,  which  will  be  a  net  gain  of  about  12 y2  per  cent.  This  is 
not  as  much  as  it  should  be,  but  I  can  give  no  reason  for  it.  The  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  number  over  13,000  members,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  Encampment  branch  should  have  over  2000  of  these.  The  next  men 
in  line  for  the  office  of  Grand  Patriarch  are  live,  progressive  men,  and 
I  look  for  a  considerable  increase  in  the  next  three  years.” 

Bro.  Smith  L.  Walker,  Grand  Master  of  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
writes':  “  Our  official  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1906, 
shows  an  increase  of  5  per  cent.  Since  January  1,  our  work  has  im 
proved  very  much,  and  although  at  this  writing  no  returns  are  m,  I 
am  confident  we  have  made  a  half-yearly  gain  of  at  least  5  per  cent 
more,  and  so  we  are  not  far  off  the  desired  10  per  cent.  Considering 
the  condition  industrially  of  the  most  eastern  sections  of  this  Conti¬ 
nent  (in  view  of  western  booms)  this  is  a  most  satisfactory  result. 
The  Encampment  branch  has  taken  on  increased  activity  and  has  gained 
at  least  15  per  cent.  They  are  striving  for  a  second  representative. 
Six  Rebekah  lodges  have  been  instituted  and  also  four  subordinate 
lodges  (with  more  in  sight),  which  is  the  best  for  several  years.  The 
last  lodge  was  most  appropriately  named  ‘  Century  Lodge,  No.  100  ’ — 
we  feel  that  congratulations  are  in  order.  Through  correspondence, 
etc.,  I  have  been  enabled  this  year  to  get  into  closer  touch  with  the 
Noble  Grands  of  the  various  subordinate  lodges  than  has  been  the  for¬ 
tune  of  many  of  my  predecessors.  The  system  of  securing  monthly  re¬ 
ports  from  the  Noble  Grands  has  indicated  that  if  followed  up  and  de¬ 
veloped,  it  would  be  a  marked  factor  in  maintaining  the  general  inter¬ 
est.  Summarizing,  I  might  say  that  our  period  of  depression  seems  to 
be  past,  and  active,  energetic  work  seems  to  be  the  general  condition. 
While  I  regret  to  report  that  I  am  about  to  recommend  that  one  charter 
be  withdrawn,  I  am  glad  that  several  lodges  which  one  year  ago  were 
not  in  good  condition  are  to-day  in  splendid  working  trim. 

“  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  assistance,  that  your  evident  desire  tv 
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see  our  Order  flourish,  has  been  to  me  in  my  work  this  past  year,  and 
I  am  sure  my  successor  in  office  will  also  be  able  to  report  continued 
prosperity  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

Bro.  Frank  J.  Heinl,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Illinois,  says:  “  The  net  gain 
in  Encampment  membership  in  Illinois  for  1906,  which  has  just  been 
figured  by  the  Grand  Scribe,  is  628.  This  is  a  very  good  numerical  gain. 
So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  increase  is  continuing  nicely.  I  have  issued 
dispensations  for  six  new  encampments  already  this  year  with  more  in 
sight.” 

Bro.  J.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Master,  of  Iowa,  writes:  “The  Grand 
Secretary’s  report,  though  all  of  the  lodges  have  not  yet  made  their 
returns  so  it  can  be  tabulated,  shows  a  net  increase  of  about  1500, 
since  the  last  report.  I  have  instituted  nine  new  subordinate  lodges 
and  fifteen  new  Rebekah  lodges,  all  of  them  in  good  condition  and 
with  good  prospects  for  success.” 

« 

Bro.  W.  B.  Hutchinson,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  of  Vermont,  says:  “  I 
can  estimate  the  increase  in  membership  at  115.  There  has  been  one  en¬ 
campment  instituted  during  the  year,  making  33  in  all,  and  with  three 
exceptions  are  all  in  good  working  condition.” 

Bro.  William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  of  Maryland,  says:  “Our 
Grand  Lodge  work  closes  in  December  and  our  gain  for  the  work  of 
last  year  was  330,  and  for  the  first  half  term  ending  June  30th,  our 
net  gain  with  the  6  lodges  to  hear  from  shows  an  increase  of  440,  our 
aim  for  this  year’s  work  is  1000  members.” 

Bro.  E.  H.  Walling,  Grand  Master  of  Quebec,  says:  “  Peace  and  har¬ 
mony  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  of  Quebec,  and  as  a  result  no 
appeal  whatever  has  come  before  me.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  insti¬ 
tuting  two  new  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  Order  is  doing  splen¬ 
didly  considering  all  the  difficulties  it  has  to  overcome.  The  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order  is  doing  well  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Quebec.” 

Bro.  J.  A.  Carlberg,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Oklahoma,  writes:  “  I  think 
that  when  the  complete  returns  show  up,  it  will  be  found  that  Oklahoma 
has  made  an  increase  of  at  least  15  per  cent  in  its  membership  of  a  year 
ago.” 

Bro.  A.  W.  Hershberger,  Grand  Master  of  Kansas,  writes:  “We  esti¬ 
mate  the  increase  of  membership  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  to 
be  more  than  2000,  making  the  membership  in  Kansas  above  39,000. 

“  A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  members  from  being  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  to  enthuse  dormant  lodges.  To  increase 
interest  in  the  work  all  along  the  line,  and  especially  to  harmonize 
differences  in  lodges,  and  to  the  present  time,  I  have  had  but  three  ap¬ 
peals  to  decide,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  session  but  a  little  over  three 
months  distant.  While  I  have  no  regret  at  the  thought  of  the  term  of 
office  drawing  to  a  close  in  so  short  a  time,  yet  the  term  is  at  an  end 
just  when  a  Grand  Master  is  in  a  position  to  do  some  real  good  work. 
Another  special  effort  of  the  year  has  been  to  firmly  establish  the  Re¬ 
bekah  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  which  effort  has  been  very  satisfactory.” 
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Bro.  Bert  H.  Weeks,  Grand  Patriarch  of  Indian  Territory,  says:  “  The 
membership,  I  think,  will  reach  twelve  to  fifteen  hundred,  and  the  pros¬ 
pects  for  the  future  are  most  encouraging.” 

Bro.  E.  G.  Wiswell,  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba,  writes:  “Our  Order 
is  making  a  very  substantial  growth,  and  is,  I  believe,  the  most  influen¬ 
tial  fraternal  organization  in  our  Jurisdiction.  We  are  fully  alive  to 
the  importance  of  a  continued  increase  in  membership,  and  the  promul¬ 
gation  of  those  principles  which  underlie  the  success  of  fraternal  so¬ 
cieties;  ‘  quality’  is  the  watchword,  and  ‘  onward’  is  the  cheering  reply 
all  along  the  line.” 

Bro.  Fred.  A.  Rogers,  Grand  Master  of  Michigan,  writes:  “  I  am 
indeed  gratified  to  report  that  there  has  been  great  activity  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction  the  past  term,  the  result  being  a  splendid  growth.  The 
boys  took  ‘  hustle  ’  for  their  watchword  as  well  as  password  and  made 
good  in  consequence.  Of  the  519  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  I  am  in 
receipt  of  reports  thus  far  from  870  for  the  term  ending  June  30  (or 
July  1);  of  this  number  320  lodges  reported  a  total  gain  of  2680  new 
members  for  the  term.” 

From  the  foregoing  letters  and  reports  from  the  Militant  branch,  it 
is  clear  to  me  that  it  is  not  legislation  that  is  required,  but  rather  con¬ 
tinued  cooperation  and  united  effort  in  all  branches  of  the  Order. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  rendered  the  following  decisions: 

SUBORDINATE  LODGE  DECISIONS. 

Decision  1.  Question. — Did  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Transfer  of  Membership  Law,  at  the  session  of  1906 
(see  pages  778-784,  S.  G.  L.  Journal),  repeal  the  law  requiring  lodges 
to  admit  applicants  for  membership  on  card,  without  charge,  upon 
change  of  residence  within  State  Jurisdictions? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  2.  Statement. — The  Grand  Master  in  his  annual  report  referred 
to  an  independent  organization  made  up  of  representatives  from  a  num¬ 
ber  of  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  as  follows: 

“  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  organization  has,  probably  uninten¬ 
tionally,  assumed  to  use  the  name  of  the  Order  to  an  extent  never  in¬ 
tended  to  be  delegated  to  it  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  It  conducts  enter¬ 
tainments,  excursions,  raffles,  and  rummage  sales  in  tbe  name  of  the 
Order  without  asking  the  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  cer¬ 
tainly  not  the  desire  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  delegate  to  any  organiza¬ 
tion  in  matters  of  this  kind  greater  rights  than  are  accorded  to  the 
subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction.  Also  letters  of 
appeal  should  not  be  sent  out  to  the  lodges  without  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Master.” 

This  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  Appeals 
and  that  Committee  recommended  that  the  matter  of  the  legal  stand¬ 
ing  of  this  organization  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Sire.  The  letters 
I.  O.  O.  F.  and  the  three  links  are  not  used  on  the  printed  matter,  but 
it  claims  to  be  an  organization  of  our  Order  and  is  publicly  so  known. 
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Answer. — The  Grand  Master  was  clearly  right  in  his  opinion.  No 
association  or  league,  composed  of  delegates  selected  from  a  given  num¬ 
ber  of  lodges  or  Rebekah  lodges  has  any  right,  according  to  the  laws 
of  our  Order,  to  conduct  entertainments,  etc.,  without  a  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Master.  The  mere  fact  that  the  letters  I.  O.  O.  F.  and 
the  three  links  are  not  used  is  immaterial,  if  the  association  or  league 
is  made  up  of  representatives  from  lodges  and  Rebekah  lodges.  No 
club  composed  of  the  members  of  any  subordinate  lodge,  Rebekah 
lodge,  encampment  or  canton,  has  a  right  to  conduct  any  entertainment, 
dance,  etc.,  without  a  dispensation,  such  as  would  be  required  for  either 
of  these  subordinate  bodies.  No  raffle  can  be  conducted  in  the  name  of 
the  Order.  A  dispensation  cannot  be  granted  for  that  purpose.  A  rum¬ 
mage  sale  might  be  conducted  by  a  subordinate  body,  a  club,  an  asso¬ 
ciation  or  league,  provided  dispensation  had  been  granted  by  the  oroper 
Grand  Officer. 

Dec.  3.  Question  1. — During  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  in 
the  absence  of  any  local  law  governing  the  resuscitation  of  lodges,  has 
the  Grand  Master  the  right  to  restore  the  name,  charter,  and  effects  to 
five  or  more  petitioners  of  a  suspended  lodge,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Grand  Master,  a  successful,  harmonious  lodge  will  be  maintained? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Can  a  suspended  lodge  be  resuscitated  by  a  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter  upon  the  petition  of  five  or  more  members  of  said  suspended  lodge, 
said  petition  praying  that  a  new  charter  bearing  the  name  and  number 
of  said  suspended  lodge  be  issued,  and  the  effects  of  said  suspended 
lodge  be  restored? 

\  • 

Answer. — No. 

Question  3. — Has  the  Grand  Master  or  the  petitioners  of  a  suspended 
lodge  the  right  to  exclude  from  membership  of  the  resuscitated  lodge 
all  members  of  said  suspended  lodge  which  said  Grand  Master  or  said 
petitioners  believe  will  be  detrimental  to  the  success  and  harmony  of 
the  resuscitated  lodge? 

Answer. — If  the  lodge  has  been  closed  by  the  preceding  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter  and  his  action  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  the  present  Grand 
Master  is  not  authorized  to  set  aside  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
He  has  the  authority  to  grant  a  dispensation  for  a  new  lodge,  and  may 
allow  the  use  of  the  same  name  and  number.  In  this  new  lodge  such 
members  may  constitute  the  charter  members,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Grand  Master. 

Dec.  4.  Statement. — Bro.  Robert  Mobley,  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep., 
was  tried  in  his  subordinate  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  upon  charges 
and  specification,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  suspension  for  the 
period  of  one  year.  He  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho,  and  on 
his  application  the  Grand  Master  granted  stay  of  execution.  The  Grand 
Lodge  dismissed  his  appeal,  sustaining  his  subordinate  lodge.  He  has 
regularly  taken  his  appeal,  in  good  faith,  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  Transcript  on  appeal  is  about  ready  for  the  printer.  At 
the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  a  resolution  amending  the  by-laws 
of  subordinates  was  passed  whereby  an  appeal  ipso  facto,  stays  execu¬ 
tion  where  the  sentence  is  suspension.  Herewith  as  part  of  this  state¬ 
ment  is  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  relating  to  the  said  resolution,  certi¬ 
fied  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Secretary.

Question. — Does  the  appeal  of  Bro.  Mobley  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  stay,  ipso  facto, 
the  sentence  of  suspension? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  5.  Statement. — A  member  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  in  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Ohio  met  with  an  accident  which  rendered  him  totally  blind.  He  was 
in  arrears  for  dues  and  not  entitled  to  benefits.  He  was  placed  on  the 
sick  list  of  his  lodge,  and  is  still  on  the  sick  list.  There  is  no  prospect 
of  his  ever  becoming  able,  by  reason  of  his  blindness,  to  earn  a  liveli¬ 
hood,  as  he  is  quite  an  old  man.  But  since  becoming  afflicted,  he  has 
paid  up  his  dues,  and,  to  all  other  intents  and  purposes,  is  in  good 
standing. 

Question. — If,  while  already  on  the  sick  list  because  of  blindness,  but 
not  entitled  to  benefits  for  the  present  sickness,  he  should  become  af¬ 
flicted  with  another  sickness,  could  he  be  placed  on  the  sick  list  a  sec¬ 
ond  time  and  draw  benefits  for  said  second  sickness,  although  never 
having  recovered  sufficiently  from  his  first  sickness  (blindness)  to  fol¬ 
low  some  occupation  whereby  he  could  gain  a  livelihood? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  6.  Statement. — In  each  of  several  subordinate  Grand  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  there  is  an  organization  which  meets  at  the  convenience  of  the 
membership  and  at  the  call  of  the  chief  officer,  the  members  of  which 
will  not  propose,  nor  will  the  Order  accept,  any  applicant  who  is  not  a 
Scarlet  degree  member  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

There  is  no  reference  in  the  printed  matter,  laws,  or  ritualistic  work 
of  this  organization,  to  Odd  Fellowship;  neither  are  the  initials,  signs, 
or  any  of  the  emblems  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  used  by  the  organization  in 
any  form  or  manner. 

Question. — Is  a  member  in  affiliating  with,  or  organizing,  such  society 
in  violation  of,  or  in  conflict  with,  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  as  referred  to  in  resolution  No.  66,  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinker¬ 
ton,  found  at  bottom  of  page  154,  Daily  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  1906? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  7.  Statement. — Referring  to  the  Journal  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  1905,  and  page  20,  of  the  same,  I  find  the  following 
questions  and  answers  in  the  report  of  Robert  E.  Wright,  P.  G.  S.,  which 
were  approved  at  that  session: 

Question. — Can  Grand  Secretaries  under  the  resolution  of  1903  sell  a 
number  of  these  cipher  keys  to  the  Secretaries  of  subordinate  lodges 
upon  their  order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question. — If  the  Grand  Secretary  is  permitted  to  sell  a  number  of 
these  keys  to  the  Secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  can  the  Secretary 
of  the  subordinate  lodge  sell  them  to  members  of  his  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes,  but  to  Third  degree  members  only. 

Question. — Can  any  Odd  Fellow,  except  one  who  has  obtained  the 
Third  degree,  buy  or  have  one  of  these  keys? 

Answer. — No. 
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Question. — Can  a  Grand  Secretary  sell  these  keys  to  any  Odd  Fellow 
in  good  standing,  or  must  he  sell  them  to  secretaries  of  subordinate 
lodges  only? 

Answer. — To  secretaries  of  subordinate  lodges  only. 

Question. — Is  it  a  violation  of  the  law  for  a  brother  who  has  but  one 
of  these  keys  to  sell  it  to  another  brother,  or  to  give  it  or  lend  it  to 
another  brother? 

Answer. — Yes;  although  there  is  no  specific  legislation  on  this 
subject. 

The  above  queries,  you  will  understand,  refer  to  the  cipher  keys  of 
the  secret  work  of  the  subordinate  lodges. 

Question. — Do  the  same  restrictions  and  regulations  as  above  cited 
apply  to  the  disposal  of  and  regulate  the  sale  of  cipher  keys  of  the 
secret  work  of  the  subordinate  encampments? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  8.  Statement. — In  accordance  with  the  law  authorizing  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  General  Relief  Committee  in  cities  having  two  or  more 
lodges,  the  lodges  of  Memphis  have  organized  such  a  committee.  Said 
committee  is  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  of  10  cents  per  capita  every  term 
of  six  months  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  transient  or  sojourning  mem¬ 
bers  of  lodges  located  elsewhere  throughout  the  world.  By  vote  the 
Memphis  lodges  authorize  the  General  Relief  Committee  to  use  such 
fund  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  or  relieving  any  members  of  the  Mem¬ 
phis  lodges  or  the  families  of  such  members,  if  (in  the  judgment  of  the 
General  Relief  Committee)  the  lodge  to  which  such  member  belongs  is 
financially  unable  to  supply  the  needed  assistance. 

Question. — Have  the  lodges  the  right  to  give  such  authority  to  the 
General  Relief  Committee? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  9.  Statement. — A  lodge  discontinued  its  meetings  in  1861.  It 
was  closed  in  1867  and  all  of  the  property  and  effects  were  surrendered 
to  the  Grand  Lodge.  By  accident  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the 
Special  Deputy,  the  charter  was  not  reclaimed.  In  1874  this  lodge  was 
reinstituted  under  the  same  name  and  number  and  the  property  was 
returned  to  it  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  For  two  members  now  in  good 
standing  it  is  desired  to  present  each  of  them  an  Honorable  Veteran 
Jewel.  The  certificates  were  all  made  out  in  regular  form,  but  inasmuch 
as  the  lodge  failed  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  from  1861  to  1874,  and 
inasmuch  as  it  had  been  closed,  and  the  Journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
so  show,  the  Grand  Secretary  held  that  notwithstanding  the  lodge  has 
in  its  possession  the  original  charter  granted  in  1854,  yet  the  two  broth¬ 
ers  were  not  in  membership  from  the  year  the  lodge  was  closed  in 
1867  until  it  was  again  instituted  in  1874,  a  period  of  seven  years,  and 
he  refused  to  furnish  the  Jewels. 

Question. — Under  the  facts  as  here  stated,  did  the  Grand  Secretary 
err  in  refusing  to  deliver  the  two  Jewels  as  requested? 

Answer. — No.  It  was  clearly  a  case  of  discontinuance  of  member¬ 
ship  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  It  was  a  mere  accident  that  the  char¬ 
ter  was  not.  actually  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Dec.  10.  Question  1. — Should  an  Odd  Fellows’  lodge  entertain  a  mo¬ 
tion  or  a  resolution  to  donate  from  its  general  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  in  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  used  by  an  organization 
known  as  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Would  it  be  legal  for  a  Noble  Grand  to  entertain  a  mo¬ 
tion  or  a  resolution  to  appoint  a  committee  of  Odd  Fellows  to  solicit 
voluntary  contributions  from  members  of  the  Order  for  this  purpose, 
the  same  to  be  contributed  either  as  individual  members  of  the  Order 
or  in  the  name  of  the  lodge  in  which  the  donors  hold  membership? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  11.  Statement. — The  following  question  was  submitted  to  Grand 
Sire  Carleton  and  his  answer  follows  the  question: 

“  Question. — If  a  brother  is  reported  sick  with  a  chronic  disease 
(rheumatism),  and  the  lodge  pays  40  weeks’  benefits  at  two  dollars 
per  week;  the  brother  is  then  a  little  better  and  is  reported  from  the 
sick  list;  in  a  short  time  is  reported  sick  again  from  same  disease,  and 
continues  sick  for  a  long  time;  must  the  lodge  pay  him  two  dollars 
per  week  for  52  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  last  report,  or  can  it  pay 
the  balance  of  12  weeks,  which  would  have  been  the  brother’s  due  if  he 
had  not  been  reported  recovered  from  the  first  sickness,  and  then  one 
dollar  per  week  thereafter?  Would  you  call  this  last  sickness  a  new 
one,  or  a  continuation  of  the  old,  where  the  disease  is  the  same? 

“  Answer. — It  is  two  separate  cases  of  sickness  and  the  lodge  must 
pay  him  two  dollars  per  week  from  date  of  the  last  sickness. — 1897 
Journal,  S.  G.  L .,  Decision  18,  page  15,106.” 

The  Judiciary  Committee  recommended  the  approval  of  this  decision. 
See  Report  No.  105,  page  15.534.  When  the  report  was  considered  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  took  separate  action  on  Decision  No.  18,  and 
disapproved  of  it. — See  bottom  of  page  15,584,  and  top  of  15,585. 

Question. — From  this  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  does  the 
law  then  stand  that  in  cases  similar  to  that  asked  of  the  Grand  Sire, 
the  lodge  should  treat  it  as  one  sickness? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question. — As  this  matter  has  not  been  digested  in  Busbee’s  Digest, 
would  its  absence  therefrom  affect  its  legal  status  or  validity  at  this 
time? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  12.  Statement  1. — Our  laws,  you  will  note,  provide  for  “  com¬ 
plaint  ”  and  “  charges  ”  where  a  brother  has  committed  an  offense.  Any 
brother  may  make  complaint,  in  which  case  it  is  referred  to  the  Noble 
Grand,  who  appoints  a  committee  of  investigation.  If  this  committee 
finds  the  complaint  well  founded  it  prefers  formal  charges  in  its  own 
name  against  the  offending  brother.  «. 

Statement  2. — Members  of  a  lodge  were  complained  of  by  the  Grand 
Master  for  being  in  the  saloon  business,  and  the  lodge  directed  to  pro¬ 
ceed  against  them.  Previous  to  such  notice,  it  is  alleged,  the  brothers 
resigned,  on  the  night  of,  or  immediately  following,  the  complaint  of 
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the  Grand  Master.  Upon  learning  the  facts  the  Grand  Master  directed 
that  such  resignations  be  annulled  and  that  the  members  be  proceeded 
against.  Committees  were  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges  and 
complaint.  Some  of  the  members  were  expelled  thereunder,  but  on 
others  the  committees  failed  to  report.  Finally  the  Grand  Master  sus¬ 
pended  the  charter  of  the  lodge  and  reported  the  facts  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge  directed  the  return  of  the  charter  and  that 
the  lodge  proceed  against  the  brothers  for  saloon-keeping.  This  situa¬ 
tion  presents  the  following  questions. 

Question  1. — If  the  resignations  were  received  prior  to  the  complaint 
of  the  Grand  Master,  were  they  legal  and  effective? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Could  these  resignations  take  place  after  complaint  had 
been  made  against  the  brothers  by  the  Grand  Master  or  other  persons, 
any  time  previous  to  formal  charges  having  been  preferred  by  the 
committee? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  3. — Is  our  “  complaint  ”  equivalent  to  “  charges  ”  set  out  in 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  law? 

Answer. — Yes,  so  far  as  it  pertains  to  resignation  of  membership. 

Dec.  13.  Statement. — At  the  recent  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Report  No.  139,  providing  a  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  all  degree 
fees  and  all  dues  paid  by  a  member  admitted  without  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  an  encampment  and  a  Rebekah 
lodge,  without  having  secured  proper  permission,  was  adopted.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  has  provided  that  the  penalty  to  be  im¬ 
posed  upon  a  subordinate  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  such  a  violation 
of  law  shall  be  for  the  first  offense  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  and  for  each 
subsequent  offense  a  fine  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

Question. — Does  the  adoption  of  Report  No.  139  nullify  the  local  law 
in  Massachusetts  as  above  explained? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  14.  Question. — Is  it  legal  for  a  picnic  and  excursion  to  be  held 
on  Sunday  under  the  auspices  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  a  committee 
representing  the  lodge? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  15.  Question  1. — Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  custo¬ 
dian  of  the  Unwritten  Work  and  Book  of  Diagrams,  at  all  times,  except 
when  the  same  is  taken  to  a  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  keep  said 
work  in  a  safe  or  vault  in  his  office? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question.  2. — May  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  custodian  of  said  work, 
permit  it  to  be  taken  from  his  peeping  and  office  by  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  carrying  the  same  into  subordinate  lodges  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
structions  in  the  work? 

Answer. — No. 
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Question  3. — Has  the  Grand  Master,  by  reason  of  his  office,  any  right 
to  the  possession  of  this  book  during  his  term  of  office,  for  the  purposes 
of  instruction  in  the  work  in  the  several  subordinate  lodges  of  the 
Jurisdiction? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  Jf. — When  said  work  is  present  at  the  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  if  it  be  within  the  province  of  the  representatives  to  ask  for  the 
appointment  of  custodians  of  the  same,  who  is  the  proper  person  to 
appoint  such  custodian — the  Grand  Master  or  the  Grand  Secretary? 

Answer. — The  Grand  Secretary. 

Dec.  16.  Question  1. — Is  a  lodge  compelled  under  the  laws  of  the 
Order  to  prefer  charges  against  a  member  who  has  become  a  bartender? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — A  member  becomes  a  bartender,  the  lodge  has  knowledge 
of  the  fact.  He  applies  for  a  withdrawal  card,  the  lodge  grants  it.  Is 
its  action  legal,  no  charges  having  been  preferred  against  him? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  17.  Question. — What  is  the  meaning  of  the  word  “  Territorial 
Jurisdiction  ”  as  found  in  the  report  of  Special  Committee  on  Transfer 
of  Membership  Law,  page  779,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1906? 
Does  it  mean  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  simply  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  a  subordinate  lodge? 

Answer. — It  refers  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  subordinate  body. 

Dec.  18.  Statement. — A  brother  living  at  a  distance  from  his  lodge 
writes  them  for  a  withdrawal  card.  The  lodge  votes  to  grant  the  card 
and  the  Secretary  finds  that  he  is  out  of  cards  and  writes  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  cards.  Before  he  receives  them  and  makes  out  the  bro¬ 
ther’s  card  to  send  him,  the  brother’s  wife  dies,  and  he  claims  funeral 
benefits  on  her  death. 

Question. — Is  the  brother  still  a  member  of  the  lodge,  and  is  he  en¬ 
titled  to  funeral  benefits  on  his  wife’s  death? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  19.  Statement. — In  our  State  a  brother  must  have  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  six  months  before  he  is  entitled  to  sick  benefits  and  a  lodge  may, 
by  its  by-laws,  exclude  the  first  week’s  sickness. 

Question. — Where  a  brother  becomes  ill  before  he  has  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  six  months  and  such  sickness  continues  until  after  the  expiration 
of  his  six  months,  does  the  by-law  excluding  the  first  week’s  sickness 
have  the  effect  of  excluding  the  first  week  after  the  six  months’  limit 
has  expired? 

Answer.— No. 

Dec.  20.  Statement. — A  brother  was  a  member  of  one  of  our  lodges 
here  at  the  time  the  Anti-Saloon  law  was  passed.  His  occupation  was  a 
bartender.  He  allowed  himself  to  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues  and  now  makes  application  to  join  another  lodge  on  a  dismissal 
certificate,  still  being  a  bartender. 

Question. — Is  he  eligible?

Answer. — No.  In  the  absence  of  local  law  to  the  contrary  he  could 
have  been  reinstated  in  the  lodge  in  which  he  had  been  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues  and  then  could  have  transferred  his  membership 
in  the  regular  wray.  Should  he  discontinue  the  saloon  business  he  could 
then  make  application  for  membership  upon  his  dismissal  certificate. 

Dec.  21.  Statement. — The  Noble  Grand  of  a  large  city  lodge  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  signing  in  blank  a  hundred  or  more  official  receipts  at  a 
time,  for  the  use  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in  collecting  dues  between 
lodge  sessions.  The  lodge  by  vote,  directs  the  Noble  Grand  to  sign  no 
more  receipts  in  blank,  on  the  ground,  that  such  receipt  is  not  only  a 
receipt  for  money  paid,  but  is  an  order  for  the  Current  Term  Pass 
Word,  and  the  Annual  Traveling  Pass  Word,  and  by  the  same  resolution 
the  lodge  directed  the  Financial  Secretary  to  have  a  memorandum  re¬ 
ceipt  to  be  issued  by  the  Financial  Secretary  to  brothers  paying  dues 
between  lodge  sessions  and  providing  that  an  official  receipt  must  be 
issued  to  such  brothers  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge,  said 
memorandum  receipt  to  be  in  the  following  form:

RECEIVED  FROM  BROTHER .  $ . 

to  apply  on  dues  in  .  Lodge,  I.  0.  O.  F.  This 

receipt  shall  be  exchanged  for  an  official  receipt  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  lodge  following  this  date,  and  if  not  so  exchanged,  then 
the  Financial  Secretary  shall  mail  to  the  brother  above  named  an  of¬ 
ficial  receipt. 


Secretary. 

Question  1. — Is  the  lodge  correct  in  holding  that  it  is  improper  for 
the  Noble  Grand  to  sign  official  receipts  in  blank? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Is  a  memorandum  receipt  for  dues  issued  in  the  form 
above  described  and  to  be  exchanged  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
lodge  for  an  official  receipt,  a  violation  of  general  law? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  22.  Statement. — If  a  member,  or  the  family  of  a  member  of  a 
local  lodge  of  this  city,  shall  be  sick  or  in  distress  and  the  financial 
condition  of  his  lodge  be  such  that  it  cannot  render  him  the  necessary 
assistance,  the  General  Relief  Committee  may  render  him  such  assist¬ 
ance  as  in  their  judgment  the  case  merits  and  the  condition  of  their 
finances  may  "warrant.  And  in  case  the  assistance  necessary  for  the 
relief  of  such  brother  exceeds  the  amount  which  the  committee  feels 
justified  in  giving  him  out  of  the  regular  funds,  they  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  to  address  a  communication  to  the  lodges  of  the  city  in  order  that 
they  may  have  an  opportunity  to  make  a  special  donation  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  relieving  such  distress,  such  donation  to  be  optional  and  volun¬ 
tary  with  each  individual  lodge  and  not  in  any  sense  an  assessment. 

Question. — Does  the  above  section  conflict  with  any  law  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  when  adopted  by  our  General  Local  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee  and  approved  by  our  local  lodges? 

Answer. — No.  Such  a  communication  could  be  sent  to  each  lodge 
which  is  a  member  of  such  Relief  Committee.  To  send  it  to  the  other 
lodges  of  the  city  or  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  it  must  have  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Grand  Master. 
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Dec.  23.  Statement. — Section  5,  Article  I,  Constitution  of  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Missouri  reads:  “A  favorable 
.  ballot  on  a  petition  for  membership  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  re¬ 
ceive  any  degree  or  degrees  of  a  subordinate  lodge.” 

Section  1,  Article  V,  of  the  same  Constitution  reads:  “The  qualifi¬ 
cations  for  degrees  shall  be  membership  in  the  Order  free  from  charges 
and  in  good  standing  for  the  following  terms,  viz.:  For  the  First  de¬ 
gree,  two  weeks;  for  the  Second  degree,  four  weeks,  and  for  the  Third 
degree,  six  weeks.  And  the  brother  shall  be  proficient  in  the  highest 
degree  he  shall  have  attained,  i  e.,  in  possession  of  the  obligation  and 
unwritten  work  thereof,  so  as  to  give  an  intelligent  explanation  of  its 
uses,  and  as  near  as  may  be  in  the  language  of  said  degree.  The  Noble 
Grand  shall  appoint  a  qualified  member  to  instruct  said  brother.  The 
examination  shall  be  in  open  lodge  in  the  degree  in  which  the  brother 
is  a  member,  after  which  the  brother  shall  retire  to  the  anteroom.  The 
lodge  shall  reopen  in  the  Third  degree  and  shall  determine  hy  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote  as  to  his  proficiency .  If  favorable,  the  degree  shall  be  con¬ 
ferred;  if  unfavorable,  it  shall  not  be  conferred  until  upon  further  ex¬ 
amination  he  shall  be  declared  proficient.” 

Question. — Are  these  provisions  invalid  because  in  conflict  with  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  law? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  24.  Statement. — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Toronto 
session  of  1906,  adopted  the  following  resolution,  which  is  found  on 
page  148  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  said  session: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  penalty  to  be  inflicted  upon  a  subordinate  lodge, 
encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  violating  the  provisions  of  the  law  pro¬ 
hibiting  subordinate  lodges,  encampments,  or  Rebekah  lodges  from  ad¬ 
mitting  persons  as  members  not  residing  within  their  territorial  juris¬ 
diction,  without  having  secured  proper  permission  as  provided  by  law, 
shall  be  as  follows: 

“  Said  subordinate  lodge,  encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  shall  upon 
conviction  of  such  offense,  immediately  remit  to  the  subordinate  lodge, 
encampment,  or  Rebekah  lodge  having  such  territorial  jurisdiction,  the 
initiation  and  degree  fees  received  from  the  member  so  admitted  to 
membership,  and  that  from  time  to  time  thereafter  when  requested  by 
the  lodge  which  has  received  the  initiation  and  degree  fees,  pay  to  such 
lodge  all  dues  received  from  said  member  so  admitted  to  membership, 
and  shall  so  continue  to  pay  all  such  dues  while  he  or  she  shall  retain 
his  or  her  membership,  provided  nevertheless  that  this  resolution  shall 
not  affect  the  present  legislation  or  any  decisions  in  respect  of  and  in 
relation  to  members  being  admitted  by  cards  under  facts  heretofore 
recited.” 

Question  1. — Does  the  above  mentioned  resolution  apply  to  those  only 
who  are  residents  of  one  State  or  territory  wherein  lodges  are  estab¬ 
lished  and  who  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  a  lodge  of  another 
State  or  territory,  without  having  secured  proper  permission  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law,  or  does  it  have  reference  also  to  those  who  are  residents 
of  one  city  or  town  wherein  a  lodge  is  established  and  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  membership  in  a  lodge  located  in  another  city  or  town  in  the 
same  jurisdiction  of  their  residence,  without  having  secured  proper  per¬ 
mission  as  provided  by  law? 
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Answer. — It  applies  in  all  cases  wherein  an  applicant  has  been  ad¬ 
mitted  as  a  member  of  one  lodge  while  residing  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  another. 

Question  2. — In  the  event  of  a  lodge  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
aforesaid  law  by  admitting  a  person  as  a  member  who  is  not  a  resident 
within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  said  lodge,  and  the  person  so 
admitted  resides  in  a  city  or  town  wherein  two  or  more  lodges  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction,  to  which  of  these  lodges  holding  such  concur¬ 
rent  jurisdiction  shall  the  offending  lodge  remit  the  fees  and  dues  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  candidate  so  admitted  to  membership? 

Answer. — The  fees  for  initiation  and  degrees  and  the  amount  received 
for  dues  should  be  paid  to  the  lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  applicant 
resides.  Territorial  jurisdiction  is  determined  by  local  legislation  ex¬ 
cept  as  to  those  directly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Dec.  25.  Statement. — Bro.  A.  B.  presents  charges  against  Bro.  B.  C. 

2.  The  lodge  by  resolution  declined  to  deal  with  the  case  (alleging 
that  it  would  be  better  to  try  the  case  in  a  Rebekah  lodge.) 

3.  Bro.  A.  B.  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  against  this  action  of  the 
subordinate  lodge. 

4.  The  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  appeal  and  ordered  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  to  proceed  with  the  trial. 

5.  The  lodge  proceeded  in  all  due  form  to  hold  such  trial  giving 
full  notices  as  required  by  local  law. 

6.  Bro.  A.  B.  wilfully  neglects  to  be  present  or  to  proceed  with  the 
charge. 

7.  The  committee  acquits  Bro.  B.  C. 

Question. — Does  such  “  neglect  ”  on  the  part  of  the  accuser  consti¬ 
tute  “contempt”  and  render  Bro.  A.  B.  liable  to  punishment  therefor? 

Answer. — It  depends  upon  local  legislation.  In  Illinois,  such  refusal 
would  be  contempt. 

Dec.  26.  Statement. — A  person  residing  in  Washington  makes  appli¬ 
cation,  accompanied  by  the  proper  fee,  for  membership  in  the  nearest 
lodge  to  his  residence,  and  is  duly  elected  a  member.  He  is  not  notified 
of  his  election  by  the  Secretary  under  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  but  by  the 
direction  of  the  Noble  Grand  is  personally  notified  of  his  election  by 
the  brother  who  brought  in  his  application.  Shortly  after  he  removes 
to  the  State  of  Idaho  and  establishes  his  residence  in  that  State.  Sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  constitutions  in  this  State  do  not  provide  for  an  official 
notification  of  their  election  to  be  sent  to  applicants  by  the  Secretary. 

Question  1. — Can  he  legally  demand  the  return  of  his  fee  from  the 
lodge  in  Washington  which  legally  elected  him  to  membership? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Has  the  lodge  in  Washington  by  reason  of  having  legally 
elected  him  a  member,  jurisdiction  to  initiate  him  after  his  removal  to 
Idaho,  while  temporarily  visiting  in  this  State? 

Ansioer. — Yes. 

Question  3. — If  so,  for  what  length  of  time  would  they  retain  juris¬ 
diction  to  initiate? 

Answer. — Until  fee  is  forfeited  as  provided  by  local  law. 
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Dec.  27.  Statement. — Clause  1,  Sec.  1,  Art.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  provides,  “  That  the  Grand  Master  may  call  special 
sessions,  at  the  request  of  not  less  than  ten  Past  Grands  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  Past  Official  and  Grand  Lodge  degrees,  and  who  agree  to  pay 
the  necessary  expenses  of  such  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  he 
may  determine,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Past  Official  and 
Grand  Lodge  degrees,  and  giving  instructions  in  the  work,  and  for  no 
other  pupose.  At  such  special  sessions  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Warden,  or  either  of  them,  together  with  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  five  Past  Grands,  shall  constitute  a  quorum.” 

Question. — Is  it  necessary  for  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  person,  to  be 
present  at  a  special  session  called  under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
law,  or  would  it  be  competent  for  a  duly  appointed  and  certified  deputy 
to  act  in  his  stead? 

Answer. — The  Grand  Secretary  must  be  present. 

Dec.  28.  Question. — A  brother  living  In  a  town,  where  a  lodge  is 
located,  in  which  he  holds  membership,  applies  for  and  receives  a  with¬ 
drawal  card.  He  then  moves  to  another  town,  where  a  lodge  is  located. 
He  applies  for  membership  in  the  lodge  located  at  his  new  place  of 
residence.  Would  he  be  entitled  to  admission  free  of  charge,  under  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  transfer  of  membership? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  29.  Statement. — Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  resolu¬ 
tion  on  the  bottom  of  page  149  of  the  Daily  Journal  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  for  1906,  reads  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  there  be  added  to  the  Transfer  of  Membership  Law 
the  following: 

“  That  a  brother  desirous  of  availing  himself  of  the  provisions  of  the 
said  law,  shall  send  with  his  application  for  a  withdrawal  card,  the 
sum  of  25  cents  (cost  price  of  such  card),  and  an  additional  amount 
equal  to  four  weeks’  or  one  month’s  dues,  which  shall  entitle  the  brother 
to  the  protection  of  the  lodge  from  which  he  proposes  to  withdraw,  as 
far  as  benefits  are  concerned  for  the  period  of  four  weeks  or  one  month, 
or  such  less  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  transfer  of  his 
membership.” 

It  happens  tha't  there  are  three  separate  methods  of  transferring 
membership  which  collectively  make  up  what  is  known  as  the  “  Trans¬ 
fer  of  Membership  Law,”  viz.: 

1st.  As  a  veteran. — Busbee,  969. 

2d.  Without  change  of  residence  by  depositing  a  visiting  card  or 
official  certificate. — Busbee,  968. 

3d.  Change  of  residence  from  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  one  lodge 
to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  another  lodge,  by  filing  an  application 
for  membership,  showing  that  the  brother  is  entitled  to  a  withdrawal 
card  from  his  own  lodge,  and  based  upon  this  right,  desires  to  be  elected 
before  he  severs  his  connection  with  his  old  lodge.  1906,  S.  G.  L.  Rep., 
No.  143. 

Question. — Does  the  resolution  above  set  forth  mean  what  it  reads? 
“  That  there  be  added  to  the  Transfer  of  Membership  Law  the  provisions 
of  said  resolution,  and  hence  apply  to  all  methods  under  the  “  Transfer 
of  Membership  Law”  or  only  to  the  last  named  method? 

Answer. — Report  No.  143  has  special  reference  to  what  is  known  as 
the  new  law,  but  the  resolution  covers  all  cases,  when  applicable. 
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Dec.  30.  Statement. — The  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction  reads  as  follows:  “  Any 
member  whose  weekly  dues  remain  unpaid  for  a  period  of  seven  months 
from  the  date  to  "which  dues  have  been  paid,  shall  thereby  forfeit  ail 
right  to  weekly,  attentive  and  funeral  benefits.” 

Question  1. — Does  this  conflict  with  the  law  as  laid  down  in  Busbee’s 
Digest,  Section  2650? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Is  the  constitution  in  above  part,  valid? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Statement  2. — Under  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  a  subordinate 
lodge  makes  a  by-law  prohibiting  payment  of  benefits  to  a  brother  more 
than  13  weeks  in  arrears. 

Question  3. — Has  the  subordinate  lodge  the  authority  to  change  by 
by-law  the  provision  for  length  of  time,  or  sum  of  dues,  to  constitute  a 
brother  non-beneficial  named  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  in 
its  constitution  for  subordinate  lodges? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  — Is  such  a  by-law  under  such  a  constitution  valid? 

Answer. — No 


ENCAMPMENT  DECISIONS. 

Dec.  31.  Statement. — A  member  of  the  Order  belonged  to  a  lodge  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  and  to  an  encampment  in  Springfield,  Ohio.  In  January, 
1907,  the  member  was  injured  and  his  encampment  and  lodge  notified, 
when  it  was  discovered  that  the  member  had  been  dropped  by  his  lodge 
in  December,  1904.  His  dues  in  the  encampment  were  paid  to  April, 
1907.  Under  Busbee’s  Digest  of  1903,  Section  890,  his  membership  in 
the  encampment  terminated  in  December,  1905.  The  encampment  had 
no  previous  knowledge  of  his  suspension  by  his  lodge. 

Question. — Should  the  encampment  refund  his  dues  from  January, 
1906? 

Ansioer. — Yes. 

Dec.  32.  Question. — Does  the  following  language  on  page  779,  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1906:  “Also  that  this  law  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  extended  to  the  Encampment  and  Rebekah  branches  of 
the  Order  ”  properly  and  legally  amend  the  law  of  1904,  so  that  it  now 
reads  as  if  the  words  “  Encampment  and  Rebekah  lodge  ”  were  inserted 
after  the  work  “lodge”  wherever  it  occurs  in  said  law  of  1904? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  33.  Question  1. — Can  an  encampment  use  its  funds  to  make  a 
donation  to  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Can  an  encampment  use  its  funds  to  make  a  donation 
to  a  fund  to  offer  the  Grand  Lodge  to  induce  it  to  locate  the  Home  in  a 
certain  city.  Said  fund  not  to  be  paid  until  the  Grand  Lodge  accepts 
the  proposition  and  the  fund  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
use  in  building  the  Home? 

Answer. — Yes. 
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REBEKAII  DECISIONS. 

Dec.  34.  Statement. — A  sister  takes  a  withdrawal  card  from  her  Re- 
bekah  lodge  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1905,  and  deposits  the  same 
and  was  elected  a  member  of  another  lodge  on  the  6th  day  of  February, 
1906,  but  has  not  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  as  she  has  not 
been  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lodge  since  her  election.  The  By-laws,  gov¬ 
erning  Rebekah  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  read  as  follows:  “  Each 
member  of  this  lodge,  on  being  admitted — whether  by  initiation,  or  by 
card,  or  by  certificate — shall  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  and 
his  or  her  membership  shall  date  from  the  affixing  of  his  or  her  signa¬ 
ture  thereto.” 

Question. — Has  the  sister  a  right  to  come  forward  and  sign  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-law’s  at  the  present  time,  and  thereby  become  a  member 
of  the  new  lodge,  her  card  having  expired? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question. — Has  the  lodge  any  right  to  refuse  to  let  her  sign  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-laws,  on  the  ground  that  she  should  have  done  so  at 
an  earlier  date,  there  being  no  local  law  on  the  subject? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  35.  Question. — May  the  Constitution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly 
legally  provide  that  Past  Grands  and  Past  Noble  Grands  may  vote  for 
Assembly  Officers  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  subordinate  Rebekah 
lodges,  or  must  the  election  be  held  in  the  Assembly  at  its  annual 
session? 

Answer. — The  Constitution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  with  the  approval 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  can  be  so  amended  that  the  officers  of  the  Assembly 
may  be  elected  by  the  vote  of  the  Past  Noble  Grands.  Said  vote  to  be 
taken  in  the  Rebekah  lodges. 

Dec.  36.  Statement. — A  lady  and  her  husband  received  the  Rebekah 
degree  in  a  subordinate  lodge.  She  is  married  again  and  her  present 
husband  is  not  an  Odd  Fellow.  She  holds  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  and  under  seal  of  the  lodge  certifying  that 
she  received  the  Rebekah  degree  in  said  lodge. 

Question. — Is  she  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  on  this 
certificate? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  37.  Statement. — The  Constitution  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of 
Pennsylvania,  Art.  XII,  Sec.  3,  says:  “  The  term  office  in  a  Rebekah 
lodge  shall  be  six  months  or  twelve  months,  as  the  by-laws  may  deter¬ 
mine.”  The  result  is  that  Rebekah  lodges  in  Pennsylvania  elect  offi¬ 
cers  every  six  months  in  some  places,  while  others  elect  their  officers 
once  a  year.  This  law  was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  at  its  annual  session  in  May,  1902. 

Question. — Have  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  Pennsylvania  a  right  to  elect 
their  officers  as  above? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Statement. — The  Constitution  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1,  says:  “The  elective  officers  of  this  lodge,  etc., 
shall  serve  for  one  year,  etc.”  This  forbids  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  New 
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Jersey  from  electing  officers  every  six  months.  This  was  approved  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  at  its  annual  session  in  November, 
1905. 

Question. — Has  the  Rebekah  Assembly  or  the  Grand  Lodge  a  right 
to  make  such  a  law? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  '38.  Question. — Is  there  a  law  under  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  grant  power  to  the  President  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  to  restore 
charter  after  Grand  Master  has  expelled  lodge? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  39.  Statement. — The  following  is  a  copy  of  approved  decision 
No.  50,  of  Grand  Sire  Wright,  at  the  1906  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge: 

“  No.  50.  Question. — Is  a  solid  gold  jewel  in  the  form  of  a  five-pointed 
star  in  a  circle  with  the  emblem  of  the  Rebekah  degree  on  it,  attached 
to  a  pink  and  green  ribbon,  sufficient  regalia  for  a  Past  Noble  Grand  to 
wear  in  a  Rebekah  lodge,  and  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations? 

“  Answer. — No."  . 

The  question  has  arisen  whether  the  decision  as  above  was  rendered 
on  account  of  the  jewel  not  being  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law,  or 
whether  it  is  intended  to  mean  that  a  Past  Noble  Grand  is  not  permitted 
to  wear  a  badge  of  pink  and  green  in  lieu  of  other  regalia. 

Section  25,  of  the  Rebekah  Code  provides  that  the  regalia  for  each 
Past  Noble  Grand  shall  be  a  collar,  the  same  as  the  Noble  Grand’s  in 
shape  and  colors,  except  that  the  lace  and  fringe  shall  be  of  gold  in¬ 
stead  of  silver,  etc.  The  same  section  further  provides  that  sisters  who 
are  not  officers  or  Past  Noble  Grands  shall  wear  badges  or  collars  of 
pink  and  green  not  exceeding  three  inches  in  width.  See  also  Rebekah 
ritual,  pages  30  and  31. 

Question  1. — May  a  Past  Noble  Grand,  who  is  not  an  officer,  wear  a 
badge  of  pink  and  green  in  lieu  of  other  regalia? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — May  a  Past  Noble  Grand,  who  is  not  an  officer,  wear  a 
badge  of  pink  and  green,  with  the  jewel  of  a  Past  Noble  Grand  affixed 
thereto,  in  lieu  of  other  regalia? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  40. — Statement. — In  a  city  where  there  are  two  subordinate 
lodges  and  one  Rebekah  lodge,  one  of  the  subordinate  lodges  desires  to 
have  another  Rebekah  lodge  organized.  The  present  Rebekah  lodge 
refuses  to  grant  permission,  giving  its  reason  that  one  Rebekah  lodge 
is  sufficient  for  the  town. 

Question. — Can  said  subordinate  lodge  without  permission  of  said 
Rebekah  lodge  petition  by  resolution  under  seal  of  the  lodge  for  dis¬ 
pensation  to  institute  another  Rebekah  lodge  in  said  town? 

Answer. — No,  a  subordinate  lodge  as  such  may  not  petition  for  dis* 
pensation  to  institute  a  Rebekah  lodge.  Qualified  members  may  so  pe* 
tition.  This  petition  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  local  law  govern* 
ing  the  granting  of  dispensations. 
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PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  DECISION. 

Dec.  41.  Statement. — A  canton  met  to  elect  canton  officers  and  field 
officers  and  opened  the  poll  for  Department  Commander  only  and  kept 
the  poll  open  for  two  hours,  many  coming  in  and  going  out  during 
recess  and  drill,  when  the  Commandant  called  the  canton  to  order,  and 
with  ballot  box  in  hand,  asked  the  question,  “  Have  all  voted,  if  so,  I 
declare  the  ballot  closed,”  gave  the  ballot  box  and  votes  to  the  tellers, 
who  then  canvassed  the  vote  and  announced  a  result  of  53  votes  for  De¬ 
partment  Commander,  with  only  31  chevaliers  in  the  hall.  The  Com¬ 
mandant  again  opened  the  poll  for  canton  and  field  officers  other  than 
Department  Commander  with  31  chevaliers  in  the  hall  and  with  31 
votes,  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  outside  of  the  vote  for  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander. 

Question. — Was  that  vote  cast  for  Department  Commander  legal? 

Answer. — No.

From  letters  I  have  been  receiving  from  the  Grand  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Encampments  of  our  Order,  as  well  as  from  official  reports,  it 
is  ascertained  that  the  Encampment  branch  is  generally  prosperous. 
In  my  opinion  it  would  be  more  so  if  its  work  was  devoted  to  the  social 
side  of  our  fraternity.  This  branch  should  not  in  my  opinion  pay  bene¬ 
fits,  thus  duplicating  the  work  of  the  subordinate  lodge.  The  lessons 
taught  in  the  encampment  should  be  received  by  a  large  majority  of 
the  members  of  our  subordinate  lodges.

Nothing  has  done  more  to  call  the  attention  of  good  people  to  the 
real  worth  of  our  Order  than  the  building  and  maintaining  of  Homes 
for  the  helpless  orphan  children  of  deceased  members  and  Homes  for 
the  aged  and  indigent  of  our  Fraternity.  There  are  42  Homes  and  2379 
members  of  these  Homes.  The  present  value  of  the  Homes,  $2,561,- 
135.43.  The  cost  of  maintenance  for  1906  was  $397,066.27.  Eleven 
Jurisdictions  are  now  raising  funds  for  the  erection  of  Homes,  and  it 
is  learned  in  an  indirect  way  that  there  are  some  Homes  in  the  Foreign 
Jurisdictions  that  have  as  yet  not  been  reported. 

ADDITIONAL  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

It  is  gratifying  that  we  have  this  session  five  additional  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentatives,  two  from  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  one  from 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  Manitoba,  one  from  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  South  Dakota,  and  one  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maritime 
Provinces.  This  emphasizes  that  the  Order  is  indeed  growing. 

A  RECOMMENDATION. 

In  my  opinion  we  should  he  in  closer  fraternal  touch  with  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Grand  Lodges  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia.  Each  of  these 
Grand  Lodges  should  send  one  Grand  Representative  to  attend  the 
annual  communications  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  railroad 
and  steamboat  fare  should  be  paid  by  this  Grand  Body  and  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  should  provide  for  the  traveling  expenses  of  their  representatives. 
Few  of  our  own  Grand  Representatives  whose  Jurisdictions  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  per  capita  tax  an  amount 
equal  to  their  mileage  and  per  diem.  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should 
not  contribute  annually  even  more  liberally,  distance  considered,  to  de¬ 
fraying  the  expenses  of  the  representatives  from  the  Foreign  Jurisdic¬ 
tions.  It  is  true  we  receive  no  profit  from  sale  of  supplies  for  Foreign 
Jurisdictions,  hut  it  is  equally  true  that  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  is  an  American  institution  in  its  origin,  and  in  my  opinion  an 
obligation  rests  upon  us  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  Order  the 
world  over  than  heretofore.  We  paid  for  years  out  of  our  treasury 
$1000  per  annum  for  a  foreign  representative,  and  that  was  money 
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wisely  expended.  This  expense  having  been  discontinued,  a  like 
amount,  or  even  more,  might  well  be  expended  annually  in  helping  to 
secure  one  representative  at  our  annual  sessions  for  each  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Jurisdictions  working  under  charters  from  this  Body.  I  would 
recommend  that  such  representatives  be  given  full  privileges  with  our 
representatives,  including  the  right  to  vote. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  and  indeed  inexplicable,  that  the  railroads  re¬ 
fused  to  grant  our  Order  this  year  a  three-cent  rate  for  the  round  trip, 
as  granted  in  previous  years,  when  at  the  present  time  they  are  of  their 
own  volition  giving  summer  excursions  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard  for 
about  one  cent  a  mile  each  way  and  making  a  like  rate  to  points  in  the 
mountains  west  of  us.  Bro.  Goodwin  has  put  forth  every  effort  in  his 
power  to  secure  the  same  rate  as  heretofore,  but  without  avail. 

THE  PRESS  OF  OUR  FRATERNITY. 

With  a  view  to  bringing  about  a  more  united  effort  toward  the  in¬ 
struction  of  our  members  in  Odd  Fellowship,  I  have  written  seven 
letters  for  publication  in  the  various  papers  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
our  Order.  The  editors  of  these  papers  have  cheerfully  published  the 
letters  and  rendered  other  valued  assistance.  We  need  the  powerful 
influence  of  a  friendly  press  and  in  order  to  be  more  successful  these 
papers  must  have  the  encouragement  of  the  members  of  our  Order.  I 
wish  to  thank  all  the  editors  of  our  Fraternity  for  their  helpful  assist¬ 
ance  in  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  all  of  its  branches,  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year. 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  OFFICE  EXPENSES  OF  GRAND  SIRE. 

The  allowance  for  the  annual  expenses  of  the  office  of  Grand  Sire  is 
inadequate  and  should  be  increased  to  not  less  than  $3000.  No  great 
corporation  would  embarrass  its  chief  executive  officer  by  an  insufficient 
allowance  for  necessary  office  expenses  and  neither  should  this  great 
Fraternity  embarrass  the  Grand  Sire  by  an  allowance  so  meager  that 
in  order  to  do  the  work  of  his  office  efficiently  he  must  give  not  only 
his  time,  but  of  his  private  funds  as  well.  A  Grand  Sire  should  main¬ 
tain  an  office  with  sufficient  help.  In  addition  he  should  visit  as  many 
meetings  of  Grand  Bodies  as  possible  and  "without  expense  to  said 
Grand  Bodies.  He  should  not  only  take  care  of  the  "work  that  comes  to 
his  office,  but  should  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  subordinate  Grand 
Bodies  and  the  lodges  and  encampments  under  the  immediate  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  other  words  he  should  be  an 
active  executive  officer,  ever  ready  to  assist  in  the  building  up  of  our 
great  Fraternity  and  always  be  familiar  with  what  is  going  on  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  where  Odd  Fellowship  is  introduced.  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  can  well  afford  this  additional  expense  and  in  my  opinion 
it  is  not  only  the  right  thing  to  do,  but  good  business  policy  as  well. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  honor  of  having  been  chosen  Grand  Sire  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  am  thankful  indeed  to  you  for  having 
conferred  this  great  distinction  upon  me.  I  have  also  realized  from  the 
very  beginning  of  my  term  the  great  responsibility  of  the  office  as  well 
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as  the  exceptional  opportunity  to  be  of  service  to  my  fellowmen.  The 
success  of  the  past  year  has  been  made  possible  by  the  loyalty  and  gen¬ 
erous  assistance  of  you,  my  brothers,  and  also  the  assistance  of  the 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  the 
Grand  Sires  of  Germany,  Switzerland,  Denmark,  Australasia  and  Swe¬ 
den;  also  the  prompt  assistance  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand 
Scribes.  I  wish  to  specially  thank  Bro.  Goodwin,  our  Grand  Secretary. 
He  has  promptly  assisted  in  every  way  possible,  and  it  has  made  the 
work  of  the  office  very  pleasant. 

With  full  confidence  in  the  continued  success  of  our  Order  and  with 
the  hope  that  this  our  eighty-third  annual  communication  may  be  a 
most  pleasant  one,  I  am

EXHIBIT  A. 

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMANDING. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  August,  1907. 
Hon.  E.  S.  Conway,  Commander-in-Chief,  Chicago,  Ill. 

Sir  and  Sire:  In  response  to  your  kindly  inquiry  relative  to  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  its  status,  and  the  interest  therein,  it  is  but  a 
pleasure  to  state  that  the  general  status  of  the  Militant,  financially,  in 
interest  and  activity,  in  discipline,  muster,  and  organization,  is  better 
from  every  standpoint  than  ever  before.  An  extended  trip  north  and 
to  the  western  coast,  with  visits  of  observation  and  information  at 
points  en  route,  including  many  different  departments,  followed  by  a 
like  extended  tour  of  inspection  and  observation  to  New  England,  and 
with  the  departments  along  the  eastern  coast  and  others  en  route,  with 
a  number  of  other  shorter  trips,  the  voluminous  correspondence  had 
with  officers  and  chevaliers,  until  at  this  time  a  personal  acquaintance 
is  had  in  almost  all  departments,  and  in  the  greater  number  quite  gen¬ 
erally  so,  has  given  much  opportunity  for  the  acquirement  of  accurate 
knowledge  and  general  information  concerning  the  Militant,  the  officers 
and  membership.  It  is  also  observed  that  in  States  without  Department 
Councils,  directly  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  number  of 
cantons  is  five  times  greater,  with  an  equal  increase  in  the  number  of 
chevaliers.  During  the  time,  however,  the  number  of  Department  Coun¬ 
cils  has  increased  from  10  to  26,  whereby  84  cantons,  with  2540  cheva¬ 
liers  have  been  transferred  to  local  management.  In  States  with  De¬ 
partment  Councils  the  number  of  cantons  has  greatly  increased,  while 
the  membership  has  almost  doubled.  The  increase  in  property  or  in¬ 
vested  funds  has  been  $83,758;  while  the  cash  on  hand  with  subordi¬ 
nate  cantons  is  now  $29,122.51.  The  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  will 
make  quite  a  complimentary  showing  in  increase  of  membership,  the 
net  gain  for  the  year  1906  being  over  1500,  in  which  a  number  of  de¬ 
partments  participate  with  great  credit  to  those  in  charge,  the  depart¬ 
ment  leading  all  others  in  point  of  increase  being  Pennsylvania.  The 
full  report,  however,  of  the  present  great  activity  in  additional  member¬ 
ship,  that  started  following  the  last  session,  when  it  became  apparent 
that  there  was  no  likelihood  of  a  change  in  the  organic  basis  of  re¬ 
cruiting,  will  be  more  fully  had  and  realized  with  the  close  of  this 
year’s  report  than  now.  As  an  index  of  the  present  activity  and  the 
possibilities  of  well-directed  effort,  it  is  noted  that  on  April  1,  there 
were  two  cantons  in  the  State  of  Washington,  now  13  are  had  with 
more  in  sight.  It  is  also  possible  to  cite  a  number  of  States  wherein 
much  Militant  activity  is  at  this  time  enjoyed,  all  of  which  is  had  on  a 
substantial  permanent  basis.  Of  the  Militant  defects,  if  any  real  there 
be,  those  active  within  its  membership  do  not  ascribe  such  to  the 
methods  of  muster,  of  which  in  the  main  they  themselves  are  the  great- 
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est  defenders  of  the  present  system,  but  rather  to  the  inherent  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  present  ritualistic  and  dramatic  presentation,  in  which  it  is 
claimed  the  scope  for  improvement  is  unlimited.  In  this  connection, 
however,  it  must  be  observed  that  many  more  cantons  are  working  the 
degree  than  ever  before  and  that  attainments  therein  have  been  greatly 
improved.  In  the  perfections  of  inspection,  practice  of  memorial  ob¬ 
servance  and  presentation  of  degree  work,  has  the  percentage  greatly 
improved,  by  reason  of  w^hich  the  interest  therein  has  greatly  increased, 
with  the  but  natural  result  that  a  material  increase  of  membership  is 
noted.  Relative  to  inspections,  the  Inspector  General  writes:  “There  is 
now  had  over  300  inspection  reports,  and  they  show  gains  all  along,  av¬ 
erages  higher,  and  an  increase  on  all  points  except  membership  per  can¬ 
ton,  which  is  slightly  lower,  although  the  totals  run  considerably  higher. 
This  decrease  is  accounted  for,  it  is  thought,  by  the  large  number  of 
smaller  cantons  inspected  this  year,  from  which  no  reports  have  been 
had  before.  The  general  average  was  very  much  higher  until  these 
smaller  departments  came  in,  and  as  they  got  lower  marks  for  degree 
work,  it  cut  down  the  general  average,  but  it  still  shows  an  increase 
over  last  year.” 

It  is  observable  that  the  general  net  gain  of  membership  by  the  en¬ 
campment  is  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  subordinate  lodges.  Good 
results  are  also  observable  by  the  institution  of  non-beneficial  encamp¬ 
ments,  particularly  is  this  true  in  Baltimore,  where  an  encampment  of 
large  numbers  with  constantly  increasing  interest  therein  is  now  had, 
thus  putting  into  practice  the  policy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 
making  the  encampment  a  purely  social  organization. 

The  satisfactory  conditions  and  awakening  interest  had  within  the 
Militant  applying  with  equal  force  in  the  main  to  the  different  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  the  central  provinces  of  Canada 
and  to  New  Brunswick.  In  Denmark,  while  the  general  standing  is 
good  and  the  membership  is  retained,  yet  by  reason  of  different  public 
views  and  governmental  policy,  an  inherent  weakness  is  had,  to  be  later 
corrected  by  modifications,  that  will  add  much  to  the  local  popularity 
of  the  Militant.  In  Honolulu  the  Militant  has  taken  a  front  rank  in 
civic  organizations,  and  by  reason  thereof  and  under  direction  of 
capable  officers,  is  making  a  splendid  showing,  with  honor  to  itself  and 
credit  to  the  Order.  A  representative  of  the  Order  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia,  bearing  good  credentials  from 
the  Grand  Officers,  "who  will  attend  the  session  at  St.  Paul,  reports  much 
interest  taken  in  the  Militant  by  his  home  Jurisdiction  and  as  our  repre¬ 
sentative,  is  sanguine  as  to  the  organization  of  at  least  four  cantons 
immediately  following  his  return  to  Australia. 

General  orders  have  been  issued  as  follow's,  special  orders  and  other 
details  of  Militant  transactions  appearing  in  the  report  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  John  B.  Goodwin,  wdiose  every  effort  and  attention  has  been  of 
hearty  co-operation  to  the  attainments  of  success  and  the  upbuilding  of 
an  organization  that  should  be  select  in  its  membership,  of  good  char¬ 
acter  in  its  personnel,  creditable  to  itself  and  of  honor  to  the  greater 
Society.

General  Oedee  No.  G. 

Attention  is  hereby  called  to  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  session  of  1906  in  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  to  wit: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  regulation  fatigue  coat  for  officers  and  Chevaliers 
be  as  follows:  A  single-breasted  sack  coat  of  black  cloth  with  standing 
collar,  fastened  with  hook  and  eye;  coat  to  close  with  a  flap,  containing 
eight  concealed  buttons  and  fastenings;  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one- 
third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  hip  joint  to  bend  of  knee,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  height  of  the  wearer,  cut  to  fit  the  figure  easily;  a  verti¬ 
cal  opening  at  each  side  of  hip  according  to  pattern,  with  concealed 
fastenings.  The  coat  to  be  trimmed  with  lustrous  black  mohair  braid 
one  and  one-fourth  inches  wide,  as  follows:  Edged  all  around  the  bot¬ 
tom,  the  front  edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward  from  the 
bottom  along  both  side  openings.  On  each  side, of  the  collar  one  inch 
from  the  edge  and  midway  the  height,  the  abbreviation  of  the  name  of 
the  Statt  in  white  metal  gothic  letter  one-half  inch  in  size.  This  coat 
may  be  lined  or  unlined  to  suit  localities  and  climates.  The  belt  to  be 
worn  underneath  the  coat,  the  hanger  through  the  opening  of  the  left 
side.  Braiding  on  sleeves  to  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  the  present 
fatigue  coat.  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  optional  with  cantons  now  in 
existence  and  with  all  chevaliers  and  officers  now  in  the  army,  and  pro¬ 
vided  further,  that  no  chevalier  shall  be  permitted  to  change  his  fatigue 
coat  unless  the  majority  of  the  canton  vote  in  favor  thereof  in  regular 
session,  and  provided  further,  that  no  further  change  be  made  for  a 
period  of  five  years  from  this  date.” 

In  hereby  promulgating  the  foregoing  action  the  following  specifica¬ 
tions  and  changes  in  uniform  are  hereby  given  to  aid  in  carrying  out 
and  observing  the  requirements  of  the  resolution: 


fatigue  coat. 

A  single-breasted  sack  coat  of  black  cloth,  with  standing  collar  fast¬ 
ened  with  two  hooks  and  eyes;  coat  to  close  with  flap  containing  suit¬ 
able  concealed  fastenings;  slit  not  exceeding  three  inches  for  hooking 
up  sword;  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third  to  two-thirds  the  distance 
from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of  the  knee,  according  to  the 
height  of  the  wearer;  cut  to  fit  the  figure  easily;  a  vertical  opening  at 
each  side  of  the  hip,  according  to  pattern. 

The  coat  to  be  trimmed  with  lustrous  fiat  black  mohair  braid  one  and 
one-fourth  inches  wide,  as  follows:  Edged  all  around  the  bottom,  the 
front  edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward  from  the  bottom 
along  both  side  openings  of  the  skirt. 

SIIOULDEB  OBNAMENTS  FOR  FATIGUE  COAT. 

All  commissioned  officers  shall  wear  shoulder  straps  on  the  fatigue 
coat  as  follows: 

General  Commanding — Velvet  field  four  inches  long  and  one  and  five- 
eighths  inches  wide,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  three-eighths 
of  an  inch  wide;  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword  in  center. 
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and  four  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five  rays  each;  stars  to  be  of  the 
same  size. 

Major-General — Same  as  for  General  Commanding,  except  there  shall 
be  but  two  stars,  one  at  each  end,  and  equidistant  between  the  center 
and  outer  edge  of  the  strap. 

Brigadier-General — Same  as  for  General  Commanding,  except  there 
shall  be  but  one  star,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the 
strap  on  intersection  of  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Colonel — Same  as  for  Brigadier-General  (except  as  to  color),  omit¬ 
ting  the  star,  and  in  lieu  thereof  a  silver  embroidered  spread  eagle 
clutching  the  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Lieutenant-Colonel — Same  as  for  Colonel,  omitting  the  eagle,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  a  silver  embroidered  leaf. 

Major — Same  as  for  Lieutenant-Colonel,  except  the  leaf  shall  be  of 
gold  instead  of  silver. 

Captain — Same  as  for  Major,  omitting  the  leaf,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
three  silver  embroidered  bars,  one  bar  in  center  on  intersection  of 
crossed  crook  and  sword  and  one  bar  on  each  side  of  same,  equidistant, 
and  the  width  of  one  bar  (one-fourth  inch)  apart;  bars  to  be  parallel 
with  end  of  strap. 

Lieutenant — Same  as  for  Captain,  except  there  shall  be  two  bars  in¬ 
stead  of  three,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  three-fourths  of  an  inch 
apart,  one  on  each  side  of  the  intersection  of  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

Ensign — Same  as  for  Lieutenant,  except  there  shall  be  one  bar  in¬ 
stead  of  two,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  on  intersection  of  crossed 
crook  and  sword. 


COLORS  OF  SHOULDER  STRAPS. 

For  general  officers  of  all  grades,  the  field  shall  be  black. 

For  staff  officers  below  the  rank  of  General,  on  the  staff  of  a  Major- 
General  and  on  the  staff  of  a  Brigadier-General,  the  field  shall  be  purple. 
For  all  other  officers,  the  field  shall  be  scarlet. 

STAFF  INSIGNIA. 

On  the  blank  space  at  the  end  of  the  shoulder  straps  every  staff  officer 
shall  wear  the  insignia  of  his  staff  department  corps,  as  on  shoulder 
knots. 


COLLAR  INSIGNIA  FOR  FATIGUE  COAT. 

All  officers  except  the  General  Commanding  and  officers  of  his  staff 
above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and  all  chevaliers  shall  wear  the 
name  of  the  department  on  each  side  of  the  collar,  one  inch  from  the 
edge  and  midway  the  height,  in  half-inch  white  metal  letters.  Where 
the  name  of  the  department  shall  exceed  five  letters,  the  abbreviations 
as  printed  in  the  United  States  Postal  Guide  may  be  used. 

Retired  officers,  in  addition  to  the  uniform  of  the  office  past,  shall 
wear  on  the  fatigue  coat  collar,  just  in  the  rear  of  the  name  of  the  de¬ 
partment,  a  gold  embroidered  script  letter  “  R,”  which  must  be  one 
inch  in  length  and  placed  vertically  on  collar  as  above  specified. 
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SLEEVE  ORNAMENTS  FOR  FATIGUE  COAT. 

For  officers  in  command  of  troops,  the  sleeves  will  be  plain  or  braided, 
at  option. 

For  staff  officers,  the  sleeves  will  be  braided. 

For  Chevaliers,  the  sleeves  will  be  plain  or  with  embroidered  crown, 
at  option. 

General  Commanding — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to 
elbow,  or  four  one-half-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands,  and  a  gold-embroid¬ 
ered  crown,  as  on  dress  coat,  at  option. 

Major-General — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to  elbow. 

Brigadier-General — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  double  loops  to  elbow. 

Colonel — Five  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Lieutenant-Colonel — Four  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way 
up  to  the  elbow. 

Major — Three  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Captain — Two  rows  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to  the 
elbow. 

Lieutenant — One  row  of  black  braid  in  single  loops  half  way  up  to 
the  elbow. 

Ensign,  Clerk,  Accountant  and  Chevaliers — A  gold-embroidered  crown 
placed  four  inches  above  the  wrist  end  of  the  sleeves. 

Non-commissioned  Staff  Officers — Chevrons,  insignia  and  crown,  as 
prescribed  for  dress  coat,  except  the  chevrons  shall  be  made  of  purple 
cloth  instead  of  gold  lace. 


FATIGUE  BELT. 

For  Line  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — Of 
black  leather  one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide,  to  be  worn  underneath 
the  fatigue  coat,  with  two  detachable  short  slings  of  same  material, 
without  hook,  gold  plated,  and  swivel  snap  at  the  lower  end  of  each 
sling  to  fasten  into  rings  of  upper  mount  of  scabbard,  length  of  slings 
and  swivel  snaps  combined  to  be  seven  inches;  belt  to  be  fastened  with 
a  gold-plated  emblematic  buckle  bearing  the  letters  “  P.  M.”  and  raised 
crown  upon  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

For  General,  Field  and  Staff  Officers — Of  black  leather  one  and  three- 
fourths  inches  wide,  to  be  worn  underneath  the  fatigue  coat,  with  two 
detachable  slings,  one  long  and  one  short,  of  same  material,  with  gold- 
plated  hook  at  top  of  sling  on  which  to  hang  the  sword,  gold-plated 
swivel  snap  at  the  lower  end  of  each  sling  to  fasten  into  rings  on  the 
upper  and  middle  mount  of  scabbard;  belt  to  be  fastened  with  a  gold- 
plated  emblematic  buckle  bearing  the  letters  “  P.  M.”  and  raised  crown 
upon  crossed  crook  and  sword. 

FATIGUE  CAP. 

For  all  Officers  and  Chevaliers — The  regulation  United  States  army 
officer’s  cap  of  this  date  (1906),  to  be  of  black  cloth,  with  three  cloth 
welts;  total  depth,  three  and  one-half  inches;  diameter  across  the  top, 
eight  and  three-fourths  inches  for  a  cap  of  size  seven;  the  top  to  be  one- 
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eighth  inch  larger  or  smaller  for  every  size  above  or  below  the  above 
head  side.  The  sides  to  be  made  in  four  pieces;  to  be  one  and  one-fourth 
inches  between  upper  welts,  and  stiffened  with  haircloth  and  wire 
around  crown.  Visor  to  be  of  black  patent  leather,  one  and  three- 
fourths  inches  deep  at  the  center,  and  of  green  color  underneath,  to 
droop  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees,  to  be  ornamented  with  oak  leaves,  em¬ 
broidered  in  gold  on  the  upper  surface  for  all  officers  above  the  rank  of 
Captain.  Cap  to  be  provided  with  a  flat  gold  front  strap  three-eighths 
of  an  inch  wide,  to  be  held  at  the  sides  with  two  small  regulation  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  buttons. 

Between  two  lower  welts  a  band  one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide, 
as  follows: 

General  Officers  of  all  grades — Of  black  velvet  one  and  three-fourths 
inches  wide,  and  midway  thereon  an  embroidered  design  of  oak  leaves 
in  gold  one  inch  wide  surrounding  the  cap. 

Officers  on  the  staff  of  the  General  Commanding  below  the  rank  of 
General,  all  officers  on  the  staff  of  a  Major-General  and  on  the  staff  of  a 
Brigadier-General — Of  gold  lace  one  and  three-eighths  inches  wide,  with 
purple  velvet  edging  on  either  side  of  sufficient  width  to  make  the  com¬ 
pleted  band  one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide. 

Field,  Battalion,  and  Regimental  Staff  Officers — Of  gold  lace  one  and 
three-eighths  inches  wide,  with  scarlet  velvet  edging  on  either  side  of 
sufficient  width  to  make  the  completed  band  one  and  three-fourths 
inches  wide. 

Line  Officers — Of  one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide  gold  and  scarlet 
lace,  interwoven  in  stripes,  four  rows  of  gold  with  three  rows  of  scarlet 
between. 

Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — Of  one  and  three-fourths 
inches  wide  gold,  scarlet  and  purple  lace  interwoven  in  stripes,  scarlet 
on  upper  and  lower  edges,  one-half  inch  purple  in  center,  bordered  on 
each  side  with  three-eighths  of  .  an  inch  wide  gold  lace. 

CAP  BADGES. 

All  Commissioned  Officers,  except  Line  Officers — The  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  insignia,  consisting  of  the  gold  crown  within  a  gold  wreath  em¬ 
broidered  in  gold  on  the  front  thereof,  and  so  placed  that  the  top  of  the 
wreath  will  be  three-fourths  of  an  inch  below  the  top  welt  of  the  cap. 

Line  Officers,  Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers — Gold-em¬ 
broidered  crossed  crook  and  sword  three  inches  long  and  one  and  one- 
fourth  inches  high,  and  half-inch  silver  embroidered  letters  and  num¬ 
erals,  as  follows:  The  name  of  the  department  in  the  upper  angle,  and 
the  number  of  the  canton  in  the  lower  angle  of  the  crossed  crook  and 
sword;  the  badge  will  be  placed  on  the  front  of  the  cap  so  that  the  top 
of  the  badge  will  be  slightly  below  the  top  of  the  cap.  When  the  name 
of  the  department  shall  exceed  five  letters,  the  abbreviations  as  printed 
in  the  United  States  Postal  Guide  may  be  used.

General  Order  No.  7. 

Flagrant  violations  having  been  reported  in  the  manufacture  of  Pa¬ 
triarchs  Militant  equipment,  wherein  absence  of  attention  to  General 
Order  No.  6,  of  date  November  17,  1906,  appear  to  be  the  rule,  attention 
is  called  to  the  regulation  prescribing  cap  badges  for  Line  Officers,  Non- 
Commissioned  Officers  and  Chevaliers,  which  is  as  follows: 

“  Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword,  three  inches  long  and 
one  and  one-fourth  inches  high,  and  half-inch  silver  embroidered  letters 
and  numerals,  as  follows:  The  name  of  the  department  in  the  upper 
angle,  and  the  number  of  the  canton  in  the  lower  angle  of  the  crossed 
crook  and  sword;  the  badge  will  be  placed  on  the  front  of  the  cap,  so 
that  the  top  of  the  badge  will  be  slightly  below  the  top  of  the  cap. 
When  the  name  of  the  department  shall  exceed  five  letters,  the  abbrevi¬ 
ations  as  printed  in  the  United  States  Postal  Guide  may  be  used.”  The 
complete  regulation  badge  is  about  two  and  one-eighth  inches  high; 
when  properly  placed  on  the  cap  the  numerals  are  on  the  band,  the  top 
of  the  numerals  being  about  one-fourth  inch  below  the  upper  edge  of 
the  band,  and  the  lower  points  of  the  crook  and  sword  overlap  the  band 
about  three-eighths  inch. 

All  officers,  Chevaliers,  cantons,  and  Department  Councils  will  closely 
observe  the  above  and  all  Patriarchs  Militant  regulation  as  to  equip¬ 
ment.  Copies  of  regulation  requirements  as  to  above  equipment  has 
been,  or  will  be  on  application,  supplied  to  all  manufacturers,  together 
with  detailed  instructions  relative  to  same,  where  necessary,  so  that 
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absence  of  understanding  or  ignorance  of  detail  requirements  as  to  Pa¬ 
triarchs  Militant  equipment,  cannot  be  plead  as  an  excuse  for  infrac¬ 
tions  and  violations. 

The  individual  ideas,  thoughts  or  reasonings  of  manufacturers  can¬ 
not  be  tolerated.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  established  every 
feature  of  Patriarchs  Militant  equipment  with  full  and  explicit  details 
therefor,  hence  uniforms  or  parts  thereof,  not  in  accordance  therewith 
are  not  correct,  not  acceptable,  and  should  in  all  cases  be  returned. 

All  caps  on  which  appear  badges  not  in  harmony  with  above  should 
in  all  cases  be  returned  to  the  manufacturer  at  once,  as  not  being  in 
compliance  with  regulations.

In  the  event  of  non-observance  by  any  canton,  report 
will  be  made  stating  the  reasons  therefor.  No  canton  or  the  officers 
thereof  shall  be  excused  from  making  such  report,  department  and 
commanding  officers  using  every  effort  in  promulgating  such  general 
orders,  observing  compliance  therewith  and  giving  assistance  in  secur¬ 
ing  the  reports  called  tor”— Journal  1905, 
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Done  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  U.  S.  A.,  at  the  office  of  The  Sov- 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  this  the  Twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  of 
the  year  1907  and  of  the  Order  the  Eighty-ninth.

1.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
will  assemble  in  its  Eighty-third  Annual  Session  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
September  16  to  21,  1907.

Dear  General:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herein  a  synopsis  of  the 
reports  received  from  the  various  departments  on  the  holding  of 
memorial  services. 

The  majority  of  the  services  were  held  near  the  time  set  by  the 
resolution  governing  the  holding  of  such  services;  during  the  month 
of  June,  “  the  month  of  roses,”  the  queen  of  flowers,  that  attests  to 
us  the  resurrection  from  the  grave  of  winter,  emblematic  of  that  im¬ 
mortality  in  which  we  all  believe  and  for  which  we  hope  and  labor. 

In  every  official  department  our  chevaliers  marched  to  this  sacred 
duty  under  the  hopeful  blue  of  a  summer  sky,  and  beneath  canopies 
of  tenderest  green  they  honored  the  graves  of  our  departed  chevaliers 
and  confessed  to  our  Commandant  above  our  reverent  grief  at  the  loss 
to  us  of  those  who  had  labored  with  us  for  the  upbuilding  of  our 
great  fraternity. 

The  inspiration  which  prompts  our  fraternal  ceremony  at  the  graves 
of  our  dead  is  the  instinctive,  irrepressible  desire  in  every  human 
breast  to  be  remembered  after  we,  also,  have  departed  from  our  earthly 
cantonment.  It  is  the  protest  of  the  human  heart  against  the  thought 
of  eternal  death,  and  the  blooming,  fruitful  hope  and  aspiration  to  so 
live,  and  so  die,  that  we  may  live  forever. 

Over  all  our  plaints,  and  psalms,  and  petitions,  floats  the  melodious 
thought  that  the  children  of  coming  generations  may  point  to  the 
record  of  our  efforts,  teaching  that  it  is  noble,  and  beautiful,  and 
holy,  to  labor  for  the  good  of  others.

Reports  have  been  received  showing  participation  in  20  different 
services  in  Indiana,  17  in  Iowa,  9  in  Michigan,  11  in  Illinois,  5  in  Ohio, 
7  in  Nebraska,  5  in  Pennsylvania,  4  in  Connecticut,  5  (its  full  quota) 
in  Kansas,  3  in  Missouri,  4  in  New  Jersey,  Montana  and  Idaho  with 
an  additional  service  reported  in  New  York,  District  of  Columbia, 
Georgia,  Massachusetts,  Washington,  Oregon  and  Louisiana. 

Some  of  the  reports  show  an  attendance  of  chevaliers  at  the  services 
nearly  equalling  in  number  the  entire  membership  of  the  canton 
reporting. 

The  earnestness  of  the  chevaliers  of  Cantons  Sassacus,  No.  1,  Martin, 
No.  8,  Aurora,  No.  12,  Foster,  No.  17,  of  Connecticut,  deserves  special 
commendation,  the  reports  of  those  cantons  showing  combined  attend¬ 
ance  at  three  different  services  in  the  cities  of  New  Haven,  Waterbury 
and  New  Britain,  each  canton  with  a  large  percentage  of  its  mem¬ 
bership. 
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From  far  away  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  too,  comes  report  of  service  at 
both  cemetery  and  hall.  The  arrangements  and  conduct  in  all  cases 
being  in  full  accord  with  the  requirements. 

From  these  services  no  worthy  brother  can  depart  with  his  heart 
filled  with  anger,  or  jealousy,  or  false  pride.  He  is  the  better  and 
through  him  the  world  is  better,  for  this  formal  display  of  our  human 
exaltation  of  our  venerated  dead.  It  teaches  to  our  living  brethren 
and  to  the  world  our  undying  faith  in  the  doctrine  of  universal 
brotherhood.

With  a  feeling  of  just  pride  in  the  Militant,  not  because  of  its  uni¬ 
form  and  the  attractions  thereof,  but  rather  by  reason  of  its  inspira¬ 
tions,  ideals,  and  tendency  to  elevation  of  character  and  the  many  God¬ 
fearing,  noble  men  found  within  its  ranks  and  the  personal  enjoyments 
ever  found  in  such  associations,  in  great  appreciation  of  the  many  high 
honors  and  courtesies  extended,,  with  compliments  and  an  earnest  de¬

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  The  report  of  this  office  to  the  eighty- 
third  annual  session  contains  the  figures  showing  the  result  of  the  work 
in  the  various  branches  of  the  Order  in  the  year  1906,  and  these  figures 
give  more  impressively  than  any  descriptive  language  which  could  be 
employed,  the  splendid  record  of  progress  made  and  good  accomplished. 
In  many  important  respects  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  successful 
in  the  history  of  the  Order.  The  net  increase  in  subordinate  lodge 
membership  has  been  84,245,  being  the  highest  point  ever  reached  in 
a  year;  the  net  increase  in  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  branch  has  been 
24,576,  being  the  next  to  the  largest  ever  made,  and  exceeded  only  by 
that  of  1902,  while  the  net  increase  of  subordinate  lodge  membership  and 
sisters  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  the  past  year  treated  and  considered 
together,  make  the  largest  aggregate  net  gain  ever  reported,  being 
108,821.  The  present  subordinate  lodge  membership  is  now  1,362,310, 
and  the  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  branch  number  347,223,  and  these 
together  show  the  aggregate  membership  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of 
1906  to  have  been  1,709,533.  This  estimate  does  not  include  Encamp¬ 
ment  or  Patriarchs  Militant  members  or  brothers  of  Rebekah  lodges,  as 
all  these  are  subordinate  lodge  members  and  are  included  in  the  total 
above  given.  As  the  total  membership  is  now  less  than  300,000  below 
the  two  million  mark,  with  the  present  interest,  activity,  and  enthusi¬ 
asm  and  with  continuing  favorable  conditions,  this  number  will  in  all 
reasonable  probability  be  reached  by  the  end  of  1908. 

The  Encampment  branch  has  prospered  beyond  that  of  1905,  the  net 
increase  here  being  8342,  while  the  admirable  condition  of  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  will  appear  in  the  report  as  Adjutant  General. 

It  will  be  seen  that  activity  and  prosperity  very  generally  prevail 
throughout  the  Jurisdictions  as  to  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah 
branches,  and  it  is  rare  and  exceptional  to  find  the  absence  of  it,  and 
in  the  very  few  instances  in  which  it  does  appear  it  is  a  very  slight 
decrease  only  and  temporary,  and  due  to  some  special  condition,  and 
the  information  is  that  this  will  be  more  than  recovered  during  the 
present  year. 

In  the  Encampment  branch  while  there  is  not  the  same  extent  of 
uniformity  through  the  Jurisdictions  in  successful  work  it  is  compara¬ 
tively  few  Jurisdictions  which  show  any  loss  for  1906,  and  as  will  be 
found  in  the  correspondence  part  of  this  report  this  has  been  made  up 
in  some  instances  during  the  first  semi-annual  term  of  the  present 
year. 

The  total  relief  expenditure  in  all  branches  for  1906  aggregates  $5,- 
005,753.37,  and  represents  a  substantial  increase  in  every  branch  of  the 
Order  over  that  for  1905. 

It  may,  therefore,  and  deserves  to  be  said  that  the  condition  of  the 
Order  in  active  interest,  building  up,  and  relief  work,  was  never  so 
good  as  now.  With  the  progress  made,  vast  membership  attained,  and 
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present  financial  resources,  the  Order  is  now  stronger  and  better  pre¬ 
pared  for  carrying  on  its  fraternal  and  benevolent  work  than  ever 
before. 

The  receipts  of  lodges,  encampments,  and  Rebekah  lodges  amount  to 
a  total  of  $15,168,307.90,  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  $1,106,757.21. 

The  receipts  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  from  Representative  tax, 
sale  of  supplies,  and  interest  on  deposits,  amounts  to  $117,685.97  for  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed  as  against  $110,949.05  for  the  previous  year. 

Some  general  results  of  the  year’s  work  may,  therefore,  be  sum¬ 
marized  as  follows: 

Larger  membership  in  all  branches  of  the  Order  than  ever  before. 

The  largest  net  gain  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  ever  made  in  a 
year,  and  next  to  the  largest  in  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the 
Order. 

The  largest  expenditure  for  relief. 

The  largest  amount  of  sales  of  supplies,  except  at  periods  when  new 
Rituals  have  been  issued. 

The  sale  of  over  3,000,000  Official  Certificates,  and  the  consequent 
reduction  in  price. 

The  institution  of  one  new  Grand  Lodge  and  an  increase  of  five 
Grand  Representatives. 

These,  with  harmony  and  fraternal  good  will  everywhere  prevailing, 
give  much  to  be  thankful  for. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Since  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  new  Grand 
Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  has  been  instituted,  and  from  it  the 
certificates  of  two  Grand  Representatives  have  been  received. 

The  Grand  Encampments  of  Manitoba,  Maritime  Provinces  and  South 
Dakota,  respectively,  have  gained  one  Grand  Representative  each,  mak¬ 
ing  an  addition  of  five,  and  the  present  number  of  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  205. 

NECROLOGY. 

Since  the  last  session  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  sustained 
a  loss  in  the  death  of  Representative  A.  K.  Steunenberg,  of  Idaho,  who 
died  on  March  17,  1907. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

The  Order  is  constantly  receiving  strength  and  help  from  the  Fra¬ 
ternal  Press,  which  has  become  indispensable.  The  existence  of  these 
Fraternal  Journals  and  the  patronage  they  receive,  indicate  the  enter¬ 
prise  and  intelligence  of  the  members  who  read  them.  The  more 
generally  and  more  extensively  the  members  of  the  Order  become 
readers  of  the  Fraternal  papers,  the  better  will  they  become  equipped 
for  discharging  capably  and  intelligently  the  duties  of  Odd  Fellows. 
Many,  and  indeed  most,  of  these  publications  are  ably  edited  and  con¬ 
ducted  and  deserve  well  of  the  Order  and  should  certainly  have  better 
recognition  and  encouragement  by  the  membership  generally  than  they 
receive.  The  Proclamations  issued  by  the  Grand  Sire  are  regularly 
published  in  all  received  at  the  office,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
authority  be  given  by  legislation  for  the  Anniversary  and  Memorial 
Proclamations  issued  by  the  General  Commanding  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  also  to  be  published  and  paid  for.  To  do  this,  in  addition  to 
publishing  the  others,  will  give  but  deserved  recognition.

This  volume  has  been  published  since  the  last  session  and  copyright 
for  it  duly  obtained. 


OFFICIAL  CERTIFICATES. 

The  sale  of  Official  Certificates  having  reached  over  three  millions 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1907,  as  shown  by  the  table  pub¬ 
lished  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  price  was  reduced  by  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies  to  sixty  cents  per  hundred  to  Grand  Bodies,  on 
August  1,  1907,  in  accordance  with  legislation  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  providing  for  the  same.  (See  Journal  of  1900,  pages  792,  797, 
820.)  This  important  point  having  been  reached,  it  is  hoped  and 
believed  that  the  law  will  in  good  faith  be  complied  with  everywhere, 
and  that  in  a  comparatively  short  period  the  annual  sales  will  reach 
4,000,000,  when  the  next  reduction  to  fifty-five  cents  per  hundred  to 
Grand  Bodies  can  be  made.

Kroh 
had  business  engagements  which  were  necessary  to  arrange  and  adjust, 
and  he  was  not',  therefore,  installed  until  October  13,  1906,  the  installa¬ 
tion  having  been  conducted  by  Bro.  James  Young,  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  who  had  been  delegated  by  Grand 
Sire  Conway  to  perform  it.  At  the  installation  the  following  brothers, 
in  addition  to  the  undersigned,  were  present:  S.  H.  Foxwell,  Grand 
Representative;  Adrian  Hughes,  Past  Grand  Representative;  William

In  accordance  with  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
session  transfer  and  assignment  of  the  Patents  and  Copyrights  which 
Past  Grand  Sire  John  C.  Underwood  had  obtained  when  Commanding 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  were  made  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  by 
him  and  the  assignments  duly  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  proper 
departments  at  Washington,  D.  C.  The  action  referred  to  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  was  taken  on  the  voluntary  and  generous  suggestion  of  Past  Grand 
Sire  Underwood,  and  conforms  to  his  well-known  interest  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Order.

FINANCIAL. 

In  the  table  of  “  Appropriations  and  Expenditures,”  published  on 
another  page  in  this  report,  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  expendi¬ 
tures  authorized  by  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  Journal , 
1906,  page  806. 
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In  compliance  with  Report  No.  95,  Journal,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  been  deposited  during  the  past 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Co., 
of  Maryland,  on  which  deposits  the  sum  of  $1,528.48  has  been  received 
as  interest  to  July  1,  1907. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  Journal,  1896,  page  15,077,  the  bonds  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Assistant  Grand  Secretary,  were  executed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  his  letters  acknowledging  their 
receipt  by  him  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office.  •  .  » 

According  to  Resolution  No.  4(j,  page  725,  Journal,  1906,  the  Grand 
Treasurer’s  Bond  was  increased  to  $50,000. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  profit  of  all  sales  of  Patriarchs  Militant  sup¬ 
plies  be  set  apart,  appropriated  and  paid  over  to  the  Commanding  Gen¬ 
eral  in  full  of  salary  and  expenses  to  him  and  that  such  profit  be.  so 
paid  in  monthly  installments  as  the  same  shall  accrue. 

Resolved,  That  the  part  of  the  resolution  making  it  permanent  and 
standing  until  otherwise  provided  for  be  not  adopted. — Journal,  1904, 
pages  842,  879. 

For  the  year  ending  July  31,  1907,  payments  were  made  as-  per  the 
Grand  Treasurer’s  report,  amounting  to  $2,952.05. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  directed 
to  request  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Broughall,  a  copy  of  his  sermon  delivered 
in  St.  James’  Cathedral,  on  Sunday  afternoon  last,-  and  that  he  have 
the  same  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge. — Journal, 
1906,  page  719. 

A  synopsis  of  the  sermon  was  secured  and  appears  on  page  834, 
Journal,  1906. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  secure  a  facsimile  copy  of  the 
memorial  presented  to  Bro.  M.  J.  Durham,  Past  Grand  Sire,  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  on  his  visit  to  that  Jurisdiction  in  1875.  The 
facsimile  appears  as  a  frontispiece  in  the  Journal  of  1906. 

In  accordance  with  the  fourth  resolution,  page  810,  Journal  1906,  a 
copy  of  the  resolutions  submitted  by  the  Past  Grand  Sires,  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  service  of  Bro.  Robt.  E.  Wright,  Past  Grand  Sire,  were 
engrossed  and  sent  to  Bro.  Wright. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
instructed  to  print  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  the  names  of  the 
Presidents  and  Secretaries  of  the  various  Department  Councils  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  together  with  their  postoffice  addresses  and  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  of  each  Department  Council. 

The  above  information  was  obtained  and  will  be  found  at  pages 
xxxii-xxxiii,  Appendix  to  Journal  of  1906. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  instructed 
to  hereafter  furnish  to  each  canton,  working  under  a  charter  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  one  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings. — 
Journal,  1906,  page  704. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  each  canton  working  under  a 
charter  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  furnished  a  copy  of  the 
Journal. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Grand  Officers  who  make  reports  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  which  are  required  to  be  printed,  may  have  such  reports 
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printed  at  such  time  and  place  as  suits  their  convenience,  and  present 
a  bill  for  such  printing  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  succeeding  session 
therefor,  when  the  same  shall  be  paid  as  other  expenses  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  paid. — Journal,  14,478. 

Under  the  foregoing  resolution  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  and  those  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  were  printed  in  Baltimore, 
Md.

Whereas,  this  Sovereign  Body  has  decided  in  future  to  discontinue 
the  mailing  list  of  the  Daily  Journal;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  furnish  each 
Representative  ten  copies  of  the  Daily  Journal  each  day  during  the  ses¬ 
sion,  and  ten  copies  of  the  Officers’  Reports.

identification  thereof,  without  repeating  its  provisions  at  length  in  the 
committee’s  report.

The  Grand  Secretary  will  do  his  best  to  comply  with  the  above  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  hopes  that  the  Grand  Representatives,  in  writing  their 
reports,  will  be  careful  to  make  all  references  by  numbers  of  reports 
and  pages  of  Journal.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Much  interest  and  importance  should  attach  to  the  correspondence 
from  the  various  branches  of  the  Order  here  presented,  and  it  supple- 
ments  very  materially  the  statistical  reports  which  come  from  each 
branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdictions,  respectively,  for  the  last  calen¬ 
dar  year.  This  correspondence  combines  some  very  great  advantages 
and  should  be  consulted  by  all  who  would  be  well  advised  as  to  pre¬ 
vailing  conditions  everywhere.  It  comes  from  those  who  are  in  active 
official  work,  and  who  have  the  fulness  of  experience,  these  being  in 
most  instances  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  Assembly  Secre¬ 
taries,  and  in  some  cases  also  from  executive  Grand  Officers,  as  Grand 
Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Assembly  Presidents.  Surely  none 
could  better  describe  existing  conditions  than  these.  Then  the  report 
here  given  is  as  to  the  general  condition  prevailing  as  to  work,  pros¬ 
pect,  progress,  etc.,  and  brings  the  condition  up  to  the  date  of  the  writ¬ 
ing,  which  in  most  cashes  is  more  recent  than  the  annual  statistical  re¬ 
port,  and  it  will  be  useful  and  interesting  to  consider  both  together. 

GRAND  LODGES. 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Weaver,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Replying  to  your 
favor  requesting  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Alabama, 
for  your  Journal,  I  do  not  know  if  I  could  improve  on  my  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  hence  enclose  copy. 

“  Another  year  has  passed  into  history,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to 
state  to  you  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  still  continues  to  grow 
stronger  numerically  and  financially  each  year.  While  we  have  some 
lodges  that  have  not  prospered  as  well  as  we  would  like  to  have  them, 
their  semi-annual  reports  showing  a  small  decrease  in  membership,  the 
Order  has  had  a  very  successful  and  prosperous  year,  and  made  very 
substantial  gains  in  the  aggregate.  During  the  year  1906,  69  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  were  instituted,  and  we  have  to  December  31,  1906,  406  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges,  showing  a  membership  of  20,186,  a  gain  in  number  of 
lodges  of  61,  and  in  membership  2207. 

“  At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Decatur,  the  Grand 
Lodge  decided  to  build  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  and  located  it  at  Culb 
man,  Cullman  County.  This,  in  my  opinion,  will  double  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction  within  a  few  years.”

Arizona. — Geo.  A.  Mintz,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Arizona  has  entered 
upon  an  era  of  prosperity  greater  than  ever  before  experienced  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  The  work  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  1906  in¬ 
stilled  into  its  officers  and  delegates  a  desire  for  the  advancement  of 
the  Order,  never  before  felt,  with  the  result  that  at  the  session  held 
last  April  in  the  city  of  Prescott,  the  home  of  the  oldest  and  banner 
lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  enabled  to  report  an 
increase  of  one  lodge  and  147  members.  With  the  election  to  the  highest 
office  in  its  gift,  of  Henry  J.  Suder,  of  old  Arizona  Lodge  No.  1,  the 
Grand  Lodge  showed  its  appreciation  of  noble  effort  in  the  past  and 
paved  the  way  for  advancement  during  the  current  year  which  prom¬ 
ises  to  be  phenomenal.  Already,  through  the  efforts  of  our  new  Grand 
Master  reports  are  coming  in  from  nearly  all  the  lodges  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  increased  interest  and  added  membership,  to  the  extent  that 
already  we  have  nearly  reached  the  increase  in  membership  of  last  year 
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and  the  future  is  bright  with  promise  of  good  work  nobly  done  by 
every  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction.  Keep  your  eye  on  Arizona  during  the 
present  year  for  the  greatest  advancement,  according  to  its  size,  of  any 
Jurisdiction  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  happy  to 
report  that  the  subordinate  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Arkansas  is 
still  on  a  steady  increase.  Since  our  last  report  we  have  instituted  93 
new  lodges  and  a  net  gain  of  5600  in  membership,  no  club  schemes  or 
reduced  fees,  but  a  natural,  steady  growth,  and  a  response  to  the  Grand 
Sire’s  request  to  increase  the  membership.  We  are  striving  to  wear 
the  laurels  as  the  banner  Jurisdiction  for  net  increase.  Our  capitation 
tax  has  been  reduced  from  $1.45  to  90c.  which  includes  the  maintenance 
of  our  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home.  We  refer  with  pride  to  the  fact 
that  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Arkansas  own  more  lodge  buildings  in  the  State 
than  all  of  the  other  fraternal  orders  combined.  One-fifth  of  the  voting 
population  in  the  State  are  Odd  Fellows.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am 
pleased  to  be  in  a  position  to  report  that  conditions  in  this  Jurisdiction 
are  of  the  most  encouraging  character.  During  the  year  1906  we  made 
a  gain  of  164  members,  and  since  the  first  of  the  current  year  two  new 
lodges  have  been  instituted  and  there  are  promises  of  more  to  follow. 
The  Province  is  at  present  enjoying  gratifying  business  prosperity, 
which  is  bound  to  result  in  corresponding  success  and  advantage  to 
our  Order. 

The  Rebekah  branch  has  been  even  more  successful  during  the  past 
year  than  the  subordinate  branch.  Four  new  lodges  have  recently  been 
instituted  and  the  reports  to  December  31,  1906,  showed  a  gain  of  131 
in  membership.  Petitions  for  a  Rebekah  Assembly  for  this  Province 
were  received  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  was 
decided  to  organize  an  Assembly  at  the  next  Grand  Lodge  session  in 
June,  1908.  It  is  hoped  that  the  institution  of  this  Grand  Body  will 
materially  contribute  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  this  important 
branch  of  our  Order.” 

California. — H.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Cali¬ 
fornia  Odd  Fellowship  has  prospered  during  the  past  year,  the  net  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  being  2667  in  the  subordinate  and  1877  in  the 
Rebekah  branch.  The  total  amount  paid  by  subordinate  lodges  for 
relief  and  charity  was  $335,981.25;  for  current  expenses,  $290,978.88; 
making  the  total  disbursements,  $626,960.13.  The  Rebekah  lodges  have 
disbursed  during  the  same  period,  $61,948.01,  of  which  amount  $6,038.64 
was  for  relief  and  charity.  Owing  to  the  generous  contributions,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Odd  Fellows’  families  and  many  lodges  that  had  suffered  loss 
of  home  and  belongings  in  the  great  disaster  of  April,  1906,  have  been 
relieved.  The  donations  to  this  date,  aggregate  $216,714.49,  of  which 
amount  $157,771.33  has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$58,943.16.  Grand  Master  Theodore  A.  Bell  made  many  visitations  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  each  visit  being  productive  of  inestimable  and  lasting  good. 
Lodges  that  had  failed  heretofore  to  enforce  the  Anti-Saloon  law  have 
taken  prompt  action,  and  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  report,  states  that 
he  believes  he  can  turn  over  to  his  successor  a  Jurisdiction  free  from 
the  vexations  and  annoyances  that  have  arisen  from  disobedience  of 
this  law  in  the  past,  and  it  is  but  just  to  state  that  many  earnest  and

hard-working  brothers  have  been  compelled  to  sever  their  relations  with 
the  Order.  Eight  subordinate  and  eight  Rebekah  lodges  were  added 
to  the  golden  chain  of  Odd  Fellowship  during  the  year  that  has  just 
closed,  and  the  one  to  come  is  filled  with  bright  hopes  and  promises  for 
an  equal  or  even  greater  increase.  The  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Rebekah  Assembly  were  held  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  where 
everything  was  done  by  the  membership  to  enhance  the  pleasure  of  the 
visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  attendance  at  both  the  Grand 
Bodies  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Order.  The  Fraternal  Press 
received  a  cordial  endorsement  as  a  mighty  force  for  good  and  con¬ 
tributes  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  Order.  The  ‘  California  Odd  Fellow 
and  New  Age’  conducted  by  Bros.  Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Past  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  and  C.  M.  Harrison,  Past  Grand,  was  commended  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  at  large.  The  Grand  Lodge  offices  have  been  removed  to  the 
Grant  Building  at  the  corner  of  Seventh  and  Market  streets,  directly 
opposite  the  site  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Temple  which  was  destroyed  in 
the  fire  of  April,  1906.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  delay  in 
forwarding  this  report  was  caused  by  the  failure  of  some  of  our  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  not  making  their  report  more  promptly.  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  great  State  continues  its  triumphant 
march.  Although  the  increase  in  membership  is  not  equal  to  my  de¬ 
sires,  it  has  gained  in  wealth  and  influence.  Throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  splendid  Jurisdiction  our  beloved  Order  is  honored 
and  respected  for  what  it  teaches  and  what  it  has  accomplished  in  the 
way  of  relief  and  ameliorating  the  conditions  of  the  suffering.  Since 
the  first  of  January  we  have  instituted  four  new  lodges  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  nearly  200,  while  many  of  our  old  lodges  have  taken  in  from 
15  to  30  by  initiation.  From  this  we  look  forward  to  a  prosperous  year, 
and  hope  our  next  report  will  show  a  larger  gain  than  for  several  years 
past. 

“  If  we  turn  back  the  pages  of  the  history  of  this  country  for  half  a 
century,  we  will  find  that  Colorado  was  part  of  the  great  American 
desert,  inhabited  only  by  the  savage  Redmen;  not  a  village  within  its 
borders;  only  now  and  then  a  white  man  who  had  taken  refuge  among 
the  Indians  out  of  fear  of  the  law  which  he  had  offended.  Behold  the 
change  50  years  have  wrought!  Today  our  State  is  foremost  in  many 
achievements,  and  holds  a  close  second  in  others,  and  Odd  Fellowship 
holds  its  own  with  the  growth  and  progress  of  our  matchless  Colorado. 
Our  membership  is  active  and  earnest,  and  a  faithful  practice  of  the 
grand  precepts  which  underlie  our  fraternity  cannot  help  but  impress 
our  people  with  a  desire  to  be  one  of  us.  May  the  grand  work  go  on! 
May  the  glad  song  of  Odd  Fellowship,  wafted  from  our  snow-clad 
mountains,  roll  on  and  on  until  it  rings  in  the  ear  of  every  good 
man  and  woman  on  earth — then,  and  not  till  then,  will  its  mission  be 
accomplished.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  sub¬ 
mitting  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  for  the  year  1906, 
I  am  pleased  to  report  a  gain  of  333  in  membership  and  no  new  lodges 
instituted.  This  is  the  largest  gain  for  several  years.  We  also  gain 
$24,078.40  in  funds,  making  our  funds  December  31,  1906,  $605,226.83, 
with  a  membership  of  18,939.  This  is  doing  very  well  for  Connecticut, 
but  I  think  we  are  just  entering  upon  an  era  of  great  prosperity,  as  all 
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indications  point  to  an  increased  interest  all  over  the  State,  many 
lodges  that  have  been  dormant  for  yeais  doing  work,  and  the  brothers 
seem  anxious  to  help  the  Grand  Officers  in  their  efforts  to  build  up  the 
Order.  In  my  opinion  our  Order  was  never  in  a  better  condition  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  and  think  we  can  safely  anticipate  gains  all  along 
the  line. 

In  taking  up  the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary,  which  have  been  per¬ 
formed  so  faithfully  and  in  such  an  efficient  manner  for  37  years,  by 
my  predecessor  Frederick  Botsford,  who  was  retired  as  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  Emeritus,  at  the  Grand  Lodge  session  held  in  Bridgeport  May  16, 
1906,  and  who  is  in  his  87th  year,  yet  spends  about  two  hours  every  day 
in  the  office,  I  can  only  hope  in  some  small  measure,  to  come  up  to  the 
high  standard  maintained  for  so  many  years  by  my  honored  and  ven¬ 
erable  brother.” 

Delaware. — Isaac  W.  Hallam,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  making 
a  summary  of  the  work  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  1906,  the  simi¬ 
larity  of  conditions  prevailing  in  many  previous  years  seems  quite  ap¬ 
parent.  A  small  increase  in  membership  is  one  of  the  pleasant  feat¬ 
ures,  while  there  are  none  to  discourage.  The  roster  of  lodges  has  been 
decreased  by  a  lodge  working  in  German  surrendering  its  charter  and 
merging  with  a  lodge  where  English  prevails.  The  assigned  reasons 
for  this  procedure  are  somewhat  interesting.  Those  coming  from  the 
Fatherland  did  not  seek  admission,  the  German-Americans  seemed 
averse  to  joining  the  lodge  of  their  fathers,  giving  preference  to  those 
where  English  was  spoken.  Our  progress  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  the 
outlook  at  present  for  1907  is  very  promising.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Jos  I.  Porter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  While  the  increase  in  membership  in  our  subordinate  and  Rebekah 
lodges  is  not  quite  10  per  cent,  it  is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  some 
years,  and  is,  therefore,  very  gratifying.  Since  the  admission  fees  have 
been  increased  to  a  uniform  rate  of  $20.00  for  all  lodges,  we  have,  I 
think,  taken  in  about  the  same  number  of  members  as  we  did  under 
the  lower  rate.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  quality  of  the  men 
who  have  come  in  with  us  is  of  a  higher  grade.  The  affairs  of  the 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  Association  keep  steadily  on,  and  the  time  is  not  far 
distant,  I  hope,  when  we  will  be  able  to  say  that  there  is  enough  money 
in  the  hands  of  its  Treasurer  to  begin  operations,  and  that  a  Home 
may  soon  become  a  physical  fact.  This  in  a  general  way  outlines  the 
conditions  of  the  Order  here.  The  details  appear  in  the  reports.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  Order  in 

Florida  was  never  in  a  more  encouraging  condition  than  at  present. 
While  our  net  gain  is  not  as  large  as  some  years  we  think  it  is  a  more 
solid  growth,  as  all  the  reports  from  the  lodges  show  a  marked  increase 
in  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Since  our  last  report  to  you  we  have  made 
a  gain  of  four  new  lodges  with  excellent  prospects  of  several  more  be¬ 
fore  the  close  of  the  year.  We  have  increased  our  membership  con¬ 
siderably  during  the  past  year.  ‘  5000  members  ’  is  our  watchword  for 
this  year,  and  think  we  will  reach  our  mark,  judging  from  the  enthu¬ 
siasm  displayed  among  the  lodges  all  over  the  State.  The  receipts  for 
the  past  year  were  $23,538.22,  with  an  expenditure  for  relief  by  the 
lodges  of  $6808.00,  which  in  itself  shows  the  fraternal  spirit  of  the 
brethren  in  this  Jurisdiction.  There  are  good  reasons  to  believe  that 
the  year  1907  will  show  a  much  larger  net  increase  than  the  past  year 
lias  shown.” 
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Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  enclose  you 
herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1906, 
which  to  me  is  very  gratifying.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  general 
advance  all  along  the  line  from  the  number  of  lodges  to  the  amount  of 
invested  funds,  the  net  increase  in  membership  being  3911,  and  giving 
Georgia  a  total  membership  of  27,631.  One  of  the  causes  leading  up  to 
this  splendid  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  State  is  the  general  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  people.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  roll  of  suspensions  for 
non-payment  of  dues  is  very  large,  nearly  200  more  than  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year;  this  we  would  stop  if  we  could.  We  hope  that  the  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  the  losses  from  this  source  will  be  reduced  to 
the  minimum.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Notwithstanding 
the  unusually  large  number  dropped  from  our  roll  last  year  for  N.  P.  D., 
you  will  see  by  our  report  that  there  was  a  net  gain  in  membership  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  of  more  than  1000,  and,  judging  from  present  indica¬ 
tions,  that  number  will  be  doubled  this  year.  Nine  new  lodges  were 
added  to  our  list  last  year.  The  investments  of  our  subordinate  lodges 
have  now  reached  nearly  a  half  million  dollars.  A  majority  of  the 
lodges  own  their  halls,  and  we  hope  it  will  not  be  long  until  each  lodge 
in  the  Jurisdiction  can  boast  of  a  splendid  home,  which  will  not  only 
be  a  comfortable  and  pleasant  place  to  meet,  but  will  also  afford  them 
a  means  of  added  revenue  from  rents.  We  have  no  Odd  Fellows’  or 
Orphans’  Home  in  this  Jurisdiction,  but  are  contributing  from  the 
Home  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  toward  the  care  and  support  of  several 
indigent  Odd  Fellows,  one  family  of  a  deceased  Odd  Fellow,  and  one 
orphan.  The  Home  fund  is  safely  invested  at  present,  and  we  expect, 
before  many  years,  to  be  able  to  erect  and  maintain  a  Home  that  will 
be  a  credit  to  our  Order  and  to  the  State.  The  growth  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Idaho  has  been  remarkable  in  the  past,  is  very  satisfactory  at 
present,  and  the  future  seems  bright  indeed.  The  population  of  our 
rapidly  growing  State  is  made  up  largely  of  the  best  citizens  of  the 
eastern  States,  who  have  come  here  to  help  build  this  great  common¬ 
wealth,  ‘  The  Gem  of  the  Mountains,’  and  it  is  from  such  material  that 
we  are  permitted  to  add  to  the  membership  of  our  beloved  Order. 

“Our  motto  is:  ‘Build  well  rather  than  fast.’ 

“  You  will  see  by  the  report  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Idaho,  that 
that  branch  of  the  Order  is  flourishing,  the  membership  being  4065  on 
December  31,  1906.  The  affairs  of  the  Assembly  are  well  and  ably  con¬ 
ducted  by  bright  and  efficient  officers.” 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Illinois  is  in  a  most  flourishing  condition.  A  net  gain  of  4364  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  subordinate  and  2596  in  our  Rebekah  lodges  during  the  past 
year  is  convincing  evidence  of  our  prosperity.  We  now  have  934  sub¬ 
ordinate  and  644  Rebekah  lodges  representing  a  subordinate  lodge 
membership  of  78,920  and  a  Rebekah  membership  of  37,870,  with  both 
branches  of  the  Order  active  at  the  present  time. 

“  This  Jurisdiction  maintains  an  Orphans’  Home  at  Lincoln,  Ill.,  dedi¬ 
cated  August  19,  1892,  controlled  by  a  directory  of  five  members  with 
Dr.  J.  A.  Lucas,  P.  G.  M.,  and  wife  as  superintendent  and  assistant. 
The  Home  has  sheltered  404  orphan  children  since  its  doors  were  opened 
and  there  are  now  128  members.  The  Home  consists  of  a  central  build¬ 
ing  at  which  the  boys  are  cared  for,  two  cottages  for  girls  and  a  school 
building  and  chapel,  estimated  to  be  worth  approximately  $150,000.00. 
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“  We  have  also  an  Old  Folks’  Home  located  at  Mattoon,  Ill.,  which  was 
opened  April  1,  1899,  controlled  by  five  trustees  with  Bro.  Chas.  E. 
Wyman  and  wife  as  superintendent  and  assistant.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  aged  and  indigent  members  of  the  Order  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted,  with  a  present  membership  of  65. 

“  Both  homes  are  maintained  by  appropriations  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  annual  sessions,  which  expense,  as  well  as  all  other  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  are  met  by  a  per  capita  tax  of  90  cents 
annually.  The  expenses  of  the  Orphans’  Home  for  the  past  year  were 
$22,625.08,  and  for  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  $17,860.13. 

“  Illinois  has  lodge  representation  and  annual  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Representatives  receive  a  mileage  of  five  cents  one  way  and  a 
per  diem  of  $2.00  for  three  days,  the  expenses  of  the  last  session 
amounting  to  $11,040.25. 

“  Loyalty  to  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  enthusiasm  were 
never  at  a  higher  pitch  in  this  Jurisdiction  than  at  the  present  time, 
and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  100,000  mark  for  our  subordinate 
lodges  in  the  near  future.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  advise  you  that  our  prosperity  continues  unabated.  Our 
gain  in  1906  was  the  second  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Jurisdiction. 
I  am  to  believe,  from  the  information,  that  1907  will  show  equal  if  not 
greater  gains  than  1906.  The  appeals  of  the  Grand  Sire  for  greater 
growth  and  work,  has  been  an  inspiration  to  not  a  few  of  our  lodges. 
I  will  be  disappointed  if  it  does  not  show  in  our  next  report.  Harmony, 
good  will,  and  enthusiasm  prevail.  We  are  now  engaged  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  new  lodge  hall  and  we  hope  it  will  be  the  finest  structure  in 
the  city  and  State.  It  will  be  equivalent  to  a  15-story  building,  the  12th 
floor  to  be  used  for  Grand  Lodge  offices,  with  the  Grand  Lodge  hall  im¬ 
mediately  above  it.  Its  cost  will  be  more  than  a  half  million  dollars.” 

Indian  Territory. — I.  R.  Mason,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past 
year  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  this  Jurisdiction; 
our  membership  has  now  reached  more  than  10,000,  and  the  material 
prosperity  has  kept  pace  with  our  increase  in  membership.  Our  Home 
property  is  now  valued  at  $50,000,  and  is  the  pride  of  the  Jurisdiction; 
complete  harmony  prevails  everywhere,  and  every  individual  member 
seems  to  take  a  special  pride  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Order. 
The  future  seems  very  bright,  and  we  are  looking  forward  and  expect¬ 
ing  a  greater  increase  in  our  membership  during  the  coming  year  than 
ever  before.  We  now  have  235  working  lodges.  Expect  great  things 
from  this  Jurisdiction  this  year.” 

Kansas. — Will  J.  Russell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
this  State  is  in  a  good  healthy  condition,  14  new  lodges  having  been 
instituted  since  our  Grand  Lodge  session  and  prospects  very  bright 
for  several  more  soon.  Letters  from  various  parts  of  the  State  indi¬ 
cate  an  unusual  amount  of  activity  and  interest  in  the  Order.  Peace 
and  harmony  prevail  within  our  border,  and  each  member,  seemingly 
has  but  one  object  in  view,  and  that  is  to  build  up  our  Order,  both  in 
point  of  numbers  and  in  promulgating  the  grand  principles  our  Order 
teaches.” 
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Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  see 
that  we  have  had  a  nice  increase  in  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  past  year. 
The  Order  in  Kentucky  is  in  good  condition.  During  the  past  three 
years  we  have  not  had  a  lodge  closed  up  and  have  organized  over  75 
new  lodges.  The  increase  in  membership  in  the  past  three  years  has 
been  over  7500,  and  during  that  same  period  every  lodge  in  the  State 
has  reported.  I  believe  that  there  will  be  a  nice  increase  for  this  year.” 

Louisiana. — M.  M.  Dickinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  hand  you 
herewith  the  report  of  our  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1906.  It  speaks 
for  itself.  You  will  observe  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  gradually  increasing 
in  our  State.  This  report  shows  an  increase  in  net  membership  of  265 
during  the  year  1906,  and  also  an  increase  of  five  lodges  for  that  year; 
also  three  instituted  in  1907,  up  to  the  first  of  March,  and  since  that 
time  we  have  instituted  three  new  lodges,  and  two  or  three  more  in 
sight.  I  am  under  the  opinion  that  during  the  present  term,  there  will 
have  been  10  new  lodges  instituted  in  the  State.  Therefore,  that  justi¬ 
fies  me  in  stating  that  we  think  the  Order  is  in  an  extremely  flourish¬ 
ing  condition  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  Widows’  &  Orphans’  General 
Relief  Association  are  distributing  nearly  $800  to  the  widows  and 
orphans  throughout  the  State.  We  are  also  building  a  home  for  Odd 
Fellows  at  Crowley  of  this  State,  which  we  are  in  hope  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  ready  for  occupation  before  fall.  In  fact,  it  would  have  been 
completed  at  a  much  earlier  date,  but  for  the  excessive  bad  weather 
we  have  had  here,  all  of  which,  in  our  opinion,  augurs  well  for  Odd 
Fellowship  in  this  State,  and  we  can  truly  say  that  it  ‘  flourisheth  like 
a  green  bay  tree,’  and  the  day  is  not  very  far  distant  when  we  will 
number  many  thousands  and  nearly  every  city,  town,  and  village  will 
have  Odd  Fellows’  lodges.  There  were  also  two  new  Rebekah  lodges 
started,  which  I  came  near  forgetting  to  mention,  and  I  may  truthfully 
say,  that  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches  are  progressing  ex¬ 
tremely  well,  and  that  I  am  anticipating  that  our  membership  will 
be  increased  the  coming  year  nearly  25  per  cent,  if  not  more.  There 
are  still  in  sight  for  us  some  new  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges.” 

Maine. — Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “With  this  I 
send  you  the  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  in  both  the 
subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches. 

“  The  general  prosperity  which  pervaded  all  classes  of  business  in 
this  State  during  the  year  1906,  left  its  impress  upon  Odd  Fellowship. 
It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  the  largest  gain  in  membership,  in  a 
single  year,  686,  since  1888.  We  have  an  unbroken  list  of  148  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  with  a  total  membership  of  23,844,  or  one  Odd  Fellow  to 
every  eight  voters  in  the  entire  State.  There  has  been  a  general  im¬ 
provement  along  all  lines.  Our  receipts  have  been  larger,  our  admis¬ 
sions  greater,  our  expenses  less,  while  in  finances  our  assets  are  more 
than  $30,000  in  excess  of  last  year.  This  is  not  all.  We  are  making 
new  lodges  with  inquiries  for  more  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  with 
the  outlook  that  the  present  year  will  equal,  if  not  surpass,  the  past 
year.  We  have  had  less  sickness  and  deaths  than  formerly  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  which  our  total  sick  benefits  are  not  quite  so  large.  The 
banner  lodge  for  1906  is  Fraternity  Lodge,  No.  6,  of  Portland,  which 
admitted  51  members.  Another  thing  in  which  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Maine  takes  a  just  pride,  (and  I  hope  you  will  not  think  me  egotistical) 
is  the  fact  that  our  State,  more  than  3000  miles  distant,  was  the  first 
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in  the  domain  of  American  Odd  Fellowship  to  send  money  to  its  sister 
State  of  California  in  the  great  disaster  of  April  last.  Almost  before 
the  earth  had  ceased  its  tremblings,  and  surely  before  the  burning 
embers  had  ceased  their  glow,  our  money  was  being  used  to  relieve  the 
distresses  of  that  appalling  disaster.” 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords  me 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  send  you  the  reports  of  this  Jurisdiction  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1906.  The  reports  show  an  increase  in 
lodges  of  15  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  1276,  our  total  member¬ 
ship  being  6569.  In  a  short  time  the  brethren  in  Saskatchewan  intend 
to  start  housekeeping  for  themselves.  We  are  very  sorry  to  lose  them, 
as  all  our  intercourse  has  been  of  the  most  pleasant  nature,  but  we  feel 
satisfied  that  the  youngest  Grand  Lodge  under  your  jurisdiction  will 
keep  pace  with  the  wonderful  growth  of  this  western  country.  They 
will  take  from  us  26  lodges  and  1429  members,  but  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  report  to  you  that  there  is  no  decrease  in  our  membership  at  the  end 
of  the  present  year. 

“  We  have  two  splendid  Rebekah  lodges  with  a  membership  of  1169, 
a  gain  of  305  for  the  year. 

“  Our  Order  has  the  respect  of  the  people,  and  no  fraternal  society 
is  attracting  more  attention  to  its  true  worth  than  our  beloved  Order. 
We  have  very  nearly  $10,000  in  our  Home  fund  and  are  adding  some 
$1200  each  year,  so  that  when  the  time  comes  for  us  to  build  we  will 
have  the  necessary  funds  to  do  it  with.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — D.  G.  Whidden,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 

“  Three  new  lodges,  a  net  increase  in  membership  of  352,  with  a  pres¬ 
ent  membership  of  7515,  is  not  as  good  a  showing  as  we  had  hoped  for. 
We  have  been  aiming  at  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  our  Grand  Lodge 
year,  which  ends  June  30,  and  while  we  shall  probably  not  reach  it, 
we  shall  not  fall  far  short,  for  much  the  greater  part  of  our  gain  in 
membership  is  made  in  the  first  term  of  the  year.  Our  Grand  Master, 
Doctor  Smith  L.  Walker,  is  an  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow,  and  is  untiring 
in  his  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction. 
One  lodge  has  been  instituted  since  the  close  of  the  year,  and  another 
is  being  talked  up.” 

Maryland. — William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  grand 
old  Jurisdiction  of  Maryland,  I  am  proud  to  say,  shows  a  decided  ad¬ 
vancement  over  many  previous  years,  having  made  a  net  gain  of  over 
300  in  the  subordinate  .and  40  in  the  Rebekah  branch.  The  indications 
are  that  1907  will  far  exceed  the  work  of  last  year.  Lodges  which  have 
been  dormant  for  many  years  are  now  working  and  the  enthusiasm 
manifested  by  the  membership  generally  bids  fair  to  place  the  Mother 
Jurisdiction  where  it  rightfully  belongs,  at  the  head  of  all  other  fra¬ 
ternal  organizations  in  Maryland.” 

Massachusetts. — John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Upon 
comparison  with  previous  reports  I  find  this  to  be  the  best  statement,  * 
numerically  and  financially,  that  we  have  sent  you  for  11  years.  We 
show  a  net  gain  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  1000,  while  the 
treasuries  have  increased  over  $63,000.  We  have  242  subordinate  lodges, 
a  membership  of  o6,643  (comprising  the  best  men  of  the  common¬ 
wealth)  and  invested  funds  amounting  to  $2,236,221.21.  Our  lodges 
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received  last  year  in  excess  of  $500,000  and  spent  for  relief  alone  $215,- 
440.97.  The  whole  number  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  was  813, 
being  but  one  and  three-tenths  per  cent  of  the  entire  membership. 

“  We  have  had  two  years’  experience  with  the  new  law  relating  to 
transfer  of  membership  without  fee  and,  while  the  law  is  not  popular  in 
many  of  the  lodges  in  this  State,  it  seems  to  work  advantageously  as  a 
whole.  Prior  to  1905  the  number  withdrawn  was  about  twice  the  num¬ 
ber  admitted  by  card.  In  1905  the  number  of  brothers  withdrawn  was 
585,  and  the  number  admitted  by  card  was  571.  Last  year  378  withdrew 
and  361  were  admitted  by  card. 

“  Our  State  is  small,  the  field  is  well  covered,  and  there  is  but  little 
call  for  the  institution  of  new  lodges.  Only  one  subordinate  lodge  was 
instituted  during  the  year  1906,  and  the  splendid  gain  reported  is  there¬ 
fore  the  healthy  and  natural  increase  of  the  lodges  previously  reported. 
The  prospects  are  bright,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  the  record  for  1907 
should  not  equal  or  surpass  that  of  the  previous  year.” 

Michigan. — Henry  N.  Wilder,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  write  you  of  the  progress  of  the  order  in  Michigan.  It 
was  never  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  than  now,  the  lodges  seem  to 
be  vieing  with  one  another  to  see  which  shall  make  the  largest  gains, 
and  during  the  last  winter  the  membership  of  many  lodges  has  been 
doubled,  and  most  of  them  have  made  substantial  gains,  and  the  utmost 
harmony  prevails.  The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  erection  of  the 
I.  O.  O.  P.  Home  at  Jackson,  and  the  work  is  being  rushed  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  dedicated  during  the  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  meets  in  Jackson  in  October.  The  open- 
door  meetings  that  have  become  so  popular  during  the  last  two  years 
have  lost  none  of  their  luster,  and  great  good  is  resulting  from  them. 
There  is  nothing  in  my  judgment  that  does  as  much  good  as  the  getting 
together,  and  touching  elbows  with  one  another,  and  letting  the  public 
know  that  Odd  Fellowship  exists  within  our  borders.  Temples  are  be¬ 
ing  builded  and  dedicated,  lodges  are  becoming  incorporated,  and  the 
greatest  activity  is  manifest  all  along  the  line.” 

Minnesota. — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  I  have  nothing 

unusual  to  report  this  year.  Our  lodges  are  probably  in  as  good  general 
condition  as  those  of  other  Jurisdictions.  We  have  our  *  rich '  lodges 
and  our  ‘  poor  ’  lodges.  On  the  one  hand,  there  is  the  lodge  with  assets 
amounting  to  $130,210.98,  while  per  contra  there  are  a  few  lodges  whose 
total  assets  are  less  than  one  hundred  dollars.  But  the  average  assets 
of  our  lodges  amount  to  $4264.36,  and  98  of  our  262  lodges  are  the 
owners  of  the  buildings  in  which  they  meet.  Taking  this  view  of  the 
situation,  our  Jurisdiction  will  doubtless  compare  favorably  with  others 
throughout  the  domain  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  net  increase  is  not 
large— never  is,  but  for  the  year  1906  it  Is  one-third  greater  than  for 
1905,  which  is  cause  for  gratification  if  not  satisfaction.  Now,  during 
Tie  present  term  (our  terms  end  June  30  and  December  31)  splendid 
work  has  been  done  throughout  the  State,  and  I  confidently  look  for 
more  than  the  10  per  cent  increase  desired  by  our  Grand  Sire.  The  Re- 
bekah  branch  has  been  strengthened,  not  by  the  institution  of  new 
lodges,  but  by  the  weeding  out  of  r  dead  plants.’  In  this  respect  the 
President  of  our  Rebekah  Assembly,  under  direction  of  the  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter,  has  done  a  good  work,  and  all  of  our  170  Rebekah  lodges  are  wide 
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awake  and  living  organizations.  Their  principal  efforts,  aside  from 
increasing  their  membership,  are  to  keep  our  Home  and  hospital  sup¬ 
plied  with  furniture,  bedding,  etc.,  and  in  this  they  are  doing  all  that 
can  possibly  be  expected  of  this  very  valuable  and  indispensable  aux¬ 
iliary  of  the  Order.  In  this  Jurisdiction  the  stability  of  the  Order  is 
unquestioned.  It  is,  with  us,  simply  a  matter  of  keeping  up  the  usual 
increase — and  we  will  certainly  do  that,  and  as  much  again  as  possible. 
The  fact  that  during  the  present  year  this  Jurisdiction  is  to  be  hon¬ 
ored  with  a  visit  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  awakened  our 
members  to  the  importance  of  making  a  good  showing,  and  this  will 
stimulate  increased  interest  and  beneficial  results.*  The  hospital  which 
we  erected  two  years  ago  in  connection  with  our  Home  has  proved  a 
paying  investment  from  the  start.  We  have  not  only  a  well-equipped 
and  thoroughly  up-to-date  hospital,  in  which  we  can,  if  necessary,  place 
our  old  members  and  children  when  they  need  hospital  care,  but  we 
have  given  the  little  city  in  which  our  Home  is  located  a  modern  hos¬ 
pital  with  no  expense  whatever  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  and  county 
in  which  it  is  located.  The  Order  in  Minnesota  is  in  the  front  rank  of 
benevolent  organizations,  and  it  commands  the  respect  of  the  business 
and  professional  men  of  the  commonwealth  for  its  systematic,  business¬ 
like,  and  practical  methods  of  conducting  its  business  affairs  and  chari¬ 
table  work.” 

Mississippi. — Walter  S.  P.  Doty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Order  in  Mississippi  is  prosperous  and  harmonious,  with  a  steady 
growth  in  strength  and  usefulness;  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  our  history.  We  have  not  experienced  large  addi¬ 
tions  in  new  lodges,  nor  in  new  members,  but  there  has  been  a  marked 
development  and  improvement  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  in  member¬ 
ship,  in  meetings,  in  lodge  functions,  in  ritualistic  work,  and  in  prop¬ 
erty  holdings.  The  Order  appreciates  itself  more  than  ever  before.” 

Missouri. — J.  W.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  have  never 
done  anything  with  greater  pride  than  I  do  in  making  this  report. 
We  have  never  done  so  well  as  in  1906,  and  were  never  in  such  condi¬ 
tion  as  at  present;  besides,  the  outlook  was  never  brighter.  A  net  gain 
of  4383  subordinate  members  and  2792  Rebekah  members  is  our  story. 
The  lodges  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  on  the  night  of  May  21,  1907,  in  the 
presence  of  Grand  Sire  Conway,  initiated  a  class  of  about  500  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows.  I  presume  this  establishes  a  record  because  nothing  like  it  has 
ever  occurred  before  in  the  history  of  the  Order.  While  our  boys  are 
very  active  and  eager  to  increase  our  membership,  yet  the  cry  ‘  nothing 
but  18-carat  character  men  are  good  enough  ’  goes  continually  up  and 
down  the  line,  therefore  you  can  rightly  presume  this  to  mean  a  higher 
type  of  members.  The  sentiment  among  our  lodges  to  own  a  Home, 
and  to  build  it  from  the  ground  up,  is  growing  rapidly  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  and  I  hope  to  see  it  continue  so,  because  it  means  an  accumulation 
of  wealth,  which  is,  as  you  know,  rightly  denominated  by  the  world  as 
‘  power.’  ” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  reports  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Rebekah  Degree  show  quite  an  increase 
in  the  membership  and  indications  point  to  a  good  substantial  increase 
for  the  present  year,  especially  in  the  subordinate  lodge.” 
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Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  condition  of 
the  Order  is  shown  in  our  report,  but  the  promise  for  the  future  is  only 
half  indicated.  We  cannot  meet  the  conditions  of  our  continually  chang¬ 
ing  population  with  unvarying  success,  and  are  perplexed  beyond  meas¬ 
ure,  ofttimes,  in  the  effort  to  keep  trace  of  our  increasing  membership. 
The  figures  for  the  year  are  cheerful  ones,  and  we  are  rather  proud  of 
them,  even  while  conscious  that  they  ought  to  be  better.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  show  a  gain  of  one  new  lodge  and  166  members 
in  the  subordinate  branch,  and  three  new  lodges  and  130  members  in 
the  Rebekah  branch  of  this  Jurisdiction.  The  tide  has  at  last  turned 
in  our  favor,  and  we  hope  to  make  a  much  better  showing  for  the  year 
1907.  New  camps  are  springing  up  all  over  our  State,  in  several  of 
which  are  already  organized  I.  O.  O.  F.  clubs,  and  as  soon  as  buildings 
are  erected  where  proper  halls  can  be  secured,  applications  will  be 
made  to  institute  lodges.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary,  writes.  “Odd 
Fellowship  in  New  Hampshire  continues  in  the  ascendency,  and  its 
paramount  influence  is  manifest  throughout  the  old  Granite  State, 
where  it  stands  at  the  head  of  fraternal  organizations.  Lodges  are  es¬ 
tablished  in  every  section  of  the  State  so  that  now,  there  is  no  field 
wherein  it  seems  advisable  to  institute  a  new  lodge.  The  104  lodges 
now  existing  are  all  in  healthy  condition  and  doing  more  or  less  work 
from  term  to  term.  And  while  the  increase  in  membership  is  slow,  it 
is  of  a  character  that  tends  to  elevate  and  increase  the  strength  of  the 
Order,  which  lies  in  the  individuality  of  its  make-up.  The  net  gain  in 
the  year  1906  was  240,  while  the  loss  for  suspension  for  non-payment  of 
dues  was  kept  at  the  usual  minimum  of  about  one  per  cent.” 

New  Jersey. — Harry  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Progressive 
Odd  Fellowship  is  the  watchword  in  this  Jurisdiction.  An  increased 
membership,  over  one  million  dollars  in  net  assets,  a  greater  disburse¬ 
ment  of  our  funds  in  relief.  We  are  now  raising  money,  by  assessment, 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Home  for  Aged  Odd  Fellows  which  shall  be 
open  to  every  member  of  the  Order.  We  are  moving  forward  all  along 
the  line.” 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  It  gives  me 

great  pleasure  to  report  that  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  instituted 
five  subordinate  lodges,  and  petitions  are  out  for  two  more,  which  will 
be  instituted  during  the  next  30  days,  and  we  hope  to  show  in  our 
annual  report  December  31,  a  gain  of  400.  Petitions  are  out  for  two 
Rebekah  lodges,  and  we  hope  to  have  some  more  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  are  with  a  few  exceptions 
doing  good  work,  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  were  never  brighter 
for  the  upbuilding  of  our  beloved  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  expect 
to  organize  a  Rebekah  Assembly  at  our  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
also  a  Grand  Encampment.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with 
pleasure  that  I  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  and  call  your  attention  to  the  splendid  gain  which  has  been  made 
during  the  year  1906.  The  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
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was  never  better  than  at  the  present  time,  and  marked  activity  is  mani¬ 
fested  in  every  branch.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  year 
1907  will  not  only  show  a  larger  increase  in  membership  than  any  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  but  that  it  will  also  be  distinguished  by  a  stronger  interest 
in,  and  a  clearer  comprehension  of,  the  underlying  principles  of  the 
Order.” 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary  writes:  “This 
being  my  22d  report,  making  the  best  showing  in  the  Order’s  history 
in  North  Carolina,  I  feel  some  pride  in  submitting  it.  You  will  remem¬ 
ber  that  our  State  has  never  had  such  thing  as  a  boom  in  the  Order, 
and  is  possibly  no  worse  off  by  it,  but  we  have  had  a  steady  growth 
now  for  some  time  and  the  prospects  are  just  as  good,  perhaps  I  can 
say  better,  than  at  any  time  since  my  connection  with  the  Order.  At 
last  our  people  are  beginning  to  realize  more  of  what  our  Order  stands 
for  than  formerly — becoming  better  educated  up  to  its  meaning  and 
•  purposes — and  wherever  this  takes  place  we  are  sure  to  witness  greater 
interest  and  more  strength. 

“  May  the  Order  throughout  the  world  have  the  greatest  prosperity, 
with  a  full  realization  of  its  purposes  to  make  manhood  in  its  true 
sense.” 

North  Dakota. — H.  P.  Cooper,  Grand  Master,  writes:  “The  ad¬ 
vance  for  the  past  year  so  far  as  new  work  is  concerned  sur¬ 
passes  any  year  in  our  history  as  a  Grand  Lodge.  Since  January  1, 
notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  winter,  there  has  been  general 
activity.  We  have  chartered  five  lodges  since  that  date.  The  increase 
in  membership  during  1906  was  765  members,  being  20  per  cent.  We 
feel  that  with  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  on.  the  part  of  the  rank  and  file 
we  ought  to  make  a  still  greater  step  forward  during  the  present  year. 
Twelve  new  subordinate  lodges  were  granted  charters  since  last  Grand 
Lodge  meeting.  The  secretary  of  the  Home  Fund  reported  last  year 
$11,834.66;  receipts  this  year,  $2862.84;  total  amount  in  fund  May  24, 
1907,  $14,697.50.  I  made  an  appeal  for  $2000  this  year.  There  has  been 
an  increase  in  all  branches  of  the  Order,  but  the  increase  of  20  per  cent 
in  the  membership  of  subordinate  lodges  is  gratifying.  Five  hundred 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  representation  at  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  St.  Paul.” 

Don.  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past  year,  1906,  has 
been  the  most  prosperous  in  our  history  as  a  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  we  instituted  15  new  subordinate  lodges,  and  increased  our 
membership  20  per  cent.  Since  January  1,  we  have  chartered  five  new 
lodges,  and  have  prospects  for  a  number  more  for  the  future.  No  other 
Order  in  the  State  is  making  such  rapid  progress.  We  will  have  a  man 
as  Grand  Instructor  for  the  coming  year  who  will  be  able  to  give  a  good 
share  of  his  time  to  the  work,  and  as  we  have  many  new  fields  opening 
up,  think  he  will  be  able  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order  very 
materially.”

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “My  annual  report 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1907,  shows  it  to 
be  the  most  memorable  year  in  the  75  years’  history  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction.  The  net  gain  for  the  year  was  3823,  and  in  no  pre¬ 
vious  year  has  the  Order  shown  such  a  prosperous  period.  From  my 
travels  over  the  State,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  our  growth  will  be 
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greater  the  coming  year.  Our  financial  report  is  in  keeping  with  the 
standing  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Nine  subordinate  lodges 
were  instituted  during  the  year,  and  there  are  bright  prospects  for  the 
coming  year.  During  the  past  year  the  Grand  Lodge  has  added  a  $60,- 
000.00  extension  to  its  magnificent  Home  building  at  Springfield,  which 
will  enable  us  to  care  for  a  larger  number  of  our  indigent  members.  In 
addition,  we  have  also  added  a  $10,000  laundry  plant,  and  equipped  it 
with  the  latest  improved  machinery.  This  machinery  was  donated  by 
the  loyal  Rebekahs  of  this  Jurisdiction.  During  the  coming  year  the 
Rebekahs  of  Ohio  expect  to  equip  a  bakery  at  our  Home.  During  the 
past  year,  the  Grand  Lodge  trustees  have  made  some  needed  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office.  I  am  proud  to  say  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  this  Jurisdiction  now  has  a  beautiful  and  convenient 
suite  of  rooms.  This  office  is  in  every  way  in  keeping  with  the  stand¬ 
ing  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  .  The  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
(May  21-24)  was  the  Diamond  Anniversary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it 
was  a  pleasing  and  profitable  session.  During  the  past  year  our  Grand 
Lodge  officers  were  invited  to  officiate  at  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
of  a  $65,000  public  school  building,  at  Mingo  Junction,  this  State.  Our 
new  Grand  Master,  Bro.  John  L.  Sullivan,  is  a  newspaper  man,  and  he 
will  make  great  strides  for  a  successful  year.” 

Oklahoma. — H.  L.  Strough,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  desire  to 
report  that  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  branch  of  our  Order  in 
Oklahoma  is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition.  By  referring  to  my 
annual  report  you  will  note  that  we  have  made  a  net  gain  of  1716  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year.  We  feel  justly  proud  of  our  record,  with  the 
first  lodge  instituted  less  than  18  years  ago,  we  now  have  247  lodges 
with  a  membership  on  January  1,  1907,  of  13,787  members,  which,  with 
an  estimated  gain  during  the  last  six  months  of  850  will  make  a  total 
membership  at  the  present  time  of  14,637.  This  Jurisdiction  paid  out 
for  the  relief  of  its  members  last  year  the  sum  of  $30,802.03,  while  the 
invested  funds  of  subordinates  amounted  on  January  1  to  the  sum  of 
$164,888.27.  Since  compiling  my  annual  report  for  last  year  we  have 
dedicated  our  new  Home,  which  at  a  fair  valuation  has  cost  this  Juris¬ 
diction  the  sum  of  $25,441.87,  and  it  is  all  paid  for  to  the  last  cent.  We 
have  14  orphans  now  receiving  its  fostering  care  with  a  number  more 
that  have  been  elected  for  admission.  The  Home  was  furnished  com¬ 
plete  by  the  Rebekahs,  who  have  donated  towards  the  erection  and  fur¬ 
nishing  of  the  Home  the  sum  of  $9170.96.  If  the  Baby  Jurisdiction  has 
accomplished  all  this  during  its  childhood,  what  may  we  reasonably  ex¬ 
pect  from  the  child  when  it  attains  mature  age?” 

Ontario. — J.  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Every  branch  of 
the  Order  has  shared  in  the  general  prosperity.  The  Rebekah  banch 
has  made  progress.  In  the  Encampment  branch  the  Grand  Patriarch, 
Bro.  Joseph  Powley,  reports  unusual  activity,  resulting  in  the  institu¬ 
tion  of  new  encampments  and  the  revival  of  dormant  ones.  The  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  are  also  in  better  condition  than  for  years  past.  The 
prospects  for  1907  are  bright  with  promise.  Already  four  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted  and  one  resuscitated.  The  very  large  amount  of 
available  cash  assets  of  lodges  is  an  assurance  of  great  value  as  to  the 
ability  of  the  several  lodges  to  meet  all  demands  for  sick,  funeral,  and 
widows'  benefits,  as  well  as  all  legitimate  special  relief  that  may  be 
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required.  At  the  same  time  lodges  should  he  admonished  to  guard  well 
their  funds  so  that  every  promise  made  to  members,  on  their  admission, 
shall  be  sacredly  honored.”

Oregon.— E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Enclosed  find  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  1906,  showing  a  total  membership 
of  13,071,  a  net  gain  of  920,  and  total  assets  of  $857,315.09,  a  gam  of

“  The  seven  Homes  of  the  State,  embracing  one  for  the  care  of  the 
widows  of  indigent  Odd  Fellows  and  dependent  Rebekahs;  one  for  the 
care  of  the  superannuated  Odd  Fellow;  one  for  the  aged  Odd  Fellow  and 
his  wife  and  four  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  orphans,  have  all 
been  doing  excellent  work  in  their  several  spheres,  which  contributes 
immeasurably  to  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  true  destiny  of  our 
fraternal  work. 

“  We  have  held  our  own  in  the  number  of  lodges,  as  many  are  now 
merging  to  create  stronger  organizations,  the  number  being  still  1136, 
while  the  increase  in  membership  still  continues  at  a  most  gratifying 
ratio,  showing  a  total  of  136,000,  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  5098.  The 
Rehekah  branch  has  also  made  a  most  gratifying  increase  for  the  year, 
proving  that  our  sisters  also  are  keenly  alive  to  the  necessity  for  active 

and  continuous  work.  ,  , 

“  The  movement  looking  to  the  saving  of  our  splendid  Temple  has 
also  taken  a  splendid  stride  forward,  and  now  gives  promise  of  speedy 
solution.  Altogether,  our  work  for  the  year  has  been  splendid  and  the 
results  magnificent.” 


Quebec.— T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  re¬ 
port  continued  prosperity  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Quebec.  During  the 
past  year  one  new  lodge  was  instituted,  and  our  net  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  166,  making  the  total  membership  3746.  In  January  of  the 
present  year  another  new  lodge  was  instituted,  and  we  are  in  hopes  of 
reaching  the  4000  mark  in  our  next  report.” 


Rhode  Island.— Wm.  H.  T..  Mosley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is 
a  pleasure  to  note  that  we  have  been  able  to  more  than  hold  our  own 
both  in  membership  and  lodge  finances,  a  certain  indication  that  the 
lodges  generally  have  met  their  opportunities  with  commendable  fidel¬ 
ity.  Much  active  work  has  been  going  on  since  January  1,  1907,  and 
there  seems  to  be  more  zealous  energy  manifested  than  usual,  all  of 
which  encourages  the  belief  that  at  the  close  of  the  present  year  the 
results  will  be  most  gratifying.” 
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South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  af 
fords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  our  subordinate  lodges  are  in  a  pros 
perous  condition,  having  made  a  net  gain  in  1906  of  over  10  per  cent 
and  for  1907  we  expect  to  make  a  much  larger  increase.  Have  set  our 
stakes  for  10,000  members.  During  the  past  year  we  have  held  a  series 
of  special  meetings  in  different  parts  of  the  State  and  find  that  it  has 
been  a  great  help.  The  result  of  these  meetings  has  far  exceeded  our 
expectations.  During  the  past  year  we  have  paid  out  for  relief  the 
sum  of  $12,837.84,  which  is  a  good  showing  for  a  small  Jurisdiction. 
Our  Home  fund,  which  we  are  accumulating,  has  reached  the  sum  of 
nearly  $18,000,  and  in  a  year  or  two  we  expect  to  commence  operation. 
Our  members  are  all  beginning  to  take  more  interest  in  this  Home  proj¬ 
ect,  and  I  am  sure  it  will  not  be  long  before  South  Dakota  will  have 
an  Odd  Fellows’  Home.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  progress 
made  by  the  Order,  in  Tennessee  during  the  year  1906  was  very  gratify¬ 
ing,  there  being  a  net  gain  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  of  3259. 
We  have  abolished  the  club  law,  believing  it  to  be  no  longer  necessary. 
It  served  a  useful  purpose  in  rapidly  increasing  our  numbers  at  a  time 
when  such  increase  was  very  necessary,  but  it  was  never  intended  to 
be  permanent.  The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  now  on  a  firm  founda¬ 
tion,  and  our  prospects  are  very  bright.  In  very  recent  years  we  have 
grown  wonderfully  in  popularity  and  in  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
the  public.” 

Texas. — W.  H.  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Texas  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  More  new  lodges  have  been 
instituted  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  than  at  any  other 
time  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Texas,  we  having  enrolled 
33  new  lodges  since  March  8,  1907,  the  time  at  which  our  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned.  Great  activity  has  prevailed  this  year  in  reference  to  memo¬ 
rial  exercises,  and  many  lodges  are  looking  forward  to  the  summer 
months  for  association  gatherings,  during  which  time  they  expect  to 
reap  a  good  harvest.” 

Utah. — P.  A.  Simpkin,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  condition  of 
the  Order  in  Utah  is  most  gratifying  at  this  time.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  year  there  has  been  an  almost  unprecedented  activity  in  the 
lodges.  There  is  harmony,  active  doing  of  duty  as  Odd  Fellows,  in¬ 
crease  in  membership,  prospects  bright  for  new  lodges  and  in  this,  the 
hardest  field  for  fraternal  growth  in  the  Union,  we  look  forward  confi¬ 
dently  to  rapid  development  of  our  institutional  life  in  the  State.  Past 
Grand  Master  Stringer,  in  the  term  just  closed,  did  a  year  of  inspiring 
work,  and  Grand  Master  Ulmer  has  begun  the  year  with  an  admirable 
earnestness  and  devotion.  Utah  hopes  to  come  soon  to  the  place  where 
she  will  have  as  large  a  percentage  of  Odd  Fellows  to  her  total  popula¬ 
tion  as  some  of  her  sister  Jurisdictions  in  the  East.” 

Vermont. — O.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  a  pleas¬ 
ure  to  report  that  the  Order  in  Vermont  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  made  a  substantial  gain  in  membership 
and  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  and  with 
all  our  sister  Jurisdictions.  The  number  of  subordinate  lodges  has  not 
been  increased,  but  four  Rebekah  lodges  have  been  added  to  our  roll.” 
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Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  submitting 
the  annual  report  of  Virginia  for  the  year  1906  I  am  glad  to  say  that  it 
has  been  a  fairly  prosperous  year  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Old  Domin¬ 
ion,  there  being  an  increase  in  membership  of  3267,  which  is  the  largest 
in  any  preceding  year  in  the  history  of  our  State.  The  total  receipts 
of  the  lodges  show  an  increase  of  $29,432,  while  the  amount  expended  in 
relief  is  $13,402  in  excess  of  1905.  Our  losses  by  death  were  greater 
than  in  1905,  this  reminds  us  that  *  All  are  mortal,’  and  that  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows  grow  older  as  each  passing  year  is  recorded  upon  the  dial  of  time. 
One  very  gratifying  item  is  the  fact  that  a  smaller  number  was  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues  than  in  the  preceding  year,  notwithstanding 
the  healthy  increase  by  initiation.  Very  small  amounts  are  reported 
as  expended  in  the  ‘  relief  and  education  of  orphans,’  as  our  excellent 
system  of  free  schools  and  our  splendid  Orphans’  Home  at  Lynchburg 
leave  but  little  to  be  done  along  these  lines  by  the  lodges.  There  was 
about  the  usual  percentage  of  increase  in  the  number  of  weeks  for  which 
sick  benefits  were  paid.  I  beg  pardon  for  having  gone  so  much  into  the 
details  of  the  report,  as  you  have  it  in  full  before  you,  but  the  fact  of 
having  the  largest  increase  in  the  history  of  Virginia  seems  to  pave 
the  way  for  a  little  pardonable  pride.” 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order 
in  the  Evergreen  Jurisdiction  was  never  in  so  prosperous  a  condition  as 
at  the  present  time.  December,  1906,  219  subordinate  lodges  with  17,* 
348  members;  June  1,  1907,  231  subordinate  lodges,  with  more  than 
19,000  members,  gives  some  indication  of  the  enthusiasm  and  work  of 
our  membership.  Every  indication  points  to  a  net  gain  of  15  per  cent 
in  membership  for  the  year  1907.  We  not  only  confidently  expect  the 
15  per  cent  increase  for  this  year,  but  we  hope  to  have  our  membership 
in  such  condition  at  the  close  of  the  year  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
make  a  net  increase  for  the  coming  year  of  20  per  cent.” 

West  Virginia. — E.  A.  Billingslea,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Re¬ 
ferring  to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  I  have  to  say  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  organization  in 
this  State  has  the  Order  been  so  prosperous.  During  the  year  passed 
we  have  added  21  lodges  to  our  roll  and  a  net  increase  in  our  member¬ 
ship  of  1479,  which  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  West  Virginia 
Odd  Fellowship.  We  are  justly  proud  of  the  personnel  of  our  in¬ 
crease,  none  but  those  who  are  worthy  have  been  admitted,  and  the 
portals  of  all  lodges  are  duly  guarded.  Finances  are  in  a  most  excel¬ 
lent  condition,  and  the  much  desired  consummation  of  the  building  of 
a  Home  has  reached  a  very  satisfactory  conclusion,  and  ere  long  a 
building  will  be  erected  in  the  city  of  Elkins,  which  West  Virginia  Odd 
Fellows  will  point  to  with  pardonable  pride. 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Herewith 
please  find  the  annual  reports  of  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches, 
also  the  report  of  our  Home  at  Green  Bay.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
state  that  both  branches  are  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger  account, 
although  our  gain  is  only  small,  and  yet  I  can  truthfully  say  that  the 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  good  healthy  condition.  Since  the  last 
report  of  the  Home  we  have  added  an  addition  at  a  cost  of  $15,000,  all 
paid  for.  We  have  also  purchased  a  strip  of  about  two  acres  of  ground 
which  is  also  paid  for  leaving  a  good  surplus  in  the  treasury.” 
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Wyoming. — Louis  Miller,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Wyoming  has  not  made  any  great  gains  during  the  year  190G.  While 
we  have  an  increase  in  membership  of  only  57  during  this  year  we  are 
feeling  encouraged  that  in  our  next  report  wx  will  he  able  to  show 
great  gains.  We  have  already  instituted  one  new  subordinate  lodge  and 
have  several  more  in  sight.  The  new  railroads  are  building  several 
new  lines  through  the  State,  where  new  towns  will  spring  up  and  this 
means  new  lodges.  The  outlook  for  the  Order  in  this  State  is  better 
than  at  any  time  before.  I  surely  believe  that  our  next  report  will 
show  great  gains.  Grand  Representative  W.  L.  Kuykendall  instituted 
Saratoga  Lodge  No.  43.” 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — W.  F.  McCartney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report 
does  not  show  any  material  gain  over  the  last  report,  hut  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  is  in  a  far  healthier  condition  than  a  year  ago.  Past  Grand 
Patriarch  Vogel  began  ‘  cleaning  house  ’  early  in  the  last  year,  and 
Grand  Patriarch  McCluskey  continued  the  work  after  he  took  office  in 
September.  The  dormant  camps  were  either  livened  up  or  their  char¬ 
ters  called  in,  and  at  the  first  of  this  year  practically  all  the  camps  were 
alive  and  doing,  with  none  of  them  subject  to  suspension.  This  was 
done,  however,  at  a  heavy  cost  in  nominal  members  among  those  sus¬ 
pended  for  cause — 160 — wrhile  a  number  of  camps  were  reorganized  at 
a  heavy  loss  in  the  nominal  membership.  Some  of  the  camps  suspended 
had  made  no  reports  for  years.  The  prospects  now  are  for  a  good, 
healthy,  and  satisfactory  increase  in  the  Encampment  branch,  and  the 
indications  are  that  the  next  report  wrill  show  a  very  material  increase.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  shows  that 
it  is  not  as  prosperous  as  we  could  wish.  We  have  made  but  few  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  Patriarchal  family,  and  have  had  quite  a  loss  to  a  certain 
extent,  by  the  weeding  out  of.  many  delinquents  who  have  been  kept 
upon  the  membership  roll  in  the  hope  that  they  might  renew,  but  at  this 
writing,  prospects  seem  to  brighten  and  the  boys  have  gone  to  work 
with  renewed  vigor.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  as¬ 
suming  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe  of  this  Grand  Encampment,  it  affords 
me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch 
of  the  Order  in  this  Province  is  very  gratifying,  and  its  prospects  for 
the  future  are  full  of  hope  and  encouragement.  During  the  past  year 
there  was  a  gain  of  31  members,  or  about  9  per  cent.  Although  not 
large,  it  is  the  best  showing  we  have  been  able  to  make  for  several 
years.  We  are  expecting  great  developments  in  this  Province  in  the 
near  future,  and  are  sanguine  that  Odd  Fellowship  will  not  be  behind  in 
sharing  the  prosperity  that  inevitably  awaits  us  in  this  great  western 
outpost  of  our  Empire.” 

California. — C.  H.  Burden,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “  I  have  just 
read  Bro.  Barnes’  letter  to  you,  dated  yesterday,  with  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure,  and  I  want  to  tell  you  that  I  have  made  eight  official  visits 
so  far  this  year,  and  have  seen  33  good  brothers  admitted  to  the  Pa¬ 
triarchal  family.  So  you  see  our  Golden  State  still  rolls  on  and  the 
purple  and  gold  are  among  the  leading  emblems  of  our  Grand  Order.” 
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Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  take  pleasure  in 
submitting  our  annual  report  for  1906,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that,  notwithstanding  the  terrible  disasters  of  1906,  our  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  ‘  comes  up  smiling  ’  with  a  splendid  increase  of  5  new  subordinates 
and  571  members.  As  I  have  often  said,  we  owe  this  enthusiasm  in  our 
Patriarchal  branch  and  Patriarchs  Militant  to  our  practice  of  making 
our  Grand  Encampment  sessions  the  great  fraternal  event  of  the  year; 
meet  at  a  time  different  from  the  Grand  Lodge;  meet  away  from  the 
large  metropolitan  cities;  take  a  week  off,  have  public  receptions,  pro¬ 
cessions,  competitive  drills,  prizes,  etc.;  in  short  bring  the  Patriarchal 
branch  decidedly  to  the  front.  Our  annual  excursions  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  sessions  by  special  train  decorated  with  banners,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  band,  receives  grand  welcome  all  along  the  line  to  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  receiving  locality  is  festooned  and  decorated  for  the 
week,  and  the  country  around  for  miles  participates.  Then  add  to 
this  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  Order  itself,  represented  as  it  is  by  those 
in  whom  the  people  take  pride,  and  to  whom  they  delight  to  listen, 
and  the  result  can  only  be  increase.  But  I  will  not  get  on  my  hobby. 
Old  California,  despite  her  recent  trials,  remembering  with  grateful 
heart  the  loving  practical  aid  of  all  of  you,  is  trying  to  do  her  duty, 
and  sends  up  her  record  for  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order.” 


Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  submitting  my 
report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Colorado  I  beg  to  express  my  deep 
regret  that  I  cannot  make  a  better  showing.  While  this  branch  of  the 
Order  shows  a  slight  increase,  I  had  hoped  it  would  be  greater.  The 
prospects  at  this  writing  seem  to  be  brighter  than  for  some  years  past; 
two  encampments  which  have  been  dormant  for  some  time  have  revived 
and  are  now  among  the  most  active  in  the  Jurisdiction.  This  is  en¬ 
couraging,  and  we  trust  it  may  extend  to  others.  Nevertheless,  we  are 
forced  to  acknowledge  that  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  subordinate  branch  of  the  Order.  Perhaps  it  is  from  lack 
of  ‘  rustlers.’  Let  us  hope  for  a  brighter  future.” 


Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret 
that  my  first  report  for  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Connecticut  should 
show  a  loss  of  one  subordinate  encampment,  with  a  membership  of  76. 
This  was  one  of  our  oldest  encampments,  being  instituted  September 
27,  1845;  surrendered  its  charter  September  24,  1906.  Having  been  in 
existence  for  61  years,  we  were  sorry  to  lose  it.  But  even  with  this 
handicap,  our  loss  is  only  27,  so  we ‘are  not  discouraged,  for  our  funds 
show  a  nice  gain,  and  with  our  subordinate  lodges  in  a  prosperous  con¬ 
dition,  and  the  special  efforts  which  are  being  put  forth  by  the  Grand 
Officers,  to  increase  the  interest  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
with  ‘  success  ’  as  the  keynote  for  the  coming  year,  we  can  look  forward 
to  a  gain  for  1907.  Twenty-one  per  cent  of  the  subordinate  lodge  mem¬ 
bers  of  Connecticut  are  Patriarchs,  which  is  considerable  above  the 
average,  which  I  believe  is  only  14  per  cent,  but  we  are  not  satisfied, 
and  will  not  be,  until  we  have  at  least  50  per  cent. 

“  At  the  Grand  Encampment  session  held  in  Stamford,  October  16, 
1906,  Frederick  Botsford  resigned  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe,  after  hav¬ 
ing  served  faithfully  for  37^4  years.  The  Grand  Encampment  pre¬ 
sented  him  with  an  ‘  Honorable  Veteran  Jewel  ’  suitably  inscribed,  as 
a  token  of  their  esteem  and  appreciation  of  his  services.  It  was  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  Bro.  Botsford,  and  he  thanked  the  Patriarchs  in  a  very  feeling 
manner,  and  is  so  proud  of  the  jewel  that  he  wears  it  every  day.” 
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Delaware. — J.  H.  Appleby,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  glad  to  re¬ 
port  that  we  have  had  a  net  gain  of  28  members,  and  with  the  activity 
shown  in  our  subordinate  encampments  at  the  present  I  believe  the  in¬ 
crease  this  year  will  be  the  largest  for  many  years.” 

DisTRfcT  of  Columbia. — Jos.  Burroughs,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I 
am  happy  to  report  no  loss  over  1905  in  membership,  even  if  we  have 
but  the  slightest  gain.  The  prospects  for  the  present  year  are  bright, 
and  we  are  hopeful  of  good  results.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “"While  it  is  not 
possible  to  report  great  gains  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order, 
we  can  report  that  during  the  past  year  one  encampment  has  been  in¬ 
stituted  with  a  good  membership,  and  other  encampments  report  more 
or  less  gain  in  their  membership.  This  branch  of  the  Order  has  not 
made  as  much  progress  as  the  other  branches,  but  the  growth  is  a 
healthy  one,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  we  can  boast 
a  little  more  of  our  numbers  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

Georgia. — J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  enclose  you  here¬ 
with  the  report  of  this  Grand  Encampment  for  the  year  1906.  I  regret 
that  it  is  not  a  better  one.  With  the  large  increase  in  the  membership 
of  the  subordinate  lodges,  itrwas  hoped  that  this  branch  of  the  Order 
would  show  a  corresponding  increase,  but  it  does  not;  why,  it  is  difficult 
to  say.  I  confess  that  I  do  not  feel  encouraged  at  the  outlook  as  I  now 
see  it.” 

Idaho. — D.  L.  Badley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  gradually  losing  ground.  We  made  a 
mighty  effort  to  push  it  ahead,  and  succeeded  to  some  extent,  and  got 
the  foundation  laid  for  a  good  solid  advance,  but  we  seemed  so  poor  as 
a  Grand  Body,  that  the  finance  committee  deemed  it  the  part  of  pru¬ 
dence  to  cut  out  the  necessary  expense  of  visitation,  and  the  result  is 
that  many  of  the  new  encampments  are  dropping  behind  in  membership 
and  will  soon  lapse  and  quit  business  unless  another  line  is  followed. 
But  you  know  that  neither  the  Grand  Scribe  nor  the  Grand  Patriarch 
can  do  much  within  themselves  unless  they  have  the  backing  of  the 
Grand  Encampment.  We  hope  matters  will  have  a  turn  soon  and  we 
will  be  able  to  report  an  increase.  I  am  sorry  to  make  this  report,  but 
truth  compels  me  to  and  it  will  have  to  go.” 

Illinois. — H.  C.  Feltman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  steadily  increasing  from  year  to 
year,  the  net  gain  for  the  past  year  being  over  700.  Twelve  new  en¬ 
campments  were  instituted  during  the  year  1906.  Of  the  204  encamp¬ 
ments  25  have  a  membership  of  over  100  each,  while  two  of  the  number 
have  over  200  each.  Our  membership  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
almost  10,000,  and  I  am  quite  certain  at  this  date  that  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  will  reach  over  10,000.  So  far  during  1907  six  new  encamp¬ 
ments  have  been  instituted  with  a  good  prospect  for  others  before  the 
close  of  the  year.  Grand  Patriarch  Frank  J.  Heinl,  of  Jacksonville,  is 
doing  much  good  work.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  state  that  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  was  never  in  a  more  -prosperous  condi¬ 
tion  than  now  in  Illinois.” 
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Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “While  our  increase 
has  not  been  as  large  as  hoped  for,  Indiana  continues  its  growth,  and 
with  harmony  everywhere  prevailing  there  is  every  encouragement  in 
the  condition  of  this  branch  of  the  Order.  Our  Patriarchal  members 
are  faithful  and  true,  and  I  can  promise  you  that  we  will  never  go 
backward.” 

Indian  Territory. — Arthur  M.  Foss,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The 
condition  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Indian  Territory  as  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe,  is  not  as  good  as  we  could 
wish.  However,  two  very  strong  new  encampments  were  instituted  be¬ 
tween  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
on  April  8,  1907,  that  will  make  the  showing  somewhat  better.  Pros¬ 
perity  with  this  Grand  Encampment  seems  to  ebb  and  flow,  like  the 
tide.

T.  Rees,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  to  you  that  the  condition  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Kan¬ 
sas  is  very  satisfactory  to  us.  The  subordinate  encampments  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  with  few  exceptions,  are  prosperous,  and  from  reports  re¬ 
ceived  at  this  office  show  a  good  increase  in  membership  in  the  past 
year  with  their  finances  in  a  healthy  condition.  We  are  pleased  to 
note  a  greater  interest  taken  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  by  our  subordi¬ 
nate  brothers,  and  a  growing  feeling  among  them  that  the  Encampment 
degrees  are  necessary  to  complete  their  Odd  Fellowship.

— R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will  notice 
that  the  Encampment  report  shows  an  increase  in  membership.  How¬ 
ever,  if  the  encampments  in  the  State  that  should  have  been  closed  up 
were  closed  up,  there  would  be  a  loss  instead  of  an  increase.  I  do  not 
feel  that  the  Encampment  branch  is  in  as  flourishing  a  condition  as  it 
should  be  with  the  work  being  done  in  the  subordinate  lodges.” 

Louisiana. — R.  T.  Leland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
be  again  able  to  report  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  Louisiana  is 
steadily  growing.  Each  year  adds  to  the  number  of  our  encampments, 
and  the  increase  in  membership  is  very  satisfactory.  Owing  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  increase  in  membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  our  field  is 
being  enlarged,  so  that  we  are  not  only  adding  members  to  our  old 
encampments,  but  instituting  new  ones,  and  also  old  defunct  ones  being 
revived.  For  the  last  six  years,  this  branch  of  our  Order  has  shown 
more  activity  than  in  its  whole  career  prior  to  that  time,  and  the  future 
promises  to  be  very  bright.” 

— Russell  G.  Dyer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “With  this  I  send 
you  the  annual  report  of  the  Encampment  branch  of  Maine  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  for  the  year  1906.  With  the  addition  of  three  new  encamp¬ 
ments  and  a  net  gain  of  121  in  membership,  Maine  has  made  a  very 
creditable  showing  for  the  year  just  past.  For  several  years  we  have 
barely  held  our  own  with  an  occasional  step  backward,  hence  this 
stride  in  the  right  direction  is  most  gratifying.  During  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  year  our  Grand  Patriarch,  Eugene  R.  Bowler,  died,  the  first 
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time  on  record  in  this  Jurisdiction  that  the  presiding  officer  died  during 
the  incumbency  of  his  office.  The  work  was  taken  up  by  the  Grand 
High  Priest  and  the  Order  suffered  no  detriment’by  this  sad  event.  The 
present  Grand  Patriarch,  Willis  A.  Bailey,  has  begun  the  year  under 
favorable  conditions  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  bright.  Advance¬ 
ment  will  be  the  watchword  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Maine, 
and  you  may  expect  corresponding  results.” 

•  Manitoba. — D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  It  is  a  pleas¬ 
ure  to  note  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
has  had  a  very  prosperous  year,  the  net  increase  in  membership  being 
307,  or  something  over  35  per  cent,  which  is  certainly  a  satisfactory 
showing,  and  the  outlook  for  the  current  year  is  also  gratifying.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — H.  L.  Hart,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “It 
gives  me  pleasure  in  sending  you  a  resume  of  our  work  for  the  year  to 
say  that  it  has  been  a  fairly  active  one.  With  the  assistance  of  my 
officers  and  other  wmrthy  Patriarchs  we  have  endeavored  to  meet  the 
Grand  Sire’s  wish  for  a  15  per  cent  increase,  and  the  indications  at 
hand  now  point  to  a  belief  that  when  our  year  closes  June  30  next,  we 
will  not  only  have  accomplished  that,  but  something  more,  and  in  doing 
so  our  membership  will  reach  the  1000  mark.  Our  Grand  Scribe  will 
forward  the  usual  statistical  report  which  will  show  our  progress  to 
December  31  last.  So  far  in  my  term  one  encampment  has  been  insti¬ 
tuted  at  Liverpool,  N.  S.  I  have  just  issued  a  dispensation  for  one  to 
be  instituted  at  Kentville  on  May  14,  and  have  reasonable  assurance 
for  another  before  the  end  of  the  term.  It  is  my  intention  in  my  an¬ 
nual  address  to  refer  to  the  Militant  branch  of  our  Order,  and  endeavor 
to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  Patriarchs  in  attendance  at 
the  session  of  Grand  Encampment  as  to  whether  they  favor  said  organ¬ 
ization  being  attached  as  a  fourth  degree  as  suggested  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  last  September.  Our  Grand  Representative  (or  rather 
we  hope  Representatives )  will  then,  when  the  question  comes  up  for 
discussion  in  St.  Paul,  be  giving  expressions  to  something  more  than 
an  individual  opinion.  I  hope  when  the  returns  are  all  in,  the  Grand 
Sire’s  wish  will  have  been  realized.” 

Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  show  a  gain  of  4  en¬ 
campments  and  141  members,  the  greatest  in  our  history.  I  had  hopes 
that  we  would  have  passed  the  1000  mark,  and  thereby  be  entitled  to 
two  Representatives,  but  our  expectations  were  not  realized.” 

Maryland. — William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Patri¬ 
archal  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  progressing  most  satisfactorily  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  and,  while  it  is  yet  too  early  to  give  exact  figures,  I 
believe  that  the  Grand  Encampment  report  of  June  30  will  show  an 
increase  of  from  two  to  three  hundred. 

“  In  the  last  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  under  date  of  December  31, 
you  will  note  an  increase  in  the  subordinate  branch  of  over  300  for 
last  year.  The  Encampment  branch  has  caught  the  inspiration  and  is 
keeping  pace  with  it.  The  entire  Order  seems  alive,  and  every  indica¬ 
tion  points  to  a  most  prosperous  future.  The  Grand  Officers  of  both 
branches  are  working  hard,  and  we  hope  that  the  Mother  Jurisdiction 
will  show  an  increase  of  over  1000  this  year,  which  we  know  will  be 
gratifying  to  the  entire  Order.” 
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Massachusetts. — John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  gain 
in  membership  is  small,  only  29,  but  the  balance  is  on  the  right  side. 
We  lost  one  encampment  with  a  membership  of  61,  Mystic  No.  81,  hav-  ' 
ing  surrendered  its  charter.  Without  this  loss,  our  net  gain  would 
have  been  90,  the  largest  for  five  years.  The  gain  in  invested  funds 
of  subordinate  encampments  has  been  over  $4000.  We  can  now  report 
a  total  of  80  encampments,  10,921  contributing  members,  14  non-con¬ 
tributing  members,  and  assets  amounting  to  $202,173.32.  At  our  an¬ 
nual  session  held  to-day  (February  13,  1907)  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
receiving  Grand  Sire  Conway  as  our  honored  guest.  His  words  were 
an  inspiration  to  us  all,  and  his  visit  will  be  productive  of  much  good. 
Our  newly  installed  Grand  Patriarch,  Bro.  Louis  A.  Cook,  Past  Grand 
Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  is  determined  to  make  the  year 
1907  a  notable  one  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  He  intends  to  visit  every  encampment  in  the  State,  and  we 
feel  assured  that  his  visits  and  his  presence  will  inspire  the  members 
and  cause  them  to  take  a  renewed  and  active  interest  in  the  work.  We 
therefore,  hope  and  expect  to  make  a  splendid  report  for  the  current 
year.” 

Michigan. — John  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Replying  to 
your  favor  would  say,  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in 
Michigan  is  in  the  best  shape  ever.  Last  year  our  financial  receipts 
were  the  largest  of  any  year  since  this  Grand  Body  was  instituted.  We 
gained  five  new  encampments,  lost  five,  and  revived  five,  making  our 
net  gain  five.  Our  net  gain  in  membership  was  527,  or  about  7  per  cent 
increase.  The  interest  manifested  generally  is  increasing  and  in  an 
extremely  healthy  condition.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this 
Grand  Body  we  held  our  annual  session  in  May  in  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
at  Calumet  the  metropolis  of  the  Copper  Country,  and  while  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  holding  the  session  there  was  very  large,  from  three  to  four 
times  what  our  meeting  usually  costs,  we  believe  it  money  well  spent, 
for  it  gathers  closer  together  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  two  peninsulas 
in  a  closer  covenant  of  friendship,  and  enlightens  the  minds  of  many 
of  the  Patriarchs  who  had  never  been  above  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw 
as  to  the  great  Upper  Peninsula  of  the  Wolverine  State,  with  its  natu¬ 
ral  resources,  as  well  as  its  great  mining  and  lumbering  interests  and 
industries.  We  are  confident  that  the  meeting  will  be  productive  of 
much  good  to  northern  Michigan  Odd  Fellows  in  all  branches  of  this 
great  Order,  and  that  it  will  produce  lasting  benefits  to  our  grand  fra¬ 
ternity.  The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  fine,  as  we  have  already 
instituted  two  new  encampments  since  the  May  session,  have  another 
ready  and  still  another  knocking  for  admission.  The  bright  rainbow 
of  promise  hovers  over  us,  and  we  look  for  great  gains  in  the  Patri¬ 
archal  family  in  the  year  to  come.” 

Minnesota. — C.  R.  Wilkinson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  have  the 
honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  this  Jurisdiction  for 
the  calendar  year  1906.  Our  gain  has  not  been  what  we  had  hoped  for, 
with  the  prospect  of  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Body  in  our  State, 
but  still  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  on  showing  a  gain  this  year, 
when  we  faced  a  loss  in  1905.  Since  January  1,  one  defunct  encamp¬ 
ment  has  made  application  for  return  of  charter,  and  other  indications 
exist  of  renewed  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  1907  will  prove  even  more  encouraging,  and  the  work  of  the 
subordinates  indicates  that  w*e  shall  not  be  disappointed.” 
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Mississippi. — J.  S.  Wilkes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  encampments 
in  this  State  made  a  small  gain  last  year,  but  since  January  1,  1907, 
the  Patriarchs  seem  to  have  taken  on  new  life.  There  have  been  90 
new  members  admitted  to  the  encampments  that  have  reported  to  this 
office,  and  possibly  others  that  I  have  not  heard  of.  We  are  hoping  and 
working  for  a  large  increase  in  both  encampments  and  members.” 

Missouri. — E.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “With  pleasure  I 
report  an  improvement  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  Mis¬ 
souri.  My  report  last  year  was  discouraging,  for  the  reason  that  so 
many  of  our  subordinates  had  failed  to  make  reports,  and  were,  to  all 
appearances,  practically  dead.  Quite  a  number  of  these  dormant  en¬ 
campments  have  since  made  reports  and  seem  to  be  alive.  We  have 
instituted  one  new  encampment  since  January  1,  with  good  prospect 
of  success,  and  have  just  sent  commission  to  institute  another.  From 
reports  now  coming  in,  it  appears  that  we  shall  have  a  fairly  good  in¬ 
crease  this  year.  The  officers  for  the  year  are  making  efforts  to  revive 
all  dormant  subordinates  and  increase  activity  in  all  directions.  With 
more  than  50,000  Odd  Fellows  in  this  Jurisdiction,  we  should  have,  cer¬ 
tainly,  more  than  4800  encampment  members.  There  are,  of  course, 
various  opinions  as  to  the  causes  and  the  remedy.  Speaking  for  my¬ 
self  (and  quite  a  good  percentage  of  Missouri  Patriarchs  who  agree 
with  me)  I  believe  the  proposition  to  recruit  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
from  the  Third  Degree  membership  of  subordinate  lodges,  if  adopted, 
would  make  the  situation  worse  instead  of  better,  and  would  be  disas¬ 
trous  to  the  Encampment  branch.  For  several  years,  I  have  advocated 
the  discontinuance  of  paying  benefits,  and  making  this  branch  an  en¬ 
tirely  and  purely  social  organization.  When  we  consider  the  Rebekah 
branch  and  see  the  success  in  its  building  up  we  should  be  convinced 
that  pecuniary  benefits  are  not  altogether  the  inducement  or  attrac¬ 
tion.  Of  the  50,000  Odd  Fellows  of  this  State,  over  6000  brothers  are 
members  of  Rebekah  lodges  and  these  are  being  largely  added  to  yearly, 
and  the  encampments,  practically  at  a  standstill,  or  losing.  As  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  law  authorizes  it,  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  doing 
away  with  pecuniary  benefits,  reducing  the  dues  to  an  amount  that 
would  simply  provide  a  fund  for  musical  and  literary  entertainments, 
frequent  banquets  or  dinners,  and  furnishing  a  ‘  good  time  ’  generally. 
The  sick  and  funeral  benefits  are,  as  a  rule,  quite  small,  and  are  not  an 
inducement  to  secure  members.” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  Our  Encampment 

branch  does  not  make  so  good  a  showing,  but  I  think  conditions  will 
be  better  from  now  on.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  of  the  Order  has  not  in  recent  years  shown  quite  so  hopeful  an 
outlook.  If  we  do  not  go  quite  out  of  sight  of  all  previous  records 
during  the  present  year,  there  will  be  no  use  of  ever  guessing  again. 
All  honor  to  the  Grand  Officers  and  Patriarchs  who  have  ‘  stayed  by 
the  stuff  *  during  all  our  years  of  depression.  The  clouds  are  rolling 
away,  the  sun  shines  once  more  on  the  Nebraska  Patriarchs.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  showing  for 
1906  is  not  what  I  expected  it  would  be,  but  suppose  we  should  not  com¬ 
plain  as  long  as  there  is  no  loss  to  chronicle.  The  present  year  (1907) 
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starts  off  very  propitiously  for  the  Encampment  branch.  The  encamp¬ 
ment  of  which  I  am  a  member,  Pioneer  No.  1,  of  Virginia  City,  has  al¬ 
ready  gained  10  members  the  present  term,  and  Reno  encampment.  No. 
5,  of  Reno,  has  made  a  still  better  gain,  so  we  are  hoping  to  show 
quite  an  increase  in  our  membership  at  the  end  of  the  year.” 

New  Hampshire. — John  W.  Bourlet,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patri¬ 
archal  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Granite  State  is  in  a  fairly  prosperous 
condition.  We  show  a  very  slight  net  loss  for  the  year  1906,  caused 
by  the  loss  of  one  encampment  and  its  membership.  Without  this  un¬ 
fortunate  occurrence,  a  commendable  gain  would  have  been  shown. 
We  are  making  a  strenuous  effort  to  retrieve  our  losses  and  have  our 
credit  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger  in  the  future.” 

New  Jersey. — Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  annual 
report  for  the  Encampment  branch  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey 
for  1906  does  not  show  quite  as  large  an  increase  in  membership  as 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  but  nevertheless  we  are  doing  a  consistently 
good  work.  Peace  and  harmony  and  good  fellowship  prevail  in  every 
section  of  our  Jurisdiction,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  enthusiasm  in 
the  work,  which  is  making  itself  manifest  among  our  membership,  will 
result  in  unprecedented  accessions  to  our  ranks  during  1907.  Of  course, 
our  benevolent  operations  are  keeping  steady  pace  with  our  progres¬ 
siveness  in  other  directions  for  which  we  should  feel  very  grateful.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  New  York  for  term  ending  December  31,  1906,  which  shows  an  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  during  the  year  1906  of  1370.  The  Patriarchal 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  enjoying  a  season  of  great 
prosperity.  The  Patriarchs  are  actively  working  for  the  upbuilding  of 
their  encampments;  greater  interest  than  ever  before  is  now  being  man¬ 
ifested,  and  we  expect  that  the  term  ending  December  31,  1907,  will 
show  an  increase  in  membership  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

North  Carolina. — C.  E.  Frick,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  I  herewith 
enclose  report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  North  Carolina  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1906.  The  gain  is  not  as  large  as  I  would 
like  to  see,  but  with  hard  work,  we  should  show  up  much  better  next 
year.” 

North  Dakota. — PI.  J.  Rowe,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  As  an  organ¬ 

ization  we  have  just  done  marvelously  well  since  the  beginning  of  this 
year,  and  whilst  we  show  a  deficit  in  numbers  for  the  1906  report,  an¬ 
other  year  promises  much  for  us;  three  new  encampments  have  been 
instituted  and  one  resuscitated.  The  past  year  was  of  a  peculiar  char¬ 
acter  both  climatically  and  in  a  business  way  and  we  are  just  dismiss¬ 
ing  the  past  and  picking  up  the  shreds  and  pushing  out  into  the  fra¬ 
ternal  fields,  preparatory  to  harvesting  a  big  crop  of  patriarchal  addi¬ 
tions.  We  may  be  disappointed,  but  the  time  and  conditions  seem  op¬ 
portune,  and  we  are  moving  out  into  the  open  expecting  a  big  return 
for  our  efforts.” 
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Ohio. — F.  C.  Garrett,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to  state 
that  conditions  in  Ohio  are  very  favorable  and  the  Patriarchal  branch  is 
doing  good  work.  You  will  note  a  good  gain  in  membership  the  past 
year  and  a  handsome  increase  in  the  finances  of  the  encampments.  One 
of  the  signs  of  interest  that  is  being  taken  in  the  work  is  the  fact  that 
while  we  report  214  withdrawals  on  card  we  report  209  admissions  on 
card,  showing  that  these  were  largely  transfers  of  membership.  The 
losses  by  dropped  for  N.  P.  D.  are  also  less  than  usual,  and  all  in  all 
the  report  presents  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  Letters  and  personal 
conversations  with  members  from  all  parts  of  the  State  would  indicate 
a  larger  increase  this  year,  for  which  happy  result  we  shall  be  thankful.” 

Oklahoma. — H.  L.  Strough,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  is  improving  at  a  rapid  pace.  My  report  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1905,  showed  a  loss  of  103  members,  but  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  my  last  annual  report  showed  a  gain  of  28  members  during 
the  year,  a  very  slight  gain  but  encouraging.  Since  January  1  there 
has  been  a  great  revival  in  the  encampments.  On  June  22  Oklahoma 
City  Encampment  No.  2  conferred  the  degree  on  78  candidates  and'  had 
36  more  elected  to  membership  besides  reinstating  two  the  same  even¬ 
ing.  You  may  look  for  a  large  increase  in  this  branch  during  the  pres¬ 
ent  year.” 

Ontario. — M.  D.  Dawson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  past  years  errors 
crept  in  until  our  membership  became  inflated.  This  year  I  thought 
it  better  to  cut  off  all  membership  that  was  non-existent.  Last  June 
term  was  the  first  in  our  history  that  every  encampment  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  that  was  alive  reported.  There  are  only  a  few  delinquent  for 
the  December  term,  so  that  the  report  now  given  is  as  nearly  correct 
as  can  be  given.  We  are  having  a  great  boom  in  the  Order  this  year, 
and  are  rapidly  filling  in  all  the  old  numbers  and  getting  larger  acces¬ 
sions.  The  present  term  will,  I  think,  be  the  best  on  record.  The  pres¬ 
ent  Grand  Patriarch  is  a  very  active  and  energetic  Odd  Fellow,  and 
while  traveling  all  over  the  country  stirred  up  the  feeble  encampments 
and  added  a  great  many  new  tents.  The  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  Toronto  last  year  has  done  much  good  to  both  branches 
of  the  Order.  It  made  people  talk.  It  advertised  the  Order  as  never 
had  been  done  before.  The  general  public  had  not  the  slightest  idea 
of  our  importance  as  a  fraternal  Order  or  the  amount  of  good  that  was 
being  accomplished.  They  found  out  that  its  limits  were  not  confined 
to  one  continent,  but  that  the  civilized  world  was  feeling  its  ennobling 
and  humanizing  influences.  They  readily  admit  that  the  world  is  better 
by  having  such  an  Order.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  "Enclosed  find  annual 
report  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon,  showing  a  net  gain  for 
the  year  of  206.  We  are  gaining  in  membership  slowly  but  surely. 
Six  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  since  January  1,  so  we  con¬ 
fidently  expect  a  greater  increase  at  the  close  of  this  year.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  believe 
the  general  conditions  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Pennsylvania 
to  be  better  than  they  have  been  in  any  one  of  the  78  years  of  our  exist¬ 
ence.  Our  membership  is  still  on  the  increase  and  bids  fair  to  make  a 
better  showing  than  in  any  previous  year.  If  you  ask  why,  I  can  but 
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say  that  it  is  the  result  of  renewed  interest  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship;  the  lifting,  as  it  were,  of  the  veil  that  so  long  hid  from  the  eyes 
of  our  brotherhood  the  beauties  and  the  worth  of  the  fertile  pastures 
beyond.  The  one  Divine  command  to  *  Let  your  light  so  shine/  applies 
with  equal  force  to  our  duties  as  Patriarchs;  and  the  brighter  we  ‘  turn 
on  the  gas/  the  greater  will  be  the  increase  and  the  more  elevated  the 
moral  standing  of  our  -Order.  We  are  still  working  along  the  lines 
pursued  for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  that  of  holding  meetings  to 
which  the  subordinate  lodge  members  are  invited,  and  are  meeting 
with  increased  success.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “During 
the  past  year  the  Grand  Patriarch  reclaimed  the  charter  of  one  en¬ 
campment.  As  a  result,  we  are  not  enabled  to  make  so  good  a  showing 
as  we  would  all  desire.  While  there  has  been  no  general  activity  all 
along  the  line,  yet  in  a  few  notable  instances  much  enthusiasm  and 
interest  has  prevailed.  There  has  been  a  general  weeding  out  of  delin¬ 
quents,  and  on  the  surface  it  would  seem  that  there  is  a  universal  senti¬ 
ment  among  the  Patriarchs  to  do  better  in  the  future,  so  that,  on  the 
whole,  the  outlook  for  better  results  the  present  year  is  very  promising.” 

South  Carolina. — G.  A.  Neuffer,  Grand  Patriarch,  writes:  “  I  have 
the  honor  to  enclose  you  the  annual  report  of  our  Grand  Encampment. 
I  am  only  sorry  that  we  do  not  make  a  better  showing,  but  am  hoping 
for  better  things  this  year.” 

South  Carolina. — F.  C.  Perry,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  regard  to 
our  Grand  Encampment,  I  will  try  and  give  some  information  as  to 
our  meeting  in  Charleston,  May  7.  We  had  quite  an  encouraging  meet¬ 
ing.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  our  last  year  was  not  what  it  should  have 
been,  but  we  are  looking  forward  for  great  results  this  year.  Have  the 
prospects  now  of  four  camps,  and  I  think  we  have  taken  on  new  life, 
and  are  hoping  to  make  this  a  record  year  for  the  Encampment  branch 
in  South  Carolina.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  I  enclose 

you  herewith  Grand  Encampment  report  for  South  Dakota,  and  I  regret 
exceedingly  that  I  am  not  able  to  make  a  better  report,  still  we  have 
made  a  net  gain  of  over  10  per  cent  and  are  going  to  try  and  make  it 
20  in  1907,  and  fully  believe  we  can  do  it.  Some  of  our  encampments 
are  in  flourishing  condition  and  financially  in  good  shape.  We  have 
now  passed  the  thousand  mark  for  which  we  have  been  striving,  and 
are  now  entitled  to  our  second  Representative  in  the  Sovereign  Body. 
I  enclose  you  $150  Grand  Representative  tax  covering  two  members. 
If  for  any  reason  we  are  not  entitled  to  two  Representatives  kindly 
advise  me.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  During  the  year 
1906  we  did  not  have  the  growth  in  the  encampment  membership  in 
Tennessee  that  we  had  reason  to  expect.  And  yet  the  records  show  we 
held  our  own  and  made  some  progress.  Many  of  our  brethren  in  the 
lodges  are  becoming  interested  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  as  I  get 
many  letters  of  inquiry  along  this  line.  I  think  quite  a  number  of  new 
encampments  will  be  instituted  this  year  and  possibly  several  Cantons 
of  Patriarchs  Militant.  Our  Grand  Encampment  is  giving  special  en¬ 
couragement  to  the  organization  of  cantons,  and  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  organize  a  State  council  of  this  branch  during  the  next  year.” 
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Texas. — Chas.  L.  Sauer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  is  still  making  good 
progress  in  Texas.  Six  new  encampments  have  been  instituted  during 
the  present  year,  and  several  more  will  be  instituted  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment  in  October.  I  believe  that  if  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  to  adopt  a  plan  of  awarding  a  medal  to 
encampment  members  who  have  held  20  years’  continuous  membership 
in  a  subordinate  encampment,  the  loss  from  suspensions  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  would  cease  to  a  considerable  extent.  I  have  had  the 
honor  and  pleasure  of  having  been  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the 
subordinate  lodge  during  the  past  .34  years,  and  26  years  in  the  en¬ 
campment,  and  find  that  since  the  adoption  of  the  Veteran  Jewel  the 
number  of  suspensions  has  decreased  to  a  marked  extent.  At  any  rate 
the  experiment  is  worth  trying.” 

Utah. — W.  J.  Moore,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  last  annual  report 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Utah  shows  a  loss  of  10  members  during 
the  year,  which  arises  from  the  fact  of  so  many  of  our  members  residing 
in  mining  towns,  and  when  times  become  dull  they  seek  new  fields, 
and  being  away  from  their  encampment,  lose  interest  in  that  branch 
and  allow  themselves  to  become  suspended.  The  report  for  the  coming 
year  will  show  a  large  increase  in  membership,  and  we  hope  to  reach 
the  500  mark  by  January  1,  1908.  However,  we  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  we  are  in  better  condition  than  we  were  one  year  ago, 
and  have  confidence  that  this  branch  is  now  entering  upon  a  season  of 
renewed  prosperity.” 

Vermont. — Chas.  Vvr.  Parr,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  prospect  for 
the  year  1907  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  State  of 
Vermont  promises  the  most  prosperous  of  any  year  in  the  history  of 
the  Order.  One, new  encampment  has  been  established  and  some  of  the 
weaker  ones  are  taking  on  new  life.” 

Virginia. — Thos.  V.  Turney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  can  see 
that  we  have  had  a  fairly  good  increase,  although  we  have  seven  or 
eight  encampments  that  have  not  reported  for  last  December  31,  and 
it  is  probable  that  we  will  clean  them  off  the  roll.  We  are  more  than 
holding  our  own  without  these.  Our  new  law  requiring  encampments, 
before  they  are  instituted,  to  purchase  their  outfit,  stops  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  small  encampments,  but  gives  us  better  organizations.  Our 
percentage  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  a  little  lower 
than  usual,  and  we  hope  to  still  decrease  this  loss.  The  discussion  of 
the  proposed  changes  in  the  Militant  law  has  not  materially  influenced 
Virginia.  The  law  will  not  hurt  our  Grand  Encampment  except  that 
it  will  tend  to  lessen  the  importance  in  the  eyes  of  the  Order  generally 
of  the  Encampment  branch,  and  not  assist  the  Militant  branch  in  the 
least.  It  may  be  that  the  Military  Department  of  the  Order  will  appeal 
to  our  members  in  the  future,  but,  just  at  this  time,  with  but  a  few 
large  encampments,  we  cannot  have  many  cantons.  It  looks  to  me  that 
the  best  way  to  assist  the  canton  would  be  to  bend  every  energy  to 
increase  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order,  and  then  the  canton 
may  grow.  There  are  about  the  same  percentage  of  subordinate  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  encampment  as  encampment  members  in  the  canton,  and  it 
would  seem  that  here  is  where  the  Militant  members  can  do  their  best 
work.” 
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Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patriarchal 
Odd  Fellowship  is  gradually  forging  to  the  front  in  the  State  of  Wash¬ 
ington.  For  the  past  five  years  the  growth  has  been  steady  and  quite 
satisfactory.  With  the  impetus  given  the  Encampment  branch  by  the 
zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  our  new  Department  Commander  so  easily 
and  freely  infuses  into  the  Patriarchal  family,  we  expect  at  the  close 
of  this  year  to  be  able  to  report  5000  members  in  the  Encampment 
branch.  And  as  a  slight  token  of  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  our  De¬ 
partment  Commander  we  expect  to  have  50  per  cent  of  them  active 
chevaliers.  For  a  long  time  we  have  needed  something  to  arouse  inter¬ 
est  in  the  Patriarchal  branch,  and  it  now  seems  we  have  found  it  in  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  with  a  good  live  chevalier  at  the  head  in  this  de¬ 
partment.  When  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets  in  Seattle,  in  1909, 
Col.  Edsen  will  have  more  Washington  chevaliers  in  line  than  were  ever 
put  in  parade  from  one  department  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Order.” 

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  trans¬ 
mitting  to  you  the  annual  report  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  1906,  I  point 
with  pleasure,  and  I  trust  with  pardonable  pride,  to  our  most  excellent 
showing  for  the  year,  as  we  have  increased  our  membership  386,  and 
6  encampments.  We  rejoice  and  feel  that  the  entire  brotherhood  re¬ 
joices  with  us  in  the  advancement  made  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship 
in  West  Virginia,  the  Switzerland  of  America,  and  we  believe  we  will 
be  able  to  show  a  greater  gain  in  our  next  report.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Since  my  last 
report  I  am  able  to  state  that  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  has 
had  a  very  substantial  gain,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
cutting  out  a  considerable  amount  of  ‘  dead  timber.’  Since  January 
we  have  instituted  three  new  encampments  in  localities,  which  seem 
to  me,  cannot  fail  to  make  good,  strong,  working  encampments,  with 
a  couple  more  in  sight.  Our  Grand  Officers,  particularly  the  Grand  Pa¬ 
triarch  (Chas.  Barker)  are  very  active  in  discharging  the  duties  of 
their  several  offices;  each  officer  endeavoring  to  give  his  personal  and 
minute  attention  to  the  territory  in  and  adjacent  to  his  home  locality. 
With  a  continuance  of  that  system,  coupled  with  energy  and  push,  I 
hope  next  year  to  be  able  to  report  a  still  greater  gain.” 


REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES. 

Alabama. — Leona  B.  Kirk,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  state  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  a  most 
promising  and  substantial  condition.  The  Home,  which  at  last  is  a 
fact,  will  do  much  to  advance  the  work  among  the  Rebekah  lodges,  and 
it  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  hear  words  of  praise  given  the  Rebekahs 
for  their  untiring  efforts  in  connection  with  the  Home  movement.  Our 
next  meeting  will  be  held  Wednesday  following  the  second  Sunday  in 
May,  1908,  at  Montgomery,  Ala.” 

Arizona. — Nettie  Scott,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Arizona  still  continues  to 
prosper.  Our  last  report  shows  a  membership  of  959,  a  gain  of  73 
during  the  year.  Although  it  is  small,  it  is  better  than  no  gain  at  all, 
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and  we  are  thankful  for  it.  Before  our  next  session  we  expect  to  or¬ 
ganize  a  lodge  at  Cananea,  Sonora,  Mexico.  The  last  session  of  the 
Assembly  was  held  at  Prescott,  and  was  well  attended.  Great  interest 
is  shown  in  our  work  and  a  desire  manifested  to  become  better  informed 
in  the  workings  of  the  degree.  More  attention  is  paid  to  the  secret 
work  each  year,  and  this  one  part  of  our  work  occupies  much  of  the 
attention  of  the  Presidents,  as  they  visit  the  various  lodges.  There 
was  $590.05  turned  over  to  the  Home  fund  and  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Committee  in  looking  for  a  site 
to  build  the  Home.” 

Arkansas. — Medora  A.  Reid,  Secretary,  writes:  “In  this  State  the 
Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  is  keeping  up  her  former  record;  with 
42  new  lodges  and  several  reorganized  we  are  encouraged  to  greater 
efforts.  The  last  session  of  the  Assembly  was  the  largest  ever  held  in 
its  history,  and  we  are  expecting  a  still  larger  list  of  representatives 
for  the  next  session  in  October.  I  am  proud  to  say  that  we  are  finan¬ 
cially  able  and  will  pay  mileage  and  a  per  diem  of  $2.  The  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  Home  is  in  a  good  condition  and  money  sufficient  for  all 
expenses,  with  68  orphans  and  several  widows  as  guests.” 

California. — Mary  E.  Donoho,  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  Rebekah 

branch  in  California  continues  to  grow  in  strength  and  usefulness,  has 
never  been  in  better  condition  than  at  this  time,  nor  with  so  bright  a 
promise  for  the  future.  Total  membership,  December  31,  1906,  28,728; 
net  gain  for  the  year,  1877;  total  receipts,  $69,703.59;  total  disburse¬ 
ments,  $67,986.45;  excess  of  receipts  over  disbursements,  $1717.14. 
Number  of  Rebekah  lodges,  May  1,  1907,  287.  Our  Orphans’  Home  is 
happy  and  prosperous,  as  always.  Number  of  inmates,  55.  Balance  in 
treasury,  $9568.45.  The  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  of  1907,  has 
just  been  held  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles.  The  attendance  exceeded  in 
number  that  of  any  preceding  session.  The  interest  was  in  keeping 
with  the  attendance,  and  our  reunion  throughout,  was  one  of  perfect 
peace,  harmony,  and  good  will.  In  1908  we  shall  all  go  to  Sacramento.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  sub¬ 
mitting  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  for  the  year  1906, 
relative  to  the  Rebekah  lodges,  I  have  to  report  that  Minerva,  No.  28, 
consolidated  with  Miriam,  No.  18,  both  of  Hartford,  making  50  Rebekah 
lodges,  instead  of  51  as  reported  in  1905.  We  show  a  gain  in  both  mem¬ 
bership  and  funds,  which  is  very  gratifying,  but  the  suspensions  for 
non-payment  of  dues  is  altogether  too  large,  and  if  this  drain  on  the 
membership  could  be  diminished,  the  reports  would  be  more  satisfac¬ 
tory.  I  am  in  hopes  that  this  branch  of  the  Order  will  make  a  better 
showing  next  year.” 

Delaware. — Isaac  W.  Hallam,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  It  is  a 

source  of  pleasure  to  be  the  bearer  of  good  tidings.  The  pleasure  is 
enhanced  when  the  tidings  are  of  personal  concern.  Thus  you  may  be 
a  participant  in  our  pleasure  when  you  read  the  details  in  the  report 
of  the  Rebekah  degree  for  this  Jurisdiction.  A  gain  of  41  in  member¬ 
ship  and  a  substantial  addition  to  the  assets  of  the  lodges  sums  up  a 
situation  most  cheering  and  gratifying,  with  more  to  come.” 
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Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with 
pleasure  that  the  Grand  Secretary  reports  a  most  creditable  increase 
in  membership  and  finances  of  the  Rebekah  lodges.

J.  S.  Tyson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  enclose  you  herewith  the 
report  of  the  Rebekah  Department  in  this  State  for  the  year  1906.  The 
showing  is  a  fair  one,  and,  from  the  information  that  I  have  from  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  Assembly,  this  branch  of  the  Order  is 
now  doing  well,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  make  a  better  showing  this 
year  than  last. 

Idaho. — Frances  Crosson,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
a  healthy  condition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction.  During  the  past  year  four  new  lodges  were  instituted,  and 
the  membership  greatly  increased.  We  now  have  76  lodges,  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  4065.  Our  district  meetings  have  proven  to  be  a  success  in 
almost  every  district.  The  members  gain  much  knowledge  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  laws,  have  a  social  time,  and  above  all  learn  that  harmony  is  the 
key-note  to  success,  thus  the  golden  link  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  strength¬ 
ened.  Our  members  are  greatly  interested  in  the  *  Home  fund/  and  just 
as  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  raised  to  warrant  success  the 
movement  will  materialize.” 

Illinois. — Mary  P.  Miller,  Secretary,  writes:  The  Rebekah  branch  of 
the  Order  in  Illinois  is  all  right.  The  membership  has  perceptibly  in¬ 
creased  during  the  year.  A  surprisingly  large  number  of  dormant 
lodges  have  awakened  and  resumed  work.  The  net  gain  in  membership 
for  the  past  year  is  2596.  The  Rebekah  Assembly  is  well  attended  by 
loyal,  loving  sisters  who  have  the  ‘  good  of  the  Order  ’  at  heart,  and  are 
ever  striving  to  attain  to  the  perfection  of  the  *  Ideal  Rebekah  * — a 
Christian  woman.” 

Indian  Territory. — Mollie  McNees,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  progressing  nicely  in  the  Indian  Territory. 
Each  year  shows  marked  advancement  along  all  lines  of  work.  Dis- 
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pensations  have  been  granted  for  five  new  lodges  up  to  date,  and  special 
deputies  appointed  to  reorganize  four  dormant  lodges.  The  Rebekahs 
are  helping  in  a  very  substantial  way  to  furnish  the  annex  just  com¬ 
pleted  to  our  Home.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  Home  and  appreciate 
the  work  given  us  to  do  and  as  true  Rebekahs  are  discharging  the  duty 
faithfully.” 

Iowa. — S.  Elizabeth  Matheny,  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  Rebekah 

branch  of  the  Order  still  flourishes  in  Iowa.  While  we  cannot  boast  of 
such  a  rapid  gain  in  membership  as  in  previous  years,  yet  we  had  37,082 
members  January  1,  1907,  and  our  last  year’s  work  showed  a  gain.  Our 
aim  is  to  keep  in  touch,  and  hold  the  members  we  now  have,  believing 
more  in  the  number  of  members  we  have  than  in  prospective  ones  we 
do  not  know  about.  We  are  deriving  much  good  from  our  district  meet¬ 
ings,  also  from  the  earnest  work  of  our  State  officers  of  the  subordinate 
and  Rebekah  branches.  Perfect  harmony  exists  between  these  officers, 
consequently  we  have  reason  to  expect  success  in  our  work.  We  have 
instituted  13  new  Rebekah  lodges  thus  far  this  year,  and  find  our  work 
with  no  greater  number  of  delinquents  than  heretofore.  This  year  has 
been  a  red  letter  one  for  the  Odd  Fellows  and  the  Rebekahs  in  Iowa,  as 
the  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home  at  Mason  City  was  dedicated  May 
28,  with  imposing  ceremony.  The  Rebekahs  furnished  this  Home 
throughout,  and  paid  for  the  laundry  and  lighting  plants,  and  yet  have 
a  splendid  fund  on  hand.  Our  new  Home  is  said  by  State  inspectors  to 
be  one  of  the  best  if  not  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 

“  Our  lodge  officers  are  installed  by  District  Deputy  Presidents,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  to  act  for  the  entire  district.  Our  delegates 
are  elected  by  districts,  and  our  State  officers  have  been  elected  by  the 
Past  Noble  Grands  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  throughout  the  State  the  past 
two  years.” 

Kansas. — Mary  E.  Mays,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  year  1906  showed 
a  steady  advancement  along  all  lines,  and  with  the  dawning  of  the  new 
year,  in  the  starlit  morn  of  a  bright  and  promising  future  it  is  a  great 
pleasure  to  report  once  more  *  All  is  well  ’  with  the  Rebekahs,  within 
the  borders  of  the  Sunflower  State.  Peace,  harmony,  and  good  will 
exist  everywhere.  Our  Home  is  the  delight  alike  of  every  Odd  Fellow 
and  Rebekah  in  the  Jurisdiction.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  with 
the  exception  of  a  ten-cent  tax,  levied  upon  the  Rebekah  membership  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Assembly,  our  Home  has  been  established  and 
is  being  maintained  by  free  will  offerings  from  lodges  and  individual 
members,  and  the  work  in  Kansas  has  indeed  been  a  labor  of  love,  the 
result  of  a  lofty  and  noble  impulse  inspired  by  the  teachings  of  our 
Order.  During  the  past  year  19  lodges  were  added  to  our  roster,  with 
a  net  gain  in  membership  of  971.  Entering  upon  a  new  year  with  390 
lodges  and  a  membership  of  20,460  faithful  of  heart  and  true,  the 
grandeur  of  our  Order  impresses  us  as  never  before;  its  beauty  and 
purity  stand  revealed  in  a  clearer  light;  its  powers  for  doing  good  seem 
limitless.  Believing  in  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of 
man  we  march,  an  army  strong  and  brave,  4  to  strive  for  truth,  and 
peace,  and  love,  to  war  with  hate  and  wrong,’  trusting  our  victories 
will  be  for  the  good  of  humanity,  our  conquests  peace  and  good  will, 
and  .our  march  through  coming  years  be  marked  by  the  blessings  of 
the  unfortunate,  the  widow,  and  the  fatherless.” 
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Maine. — Grace  E.  Walton,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  glad  to  report 
the  Rebekah  lodges  in  Maine  in  excellent  condition.  District  meetings 
have  been  conducted  by  the  Assembly  officers  in  a  majority  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts.  These  meetings  have  been  a  help  and  inspiration  in  all  cases, 
not  only  in  actual  lodge  work  but  socially  as  well,  bringing  lodges  and 
members  into  closer  touch.

The  lodges  are  very  much  interested  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at 
Worcester,  and  whenever  called  upon  are  ready  and  willing  to  contrib¬ 
ute  generously  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  Home  family/ 

John  U.  Perkins,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Our  report  for  1906  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  Massachusetts 
shows  the  same  steady,  natural  growth  which  has  characterized  the  Re¬ 
bekah  degree  since  its  inception.  The  year  1906  shows  an  addition  of 
one  new  lodge  and  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  868,  making  a  total  of 
168  Rebekah  lodges,  with  a  membership  of  11,173  brothers  and  19,077 
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sisters,  the  whole  number  being  30,250.  These  lodges  have  property- 
valued  at  $179,951.34.  The  members  of  our  Rebekah  lodges  are  active 
in  all  good  works,  and  are  particularly  interested  and  helpful  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  happiness  and  comfort  of  our  family  at  the  Home 
in  Worcester.” 

Minnesota. — Eunice  Melville,  Secretary,  writes:  “This  year,  for  the 
first  time  in  our  history  as  an  Assembly,  our  lodges  show  a  slight  de¬ 
crease  in  membership.  This  is  due  partly  to  the  vigorous  work  of  our 
President  in  weeding  out  lodges  that  have  been  carried  on  our  books  for 
some  years,  but  not  actively  at  work,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  little  has 
been  done  in  the  way  of  instituting  new  lodges  to  take  the  place  of 
those  lost.  But  one  new  lodge  has  been  organized,  although  a  petition 
from  Eveleth  has  been  approved  by  the  Assembly  officers,  and  a  number 
of  other  petitions  have  been  sent  into  new  territory  from  which  we  hope 
to  gain  good,  strong  lodges  in  the  near  future.  One  lodge  which  our 
President  revived  this  year  had  reported  162  members  in  June,  1906, 
but  failed  to  hold  meetings  for  several  months  thereafter,  and  the  fact 
developed  on  investigation,  that  the  lodge  was  carrying  on  its  books  a 
a  large  number  of  members  who  had  joined  out  of  curiosity,  and  fail¬ 
ing  to  be  continually  entertained  by  some  sort  of  frolic,  had  never  paid 
any  dues,  and  the  active  membership  had  dwindled  down  to  so  small  a 
number  that  the  lodge  gave  up  in  despair.  Acting  under  advice  of  the 
President  the  lodge  suspended  63  sisters  and  30  brothers  and  began 
work  again  with  a  membership  of  69.  While  this  report  helped  make 
the  Order  as  a  whole  show  a  loss,  yet  the  lodge  itself  is  in  better  condi¬ 
tion  to-day  than  it  has  been  for  years.  Let  us  hope  that  the  loss  all 
along  the  line  simply  means  getting  rid  of  the  weeds  so  that  the  real 
plants  may  grow  stronger  and  better.” 

Mississippi. — Jeanie  Rowan,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah  As¬ 
sembly  met  in  Hattiesburg,  Mississippi,  May  20,  1907,  with  a  full  attend¬ 
ance,  and  I  find  the  work  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  be  moving  forward, 
especially  so  since  the  organization  of  the  State  Assembly.  Previous  to 
this,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  lodges,  the  work  was  not  so  active  as 
it  should  have  been,  so  in  order  to  extend  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  and 
to  arouse  a  deeper  interest,  the  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  more  active 
lodges,  and  with  the  united  efforts  of  these,  some  subordinate  lodges, 
and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction  the  requirements 
for  a  State  Assembly  were  soon  met.  Since  then  we  have  been  on  the 
upward  grade,  and  the  inauguration  of  this  Assembly  has  not  failed  to 
arouse  interest  and  to  awaken  an  inspiration  which  realizes  the  broad¬ 
ening  and  beneficial  results  that  the  Order  must  diffuse  and  infuse 
wherever  it  exists.  We  have  succeeded  in  securing  a  stronger  foothold 
in  the  larger  and  more  progressive,  as  well  as  some  of  the  smaller  towns 
of  the  State,  and  all  lodges  are  working  harmoniously.  With  the  united 
effort  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  and  the  cooperation  we  expect  from  the 
subordinate  lodges  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction,  we  hope 
to  continue  to  make  a  steady  progress.” 

Missouri. — Allie  E.  Poundstone,  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  Rebekah 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  certainly  flourishing  in  Missouri.  Our 
growth  has  been  phenomenal,  it  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year.  We 
have  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  2792,  with  40  lodges  instituted 
and  three  reorganized,  making  391  lodges  with  a  membership  of  20,198. 
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We  have  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  Liberty,  Missouri,  which  is  a  monu¬ 
ment  to  our  Order,  and  the  Rebekahs  are  starting  a  fund  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  Rebekah  Home.” 

J.  W.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  While  we  can  so  proudly 
boast  of  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  branch  of  our  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  we  feel  equally  encouraged  over  the  condition  of  the  Re¬ 
bekah  branch.  Forty-five  new  and  five  reorganized  lodges  last  year  is 
our  boastful  record,  and  besides  our  total  membership  now  exceeds 
20,000.  I  presume  we  are  no  exception  to  the  rule  so  far  as  our  subordi¬ 
nate  members  being  somewhat  indifferent  about  joining  the  Rebekah 
lodges.  This  ought  not  to  be,  because  unquestionably  the  association 
with  consecrated  Rebekah  women  makes  us  better  Odd  Fellows..  If  a 
proposed  amendment  to  our  Grand  Lodge  constitution,  now  pending,  is 
adopted,  representatives  to  our  Grand  Lodge  will  have  to  be  members 
in  good  standing  of  a  Rebekah  lodge.  What  effect  this  will  have  on 
the  Rebekah  branch  cannot  be  foretold,  but  I  am  quite  sure  it  will  be 
beneficial  to  it.” 

Nebraska. — Emma  L.  Talbott,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  pleas¬ 
ure  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Order  in 
Nebraska  is  good.  The  reports  from  the  lodges  show  a  net  gain  in 
members  in  a  majority  of  them  during  the  past  year.  We  derive  great 
benefit  from  our  District  meetings,  they  do  much  to  keep  the  lodges  in 
the  districts  interested.  Our  President,  Miss  Katherine  Jackson,  is 
working  with  great  zeal  and  enthusiasm  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Re¬ 
bekah  cause.  Total  membership,  October,  1906,  11,539,  with  20  new 
lodges  during  the  year.  Much  praise  is  due  the  Rebekahs  for  the  inter¬ 
est  they  have  taken  in  the  raising  of  funds  for  our  new  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home 
which  we  hope  to  build  in  the  near  future.  We  already  have  $25,000 
on  interest  as  a  maintenance  fund.  Harmony  and  prosperity  prevails 
along  all  lines  of  work  for  the  Order.” 

I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah  branch  of  the 
Order  does  not  show  its  usual  activity  this  year,  but  the  quiet  resting 
only  manifests  itself  in  the  figures.  The  sisters  are  at  home,  and  in 
every  way  known  are,  without  ostentation,  building  permanent  founda¬ 
tions  for  future  usefulness.  We  hope,  with  little  delay,  to  give  them  a 
degree  of  independence  not  before  enjoyed,  and  with  no  restraint  from 
unnecessary  supervision,  are  sure  their  record  will  be  better  than  ever.” 

Nevada. — Lizzie  R.  Mudd,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  reports  show  two 
new  lodges  instituted,  one  at  Fallon  and  one  at  Goldfield.  The  increase 
of  members  for  the  last  year  was  greater  than  any  other  year.  Our 
Home  fund  shows  a  splendid  gain  in  the  year,  and  prospects  of  good 
future  work.  The  Order  in  this  State  is  prospering  and  the  members 
enthusiastic.” 

New  Hampshire. — Annie  P.  Rogers,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  state  to  you  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  our  Order  in 
New  Hampshire  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  We  have  no  weak  lodges 
at  the  present  time,  but  rather  a  renewed  interest  and  activity  in  some 
that  were  weak.  Our  fund  for  an  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’  Home  is 
steadily  increasing.  Our  President  has  had  several  District  Meetings 
during  her  term  which  have  seemed  to  benefit  the  smaller  lodges  that 
have  been  invited  to  take  a  part  in  the  meetings.  My  one  word  for  the 
Rebekahs  of  New  Hampshire  would  be  progress” 
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New  Jersey. — Mary  I.  Pullen,  Secretary,  writes:  “New  Jersey  Re- 
bekah  lodges  are  progressing.  While  we  have  not  added  any  new 
lodges  to  our  list  this  year,  we  have  several  pending,  and  each  and  every 
lodge  in  the  State  has  taken  in  members.  Our  Orphanage  Association 
has  purchased  16  building  lots  in  the  city  of  Newark  and  intend  to 
build  a  modern  Home  on  the  site  this  summer.”

Ohio. — Emma  M.  Bell,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  membership  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Ohio,  continues  to  increase,  last  year  a  gain  of  9  lodges 
was  made,  and  a  gain  in  membership  of  1491,  making  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  38,526,  and  17  new  lodges  to  institute  this  year.  Interest  in 
our  Home  work  does  not  abate,  but  continues  to  grow  as  the  Order  ad¬ 
vances.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Rebekahs  this  year  to  equip  the  bakery, 
and  all  are  working  with  willing  hands,  with  every  prospect  of  being 
successful.” 

Oklahoma. — Cora  S.  Brown,  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  Jurisdiction 
has  never  been  so  prosperous  as  during  the  present  year.  We  have  178 
lodges,  with  over  8000  members.  So  far  we  have  but  one  surrendered 
charter  this  year,  have  no  vacant  numbers,  and  several  new  lodges 
under  way.  Our  beautiful  Odd  Fellows’  Home  was  dedicated  April  26 
free  from  debt,  at  a  cost  of  about  $22,000.  The  furnishing  of  the  Home 
was  done  entirely  by  our  branch  of  the  Order,  and  we  have  several 
thousand  dollars  in  the  building  itself.  The  majority  of  our  lodges,  in 
response  to  an  appeal  from  the  Home  Committee  and  the  Assembly  offi¬ 
cers  issued  last  September,  have  given  one  dollar  per  sister  to  the  Fur¬ 
nishing  fund,  but,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  among  the  few  that  have  not  given 
are  some  of  our  larger  ones.  However,  nearly  all  have  given  some¬ 
thing,  the  donations  are  still  coming  in  and  the  heart  of  every  dear, 
loyal  Rebekah  swells  with  pride  in  our  Home  and  its  inmates.  The 
Assembly  is  in  good  condition  financially,  and  its  faithful  workers  use 
their  best  efforts  each  year  to  make  it  all  that  we  desire,  which  is  the 
very  best  possible,  in  order  that  our  beautiful  Southern  State  may 
rank  among  the  first  in  Odd  Fellowship  as  well  as  in  all  other  matters. 
We  are  proud  of  our  State,  our  Odd  Fellows,  our  Rebekahs,  our  Home, 
and  of  the  three  links  which  we  all  wear  and  the  general  prosperity 
which  has  enabled  us  to  make  our  Order  what  it  is  in  sunny  Oklahoma.” 

Oregon. — Ora  Cosper,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  the 
continued  prosperity  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Oregon.  We  closed 
this  Grand  Lodge  year  with  7  new  lodges  and  a  gain  in  membership  of 
996.  We  are  making  our  Home  a  special  feature  of  the  coming  year’s 
work.  A  new  building,  containing  50  rooms,  is  being  erected,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  much  of  the  furnishing  will  be  donated  by  Rebekah  lodges.” 

E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Enclosed  find  annual  re¬ 
port  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  the  Rebekah  degree,  showing  a 
net  increase  of  996  and  a  total  membership  of  10,171.  If  the  ratio  of 
increase  keeps  up  it  will  not  be  many  years  before  the  Rebekahs  out¬ 
number  the  subordinates  in  membership  in  this  State.” 

Pennsylvania. — Mary  N.  Joslyn,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  very  glad 
to  be  able  to  say  that  in  our  State  the  Rebekah  branch  is  in  a  flourish¬ 
ing  condition..  While  during  the  past  year  there  has  not  been  quite  as 
many  lodges  instituted  as  in  some  former  years,  yet  our  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership  of  1775  during  the  past  year  shows  that  the  interest  in  this 
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branch  is  not  on  the  wane;  21  lodges  were  instituted  during  the  past 
year,  and  several  are  ready  at  this  time  to  be  instituted.  The  lodges 
seem  to  be  always  ready  and  willing  to  work  for  the  Homes  in  our 
State,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  much  cause  to  feel  encouraged  with 
the  condition  of  the  lodges  throughout  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  made  an  increase  in  member¬ 
ship  and  financial  assets,  and  the  sister  members  of  this  branch  of  the 
Order  seem  to  be  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  progressive  measures  of 
other  Jurisdictions  concerning  the  establishment  of  Odd  Fellows’ 
Homes,  and  it  is  chiefly  through  the  vigorous  and  unselfish  efforts  of 
the  Rebekahs  that  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  an  as¬ 
sured  fact.  The  example  set  by  these  enterprising  sisters  is  a  splendid 
incentive  to  the  subordinate  lodges  and  the  members  thereof  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  to  lend  their  cheerful  and  valuable 
assistance  to  the  end  that  a  permanent  fund  may  be  raised  for  the 
maintenance  of  this  conspicuous  product  of  practical  Odd  Fellowship.” 

South  Carolina. — Annie  Walker,  Secretary,  writes:  “We  report  31 
lodges;  instituted  two  during  the  year,  reorganized  three,  and  only 
reported  one  defunct.  In  this  State  there  is  a  membership  of  514  broth¬ 
ers  and  598  sisters,  total  membership  of  1112.  Receipts  of  lodges  during 
the  year,  $2712.06;  paid  out  during  the  year,  $2078.81;  money  on  hand 
in  Rebekah  lodges,  $633.25.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  En¬ 

closed  I  hand  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  South 
Dakota.  I  was  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  make  a  better  report,  still  we 
show  a  net  increase  during  the  year  of  351.  Am  sorry  that  we  could  not 
make  it  10  per  cent.  The  majority  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  are  in  good 
working  condition.  If  there  was  only  some  way  devised  to  prevent 
so  many  being  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  it  would  be  a  blessing. 
We  now  have  2908  sisters  and  cannot  do  without  them.” 

Tennessee. — Theresa  A.  Cramer,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  progressing  most  favorably. 
It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  are  growing 
both  in  numbers  and  usefulness,  and  that  the  outlook  for  the  future  is 
exceedingly  bright.  Since  my  last  annual  report  20  new  lodges  have 
been  instituted,  and  a  number  of  petitions  are  still  out.  Our  lodges 
generally  are  in  a  better  financial  condition  than  ever  before,  and  are 
manifesting  much  interest  in  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science  and 
Art,  which  is  to  be  established  in  the  Home  in  the  near  future,  many 
of  the  lodges  having  contributed  liberally  to  this  new  department  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Assembly.” 

Texas. — J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure  I  report  to  you  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  is  moving  on¬ 
ward  and  upward  in  the  ‘  Lone  Star  State.’  In  the  past  year  there  have 
been  28  new  lodges  instituted  and  seven  resuscitated;  tl^ere  are  now 
191  Rebekah  lodges  in  the  State  of  Texas,  with  a  membership  of  over 
10,000,  with  an  increase  in  the  past  year  of  2100,  and  all  are  in  a  thriv¬ 
ing  condition.  We  look  forward  to  a  greater  increase  this  year,  as  the 
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members  of  the  Order  begin  to  realize  the  teachings  of  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship,  and  with  one  of  the  noblest  women  at  the  helm  this  year 
in  this  vast  State,  Mrs.  Nannie  J.  Keesey,  of  Ft.  Davis  as  our  President, 
we  can  but  thrive  under  her  administration.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  San  Antonio  last  March  the  Rebekah  Assembly  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  issuing  their  own  charters,  and  the  handling 
of  all  supplies  for  Rebekah  lodges.  The  finances  of  the  Assembly  are 
in  a  fine  condition,  the  salary  of  the  music  teacher  af  the  Widows’  and 
Orphans’  Home  has  been  increased,  the  Rebekahs  pay  this  salary,  and 
buy  all  sheet  music  used  by  the  pupils.  1  was  again  elected  Secretary, 
this  making  my  11th  year,  and  each  year  the  work  grows  closer  to  my 
life.  I  would  be  glad  to  meet  with  your  Grand  Body  in  St.  Paul  this 
year.” 

Vermont. — Louise  L.  Boyce,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  a  pleasure  to 
be  able  to  report  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  in 
Vermont.  Four  lodges  have  been  instituted  during  the  past  year,  mak¬ 
ing  64.  Our  membership  January  1,  1907,  was  5588,  net  gain  of  440 
members  for  the  year.  Schools  of  instruction  for  the  Deputy  Presidents 
have  been  held  by  our  President,  Miss  Mabel  H.  Gleason,  during  the 
year.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  my 
inability  to  write  with  much  enthusiasm  in  reference  to  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  our  Order  in  Virginia,  for  the  year  1906  the  report  shows  a 
total  increase  of  382  in  membership,  yet  if  reports  could  be  obtained 
from  all  the  lodges  on  the  roll  I  doubt  if  there  would  be  any  increase; 
indeed,  if  the  charters  of  each  delinquent  lodge  should  be  revoked,  and 
the  number  with  which  they  are  credited  deducted  from  the  total,  I 
suppose  there  would  be  a  very  considerable  deduction  in  membership. 
The  report  enclosed  was  only  finished  up  on  yesterday,  and  yet  out  of 
78  lodges  on  the  roll  32  of  them  have  failed  thus  far  to  submit  their 
annual  reports,  and  this  failure  has  obtained  in  the  case  of  many  lodges 
for  several  years,  hence  the  figures  used  were  taken  from  old  reports 
and  consequently  are  absolutely  incorrect.  I  am  sure  the  officers  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  have  been  using  their  best  efforts  to  build  up  this 
branch  of  the  Order,  but  our  lodges  are  scattered  about  in  villages  and 
country  places,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  in  touch  with  them. 
Our  present  President  has  used  much  time  and  money  in  visiting  the 
lodges,  and  we  are  hoping  for  better  results  in  the  future.” 

Washington. — Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Evergreen  Jurisdiction  was  never  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  it  is  at  this  time.  We  have  had  a  very  sat¬ 
isfactory  increase  both  in  lodges  and  membership,  and  our  financial 
condition  has  never  been  better.  At  the  present  time  our  reports  show 
172  lodges,  and  a  membership  of  13,110,  a  gain  of  1497.  The  trustees 
of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  have  purchased  a  very  beautiful  plat  of 
ground  in  the  cemetery  at  Walla  Walla,  in  the  center  of  which  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  erect  a  monument.  It  is  our  desire  to  have  the  monument 
finished  and  ready  to  be  unveiled  at  the  next  session  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  and  Assembly,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Walla  Walla  in  1908. 
The  principal  work  of  the  year,  both  of  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah 
lodges  will  be  the  raising  of  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  carry  out  the 
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grand  good  work.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  just  donated  $500  and  the  As¬ 
sembly  $200  towards  the  fund.  At  the  present  time  we  have  $1528.67 
in  the  Monument  fund.  Our  board  of  instructors  issued  216  commis¬ 
sions  for  perfection  in  the  Unwritten  Work  at  our  recent  session.” 

West  Virginia. — Hattie  Roney,  Secretary,  writes:  “  There  has  never 
been  a  time  in  the  history  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  State  of 
West  Virginia,  when  the  Order  was  in  a  more  prosperous  condition 
than  at  the  present  time.  New  lodges  are  springing  up  all  over  the 
State,  while  the  reports  from  the  older  lodges  are  encouraging,  showing 
a  steady  growth.  In  some  places  the  lodges  are  weak,  but  this  is  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  unsettled  condition  in  towns  where  the  communities  are 
shifting  around.  We  notice  this  in  the  mining  and  lumber  regions. 
I  do  not  think  we  will  reach  the  10  per  cent  increase  in  membership, 
but  hope  we  will  come  near  it.”

Wyoming. — Louis  Miller,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  We  have  already 
instituted  four  new  Rebekah  lodges,  and  the  outlook  is  good  for  several 
more.  Our  membership  has  increased  140,  making  a  total  of  1040  Re- 
bekahs  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 


FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Alaska. — W.  H.  McBlaine,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “The  separate 
branches  of  the  Order  are  doing  very  nicely,  especially  the  Rebekah 
branch.  The  members  seem  to  be  taking  more  interest  in  the  work, 
and  they  are  taking  in  more  members.  I  had  a  letter  from  Fairbanks 
Lodge,  No.  3,  and  by  all  accounts,  the  good  work  seems  to  be  going  on 
just  the  same  as  if  it  was  warm  weather;  it  never  gets  too  cold  to 
freeze  Odd  Fellowship  in  Alaska.” 

Australasia. — J.  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  no¬ 
tice  that  the  progress  made  during  the  year  1906,  although  not  sufficient 
to  go  into  ecstasies  about,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory,  and  our  financial 
position  is  now  so  sound  that  every  possible  claim  likely  to  be  made 
upon  the  funds  of  the  Order  in  Australasia  can  be  met  without  a  shadow 
of  doubt  or  anxiety.  In  four  of  our  sub-Jurisdictions,  the  benefit  funds 
of  lodges  have  been  consolidated,  which  means  that  the  lodges  in  each 
Jurisdiction  pool  all  their  benefit  funds  into  one  central  fund,  which 
is  managed  by  their  respective  Grand  Lodges,  and  out  of  it  all  claims 
for  sickness  and  funeral  relief  are  paid.  So  far  the  system  is  working 
well,  and  it  is  claimed  for  it  that  in  future  there  can  be  no  closing  up 
of  lodges  by  reason  of  depleted  funds,  because  each  lodge  instead  of 
having  its  own  little  fund  to  depend  upon,  has  the  whole  central  fund 
at  its  back.  It  was  at  first  feared  that  lodges  would  not  be  so  careful 
of  a  central  fund  as  of  their  own  individual  funds,  but  that  doubt  has 
been  dispelled  by  hard  facts  and  figures,  for  in  the  sub-Jurisdiction  of 
South  Australia,  where  the  new  system  has  been  at  work  for  some  years, 
the  average  annual  sickness  rate  has  slightly  decreased. 

“  In  April  last  I  was  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queens¬ 
land  which  was  held  at  a  large  mining  town,  called  Charters  Towers, 
well  up  within  the  tropics,  and  about  2000  miles  from  Melbourne.  The 
Queensland  Jurisdiction  has  not  made  much  advance  since  its  institu- 
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tion  five  years  ago,  but  with  a  return  to  better  commercial,  pastoral  and 
industrial  conditions  in  the  Northern  State,  our  Order  must  necessarily 
benefit,  and  consequently  we  feel  assured  of  a  forward  movement  in  the 
near  future. 

“  On  my  homeward  trip  I  was  in  time  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
South  Wales,  on  the  last  day  of  its  annual  session  held  in  the  city  of 
Sydney.  Odd  Fellowship  has  made  rapid  strides  in  the  State  of  New 
South  Wales  during  the  past  few  years  and  numerically  it  is  now  the 
strongest  sub-Jurisdiction  in  Australasia. 

“  I  have  been  in  indifferent  health  for  several  months  past,  and  am 
leaving  in  a  few  days  for  a  long  holiday,  as  an  absolute  rest  from  duty 
has  been  prescribed.  Excellent  arrangements  have  been  made  for  carry¬ 
ing  on  my  official  work,  so  that  I  may  have  no  worry  on  that  account.” 

New  South  Wales. — Under  date  of  August  27,  1906,  George  T.  Clarke, 
Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  very  glad  you  received  the  papers  on 
the  subject  of  the  consolidation  of  the  sick  fund.  I  have  no  doubt 
of  the  outcome  of  the  principle  of  consolidation.  The  whole  superstruc¬ 
ture  of  Odd  Fellowship  rests  upon  the  immutable  corner  stone  ‘  Frater¬ 
nity,’  and  how  can  we  be  truly  fraternal  except  as  an  integral  body. 
As  you  understand,  the  Funeral  Fund  is  already  consolidated,  kept  and 
disbursed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  had  it  been  otherwise,  the  good  name 
of  our  Order  in  New  South  Wales  and  other  Jurisdictions  in  Austra¬ 
lasia  would  frequently  have  been  bankrupt,  as  it  unfortunately  has 
been  in  relation  to  the  Sick  Fund.  In  your  country,  your  lodges  work 
under  a  moral  law;  in  the  Australasian  States,  the  lodges  are  compelled 
to  register  under  a  legal  law  passed  by  act  of  Parliament,  the  benefits 
paid  are  regulated  by  a  graduated  scale  of  contributions  certified  to  by 
an  Actuary.  So  you  see  that  our  benefits  are  in  the  nature  of  annuities 
in  the  event  of  sickness,  and  insurance  at  death. 

“  The  proposition  to  consolidate  the  benefit  funds  under  the  immediate 
management  of  the  lodge  in  your  country  would  be  a  big  step  to  take, 
nevertheless,  it  would  bring  about  a  uniformity  and  equalization  that 
eventually  would  do  a  great  deal  of  good,  the  strong  would  support  the 
weak,  as  it  should  be  in  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  shall  be  glad 
to  keep  you  informed  upon  every  movement.  You  will  see  by  the  de¬ 
bate  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  that  the  voting  for  con¬ 
solidation  was  very  close,  and  although  only  carried  by  eight  votes  the 
principle  is  daily  gaining  favor. 

“  We  in  New  South  Wales  felt  extremely  sorry  for  our  unfortunate 
brothers  and  sisters  in  San  Francisco.  At  the  request  of  the  Executive, 
I  despatched  a  cable  message  to  Bro.  Shaw,  expressive  of  our  sympathy 
and  offering  to  send  $500,  but  we  heard  nothing  further.  A  week  or 
two  back,  I  received  a  card  informing  me  that  Bro.  Shaw  had  passed 
over  to  the  great  majority.  The  members  of  the  Order  on  the  Conti¬ 
nent  of  North  America  have  responded  very  nobly  to  the  call  on  behalf 
of  the  poor  and  distressed.  I  note  that  the  Grand  Sire  does  not  deem 
it  necessary  and  proper  to  make  any  call  upon  foreign  Jurisdictions. 

“  The  Order  in  New  South  Wales,  as  In  other  parts  of  Australasia, 
is  continuing  to  progress.  In  eight  years  we  have  in  New  South  Wales 
doubled  both  the  membership  and  funds.” 
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Under  date  of  February  12,  1907,  Bro.  Clarke  writes:  “The  Order  in 
New  South  Wales,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  is  making  continued  progress, 
unfortunately  we  have  just  now  a  division  of  opinion  on  the  consoli¬ 
dated  sick  fund  question.  It  requires  all  the  ingenuity  a  man  is  pos¬ 
sessed  of  to  practically  keep  the  two  parties  together  in  fraternal  rela¬ 
tionship.  At  times  one  receives  a  knock  sufficient  to  upset  his  whole 
equilibrium,  but  in  the  true  interest  of  the  Order,  it  is  wise  not  to  show 
your  feelings,  more  especially  to  your  opponents.  Our  brothers  in  New 
South  Wales,  as  a  whole,  are  a  good  lot  of  men,  but  sometimes  excite¬ 
ment  on  a  question  gets  the  better  of  their  judgment.  I  fervently  pray 
that  the  consolidation  of  our  benefit  funds  will  speedily  be  fully  con¬ 
summated,  so  that  we  may  go  along  in  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  up¬ 
lifting  the  Order  and  benefiting  mankind  generally.” 

Denmark. — Petrus  Beyer,  Grand  Sire,  wrote,  under  date  of  February 
14,  1907 :  “  It  is  my  sad  duty  to  communicate  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 

Lodge  that  we  have  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  death  of  our  dear  and 
esteemed  brother,  Past  Grand  Master  A.  U.  O.  Hoick,  who  died  the  9th 
of  this  month.  He  participated  at  the  introduction  of  the  Order  in  our 
country,  and  was  called  as  the  first  Noble  Grand,  and  afterwards  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  Denmark,  and  finally  in  this  way  he  was 
Grand  Master  in  1884-1889.  Thus  he  was  for  more  than  10  years  the 
leading  man  of  our  Jurisdiction  in  the  first  and  most  difficult  period, 
and  for  the  important  work  he  did  we  owe  him  the  greatest  thanks.” 

Netherlands. — H.  J.  Van  Wankum,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I 
have  the  honor  to  hand  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Netherlands,  and  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  the  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  was  again  something  diminished  during  the  year  1906.  However, 
I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  this  difference  is  already  quite  restored 
in  1907.” 

Switzerland. — Ed.  Kunchel,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  can  be 
content  with  the  result  of  the  same,  as  we  have  a  net  gain  of  11  mem¬ 
bers  for  the  year.  This  increase  is  not  large,  but  we  cannot  expect  in 
our  small  country  to  make  rapid  progress,  so  much  the  more  as  the 
older  Order  in  Switzerland,  the  Order  of  the  Freemasons,  has  lodges  in 
the  greater  places  of  our  country  and  our  people  show  still  a  great 
prejudice  for  the  so-called  secret  societies.  The  invested  funds  of  our 
six  lodges  have  now  reached  the  sum  of  $32,503.07,  with  an  increase  of 
$2452.44  for  the  year.  The  Grand  Lodge,  which  manages  the  fund  for 
the  sick  benefits  for  all  our  lodges,  and  the  fund  for  Relief  of  Brothers 
in  convalescence  has  in  the  first  the  sum  of  $2103.77,  and  in  the  latter 
$4110.91.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail  in  all  of  our  lodges,  and  we  hope 
that  our  Jurisdiction  will  slowly  but  steadily  prosper  in  the  future.” 

South  Africa. — Under  date  of  October  6,  1906,  Geo.  W.  Lawton,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  African  Lodge,  No.  1,  wrote  as  follows:  “  Our  meetings  are 
few  and  far  between,  owing  to  the  deplorable  state  of  affairs  in  general 
throughout  the  whole  country,  which  gives  us  very  little  opportunity  to 
add  to  our  numbers,  and  our  members  are  scattered  very  much  all  over 
the  Transvaal,  which  makes  it  very  hard  to  get  enough  together  to 
make  a  quorum,  our  last  meeting  being  August  14.  The  total  members 
in  good  standing  for  the  year  1905  was  7.” 
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To  this  letter  I  replied  as  follows:  “I  am  very  glad  to  hear  from 
you  and  trust  that  your  lodge  will  soon  take  on  new  life  and  activity. 
It  happens  in  the  history  of  many  lodges  that  periods  of  depression 
will  come,  but  these  are  often  overcome  and  great  success  wrought  in¬ 
stead  of  apathy  and  lack  of  interest.  The  Order  is  prospering  greatly 
now  on  this  Continent  and  in  other  countries,  the  present  membership 
being  over  1,600,000,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  you  have  or  will  soon  have 
ample  material  in  Johannesburg  to  draw  on  for  a  good  strong  lodge, 
but  as  long  as  the  members  you  have  are  devoted  to  the  lodge  it  will 
succeed.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  being  so  distant  from  other  lodges 
of  the  Order  is  a  great  difficulty,  but  that  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  dis¬ 
courage.  The  Order  has  only  one  lodge  in  Manila,  Philippine  Islands, 
and  the  next  nearest  one  is  in  Japan,  probably  seven  hundred  or  a 
thousand  miles  distant,  and  yet  the  one  at  Manila  is  having  a  career  of 
great  prosperity  and  doing  splendid  work.  Of  course  when  the  mem¬ 
bership  is  small,  as  with  you,  it  is  the  more  important  for  every  one 
to  recognize  individual  responsibility  and  make  individual  effort,  and 
there  is  probably  not  a  member  of  your  lodge  who  by  extra  diligence 
may  not  bring  in  one  good  member  in  the  very  near  future  and  thus 
double  your  membership.  The  greater  the  difficulty  and  obstacles,  the 
closer  should  be  the  unity  of  purpose  on  the  part  of  your  members  and 
the  determination  to  conquer  success  over  these  obstacles.” 

Under  date  of  January  21,  1907,  Bro.  Lawton  writes  further:  “Your 
advice  in  reference  to  continuing  our  lodge  does  not  meet  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  our  members.  The  main  reason  for  discontinuing  is  that  the 
conditions  in  this  country  at  present  are  in  such  a  depressed  state  that 
three  of  our  most  ardent  workers  are  about  to  leave  in  the  near  future 
for  America.  Secondly,  we  have  always  had  difficulty  in  forming  a 
quorum,  as  the  present  members  are  scattered  all  over  the  country, 
making  it  impossible  for  them  to  be  at  our  meetings.  During  last  year 
we  held  only  four  meetings,  and  our  last  meeting  (previous  to  the 
emergency  meeting  held  yesterday)  was  in  August.  The  meeting 
called  for  yesterday  was  to  decide  if  the  members  could  come  to  some 
better  way  of  conducting  our  lodge,  as  we  did  not  think  that  the  way 
in  which  we  wrere  running  it  was  a  credit  to  the  lodge  at  large  or  our¬ 
selves.  After  some  lengthy  discussions  on  the  matter,  a  motion  was 
made  and  carried  that  the  members  present,  seeing  no  possible  way  to 
carry  on  the  lodge  successfully  in  the  depressed  state  the  country  is 
laboring  under,  communicate  with  you  with  a  desire  to  closing  up  the 
lodge.  I  am  directed  by  the  lodge  to  send  for  ten  withdrawal  cards 
that  the  most  of  us  may  be  reinstated  in  our  mother  lodge.  Kindly 
give  us  full  instructions,  what  we  are  to  do  with  money  on  hand  and 
regalia,  and  full  instructions  in  winding  up  the  lodge.  We  regret  to 
inform  you  of  this  serious  undertaking,  but  we  see  no  possible  hope  of 
continuing.” 

I  replied  to  the  above  letter  on  February  23,  1907,  as  follows:  “  I  am 
just  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  January  21,  and  learn  of  your  decision 
to  discontinue  your  lodge,  which  means  of  course  to  surrender  its  char¬ 
ter  and  effects  to  this  office.  In  my  former  letter  I  had  expressed  the 
wish  that  you  would  find  it  practicable  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Order  in  Johannesburg,  as  I  always  regret  to  see  a  lodge  go  out  of  ex¬ 
istence.  As  you  know  the  conditions  and  can  better  judge  of  the  pros¬ 
pects,  it  is  doubtless  the  proper  thing  to  give  it  up,  in  view  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  under  which  you  labor. 
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“  I  enclose  you  the  ten  withdrawal  cards  which  you  desire,  and  the 
hill  for  the  same.  The  only  charge  on  the  books  of  this  office  against 
your  lodge  is  25  cents,  which  is  indicated  on  the  enclosed  bill,  but  as 
your  report  for  1906  has  not  been  received,  the  dues  on  the  receipts 
would  be  owing.  Under  the  imperative  law  of  the  Order  in  every  case 
where  a  lodge  ceases  to  work,  and  declares  its  inability  to  further  pro¬ 
ceed  with  credit  to  itself  or  justice  to  the  Order,  as  you  have  done,  it 
is  required  to  surrender  its  charter  and  all  of  its  effects  of  every  kind, 
including  money  and  regalia,  books,  etc.,  to  this  office,  and  this  you  can 
do  by  forwarding  it  all  here  in  the  safest  way,  which  I  suppose  will  be 
by  express,  and  it  may,  and  probably  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  pre¬ 
pay  the  expressage  at  Johannesburg,  and  if  so,  of  course,  you  can  do 
that  out  of  the  money  belonging  to  the  lodge.  The  rituals,  books,  re¬ 
galia,  etc.,  should  come  by  express,  and  whatever  of  money  there  is  by 
express,  registered  mail,  or  money  order.” 

Yukon  Territory. — D.  C.  Robertson,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  writes:  “  I  hereby 
submit  report  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  Yukon  Territory,  Can¬ 
ada.  I  would  have  written  sooner,  but  was  waiting  for  the  action  of 
the  lodge  in  amending  the  by-laws.  I  am  sorry  that  the  report  is  not  as 
favorable  as  I  would  like  it  to  be,  but  it  is  not  as  bad  as  it  looks,  for  the 
reason  that  we  have  been  carrying  a  lot  of  members  who  are  in  arrears 
from  $30  to  over  $100.  It  is  too  much  to  expect  them  to  pay  up,  and  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  ought  to  suspend  them  and  allow  them 
to  come  back  again  by  paying  one  year’s  dues,  or  if  they  are  gone  from 
the  country  they  can  get  a  dismissal  certificate  and  rejoin  the  Order 
elsewhere.  We  did  not  suspend  any  one  before  on  this  account,  as  we 
pay  a  percentage  instead  of  a  per  capita  tax  on  members.  You  will  see 
that  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  suspended  23  members  for  the  non¬ 
payment  of  dues.  We  may  get  a  few  of  them  back  by  paying  one  year’s 
dues,  but  the  majority  of  them  have  left  the  country.  You  will  see  by 
the  report  that  we  have  lost  nine  members  by  withdrawal  card,  but 
while  we  are  sorry  to  lose  them,  they  are  not  lost  to  the  Order  at  large; 
five  of  them  have  joined  Fairbanks  Lodge,  Alaska,  and  the  others  have 
joined  lodges  on  the  outside.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  only  initiated 
two  members  during  the  year,  but  while  we  have  not  been  very  pros¬ 
perous  numerically  we  have  been  very  prosperous  financially,  and  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  none  of  our  brothers  have  been  sick;  in  fact,  this  is 
one  of  the  most  healthy  countries  in  the  world.  We  have  not  in  the 
five  years  of  our  existence  here  paid  out  a  dollar  to  a  member  of  our 
own  lodge.  God  has  been  good  to  us  that  way.  We  have  been  called 
upon  to  assist  a  number  of  brothers  of  other  lodges.  There  are  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Odd  Fellows  in  this  country,  but  the  majority  of  them  are  in 
bad  standing.  We  have  at  nearly  every  meeting  from  10  to  15  visitors 
who  are  a  great  help  to  us  in  conferring  the  work  and  in  other  ways. 
We  are  not  very  far  behind  the  times  here,  the  only  difference  is,  we 
have  no  drilled  team  who  have  the  work  memorized,  but  we  get  along 
very  well.  Of  course,  our  principal  officers  have  the  work  and  charges 
down  very  well,  but  some  of  the  brothers  have  to  use  the  rituals  in 
giving  the  work.  This  country  has  been  on  the  decline  for  some  time, 
but  we  think  it  has  reached  bedrock,  and  will  improve  every  year  from 
now  on.  The  small  claim  owners  have  been  selling  their  claims  to  a 
large  syndicate  which  is  going  to  rework  the  properties  on  a  large  scale 
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by  dredges  and  hydraulic  methods,  which  means  the  employment  of  a 
large  force  of  men,  and  we  expect  quartz  mining  to  he  developed  in  a 
short  time  which  will  increase  the  prosperity  of  the  country  very  much. 
I  am  confident  that  Dawson  will  increase  its  population  largely  in  the 
next  five  years. 

“  We  have  just  amended  the  by-laws  of  Dawson  Lodge  No.  1,  which 
I  hope  will  meet  with  the  Grand  Sire’s  approval,  as  we  think  they  will 
tend  to  increase  the  membership  here.  There  is  a  lot  of  competition 
here  in  fraternal  orders.  The  Masons  are  strong,  also  the  Eagles,  and 
the  Arctic  Brotherhood.  With  the  exception  of  the  Masons,  their  ad¬ 
mission  fee  is  very  low.  We  came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  could  afford 
to  reduce  the  fee  to  $25  for  the  four  degrees,  as  we  will  never  have  the 
old  age  liability  to  contend  with  here,  nearly  every  one  in  here  intends 
to  withdraw  sometime  and  join  some  other  lodge  on  the  outside,  wher¬ 
ever  they  make  their  home.  As  an  example  of  the  seven  charter  mem¬ 
bers  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  there  are  only  Bro.  J.  A.  Greene  and  my¬ 
self  left  here.  I  w*as  very  glad  to  see  that  letter  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  on 
the  increase  of  membership  in  the  Washington  Odd  Fellow.  It  was 
very  timely  as  far  as  this  lodge  was  concerned.  I  read  it  to  the  lodge 
and  made  a  motion  that  the  entire  lodge  resolve  itself  into  a  committee 
to  devise  ways  and  means  to  increase  the  membership  of  Dawson  Lodge, 
No.  1.  The  amendments  to  the  by-laws  are  part  of  their  recommenda¬ 
tions,  and  we  are  all  out  for  new  members,  and  the  prospects  are  good. 
I  was  very  much  pleased  to  hear  of  the  increase  of  membership  of  the 
Order  at  large,  and  like  the  Grand  Sire’s  idea  of  getting  after  all  good 
men  for  members.  I  have  to  report  that  on  January  2,  1907,  I,  as  D.  D. 
G.  S.,  installed  the  officers  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1.  The  percentage 
due  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  amounts  to  $51.84  for  1906.  I  am  go¬ 
ing  to  communicate  with  a  brother  Odd  Fellow  at  Whitehorse,  the  prin¬ 
cipal  town  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Territory,  on  the  advisability 
of  trying  to  organize  a  lodge  there.  From  the  reports,  that  section  is 
on  the  eve  of  a  great  copper  mining  boom,  which  may  make  Whitehorse 
the  principal  city  of  the  Territory.  This  country  is  only  in  its  infancy 
yet,  and  will  develop  fast  in  the  next  few  years  with  railroads  and 
cheaper  transportation. 

“  I  have  also  to  report  that  on  January  5,  1907,  I  installed  the  officers 
of  Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1.  The  5  per  cent  due  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  amounts  to  $4.25.  While  the  encampment  is  not  booming, 
it  is  holding  its  own,  and  we  are  catching  nearly  all  the  active  mem¬ 
bers  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  a  number  of  visitors.  They  intend 
to  suspend  six  Patriarchs  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  There  is  an 
amendment  before  the  encampment  now  to  reduce  the  dues  to  three 
dollars  a  year,  which  will  likely  pass  as  every  one  seems  to  be  in  favor 
of  it.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Klondike 
Encampment,  No.  1,  have  elected  good  and  energetic  men  for  the  term. 
The  Noble  Grand  is  the  Rev.  Christopher  Reed,  rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church  here,  a  very  active  and  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow. 

“  In  regard  to  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  have  to  report  that  it  is 
just  alive  and  holding  its  own.  We  find  it  hard  to  make  a  Rebekah 
lodge  go  here;  the  population  is  so  transient,  and  so  many  of  the  ladies 
go  outside  every  winter  and  quite  a  number  of  our  members  have  moved 
to  Fairbanks,  Alaska.  The  exodus  to  the  lower  country  has  been  a  bad 
blow  to  all  branches  of  the  Order  here.  The  brothers  are  willing  to 
stay  with  it  and  help  it  along  in  hopes  that  it  Will  in  time  recover  its 
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vitality.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  would  not  like  to  see  the  charter  returned  and  would  be  willing 
to  encourage  the  Rebekah  lodge  in  every  way,  providing  they  comply 
with  the  law.  The  new  officers  for  the  term  are  not  installed  yet.  The 
Noble  Grand  elect  has  been  very  sick  for  some  time,  but  is  improving, 
and  I  hope  to  install  the  officers  at  next  meeting.  Bro.  I.  H.  Collins 
is  re-elected  Secretary.”

Weary,  broken  hearts  to  stay; 

There  are  wandering  sheep,  from  the  path,  to  find; 

There  are  weak,  and  halt,  and  maimed,  and  blind. 

To  be  cherished  in  the  way. 

“Live  not  for  thyself;  while  the  orphan’s  wail 
Appeals  for  thy  succoring  care; 

And  the  widow’s  moan,  and  the  visage  pale 

Of  thy  perishing  brother,  thy  efforts  hail. 

To  grasp  from  the  whelm  of  despair.”

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Alabama. — Lieut.-Col.  Jas.  W.  Mayne,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  assuming  command  of  the  De¬ 
partment  January  1,  with  four  cantons,  I  have  mustered  one  canton, 
and  will  muster  two  more  inside  of  30  days,  and  another  about  August 
1,  making  seven.  Have  charter  lists  being  prepared  or  signed  in  sev¬ 
eral  different  places.  There  is  now  an  increased  interest  shown  in  the 
Militant  branch,  all  cantons  are  taking  on  new  life,  and  we  expect  to 
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organize  a  Department  Council  in  September.  I  have  for  my  staff  the 
most  active  and  earnest  members  of  the  Militant  in  Alabama  and  their 
motto  is,  ‘  work.’  We  now,  or  will  in  a  few  days,  be  classed  as  a  Regi¬ 
ment,  and  our  aim  in  Alabama  is  to  have  a  brigade  for  the  next  report 
in  1908.  The  Patriarchs  Militant  is,  in  my  opinion,  fast  approaching 
the  standard  as  to  requirements,  and  it  will  be  my  aim,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  my  superior  and  subordinate  officers,  to  place  this  Department 
in  rank  with  any  under  the  P.  M.  banner,  as  far  as  requirements  and 
deportment  are  concerned.” 

California. — Brig.-Gen.  O.  W.  Erlewine,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Department  of  California  is 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition  at  the  present  time,  and  that  the  future 
looks  very  bright  for  it.  I  have  mustered  in  two  cantons  in  the  last 
two  months,  and  have  three  more  to  muster  in  in  the  coming  two 
months.  We  believe  that  our  annual  cantonment,  which  will  be  held 
at  Santa  Barbara  the  first  week  in  October,  will  be  by  far  the  largest 
and  most  enjoyable  one  in  the  history  of  the  P.  M.  in  California.  Per¬ 
fect  harmony  and  sympathy  exist  between  the  Subordinate  Encamp¬ 
ment  and  Patriarchs  Militant  branches,  thus  making  one  a  strong  factor 
in  the  upbuilding  of  the  other.  The  Grand  Encampment  and  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  hold  their  annual  meetings  in  conjunction.  The  Grand 
Encampment  offers  prizes  at  these  meetings  for  street  parades,  etc.,  to 
the  P.  M.  All  the  Grand  Encampment  officers  are  either  members  of  a 
Colonel’s  or  the  General’s  staff,  and  take  an  active  part  in  the  work.  It 
shall  ever  be  our  aim  to  work  along  these  lines.” 

Colorado. — Col.  T.  C.  Davis,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “I 
have  been  endeavoring  to  get  reports  from  all  cantons,  but  only  10  have 
made  their  reports  to  date.  The  enclosed  report  will  not  balance  with 
the  report  for  year  ending  December  31,  1905.  There  was  an  error  made 
in  the  reports  some  time  before  I  took  hold  of  the  Department,  and  I 
think  it  would  be  advisable  to  discard  the  old  reports  and  start  off  with 
the  present  report.  I  expect  to  muster  in  two  more  cantons  in  the  near 
future.  I  am  in  hopes  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  come  to  Denver 
in  1908,  and  if  it  does  I  hope  to  have  this  Department  compare  with 
any  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Connecticut. — Col.  Seron  Decker,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  The  Department  of  Connecticut  is  in  a  very  prosperous  position  at 
present,  more  so  than  for  the  past  twelve  years.  We  have  turned  out 
three  different  Sundays  for  memorial  services;  first  Sunday  at  New 
Haven;  second  Sunday  at  Waterbury,  and  third  Sunday  at  New  Briton, 
and  it  has  created  quite  an  interest  among  the  encampment  members. 
On  August  9,  we  hold  a  social  time  at  the  Shore.  I  expect  to  add 
15  new  members  to  my  own  canton  before  the  first  of  July.” 

— Maj.-Gen.  James  Henry  Harris,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  I  take  pleasure,  sir,  I  assure  you  in  reporting  an  increase 
in  membership,  as  the  detailed  statement  will  demonstrate,  together 
with  advancement  along  the  line  of  assets  and  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  general  status  of  the  Army.  Quite  a  number  of  the  ‘  old  guard ' 
whose  uniforms  had  become  either  too  small  or  dilapidated  by  the  rav¬ 
ages  of  time  have  re-equipped,  which  of  itself  is  a  most  encouraging 
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indication  that  the  inspiration  of  the  past  is  rehabilitating  our  member¬ 
ship.  The  Department  Council  was  a  most  wonderful  success  both  in 
numbers  and  in  enthusiasm,  the  parade,  which  occurred  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  session  was  of  a  character  to  assure  the  highest  commenda¬ 
tion,  and  was  led  by  Gen.  Conway,  the  Grand  Sire.  The  streets  were 
crowded  with  eager  spectators,  while  waving  flags  and  bunting  fes¬ 
tooned  the  buildings  upon  either  side,  making  the  pageant  one  long  to 
be  remembered.  Our  Council  was  also  honored  by  our  distinguished 
and  beloved  General  Commanding,  M.  A.  Raney,  and  that  very  energetic 
and  splendid  soldier,  Gen.  Perrin,  Department  Commander  of  Indiana. 
In  concluding  this  report,  my  dear  General,  I  wish  to  thank  you  most 
heartily  for  your  courteous  and  chivalrous  treatment,  and  particularly 
would  I  commend  the  words  emanating  from  your  distinguished  pen 
printed  in  a  recent  publication,  encouraging  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 
If  those  in  authority  in  other  than  the  Militant  Army  would  but  lend 
encouragement  to  the  movement,  the  next  decade  will  witness  a  devel¬ 
opment  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  semi-military  organizations.”

Indian  Tfrritory. — Major  D.  T.  Nisbett,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “The  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Indian  Territory  is  in  an  almost  comatose  condition,  re¬ 
quiring  an  injection  of  new  life,  vim,  and  militant  pride. 

“  One  year  ago  when  I  was  commissioned  Department  Commander, 
the  various  cantons  were  virtually  ^Tmant.  Now,  however,  I  am  proud 
to  say  that  following  persistent  work  by  correspondence  methods,  we 
have  awakened  partially  from  our  slumber,  and  I  still  hope  for  more 
favorable  returns  before  the  expiration  of  my  commission,  December 
31,  1907. 

“Following  is  the  condition  of  cantons,  June  30,  1907: 

“  Canton  Wagoner,  No.  1,  located  at  Muskogee,  is  composed  of  good 
material  and  should  make  a  better  report  than  they  do. 

“  Canton  Chickasha,  No.  2,  located  at  Chickasha,  is  composed  of  ex¬ 
cellent  material,  and  I  am  informed  has  a  number  of  recruits  awaiting 
the  action  of  the  chevaliers,  to  be  mustered  in.  (This  is  the  home  of 
our  Lieutenant-Colonel,  A.  Haight.) 

“  Canton  Clardy,  No.  3,  located  at  McAlester,  will  pass  to  the  dead 
letter  office.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  restore  No.  3,  and  although 
all  kinds  of  promises  have  been  made  by  Past  Department  Commander 
Wm.  Noble  to  do  so,  I  am  wholly  unable,  to  date,  to  get  a  report  from 
him.  Due  and  timely  notice  has  been  given  that  unless  a  report  was 
forthcoming  by  this  date,  June  30,  this  canton  would  be  declared  de¬ 
funct.  As  a  perfect  indifference  has  been  shown,  I  regret  to  report  No. 
3  mustered  out. 

“  Canton  Ardmore,  No.  4,  located  at  Ardmore,  has  meetings  frequently 
and  is  diligently  seeking  recruits  with,  I  desire  to  say,  very  fair  pros¬ 
pects.  All  dead  timber  has  been  cut  out. 

“  Canton  Tulsa,  No.  5,  located  at  Tulsa  is  evidently  in  the  throes  of  a 
Rip  Van  Winkle  repose.  Persistent  attempts  to  obtain  conditions,  or 
even  a  report  from  No.  5,  has  utterly  failed.  This  fact  is  the  more  sur¬ 
prising,  when  we  know  that  its  present  Commandant,  Geo.  W.  Mowbray, 
is  the  present  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Indian  Territory.  The  latest 
information  from  No.  5  was  a  letter  from  the  clerk  of  the  canton,  dated 
March  26,  1907,  in  which  he  says  that  he  had  turned  all  my  letters  and 
blanks  over  to  Bro.  Mowbray,  and  was  surprised  to  learn  that  no  report 
had  been  made.  The  letter  closes  by  saying,  ‘  I  turned  everything  over 
to  Grand  Patriarch  Mowbray.  Signed  H.  C.  Miller/  ” 
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Iowa. — Maj.-Gen.  E.  E.  Lambert,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  The  Department,  as  a  whole,  has  taken  on  new  life,  and  is  increasing 
in  membership  rapidly  since  the  first  of  the  year  1907.  The  annual 
report  for  1906  will  show  a  small  decrease  in  membership  on  account 
of  the  fact  that  some  cantons  had  not  reported  when  the  annual  report 
to  your  headquarters  was  made  out.  Two  cantons  have  been  mustered 
in  since  January  1,  1907,  with  a  charter  membership  in  each  canton  of 
33.  We  have  notified  all  cantons  that  the  minimum  enlistment  for  1907 
in  this  Department  is  expected  to  reach  the  500  mark,  and  from  corre¬ 
spondence  coming  in,  we  are  inclined  to  think  we  will  reach  beyond  the 
minimum.  It  seems  that  a  wave  of  enthusiasm  has  taken  possession 
of  all  cantons  in  the  Department,  and  that  each  one  is  trying  to  outdo 
the  other.  If  this  spirit  of  good  fellowship  continues  (and  I  see  noth¬ 
ing  to  prevent  it)  the  recruiting  will  be  lively  throughout  the  entire 
Department.” 

Kansas. — Lieut.  O.  R.  Stevens,  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  writes: 
“  One  year  ago  we  had  four  cantons  and  94  members,  now  we  have 
six  cantons  and  163  members.  Value  of  property  has  increased  from 
$920  to  $1735.20.  Eighty-four  chevaliers  wear  the  Militant  badge,  and 
119  are  uniformed.  Ninety  cantonments  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
Three  cantons  were  out  in  uniform  Memorial  Day;  one,  Memorial  Sun¬ 
day;  three,  on  Anniversary,  April  26,  and  one  for  conferring  Decoration 
of  Chivalry.  On  June  4  we  organized  a  Department  Council.  Every 
canton  in  the  Department  was  well  represented  and  all  are  enthusias¬ 
tic.  We  feel  greatly  encouraged  at  the  progress  already  made  and  are 
going  on  to  greater  things.” 

Maine. — Brig.-Gen.  Levi  M.  Poor,  Department  Commander,  writes: 

The  outlook  for  Patriarchs  Militant  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment  has  not  been  brighter  for  several  years.  Every  canton  has  re¬ 
ported  with  more  promptness  than  for  years  past,  and  all  dead  timber 
has  been  practically  removed,  so  we  have  nothing  but  good  live  cantons. 
The  increase,  being  about  8  per  cent,  was  small,  but  of  a  healthy  na¬ 
ture,  and  the  cantons  are  doing  good  work  so  far  this  year,  so  that  our 
1907  report  should  show  a  good  gain.” 

Maryland. — Major  Geo.  W.  Godman,  Department  Commander,  writes. 
“  The  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  Department  has  taken  on  new  life 
and  enthusiasm  during  the  past  year,  and  while  there  have  been  no 
new  cantons  mustered,  work  has  been  accomplished  to  the  end  of 
strengthening  the  cantons  of  this  Department,  which  has  been  met  by 
a  splendid  net  gain  in  membership,  which  encourages  us  to  believe  the 
prospects  are  for  a  steady  gain  in  membership  in  the  future,  and  the 
prospects  are  bright  for  the  mustering  of  several  new  cantons  in  the 
near  future.” 

Michigan. — Gen.  T.  E.  Robinson,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  I  write  you  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  the 
District  of  Michigan.  At  no  time  since  I  took  office  five  years  ago,  have 
conditions  or  prospects  been  so  prosperous  as  they  are  at  the  present 
time;  we  have  now  30  cantons  in  good  standing,  and  during  the  last 
five  years  have  increased  our  membership  practically  70  per  cent.  It 
also  gives  me  pleasure  to  add  that  both  Gen.  Martin  and  Thos.  A. 
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Willett,  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  assist  me  in  advancing 
this  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that 
everything  here  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  I  believe  before  the 
next  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  St.  Paul,  we  will  have 
added  to  our  roster  two,  if  not  three,  more  new  cantons.” 

Missouri. — Brig.-Gen.  E.  R.  Shipley,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  report  from  some  of  the  cantons  in 
this  Department  for  the  past  year,  while  some  indicate,  not  officially, 
that  they  are  at  a  standstill.  Those  which  have  reported  indicate  a 
very  encouraging  condition  and  increase  in  membership.  I  have  made 
the  report  approximating  the  condition  of  those  not  reporting  same  as 
last  year.  A  strenuous  effort  will  be  made  after  your  next  session  to 
get  a  better  understanding  with  regard  to  these  careless  cantons.  The 
Department  has  not  been  as  fully  active  as  we  would  like,  when  taken 
as  a  whole,  and  were  it  not  that  a  few  cantons  are  very  zealous,  we 
would  be  greatly  discouraged.  The  legislation  of  1907  will  tend  largely 
to  solve  our  true  condition.” 

Nebraska. — Col.  John  E.  Arnold,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  I  respectfully  report  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  our  Order 
in  Nebraska  is,  in  my  opinion,  in  a  more  active  condition  than  it  has 
been  for  years,  we  may  not  be  able  to  realize  our  expectations,  but  we 
have  got  some  new  work  cut  out  for  the  future,  and  we  hope  to  suc¬ 
ceed,  I  have  not  been  at  the  head  long  enough  to  fully  get  hold  of  all 
details,  but  have  found  many  things  to  discourage,  as  well  as  to 
encourage.” 

New  Hampshire. — Major  John  _W.  Bourlet,  Assistant  Adjutant-Gen¬ 
eral,  writes:  “We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  more  favorably  than 
was  our  privilege  a  year  ago,  when  we  were  compelled  to  show  a  slight 
loss  in  membership  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in 
the  State.  During  the  year  1906  we  made  a  small  gain  in  membership, 
one  canton  alone  having  made  a  net  gain  of  19  in  numbers.  In  ritual¬ 
istic  work  and  military  efficiency  the  Department  ranks  high,  which  it 
is  proposed  by  the  chevaliers  shall  be  maintained  in  the  future.  The 
outlook  is  certainly  promising  all  along  the  line.” 

New  Jersey. — Col.  Frank  Potter,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  I  am  proud  to  say  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  New  Jersey  stands 
to-day  higher  than  at  any  time  in  my  association  with  it  as  their  De¬ 
partment  Commander.  There  is  a  better  feeling  that  the  members  of 
our  Order  want  to  attain  to  the  highest  degree  in  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
thus  they  are  looking  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch,  and  our  State 
has  made  some  advance  this  year,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  annual  report 
which  will  be  forwarded  to  you  in  a  short  time.” 

New  York. — Major-Gen.  Edson  J.  Stearns,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Department  of  New  York 
is  in  excellent  condition.  Three  new  cantons  have  been  mustered  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.  Every  canton  is  in  thriving  condition,  holding  regu¬ 
lar  meetings  in  due  form  and  working  the  P.  M.  degree.  Three  can¬ 
tons  are  not  as  prosperous  as  the  others,  but  we  are  looking  after  them 
and  anticipate  their  early  re-organization  and  better  showing  from 
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them.  We  made  a  gain  of  177  chevaliers  for  the  year  1906.  If  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  does  not  pass  that  pending  proposition  to  recruit 
directly  from  the  subordinate  lodges,  we  shall  make  a  much  larger  in¬ 
crease  in  membership  this  year,  but  should  it  become  a  law  it  will  dis¬ 
hearten  the  encampments  and  work  largely  to  the  detriment  of  both 
branches.  This  Jurisdiction  is  unanimously  opposed  to  this  change. 
Personally,  I  feel  it  would  work  disastrously  to  both  branches  of  our 
Order.  What  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  needs  at  present  is  less 
legislation  and  more  earnest  work.” 

North  Carolina. — Major  L.  B.  McBrayer,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  in  some  sections  of  my 
Department  the  military  spirit  is  on  the  rising  tide.  One  of  the  cantons 
has  nearly  doubled  its  membership,  having  now  on  its  roster  more  than 
75  chevaliers;  another  is  holding  its  own,  while  a  third  is  soundly 
asleep.  The  conferring  of  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  during  the  year 
has  seemed  to  create  a  great  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order,  over 
one-half  the  State  at  least.  We  trust  that  the  interest  that  has  been 
aroused  will  continue  to  grow  until  we  have  several  new  cantons  mus¬ 
tered  in.” 

Ontario. — Col.  W.  S.  Johnston,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “  In 
my  report  for  1905  I  expressed  myself  as  confident  that  for  1906  I 
would  be  able  to  show  considerable  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  this  Department.  While  the  numerical 
strength  has  not  increased  I  am  able  to  say  that  not  for  many  years 
have  the  cantons  been  in  as  good  working  condition,  nor  rated  so  high 
in  efficiency  and  general  appearance.  The  reports  of  the  inspectors  are 
very  satisfactory  and  a  growing  interest  is  manifested  in  this  branch  of 
our  Order.  More  perfect  organization  has  been  delayed  in  expectation 
of  the  mustering  in  of  a  new  canton  in  Toronto,  which  will  enable  us 
to  have  three  battalions  of  two  cantons  each,  forming  the  first  regiment 
of  Ontario.  This  is  reasonably  certain  to  take  place  in  1907,  when  a 
Department  Council  will  be  formed  and  field  officers  elected.” 

Oregon. — Major  P.  A.  Hantz,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “The 
affairs  of  this  Department  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  Canton 
Progress,  No.  2,  being  especially  active  and  its  officers  being  competent 
and  enthusiastic.  Canton  Pendleton,  No.  3,  has  not  gone  ahead  so  much 
as  it  has  been  working  under  disadvantages,  but  is  active  and  will  come 
out  all  right.  We  expect  to  muster  in  some  new  cantons  very  soon  and 
the  prospects  are  very  bright  for  a  Department  Council  in  the  near 
future.” 

Pennsylvania. — Major-Gen.  J.  B.  Andrews,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “We  inclose  you  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Pennsylvania,  showing  considerable  gain  in  members  over  the 
report  of  last  year.  One  canton  has  been  mustered  out,  eight  new  ones 
have  been  added  and  several  of  the  dormant  ones  awakened  to  life  and 
energy.  The  Department  has  several  cantons  that  do  not  have  the 
energy  they  should  have,  yet,  as  a  whole,  we  can  report  favorable  work 
and  enthusiasm  throughout  the  entire  Department.” 
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South  Dakota. — Major  W.  F.  Gordon,  Department  Commander, 
writes:  “Canton  Gary,  No.  1,  is  in  fair  condition,  but  do  not  hold 
regular  meetings  on  account  of  most  of  the  chevaliers  living  in  the 
country,  although  they  are  staying  members.  I  have  no  reports  from 
Hot  Springs,  No.  2,  nor  from  Mitchell,  No.  3.  The  last  reports  re¬ 
ceived  more  than  a  year  ago  stated  that  they  were  both  in  flourishing 
condition.  I  have  sent  for  reports  from  both  cantons  and  will  report 
to  you  as  soon  as  I  hear  from  them.” 

Texas. — Col.  H.  D.  Johnson,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “  In 
regard  to  the  work  in  this  Department  I  will  say  that  I  think  every¬ 
thing  is  in  good  shape,  and  when  you  take  into  consideration  the  scat¬ 
tered  condition  of  our  cantons,  I  sometimes  wonder  that  we  can  make 
the  progress  we  do.  We  have  one  canton  in  Sherman  in  the  extreme 
north,  one  in  Galveston  on  the  coast,  about  400  miles  apart,  one  in  El 
Paso  on  the  border  of  Mexico,  and  one  at  Orange  on  the  Louisiana  line, 
only  750  miles  apart.  You  see  from  this  that  it  requires  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  chevaliers  to  keep  up  the  interest,  and  a 
great  deal  of  self-sacrifice  on  their  part  to  come  together  at  our  annual 
meetings.  We  have,  however,  I  think,  made  quite  a  creditable  showing 
in  this  report;  two  new  cantons  and  an  increase  of  over  10  per  cent  in 
membership.  I  feel  that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  branch  will  be  a  mighty  force  in  the  upbuilding  of  our 
Order,  as  there  seems  to  be  an  awakening  of  the  subordinate  members 
to  the  beauties  of  the  lessons  taught  in  this  degree,  and  the  old  idea 
that  it  is  for  nothing  but  show  is  fast  disappearing.” 

Utah. — Major  W.  H.  Lepper,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “The 
prospects  are  very  good  for  the  future,  and  the  present  conditions  are 
very  fair.  Canton  Colfax,  No.  1,  is  very  active.  They  have  added  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  four  months  about  20  new  uniforms  and  have  four  or  five 
applications  in  now.  Canton  Thomas,  No.  3,  is  now  preparing  a  class 
to  muster  in  this  fall.  Canton  Ontario,  No.  4,  is  now  awaiting  commis¬ 
sions  for  their  offices,  and  when  they  arrive,  expect  to  have  eight  or 
nine  men  to  muster.  „  Canton  Ogden  will  soon  be  ready  to  apply  for 
commissions.  The  last  two  have  been  dormant  for  some  time,  but  have 
succeeded  at  last  in  infusing  a  little  life  into  them.  I  have  three  new 
points  now  in  which  they  are  calling  for  new  cantons,  which  I  shall 
examine  to  ascertain  whether  it  will  be  wise  to  organize,  as  I  do  not  care 
to  put  one  in  unless  I  can  have  some  assurance  that  it  will  live.  Alto¬ 
gether  the  conditions  here  are  good,  we  have  perfect  harmony  within 
the  ranks  and  are  all  working  together  to  build  up  our  Department.” 

Vermont. — Col.  E.  A.  Spear,  Department  Commander,  writes:  “The 
Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  Department  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condi¬ 
tion.  We  have  just  held  our  annual  Department  Council  meeting  which 
was  largely  attended  and  was  a  very  pleasant  and  successful  one.  For 
the  last  two  years  we  have  made  substantial  gains  in  membership  and 
am  in  hopes  to  institute  one  or  two  new  cantons  the  coming  year.  I 
visited  every  canton  in  the  Department  last  year  and  every  canton  was 
inspected.  Nearly  every  canton  held  memorial  services.  The  cantons 
are  organizing  degree  teams  and  are  putting  the  degree  on  in  quite  a 
good  manner.  It  takes  a  little  time  to  get  things  started,  but  if  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  leaves  us  as  we  are,  all  these  things  are  going 
to  help,  and  in  two  or  three  years  will  show  substantial  results.” 
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Washington. — Col.  E.  P.  Edsen,  Department  Commander,  writes: 
“  The  close  of  the  year  1906  found  Washington  with  no  Department 
Council,  and  but  four  cantons,  with  a  membership  of  177.  At  present 
date,  July  31,  1907,  a  regiment  exists  with  13  cantons,  all  mustered  in, 
except  4  above-mentioned,  since  April  22  of  this  year.  The  total  mem¬ 
bership  is  580,  an  increase  of  403.  By  the  time  for  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  meet,  Washington  will  have  a  brigade  with  at  least  16 
cantons  and  660  members.  The  first  company  of  Ladies  Militant  is  or¬ 
ganized,  and  a  company  of  Cadets  Militant  is  in  comtemplation.  One 
thousand  of  each  uniformed  and  in  line  in  1909  is  the  watchword,  when 
we  hope  to  receive  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Seattle.  A  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  was  organized  on  April  25,  1907,  during  the  visit  of  Gen. 
M.  A.  Raney.  It  held  its  first  annual  session  in  Spokane,  June  3. 
Watch  Washington  increase.”

No  saloonkeeper,  bartender  or  other  person  engaged  in 
the  selling  of  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  to  any  extent  or  in  any 
way,  except  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  no  professional  gambler,  shall 
be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order.”

Goudy,  of  Colorado,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
he  asked  immediate  consideration: 

Resolved,  That  the  location  for  the  next  meeting  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Body  be  made  the  special  order  for  10  o’clock  a.  m.  on  Tuesday 
the  seventeenth  instant. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  2.  Rep.  Thomas,  of  Utah,  moved  the  following,  for  which 
lie  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Whereas,  At  the  session  of  1905  one  J.  0.  Anderson,  of  Canon  City, 
Colorado,  presented  a  petition  in  regard  to  his  expulsion  from  the  Order, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions,  which  committee 
reported  recommending  that  such  petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals,  and  which  report  was  adopted;  and 

Whereas,  Said  appeal  never  reached  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
the  said  J.  0.  Anderson  has  written  to  this  Body  asking  that  action  be 
had  on  his  appeal,  in  order  that  he  may  be  heard;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  J.  O.  Anderson  be  given  permission  to  again  present 
his  appeal  to  this  Body,  provided  same  be  presented  by  the  next  session. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  3.  Reps.  Daniel,  Mell,  Dorsett  and  Randall,  of  Georgia, 
moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Rebekah  Degree : 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Georgia, 
asking  for  legislation  permitting  the  organization  of  a  National  As¬ 
sembly,  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Rebekah 
Degree. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  19.) 

No.  4.  Reps.  Wren,  of  Texas,  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  and 
Rinehart,  of  Florida,  moved  the  following,  which  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  permissible  to  use  the  Funeral  Ceremony 
adopted  at  the  session  of  1879  (Journal,  pages  8128-8130),  amended  at 
the  session  of  1880  (Journal,  pages  8349-8350),  in  place  of  the  Funeral 
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Ceremony  now  in  use,  in  those  cases  where  it  shall  be  the  desire  of  the 
family  of  the  deceased  that  such  ceremony  be  used. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby  directed  to  include  the  said  ceremony  adopted  at  the  sessions 
of  1879  and  1880  in  future  editions  of  the  Book  of  Forms. 

Resolved ,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble  Grand  or  Chief  Patri¬ 
arch,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  ascertain  from  the  family  of  the  deceased 
their  wishes  as  to  which  ceremony  shall  be  used. 

(Amended  and  adopted.  See  Report  57.) 

No.  5.  Rep.  Emerson,  of  New  Hampshire,  under  instructions 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  Grand  Lodges  may,  by  constitutional  enact¬ 
ment,  provide  for  the  election  of  Grand  Marshal  and  other  officers  now 
required  to  be  appointed. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  25.) 

No.  6.  Reps.  Melosh,  Stanger,  Pierce  and  Blake,  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  Article  XXII  of  the  by-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  paragraph,  to  be  numbered 
12,  to  read  as  follows: 

“  12.  A  veteran  Odd  Fellow,  who  is  not  occupying  an  official  station 
in  his  lodge  or  his  encampment,  may  wear,  in  lieu  of  any  other  regalia 
to  which  he  may  be  entitled,  a  Veteran  Jewel  or  an  Honorable  Veteran 
Jewel  (if  in  possession  of  one),  when  in  a  Rebekah  lodge,  subordinate 
lodge,  or  subordinate  encampment;  provided,  that  when  filling  an  offi¬ 
cial  station,  he  must  wear  the  regalia  and  jewel  of  his  office.” 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  21.) 

No.  7.  Reps.  Hoskins  and  Kolb,  of  Ohio,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand. 
Lodge  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  requested  to  use  their  influence  for  such 
legislation  as  will  authorize  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  receive  reports  from  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assemblies 
direct,  so  as  to  relieve  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  of  receiving  and  handling  the  reports  from  Rebekah  lodges  in 
their  respective  Jurisdictions,  and  in  turn  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  60.) 
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No.  8.  Reps.  Hoskins  and  Kolb,  of  Ohio,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  the  ceremony  for  laying  the  corner  stone  of  a  public 
edifice  be  changed  or  amended  so  that  it  may  be  more  impressive. 

(Adopted  and  Special  Committee  appointed.  See  Report  80.) 


No.  9.  Rep.  Finn,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order: 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  having  in  charge  competitions  in  de¬ 
gree  work  and  drills  of  the  different  branches  of  the  Order,  during  the 
annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be  required  to  report  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  names,  num¬ 
bers,  and  locations  of  the  lodges,  encampments,  Rebekah  lodges,  and 
cantons  in  which  the  prize  winning  Degree  Staffs  and  Drill  Corps  hold 
membership,  together  with  the  prize  (first,  second  or  third,  etc.) 
awarded  to  each  Degree  Staff  or  Drill  Corps,  and  the  names  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  such  prize  winning  organizations  as  took  part  in  the  competi¬ 
tion  for  which  prize  is  awarded. 

Resolved,  That  such  reports  of  committee  be  made  a  part  of  the 
printed  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  Annual  Sessions  of  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  issue  to  the  Degree  Staffs  and 
Drill  Corps  reported  as  prize  winners  by  such  committees,  engraved  and 
engrossed  certificates,  of  suitable  design  and  size  for  framing,  setting 
forth  the  facts  reported  to  him  by  said  committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be,  and  hereby 
is,  directed  to  have  prepared  and  printed  suitable  blank  reports  and 
certificates. 

(Not  reported  on.) 


Report  3.  By  Rep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  from  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Department  Council  Ceremonies: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Sire,  in  pursuance 
of  resolution  adopted  at  the  1906  session,  found  at  page  738,  report  No. 
79,  beg  leave  to  report: 

Resolution  No.  20,  introduced  by  Rep.  Raney,  of  Iowa,  page  705,  Jour¬ 
nal  1906,  is  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  further  sale  of  the  publication  included  in  the 
list  of  supplies  under  the  title  of  ‘  Ceremonies,  Department  Councils,' 
be  discontinued,  remaining  net  cost  of  same  to  be  entered  in  the  general 
profit  and  loss  account,  and  the  committee  instructed  to  purchase,  at 
the  original  cost  for  same,  the  edition  of  ‘  Department  Council  Cere- 
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monies,’  held  by  the  General  Military  Council,  same  to  be  sold  as  sup¬ 
plies  at  50  cents  each,”  which  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies,  on  which  Report  No.  79,  page  738,  Journal  1906 
was  presented. 

We  find  upon  examination  of  the  records,  and  particularly  from  an 
interview  with  General  Raney,  that  included  in  the  list  of  supplies,  as 
sold  by  the  Grand  Secretary  since  1899,  is  found  “  Department  Council 
Ceremonies,”  being  a  small  book  that  appears  to  have  been  written  in 
1896,  which  book  was  never  presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
nor  its  use  ever  authorized,  the  only  authorization  or  reference  to  such 
publication  being  had  in  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies,  Journal  1899,  page  265.  The  supply  •  account  shows 
that  in  1899-1900,  31  of  such  books  were  sold  at  50  cents  each,  from 
1901  to  1906,  48  were  sold  at  25  cents  each,  but  no  record  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  discloses  any  action  on  the  part  of  that  Body  in 
adopting,  authorizing,  fixing  and  later  modifying  the  price  of  such  book. 

See  General  Military  Council  Proceedings,  1904,  page  11. 

“  General  Commanding  presented  a  form  for  the  opening  and  closing 
of  the  Department  Councils  and  for  the  installation  of  officers,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation.” 

See  General  Military  Council  Proceedings,  1904,  page  15,  wherein  the 
following  appears: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Legislation  having  carefully  considered  the 
matters  referred  to  it,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report, 
viz.: 

“  ‘  First.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  opening,  closing  and 
installation  ceremonies  for  Department  Councils.’  ” 

Signed.  Adrian  Hughes  and  others,  Committee. 


This  report  was  taken  up  for  consideration  by  paragraphs.  The 
first  paragraph  was  re-read,  and  on  motion  of  General  Brower,  seconded 
by  General  Hughes,  was  adopted. 

Following  this,  an  addenda  of  information,  of  such  nature  as  would 
be  desirable  at  the  time  of  Department  Council  sessions,  as  follows: 

Militant  Code  relative  to  Department  Councils. 

Decisions  relative  to  Department  Councils. 

Department  Council  By-Laws, 

Rules  of  General  Military  Council. 

Such  book  was,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Military  Council 
given  to  Shepherd  Publishing  Company,  publishers  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fel¬ 
low  at  Maxwell,  Iowa,  for  publication,  the  most  reasonable  figures  being 
had  from  such  publishers.  Same  was  paid  for  by  order  issued  by  the 
Military  Secretary  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Military 
Council,  and  the  edition  when  completed  was  shipped  to  the  Secretary 
at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Since  the  time  of  printing  and  pending  its  authorization  by  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  sample  and  other  copies  of  same  have  been  sup¬ 
plied  to  Department  Commanders  at  cost,  with  no  effort  to  dispose  of 
same  as  a  supply  or  at  a  profit,  nor  has  same  been  ordered  into  use  by 
the  General  Commanding  in  any  general  or  other  order  issued. 

If  in  the  publication  and  sale  of  such  book,  as  appears  to  be  the  case 
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with  the  edition  of  1899,  above  referred  to,  same  has  been  done  without 
sanction  and  approval  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  authority  ex¬ 
ceeded,  such  action  seems  to  have  been  the  act  of  the  Committee  on 
Printing  Supplies. 

We  find  that  the  allegations  made  in  the  committee’s  report  No.  78, 
page  99,  Journal  1906,  reflecting  on  an  officer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  were  not  warranted  from  the  fact  that  on  the  title  page  of  said 
book  appears  the  following  statement:  “Prepared  by  M.  A.  Raney, 
General  Commanding.  Adopted  by  the  General  Military  Council,  San 
Francisco,  1904.” 

We  also  find  that  following  its  adoption  by  the  General  Military 
Council,  in  apparently  a  perfectly  proper  and  regular  manner,  the  use 
of  said  book  under  the  authorization  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
was  sought,  and  resolution  accordingly  was  presented. 

From  the  above  recitation  of  facts,  ascertained  in  part  from  the  rec¬ 
ords  and  in  part  from  General  Raney,  we  believe  that  the  action  of  the 
General  Commanding  in  every  respect  has  thus  been  consistent  and 
deserving  of  commendation,  and  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  practice 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  your  Special  Committee,  therefore, 
recommends  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  20,  page  705,  Journal  1906, 
which  resolution  is  hereinbefore  quoted,  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

“Resolved,  That  the  further  sale  of  publication  included  in  the  list 
of  supplies  under  the  title  of  ‘  Ceremonies,  Department  Councils  ’  be 
discontinued,  remaining  net  cost  of  same  to  be  entered  in  the  general 
profit  and  loss  account,  and  the  committee  instructed  to  purchase,  at 
the  original  cost  for  same,  the  edition  of  ‘  Department  Council  Cere¬ 
monies,’  held  by  the  General  Military  Council,  same  to  be  sold  as  sup¬ 
plies  at  50  cents  each.” 

Signed  by  Special  Committee. 

Deport  4.  By  Rep.  Hall,  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

During  the  past  year  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  held  as 
follows:  One  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  the  12th  day  of  January,  1907,  and 
one  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  on  June  29,  1907. 

The  following  business  was  transacted  at  said  meetings: 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  authorized  to  have  2500  copies  of  the  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  Ritual  gotten  out  and  of  the  same  style  and  quality  as 
the  1906  edition,  in  view  of  the  pending  proposition  to  revise  the  Ritual. 
The  contract  for  the  same  was  awarded  to  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press, 
of  Baltimore. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  also  authorized  to  have  5000  copies  of  Bus- 
bee’s  Digest  printed  by  The  Lord  Baltimore  Press,  of  Baltimore. 

In  accordance  with  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last 
session  authorizing  a  jewel  to  be  prepared  for  the  General  Commanding 
P.  M.,  it  was  ordered  that  the  same  have  thereon  the  letters  “  S.  G.  L.” 
and  the  cost  of  the  jewel  to  be  $200.00  and  the  General  Commanding 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  were  authorized  to  select  the  design  and  have 
the  jewel  prepared. 
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The  contract  for  printing  and  furnishing  the  Officers’  Reports  and  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1907  was  awarded  to  The  Lord  Baltimore 
Press,  of  Baltimore. 

The  contract  for  printing  and  furnishing  the  Daily  Journal  of  the 
session  of  1907  was  awarded  to  the  McGill-Warner  Company,  of  St. 
Paul,  Minnesota. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  the  paper  to  be  used  in  printing  the 
Officers’  Reports  and  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  1907  was  awarded  to 
the  Smith  Dixon  Company,  of  Baltimore. 

It  appearing  that  Resolution  No.  18,  Journal  1906,  page  704,  relating 
to  valuation  of  “  Regulations  and  Army  Register  ”  had  been  first  re¬ 
ferred  to  another  committee  and  later  referred  to  this  committee  and 
not  reported  on  during  the  session,  the  same  was  considered  and  your 
committee  recommend  that  said  resolution  No.  18  be  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  19,  Journal  1906,  page  704,  having  been  referred  to 
this  committee  and  not  reported  upon  during  the  session  was  consid¬ 
ered  and  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  said  resolution, 
which  provides  that  Official  Certificates  be  issued  and  sold  as  Patriarchs 
Militant  supplies. 

This  resolution  had  also  during  the  session  been  recommitted  to  this 
committee. 

Resolution  No.  57,  Journal  1906,  page  759,  relating  to  providing  Offi¬ 
cial  Certificates,  in  lots  with  the  name,  number  and  location  of  lodges 
and  encampments,  not  having  been  reported  on  at  the  last  session,  was 
also  considered  and  your  committee  recommend  that  Official  Certificates 
be  provided  with  the  name,  number  and  location  of  lodges  and  encamp¬ 
ments  printed  therein  in  lots  of  not  less  than  5000  from  any  lodge  or 
encampment;  that  orders  for  the  same  be  held  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
until  as  many  as  forty  lodges  or  encampments,  respectively,  through 
Grand  Secretaries  or  Grand  Scribes  have  ordered  lots  of  not  less  than 
5000  each,  when  the  orders  for  such  certificates  shall  be  executed,  and 
such  certificates  sold  at  $1.00  per  thousand  additional  to  the  regular 
price  to  cover  the  printing  and  all  other  additional  cost  of  such  certifi¬ 
cates  prepared  as  above  shown  for  furnishing  in  lots. 

A  list  of  the  supplies  on  hand,  received,  and  sold  by  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1907,  is  set  forth  in  full 
and  in  detail  in  the  table  of  supplies  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report, 
and  the  amounts  paid  for  supplies  during  the  same  period  are  shown 
in  the  table  of  appropriations  and  expenditures. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  concurring,  the  committee  authorized 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  draw  warrants  for  the  mileage  and  per  diem 
for  the  members  attending  at  each  meeting. 

The  members  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  were  present  and 
participated  in  both  meetings. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held  in  Baltimore  on  the  12th  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1907,  Bro.  John  L.  Nolen,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  who  was  in  that 
city  filling  an  engagement  with  the  Order  in  Maryland,  honored  the 
committee  with  his  presence.

by  striking  out  the  number  “  twenty-one  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
“  eighteen,”  so  that  the  said  section  when  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age

that  provides  by  its  by-laws  for  the  payment  of  watchers,  he  shall  pay 
to  such  lodge  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  year  in  advance.  Provided,  fur¬ 
ther,  That  when  a  brother  so  reporting  belongs  to  a  lodge  that  provides 
by  its  by-laws  for  the  payment  of  watchers,  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be 
deducted  from  his  dues  in  said  lodge,  and  the  lodge  to  which  he  has 
reported  shall  assume  the  same  liability  for  attentive  benefits  as  for 
their  own  members,  and  any  such  member  failing  to  so  report  or  to 
watch  shall  not  be  entitled  to  attention  from  any  lodge.  And  this  legis¬ 
lation  shall  not  be  construed  to  hinder  or  prevent  any  lodge  or  member 
from  furnishing  watchers  or  giving  attention  to  any  sick  or  needy 
brother.

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Robert  Mobley,  P.  G.  Rep.,  of  Boise,  Idaho,  who  was  suspended  for  one 
year  by  Ada  Lodge  No.  3,  and  who  complains  that  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  Idaho  has  delayed  and  withheld  the  testimony  and  documents  per¬ 
taining  to  his  case,  thereby  preventing  the  brother  from  perfecting  his 
appeal  to  this  Body,  would  respectfully  report  that  in  the  judgment 
of  this  committee  the  petition  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Petitions,  and  we,  therefore,  refer  the  petition  back  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Bro.  Mobley,  P.  G. 
Rep.,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions.

Report  10.  By  Rep.  Emerson/ of  New  Hampshire,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Henry  A.  Hamilton,  Past  Grand,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  would  respect¬ 
fully  report: 

The  question  brought  up  in  the  appeal  is  one  involving  a  construction 
of  local  law,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  The  committee,  therefore,  returns 
the  papers  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Judiciary.

Report  11.  By  Rep.  Iveller,  of  Texas,  from  the  same  committee: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Bro.  F.  W.  Herrmann  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 
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in  relation  to  placing  Bro.  R.  F.  Bickley  on  the  beneficial  list,  beg  to 
report  as  follows: 

On  February  5,  1907,  Alabama  Lodge,  No.  1,  placed  Bro.  R.  F.  Bick¬ 
ley,  a  member  of  said  lodge,  on  the  beneficiary  sick  list.  On  the  same 
night  Bro.  E.  L.  Cahill,  also  a  member  of  said  lodge,  gave  notice  that 
he  would  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge  move  a  reconsidera¬ 
tion  of  the  motion  whereby  Bro.  Bickley  was  placed  on  the  list  of  bene¬ 
ficiary  members.  At  the  next  regular  meeting  but  few  were  present 
owing  to  it  being  Mardi  Gras  night,  and  action  on  the  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting.  On  the  evening  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  19,  1907,  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  put  to  a  vote  and  declared 
lost.  Bro.  W.  D.  McGaughey  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama 
from  the  action  of  the  lodge  in  refusing  to  reconsider  said  vote. 

At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  held  at  Decatur  May 
14  to  16,  1907,  the  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Appeals  submitted  a  re¬ 
port  as  follows: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Appeals,  to  which  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  Bro.  D.  W.  McGaughey,  from  the  action  of  Alabama  Lodge 
No.  1  in  placing  Bro.  R.  F.  Bickley  on  the  beneficial  sick  list,  beg  to 
report  as  follows: 

“  We  found  that  Bro.  Bickley  contracted  tuberculosis  and  became 
disabled  at  a  time  when  he  was  more  than  thirteen  (13)  weeks  in  ar¬ 
rears  for  dues.  Subsequently  Bro.  Bickley  so  far  recovered  that  he  was 
able  for  about  two  years  to  support  himself,  and  during  this  time  his 
dues  were  regularly  paid. 

“  He  subsequently  again  became  disabled  as  the  result  of  the  same 
disease  at  a  time  when  he  was  in  good  standing  in  the  lodge.  In  this 
state  of  the  case  we  find  that  the  action  @f  the  lodge  in  placing  him  on 
the  beneficiary  list  was  proper,  as  according  to  our  Constitution,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  disability  occur  at  a  time  when  the  member  is  in 
bad  standing  in  order  to  justify  the  lodge  in  refusing  benefits. 

“  It  also  appears  that  the  lodge,  by  motion,  placed  Bro.  Bickley  on 
the  beneficiary  list,  and  that  no  appeal  was  taken  from  this  action  of 
the  lodge;  at  a  subsequent  meeting  a  motion  to  reconsider  this  action 
of  the  lodge  was  voted  down,  and  the  appeal  is  taken  from  the  action 
of  the  lodge  on  the  motion  to  reconsider.  It  is  our  view  that  the  appeal 
should  have  been  taken  from  the  original  action  of  the  lodge  in  placing 
Bro.  Bickley  on  the  beneficial  list,  and  that  the  same  purpose  cannot 
be  achieved  by  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  lodge  on  the  motion  to 
reconsider. 

“  For  these  several  reasons  we  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 
lodge  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal  dismissed.” 

A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee.  A  motion 
was  also  made  to  lay  on  the  table  the  motion  to  adopt,  and  the  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table  prevailed.  Afterwards  a  motion  was  made  and 
carried  to  refer  the  question  back  to  Alabama  Lodge,  No.  1.  From  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  matter  Bro.  F.  W.  Herrmann  appeals. 

This  record  is  imperfect  in  many  ways,  but  as  the  decision  of  this 
case  affects  the  rights  of  a  brother  to  sick  benefits,  and  said  brother 
seems  in  no  way  to  blame  for  the  delay  of  the  case  or  the  imperfections 
in  the  record,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  dispose  of  the  case,  instead  of 
sending  it  back  for  correction,  and  thereby  possibly  delay  the  case  too 
long  to  be  of  any  assistance  to  the  sick  brother. 
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The  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  in  Alabama  provides  that  if 
an  appeal  is  taken  in  behalf  of  the  lodge,  it  must  be  taken  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  at  which  final  decision  was  made.  It  also  provides  that  a  member 
who  has  been  deprived  of  some  right  or  benefit  shall  be  notified  at  once 
and  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  Ap¬ 
parently  no  other  right  of  appeal  is  provided. 

Bro.  McGaughey  was  not  deprived  of  any  right  or  benefit,  and  if  he 
had  a  right  of  appeal,  it  was  practically  in  behalf  of  the  subordinate 
lodge,  and,  under  the  Constitution,  it  was  his  duty  to  take  such  appeal 
on  the  night  Bro.  Bickley  was  placed  on  the  beneficial  list,  which  was 
on  February  5,  1907.  He  did  not  attempt  to  appeal  until  February  19, 
1907,  two  weeks  afterwards,  and  then  did  not  appeal  from  the  original 
action  of  the  subordinate  lodge  in  granting  benefits  to  Bro.  Bickley,  but 
from  the  refusal  of  the  lodge  to  reconsider  that  action. 

From  all  the  facts,  as  we  gather  them  from  the  record  before  us,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  Bro.  Bickley  was  rightfully  placed  on  the  bene¬ 
ficial  list  by  his  lodge,  and  that  Bro.  McGaughey  did  not  properly  take 
his  appeal,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  erred  in  tabling  said 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Petitions  and  Appeals,  and  in  afterwards 
referring  the  question  back  to  the  subordinate  lodge.  No  motion  was 
made  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  said  report  was  tabled,  or  to  take 
the  matter  from  the  table. 

The  entire  record  was  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  including 
all  the  evidence,  together  with  the  report  of  said  Committee  on  Peti¬ 
tions  and  Appeals  thereon,  and  there  seems  to  have  been  no  good  reason 
for  referring  the  matter  back  to  Alabama  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  no  purpose 
to  be  subserved  thereby.  The  subordinate  lodge  had  already  fully  acted 
thereon  and  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge  all  the  records  and  evidence 
relating  to  the  case.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  without  any  appar¬ 
ent  reason  evaded  its  duty  in  the  premises,  and  thereby  deprived  the 
beneficiary  of  a  substantial  right,  and  one  which  should  never  be  ig¬ 
nored  or  neglected. 

In  view  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  and  in  order  to  give  the  beneficiary 
his  rights  without  further  delay,  we  offer  the  following:  - 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Bro.  F.  W.  Herrmann  be  sustained,  and 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  be  instructed  to  dismiss  the  appeal  of 
Bro.  D.  W.  McGaughey,  and  that  the  action  of  Alabama  Lodge,  No.  1, 
in  placing  Bro.  R.  T.  Bickley  on  the  beneficial  list  be  sustained. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 

Report  12.  By  Rep.  Huffaker,  of  Nevada,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
R.  A.  Moore  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  having  considered 
same,  report  thereon  as  follows:  This  case  has  been  before  this  Grand 
Lodge  at  different  times,  and  returned  for  correction  and  is  again  here 
in  condition  to  be  disposed  of  on  its  merits. 

The  facts  disclosed  giving  rise  to  this  controversy  are  that  said  R.  A. 
Moore,  a  member  of  Golden  Link  Lodge  No.  114,  at  Durham,  N.  C., 
obtained  a  withdrawal  card  from  his  said  lodge,  and  deposited  it  with 
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Talula  Lodge  No.  185  at  Cary,  N.  C.,  and  was  thereupon  accepted  as  a 
member  of  said  Talula  Lodge. 

After  this  it  was  objected  that  the  action  of  Talula  Lodge,  in  accept¬ 
ing  said  R.  A.  Moore  was  illegal  and  void  on  the  ground  that  Moore  had 
not  the  consent  of  the  lodge  nearest  his  residence.  While  upon  this 
question  there  is  no  direct  evidence  before  your  committee,  it  is  claimed 
by  Moore  that  when  he  deposited  his  card  he  had  fully  made  up  his 
mind  to  change  his  residence  from  Durham  to  Duker,  N.  C.,  in  which 
event  this  question  could  not  have  arisen  and  upon  the  record  your 
committee  can  not  say  this  was  not  the  bona  fide  intention  of  Moore  at 
the  time,  and  that  such  intention  was  subsequently  thwarted  by  events 
over  which  Moore  had  no  control.  Golden  Link  Lodge  took  the  matter 
up,  annulled  the  withdrawal  card  of  Bro.  R.  A.  Moore,  and  expelled  him, 
all  which  matters  came  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
which  held  that  the  action  of  Talula  Lodge  in  admitting  R.  A.  Moore 
was  void;  that  the  action  of  Golden  Link  Lodge,  in  annulling  Moore’s 
withdrawal  card  and  expelling  him  was  also  void.  And  as  the  record 
of  evidence  is  not  before  your  committee,  in  such  case  the  legal  pre¬ 
sumption  being  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  support  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  there  is  no  alternative, 
so  your  committee  recommend  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  R.  A.  Moore  from  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  as  aforesaid  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is 
dismissed,  and  that  the  said  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  sustained.

Report  13.  By  Rep.  Robertson,  of  Oklahoma,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
O.  M.  Underhill,  from  the  decision  of  Centennial  Lodge  No.  59,  of  Ne¬ 
braska,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Lodge, 
of  Nebraska,  in  approving  the  action  of  said  Centennial  Lodge,  No.  59, 
said  decision  being  to  the  effect  that  said  Underhill  is  not  a  member 
of  said  Centennial  Lodge  No.  59  of  Fremont,  Neb.,  respectfully  reports 
as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

The  record  before  us  shows  that  Bro.  O.  M.  Underhill,  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  Golden  Rule  Lodge,  No.  178,  of  Dunlap,  Iowa,  made 
application  for  membership  in  Centenriial  Lodge,  No.  59,  of  Fremont. 
Neb.,  on  March  7,  1902;  said  application  for  membership  was  based  on, 
and  accompanied  by,  an  official  certificate  in  due  form,  showing  his 
dues  paid  in  said  Golden  Rule  Lodge  to  April  1,  1902.  This  petition 
was  referred  in  regular  form,  reported  on  favorably,  and  he  was  elected 
to  membership  of  said  Centennial  Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on 
March  14,  1902.  On  the  night  of  his  election  as  aforesaid,  Bro.  Under¬ 
hill  signed  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  lodge.  He  made  no 
application  to  Golden  Rule  Lodge  at  Dunlap,  Iowa,  for  a  withdrawal 
card,  neither  did  Centennial  Lodge  No.  59,  nor  was  any  ever  obtained 
from  said  Golden  Rule  Lodge  or  deposited  in  said  Centennial  Lodge. 
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The  fact  of  his  signing  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  Centennial 
Lodge  and  not  obtaining  a  withdrawal  card  from  Golden  Rule  Lodge, 
was  not  known  by  Centennial  Lodge,  as  a  lodge,  until  July,  1904,  and 
the  fact  of  his  application  for  membership  in  Centennial  Lodge,  and 
his  election  by  said  lodge,  were  not  known  to  Golden  Rule  Lodge  until 
July,  1904,  but  he  was  carried  on  the  books  of  said  Golden  Rule  Lodge, 
as  a  member,  until  July  8,  1904,  when  he  was  notified  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  that  he  was  in  arrears  for  dues  to  the  amount  of  $9.00  and 
that  unless  the  same  was  paid  at  once,  he  would  be  dropped  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues;  it  further  appears  that  Bro.  Underhill  relied  upon 
the  Secretary  of  Centennial  Lodge  to  send  for  his  withdrawal  card,  but 
that  no  application  for  such  card  was  ever  made  or  received  by  said 
Golden  Rule  Lodge.  The  record  further  discloses  that  Bro.  Underhill 
paid  dues  to  Centennial  Lodge  and  the  same  were  accepted  by  said 
lodge  and  that  at  one  time  he  was  on  the  sick  list  and  was  paid  sick 
benefits  by  said  Centennial  Lodge. 

As  a  result  of  the  demand  of  Golden  Rule  Lodge  for  back  dues  from 
Bro.  Underhill,  the  question  as  to  where  his  membership  belonged  arose 
and  became  the  subject  of  much  controversy  between  Bro.  Underhill 
and  the  two  lodges  hereinbefore  named.  As  a  result  of  such  controversy 
Centennial  Lodge  decided  that  Bro.  Underhill  had  never  completed  his 
membership  in  that  lodge  by  reason  of  his  failure  to  procure  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  from  Golden  Rule  Lodge  and  by  the  further  failure  to 
deposit  same  in  Centennial  Lodge,  and  said  Centennial  Lodge  at  once 
refunded  to  him  the  membership  fee  which  he  had  advanced.  Centen¬ 
nial  Lodge  also  at  the  time  of  making  such  decision  ordered  its  Secre¬ 
tary  to  certify  all  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Nebraska 
for  a  decision  and  the  Grand  Master  sustained  the  lodge  in  all  things 
and  this  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Judiciary  of  the  Nebraska  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1904  session, 
was  by  the  said  committee  sustained  and  this  report  of  said  committee 
was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska.  From  this  action  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  sustaining  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  Bro. 
Underhill  appealed  to  this  Body,  the  pe.  mission  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Nebraska  and  Iowa,  both  having  been  given. 

OPINION. 

Your  committee  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  Nebraska,  as  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  Jur¬ 
isdiction,  is  in  strict  conformity  to  law  and  must  be  sustained  by  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  a  fundamental  proposition  of  law  that 
no  person  can  hold  membership  in  two  lodges  at  one  and  the  same  time. 
(See  Article  12,  S.  G.  L.  By-laws.  Busbee’s  Digest,  page  792.) 

The  S.  G.  L.  (Journal,  1887,  pages  15,413  and  15,494)  decided  that 
“  The  deposit  of  a  visiting  card  in  another  lodge  does  not  sever  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  lodge  of  which  the  brother  is  a  member,  until  a  with¬ 
drawal  card  has  been  granted.” 

it  is  also  held  by  this  Body,  that  “  A  brother  who  is  elected  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  another  lodge,  upon  deposit  of  visiting  card,  and  who  fails 
to  deposit  a  withdrawal  card  from  his  original  lodge,  in  the  new  lodge, 
does  not  perfect  his  membership  in  the  new  lodge.”  1899  Journal,  27, 
365,394;  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  971,  page  274. 

It  was  also  held  by  this  Body  that  “  When  a  brother  is  elected  to 
membership  upon  deposit  of  an  official  receipt,  or  a  visiting  card,  he 
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does  not  become  a  member  of  the  new  lodge,  until  he  has  obtained  a 
withdrawal  card  from  his  former  lodge  and  deposited  it  in  his  new 
lodge.  Until  this  is  done,  he  must  pay  his  dues  to,  and  is  entitled  to 
benefit  from,  his  former  lodge.  Such  brother  does  not  become 
a  full  member  of  the  new  lodge  until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution 
and  by-laws  and  he  cannot  sign  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
lodge  electing  him  until  his  withdrawal  card  from  his  former  lodge  has 
been  granted  and  deposited.”  1902  Journal,  527,  528,  979,  1002.  Bus- 
bee’s  Digest,  Sec.  993,  page  278. 

Also,  “  A  brother  who  dies  after  the  grant  of  a  withdrawal  card  by 
his  former  lodge,  and  before  he  deposits  the  same  with  the  new  lodge 
is  not  a  member  of  either  lodge,  etc.  1896  Journal,  14,680,  14,948, 
15,019,  1902  Journal,  528,  979,  1002.  Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  994,  page  279. 

It  is  admitted  by  Underhill  that  no  withdrawal  card  was  ever  applied 
for  by  himself,  and  that  none  was  ever  granted  him  by  his  former  lodge 
and  that  none  was  ever  deposited  in  Centennial  Lodge.  His  contention 
that  he  instructed  the  Secretary  of  Centennial  Lodge  to  make  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  card,  and  that  he  relied  upon  the  Secretary  doing  so,  and 
that  the  lodge  cannot,  therefore,  take  advantage  of  its  own  wrong,  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  wholly  without  merit. 

It  was  Underhill’s  own  duty  to  make  application  for  the  card  and  to 
see  that  the  same  was  granted  and  deposited;  he  could  have  authorized 
the  Secretary  to  make  the  application  for  him,  but  had  he  done  so,  the 
Secretary  would  have  acted  as  his  agent  and  not  as  the  agent  of  the 
lodge,  and  should  the  Secretary,  while  acting  as  his  agent,  fail  or  omit 
to  do  anything  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  premises  Underhill  would 
be  required  to  assume  and  bear  the  burden  of  such  delinquency.  In 
other  words  he  would  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  his  agent. 

Your  committee  finds  that  Underhill  is  not  now,  nor  has  he  ever  been, 
a  member  of  Centennial  Lodge  No.  59,  of  Fremont,  Neb. 

We  further  find  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Nebraska 
is  correct  and  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  in  ap¬ 
proving  such  decision  should  be  affirmed. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  in  sustain¬ 
ing  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  case  of  O.  M.  Underhill  vs. 
Centennial  Lodge  No.  59,  of  Fremont,  Neb.,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
affirmed. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 

Bep.  McClurg,  of  Mississippi,  moved  that  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  adjourn  until  9  o’clock  a.  m.  Tuesday,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Chair  accordingly  declared  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
adjourned. 
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Tuesday,  September  17,  1907,  9  o’clock  a.  m. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  assembled  this  day,  pursuant  to 
adjournment,  the  Grand  Sire,  E.  S.  Conway,  presiding. 

Present:  The  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Sires,  and  a  quorum 
of  Grand  Bodies. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Marshal,  by  order,  examined 
the  Representatives  and  declared  them  duly  qualified. 


Rev.  J.  M.  Baker,  Grand  Chaplain,  offered  prayer. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Sire,  declared 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  meeting,  when  it  was  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  Journal 
be  dispensed  with,  and  that  the  minutes  be  approved  as  printed, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Jurisdictions  were  then  called,  when  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  were  presented: 

No.  20.  Reps.  Dana  and  Belcher,  of  Massachusetts,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  Grand  Lodges  may  permit  subordinate  lodges  within 
their  Jurisdiction,  whose  annual  dues  are  eight  dollars  or  more,  to  set 
apart  semi-annually  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  receipts 
from  dues  for  the  half  year  then  ending  as  a  contingent  fund;  all  exist¬ 
ing  provisions  regarding  contingent  funds  not  in  conflict  herewith  to 
remain  unchanged. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  59.)

No.  21.  Rep.  Semmelman,  of  Mississippi,  moved  the  following, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Whereas,  The  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  is  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  mutual  protection,  charity,  and  the  uplifting  of  humanity 
in  general,  and  is  based  upon  purely  non-sectarian  principles;  and 
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Whereas,  There  is  a  sectarian  clause  in  the  suggested  form  of  the 
“  Odd  Fellows  Funeral  Ceremony,”  reading  thus:  “  I  am  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  and  the  Life,  saith  the  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,”  etc.,  which  clause  is 
decidedly  sectarian  in  wording  and  in  tenor;  and 

Whereas,  Every  Odd  Fellow  has  the  privilege  of  having  a  religious 
funeral  ceremony,  or  a  minister,  of  his  own  respective  religion,  in  at¬ 
tendance  at  his  funeral,  either  independent,  or  in  addition  to  the  “  Odd 
Fellows  ”  funeral  ceremony,  and  therefore  is  not  deprived  of  having  a 
religious  ceremony  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience;  and 

Whereas,  To  continue  the  present  suggested  form  and  indirectly 
force  same  upon  “  Odd  Fellows  ”  of  other  faiths,  is  an  infringement 
upon  the  absolute  rights  of  individual  “  Odd  Fellows,”  and  a  deviation 
from  the  non-sectarian  principles  we  teach;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  re¬ 
affirm  the  principles  and  assurances  inculcated  in  our  teachings,  and 
by  precept  and  example,  maintain  our  pledge  to  studiously  avoid  all 
affinity  with  systems  of  faith  or  sects,  whether  religious  or  political, 
and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  instruct  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  to  carefully  consider  the  elimination  of  the  said  secta¬ 
rian  clause  from  the  “  Odd  Fellows  Funeral  Ceremony,”  and  thereby 
protect  the  rights  and  privileges  of  “  Odd  Fellows  ”  of  other  faiths. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  81.) 

No.  22.  Rep.  Hawkes,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the  following 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved,  That  when  a  brother  from  another  Jurisdiction  holding  a 
visiting  card  or  official  certificate  in  date  for  visiting,  presents  the  same 
to  a  lodge  while  in  session,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  said  lodge,  and 
a  brother  in  good  standing  present  in  the  lodge  shall  identify  and  recog¬ 
nize  the  person  presenting  the  visiting  card  or  official  certificate  as  the 
brother  named  therein,  then  the  examination  for  admission  to  visit  the 
lodge,  may,  if  the  Noble  Grand  so  directs,  be  the  same  as  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  a  brother  of  the  same  Jurisdiction,  viz.:  his  ability  to  work 
his  way  into  the  lodge.  Provided,  that  if  the  visiting  brother  does  not 
have  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  the  Noble  Grand  may  direct  his  admission  to  the 
ante-room,  and  upon  working  his  way  into  the  lodge  as  above  stated, 
communicate  to  him  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  in  force  at  the  time  of  visitation, 
and  provided  further  that  this  resolution  shall  also  apply  to  encamp¬ 
ments  and  Rebekah  lodges. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  28.) 

No.  23.  Rep.  Hugo,  of  Minnesota,  under  instructions  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary: 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  held  June 
12-13,  1907,  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  subordinate  lodge 
Constitution  was  submitted: 
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Amend  Section  20,  Article  5,  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitution,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  “  Sec.  20.  Non-affiliated  Odd  Fellows,  who  have  been 
regularly  initiated  into  the  Order,  and  have  retained  membership 
therein  for  at  least  five  consecutive  years,  and  who  at  the  time  of  mak¬ 
ing  application  for  reinstatement,  or  for  membership,  shall  be  over 
fifty  years  of  age,  and  who  are  not  under  expulsion  for  cause,  may  be 
admitted  to  membership  as  beneficial  members  or  as  non-beneficial  mem¬ 
bers,  but  as  non-beneficial  members,  they  shall  not  receive  pecuniary 
benefits  during  sickness,  disability,  funeral  benefits  or  any  other 
purposes,  all  of  which  shall  be  distinctly  affirmed  at  the  time  of 
making  application  for  membership  as  non-beneficial  members.  Non- 
beneficial  members,  however,  shall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  attendance  at 
sessions  of  the  lodge,  hold  office,  and  participate  in  the  proceedings 
therein,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  as  much  fees  and  dues  as  if 
beneficial,  and  each  lodge,  shall  have  the  power  to  fix.  the  sum  for  en¬ 
trance,  and  annual  dues,  of  such  non-beneficial  members.” 

Th  report  being  under  consideration,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and 
carried  that  the  subject  matter  of  the  above  report  be  referred  to  the 
Grand  Representatives,  with  instructions  to  present  the  same  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  obtain  its  construction  thereon. 

(Not  answered.  See  Eeport  46.) 

No.  24.  Eep.  McClurg,  of  Mississippi,  moved  the  following, 
for  which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Sire  appoint  a  special  committee  of  seven 
to  re-draft  the  Constitution  of  this  Body.  Said  committee  is  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  eliminate  from  said  redraft  the  word  Grand,  so  that  the 
name  of  this  Order  shall  be  The  Sovereign  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  and  so  that  the  officers  shall  be  known  by  the 
title  of  Sovereign  Sire,  Sovereign  Secretary,  and  so  on  with  all;  said 
committee  to  report  at  the  next  annual  session. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  Eep.  Cockrum,  of  Indiana, 
moved  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  which 
was  adopted.

No.  25.  Eep.  Ivummer,  of  Iowa,  moved  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Body  proceed  to  the  election  of  General 
Commanding  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  election  therein  provided. 
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Rep.  Church,  of  Iowa,  nominated  for  General  Commanding, 
Major-General  Manley  A.  Raney,  of  Iowa,  to  succeed  himself  for 
another  term  of  four  years.  JST o  further  nominations  being  made,

him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certificate  and 
send  the  same,  at  once,  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the 
same;  and  upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  become  a  member  of  his 
new  lodge  or  encampment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission 
fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay 
the  expense  of  the  same.  The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall 
sever  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it;  provided, 
that  if  the  member  becomes  sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  within  four 
weeks  of  its  date  and  before  completing  his  membership  by  signing 
the  Constitution  of  his  new  lodge  or  encampment,  then  said  Transfer 
Certificate  shall  be  cancelled  and  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial 
standing  in  his  old  lodge  or  encampment  the  same  as  though  no  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  had  issued.  Provided,  further,  that  a  brother,  desiring  to 
receive  advantage  of  the  preceding  proviso,  must  pay  his  dues  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  date  of  his  Transfer  Certificate. 

The  provisions  hereof,  except  those  relating  to  benefits,  shall  apply 
to  Rebekah  lodges  the  same  as  to  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  on  page  761,  Journal  1904,  known  as 
the  “  New  Transfer  Law,”  and  the  amendments  thereto  on  pages  778 
and  784,  Journal  of  1906,  and  all  decisions  and  legislation  inconsistent 
herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Eaney,  of  Iowa,  offered  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant : 


St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Sept.  18,  1907. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Representatives:  The  General  Military  Council  P.  M.,  I.  0.  0.  F., 
has  concluded  its  deliberations  after  four  very  interesting  sessions,  cov¬ 
ering  two  days,  with  the  Department  Commanders,  or  their  duly  author¬ 
ized  representatives,  present  from  twenty-six  departments,  as  follows: 
Arkansas,  Alabama,  District  of  Columbia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  In¬ 
dian  Territory,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Masschusetts, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  New  Hampshire,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Ontario,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  South 
Dakota,  Virginia,  and  Washington. 

Resolutions  have  been  unanimously  passed  at  these  sessions  and  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  requested  to  enact  them  into  law  by  its  ap¬ 
proval,  as  follows: 

1.  To  eliminate  the  headings  of  the  different  sub-divisions  in  the  key 
to  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree  where  they 
conflict  with  the  ritual. 

2.  That  the  order  of  business  for  Cantonments  be  changed  so  that 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  Cantonment,  follow  immediately 
after  the  calling  of  the  roster,  instead  of  at  the  close  of  the  Cantonment. 

3.  That  the  proper  construction  of  the  existing  regulation  governing 
the  badge  on  the  fatigue  cap  of  a  chevalier  requires  that  said  badge 
be  placed  on  the  cap  above  the  band — between  the  band  and  the  top  of 
the  cap. 

4.  That  when  a  candidate,  who  shall  be  the  owner  of  a  jewel  of  the 
Decoration  of  Chivalry,  that  has  been  obtained  by  virtue  of  will  from 
the  original  owner,  deceased,  the  same  may  be  bestowed  in  lieu  of  one 
purchased  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  all  the  other  present  re¬ 
quirements  being  fulfilled  and  satisfactory  evidence  given  that  said 
jewel  has  been  thus  obtained. 

5.  That  the  matter  of  construction  of  regulations  governing  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  uniforms  and  equipment  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Miliary  Council  to  secure  uniformity  in  appearance  of  the  product 
of  the  several  regalia  houses  and  that  its  decision  shall  be  binding 
without  the  approval  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Department  Commander  to  de¬ 
clare  vacant  the  offices  of  such  general  and  field  officers  as  do  not  qualify 
within  60  days  from  the  date  of  their  notification  of  election. 

7.  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to  require  that  can¬ 
didates  for  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  must  purchase  a  jewel  or 
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deposit  the  money  to  buy  the  same,  and  the  papers  patent,  before  the 
degree  may  be  conferred. 

8.  That  no  recommendation  for  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
from  States  having  Department  Councils,  shall  be  considered  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  until  they  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Department  Council  of  that  State. 

9.  That  hereafter  the  report  of  the  General  Military  Council  be  taken 
up  and  considered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  paragraph  by  para¬ 
graph,  as  it  comes  from  the  Council,  without  reference  to  any  commit¬ 
tee,  the  report  being  treated  the  same  as  a  report  coming  from  a 
committee. 

The  reports  from  the  Department  Commanders  in  attendance  show 
the  army  to  be  in  a  most  prosperous  and  growing  condition.

enact  or  enforce  any  existing  by-laws  making  the  payment  of  benefits 
dependent  upon  its  control  of,  or  participation  in,  the  funeral  cere¬ 
monies;  provided  always,  that  said  brother  shall  not  have  renounced 
the  Order  during  his  lifetime.

Rep.  Hawkes,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  to  reconsider  Reports  Nos.

— Each  subordinate  encampment  is  hereby  allowed  to 
procure  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  rituals,  and  each  subordinate  lodge  not 
to  exceed  two  (2)  rituals,  for  the  use  of  said  subordinate  bodies.  All 
laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.”

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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
reports  from  29  Odd  Fellows’  Homes,  made  on  blanks  furnished  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  Toronto,  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  printed  as  a  part  of  his  report,  documents  relating  to  a  series 
of  questions  propounded  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  other  information  con¬ 
cerning  our  Homes,  beg  leave  to  report  that  from  all  this  mass  of  docu¬ 
mentary  evidence  and  to  give  the  widest  publicity  and  most  complete 
information  possible  to  a  subject  which  represents  Odd  Fellowship 
epitomized,  one  which  is  the  most  active  agent  in  transforming  ideal 
Odd  Fellowship  into  a  utilitarian  institution,  we  present:  first,  the 
names  of  the  55  Homes  in  being  or  in  process  of  borning  with  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  Grand  Officers  concerning  them,  wherever  given;  second,  a 
summary  of  interesting  data  concerning  the  29  Homes  which  reported 
on  the  blanks  sent  them;  third,  a  summary  of  the  answers  received  to 
the  questions  of  the  Grand  Sire,  and  fourth,  the  conclusions  and  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  committee,  believing  the  collection  of  this  imorma- 
tion  under  one  head  will  not  only  be  well  read  because  interesting,  but 
well  studied  by  those  earnestly  seeking  a  better  knowledge  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  than  the  desultory,  scattered  fragments  heretofore  at  their  service 
could  give. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  information  concerning  the  doings,  expe¬ 
rience  and  success  or  failure  of  the  Homes  will  be  of  great  value  to 
the  directors  and  superintendents  of  each  Home,  and  we  know  of  no 
better  method  of  disseminating  such  knowledge  than  through  the  pub¬ 
lications  of  this  Sovereign  Body,  making  it,  as  it  were,  an  Odd  Fellows’ 
Homes  clearing  house. 

ALABAMA. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“  The  work  has  actually  commenced  on  the  Home.  The  cost  of  the 
Home  will  be  $50,000.  We  have  120  acres  of  fine  land  and  the  property 
will  be  well  worth  $80,000  when  the  Home  is  completed.

This,  in  my  opinion,  will  double  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction  within  a  few  years.” 

And  the  testimony  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly: 

“  The  Home,  which  at  last  is  a  fact,  will  do  much  to  advance  the  work 
among  the  Rebekah  lodges,  and  it  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  hear  words 
of  praise  given  the  Rebekahs  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  connection 
with  the  Home  movement.” 

Since  the  above  was  received  we  have  been  informed  that  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  was  laid  on  September  7,  1907.

The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  reports  that: 

There  was  $590.05  turned  over  to  the  Home  fund  and  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Committee  in  looking 
for  a  site  to  build  the  Home.”

Odd  Fellows’  Home,  Thermalito. 

I.  O.  O.  F.  Orphans’  Home  of  California,  Gilroy. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  writes: 

“  Our  Orphans’  Home  is  happy  and  prosperous,  as  always.  Number 
of  inmates,  55.  Balance  in  treasury,  $9,568.45.” 

COLORADO. 

Colorado  has  taken  steps  looking  to  the  erection  of  a  State  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows’  Home,  the  plan  adopted  for  the  collection  of  the  necessary  fund 
being  the  levy  of  a  25-cent  per  capita  tax  each  year  to  be  set  aside  as 
a  Home  fund.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  passed  a  resolution  against  any 
action  in  the  way  of  purchase  of  land  or  erection  of  buildings  until  a 
fund  of  at  least  $50,000  shall  have  been  accumulated.  Already  the  fund 
amounts  to  almost  $35,000,  and  it  is  expected  active  steps  will  soon 
be  taken  toward  the  establishment  of  a  Home.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“I  think  the  special  work  which  is. being  done  in  this  Jurisdiction 
most  entitled  to  mention  is  the  work  of  raising  a  fund  to  establish  an 
Odd  Fellows’  Home.  We  now  have  in  pledges  and  cash  in  bank  some¬ 
thing  more  than  $10,000  for  this  purpose.  I  hope  in  the  not  distant 
future  that  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  will  become  a  reality  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia.”

“  The  interest  in  the  establishment  of  an  Orphans’  Home  has  grown 
to  such  proportions  that  we  find  that  nothing  short  of  the  full  realiza¬ 
tion  of  their  hopes  will  satisfy  them,  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near  future 
to  establish  this  Home,  not  that  Georgia  is  in  such  dire  heed  of  such  a 
Home,  but  that  we  want  to  keep  pace  with  the  other  States;  we  do  not 
want  to  be  less  generous  than  they  to  our  helpless  and  needy.” 

And  who  can  doubt  for  a  moment  that  under  such  auspices  the  Home 
is  not  an  assured  fact.

The  Grand  Secretary  writes: 

“  We  have  no  Odd  Fellows’  or  Orphans’  Home  in  this  -Jurisdiction, 
but  are  contributing  from  the  Home  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  toward 
the  care  and  support  of  several  indigent  Odd  Fellows,  one  family  of  a 
deceased  Odd  Fellow,  and  one  orphan.  The  Home  fund  is  safely  in¬ 
vested  at  present,  and  we  expect,  before  many  years,  to  be  able  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  Home  that  will  be  a  credit  to  our  Order  and  to  the 
State.” 

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  states  that: 

“  Our  members  are  greatly  interested  in  the  *  Home  fund  ’  and  just  as 
soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  has  been  raised  to  warrant  success  the  move¬ 
ment  will  materialize.” 


ILLINOIS. 

Odd  Fellows’  Orphan  Home,  Lincoln. 

“  This  Jurisdiction  maintains  an  Orphans’  Home  at  Lincoln,  Ill.,  dedi¬ 
cated  August  19,  1892,  controlled  by  a  directory  of  five  members  with 
Dr.  J.  A.  Lucas,  P.  G.  M.,  and  wife  as  superintendent  and  assistant. 
The  Home  has  sheltered  404  orphan  children  since  its  doors  were  opened 
and  there  are  now  128  members.  The  Home  consists  of  a  central  build¬ 
ing  at  which  the  boys  are  cared  for,  two  cottages  for  girls  and  a  school 
building  and  chapel,  estimated  to  be  worth  approximately  $150,000.90.” 

Old  Folks’  Home,  Mattoon. 

“  We  have  also  an  Old  Folks’  Home  located  at  Mattoon,  Ill.,  which 
was  opened  April  1,  1899,  controlled  by  five  trustees  with  Bro.  Chas.  E. 
Wyman  and  wife  as  superintendent  and  assistant.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  aged  and  indigent  members  of  the  Order  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted,  with  a  present  membership  of  65. 

“  Both  homes  are  maintained  by  appropriations  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  annual  sessions,  which  expense,  as  well  as  all  other  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  are  met  by  a  per  capita  tax  of  90  cents 
annually.  The  expenses  of  the  Orphans’  Home  for  the  past  year  were 
$22,625.08,  and  for  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  $17,860.13.”

I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  of  Indiana,  Greensburg. 

INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

The  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  Checotah. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“  We  have  also  completed  the  addition  to  our  Home  at  an  expense  of 
about  $20,000.00. 

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  assures  us  that: 

“  The  Rebekahs  are  helping  in  a  very  substantial  way  to  furnish  the 
annex  just  completed  to  our  Home.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  Home 
and  appreciate  the  work  given  us  to  do  and  as  true  Rebekahs  are  dis¬ 
charging  the  duties  faithfully.”

“  This  year  has  been  a  red  letter  one  for  the  Odd  Fellows  and  the 
Rebekahs  in  Iowa,  as  the  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home  at  Mason 
City  was  dedicated  May  28,  with  imposing  ceremony.  The  Rebekahs 
furnished  this  Home  throughout,  and  paid  for  the  laundry  and  lighting 
plants,  and  yet  have  a  splendid  fund  on  hand.  Our  new  Home  is  said 
by  State  inspectors  to  be  one  of  the  best  if  not  the  best  of  its  kind  in 
the  State.” 


KANSAS. 

Rebekah  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  Manhattan. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  writes: 

“  Our  Home  is  the  delight  alike  of  every  Odd  Fellow  and  Rebekah  in 
the  Jurisdiction.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  with  the  exception  of 
a  ten-cent  tax,  levied  upon  the  Rebekah  membership  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Assembly,  our  Home  has  been  established  and  is  being  main¬ 
tained  by  free-will  offerings  from  lodges  and  individual  members,  and 
the  work  in  Kansas  has  indeed  been  a  labor  of  love,  the  result  of  a  lofty 
and  noble  impulse  inspired  by  the  teachings  of  our  Order.” 

KENTUCKY. 

Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  of  Kentucky,  Lexington. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“  Since  the  institution  of  our  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  in  this 
State  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  taxes  on  all  of  the  property  owned 
by  the  Home.  Our  Supreme  Court  decided  in  1901  that  it  was  taxable. 
I  was  confident  that  the  decision  was  wrong,  and  have  waited  for 
another  opportunity  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
Last  March  the  opportunity  came  when  the  auditor’s  agent  sued  us  for 
back  taxes.  We  carried  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  they  re¬ 
versed  their  own  decision  of  1901,  and  held  that  all  of  our  property  held 
and  used  for  the  Home  was  not  subject  to  taxation.  This  is  one  of  the 
best  legal  victories  I  have  ever  wron  in  my  practice  of  law,  and  is  a  great 
thing  for  the  Order  in  this  State.  It  means  the  saving  of  more  than 
$600  a  year  for  our  Home.” 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Secretary  writes: 

“  We  are  also  building  a  Home  for  Odd  Fellows  at  Crowley  of  this 
State,  which  we  are  in  hopes  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  occupa¬ 
tion  before  fall.  In  fact,  it  would  have  been  completed  at  a  much  earlier 
date,  but  for  the  excessive  bad  weather  we  have  had  here,  all  of  which 
in  our  opinion,  augurs  well  for  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  State,  aed  we 
can  truly  say  that  it  *  flourisheth  like  a  green  bay  tree.’  ” 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  writes: 

“  The  Odd  Fellows’  Home  of  Louisiana  was  located  at  Crowley  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  session  of  March,  1906.  On  January  10,  1907,  work  was 
commenced,  and  on  March  6  the  cornerstone  of  the  building  was  laid. 
The  building  will  be  completed  and  dedicated  before  the  next  Grand 
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Lodge  session.  The  Home  building  is  a  three-story  brick  structure,  of 
T  shape,  and  stands  on  a  40-acre  tract  of  land  half  a  mile  north  of  the 
city  limits  of  Crowley.  The  building  will  cost  about  $20,000.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  to  care  for  indigent  Odd  Fellows,  their  widows  and  orphans.  It 
is  governed  by  a  board  of  nine  directors — six  elected  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  two  by  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  with  the  Grand  Master  as  ex- 
officio  chairman.  A  per  capita  tax  of  50  cents  has  been  levied  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  two  years  past  to  secure  funds  for  erecting  the  build¬ 
ing,  the  balance  being  raised  by  subscriptions  among  the  various  lodges.” 

MAINE. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  informs  us  that: 

“  The  Odd  Fellows’  Orphans’  Home  movement  is  meeting  with  uni¬ 
versal  approval,  and  some  progress  is  made  each  year.  On  the  whole, 
we  feel  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Maine  will  accomplish  the 
work.” 


MANITOBA.

The  Grand  Secretary  writes: 

“  We  have  nearly  $10,000.00  in  our  Home  fund  and  are  adding  some.”

We  have  not 
only  a  well-equipped  and  thoroughly  up-to-date  hospital,  in  which  we 
can,  if  necessary,  place  our  old  members  and  children,  when  they  need 
hospital  care,  but  we  have  given  the  little  city  in  which  our  Home  is 
located  a  modern  hospital  with  no  expense  whatever  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  and  county  in  which  it  is  located.”

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Building  Committee.  V  ork  on  this  Home  will  be  commenced  within 
the  next  year.”

In  addition, 
we  have  also  added  a  $10,000  laundry  plant,  and  equipped  it  with  the 
latest  improved  machinery.

During  the  coming  year  the  Rebekahs 
of  Ohio  expect  to  equip  a  bakery  at  our  Home.” 

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  corroborates  his  state¬ 
ments  by  saying: 

“  Interest  in  our  Home  work  does  not  abate,  but  continues  to  grow 
as  the  Order  advances.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Rebekahs  this  year  to  equip 
the  bakery,  and  all  are  working  with  willing  hands,  with  every  prospect 
of  being  successful.” 
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OKLAHOMA. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“  We  have  erected  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at  a  cost  of  $39,510.63,  and 
dedicated  the  same  upon  April  26,  1907,  free  from  debt,  which  causes 
us  to  feel  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  now  have  a  Home  for  the  orphan 
children  and  the  aged  Odd  Fellows,  and  have  paid  for  same  without 
working  any  great  hardship  upon  the  young  lodges;  and  can  maintain 
it.  I  think,  without  placing  any  great  strain  upon  the  Order  in  the 
Jurisdiction.” 

The  Grand  Secretary  states  that: 

“  Since  compiling  my  annual  report  for  last  year  we  have  dedicated 
our  new  Home,  which  at  a  fair  valuation  has  cost  this  Jurisdiction  the 
sum  of  $25,441.87,  and  it  is  all  paid  for  to  the  last  cent.  We  have  four¬ 
teen  orphans  now  receiving  its  fostering  care  with  a  number  more  that 
have  been  elected  for  admission.  The  Home  was  furnished  complete 
by  the  Rebekahs,  who  have  donated  towards  the  erection  and  furnishing 
of  the  Home  the  sum  of  $9,170.96.  If  the  Baby  Jurisdiction  has  accom 
plished  all  this  during  its  childhood,  what  may  we  reasonably  expect 
from  the  child  when  it  attains  mature  age?” 

And  the  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  says: 

“  Our  beautiful  Odd  Fellows’  Home  was  dedicated  April  26,  free  from 
debt,  at  a  cost  of  about  $22,000.  The  furnishing  of  the  Home  was  done 
entirely  by  our  branch  of  the  Order,  and  we  have  several  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  in  the  building  itself.  The  majority  of  our  lodges,  in  response  to 
an  appeal  from  the  Home  Committee  and  the  Assembly  officers  issued 
last  September,  have  given  one  dollar  per  sister  to  the  furnishing 
fund,  but,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  among  the  few  that  have  not  given  are 
some  of  our  larger  ones.  However,  nearly  all  have  given  something, 
the  donations  are  still  coming  in  and  the  heart  of  every  dear  loyal  Re¬ 
bekah  swells  with  pride  in  our  Home  and  its  inmates.”

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Home.  This  money  is  now  out  at  interest,  the  interest  yearly  accruing 
being  added  to  the  principal,  as  is  also  the  proceeds  of  an  annual  outing 
participated  in  by  the  entire  Jurisdiction.”

VIRGINIA. 

The  Odd  Fellows’  Home  of  Virginia,  Lynchburg. 

The  Grand  Master  writes: 

“  We  have  an  excellent  Odd  Fellows’  Home  in  Virginia,  both  for  or¬ 
phan  children  and  for  old  and  indigent  members  of  the  Order,  their 
wives  and  widows.  This  Home  has  been  so  well  managed  that  in  the 
brief  period  of  four  years  we  have  received  at  it  more  than  60  orphans, 
and  we  have  applications  pending  for  others.  The  Home  for  old  people 
is  just  completed;  at  tfiis  time  the  first  resident  has  been  received.  This 
Home  has  been  the  greatest  advertisement  the  Order  has  ever  had  and 
the  fact  that  the  Odd  Fellows  have  this  Home  has  brought  thousands 
of  good  men  to  our  ranks  that,  probably,  would  not  now  be  members 
of  the  Order.  As  the  Home  increases  in  usefulness  so,  I  expect,  the 
Order  in  Virginia  will  increase.” 

And  the  Grand  Secretary  comments: 

“  Very  small  amounts  are  reported  as  expended  in  the  ‘  relief  and 
education  of  orphans,’  as  our  excellent  system  of  free  schools  and  our 
splendid  Orphans’  Home  at  Lynchburg  leave  but  little  to  be  done  along 
these  lines  by  the  lodges.” 


WASHINGTON. 

Odd  Fellows’  Home,  Walla  Walla. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  writes: 

“  The  trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  have  purchased  a  very 
beautiful  plat  of  ground  in  the  cemetery  at  Walla  Walla,  in  the  center 
of  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  monument.  It  is  our  desire  to  have 
the  monument  finished  and  ready  to  be  unveiled  at  the  next  session  of 
our  Grand  Lodge  and  Assembly,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Walla  Walla  in 
1908.” 


WEST  VIRGINIA. 

Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home. 

The  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  held  at  Charles¬ 
town  in  November,  1906,  adopted  plans  and  specifications  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  $60,000  building  on  its  farm  of  100  acres,  located  at  the  city 
of  Elkins,  and  instructed  its  cbmmittee  to  contract  for  the  construction 
of  such  building.  However,  because  of  a  defect  in  the  statutes  of  West 
Virginia,  concerning  such  institutions,  the  committee  did  not  deem  it 
v/ise  to  begin  the  construction  of  the  Home  until  proper  legislative  ac¬ 
tion  could  be  procured.  The  last  session  of  the  West  Virginia  legisla¬ 
ture  enacted  the  laws  required,  and  the  committee  has  now  advertised 
for  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  building.  We  have  a  farm  of  100 
acres  located'  at  the  city  of  Elkins  in  Randolph  county,  which  is  worth 
more  than  $10,000,  and  have  a  fund  of  about  $60,000  to  pay  for  build¬ 
ings.  Our  fund  is  made  up  by  an  assessment  of  one  dollar  on  each

member  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  as  we  have  about  20,000  members, 
there  is  at  least  $20,000  annually  added  to  this  fund.  The  Rebekahs  are 
also  doing  effective  work  towards  raising  funds  for  this  purpose.” 


WISCONSIN. 

Odd  Fellows’  Home  Association,  Green  Bay. 

“  Since  the  last  report  of  the  Home  we  have  added  an  addition  at  a 
cost  of  $15,000,  all  paid  for.  We  have  also  purchased  a  strip  of  about 
two  acres  of  ground  which  is  also  paid  for,  leaving  a  good  surplus  in 
the  treasury.” 

Second ,  as  already  stated,  but  29  Homes  (out  of  41  on  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary’s  list,  and  the  55  we  have  named)  have  reported,  so  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  summary  is  made  from  those  29  reports  only. 

The  average  number  of  residents  during  the  year,  in  terms  of  a  full 
year’s  residence  (thus  two  persons  each  remaining  six  months  would 
be  counted  as  one  resident  for  the  year),  is  1819. 

Of  that  number  574  were  old  men,  191  old  women,  598  boys  and  456 
girls. 

To  maintain  our  family  money  was  contributed  from  several  sources. 
First,  a  per  capita  tax  on  members  of  subordinate  lodges,  ranging  from 
$1  in  Oregon  and  South  Carolina,  to  15  cents;  from  40  cents  to  60  cents 
being  the  most  general  figure;  from  this  tax  was  raised  $280,488.75. 

From  donations,  products  of  farm,  interest,  etc.,  the  sum  of  $112,522.85 
was  added  to  the  above  income,  while  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order 
contributed  $48,613.11,  making  a  total  of  $441,624.35. 

To  pay  for  the  labor  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  29  Homes 
there  was  paid  as  wages  $91,417.92. 

Cost  of  maintenance,  which  in  most  cases  (as  will  be  explained  later), 
does  not  include  the  cost  of  the  farm  products  consumed  at  the  Home, 
was  $241,287.60. 

Paid  out  for  permanent  improvements,  $139,141.87. 

Paid  for  repairs  $14,727.66,  a  total  expenditure  of  $395,157.13. 

We  find  that  very  little  remunerative  work  is  obtained  from  the  resi¬ 
dents.  The  old  are  past  their  -usefulness  and  the  young  go  to  school, 
but  attempts  have  been  made  in  a  couple  of  instances  to  introduce  some 
regular  manual  work,  such  as  printing,  plumbing,  shoe  work  and  broom 
making,  but  all  the  children  receive  instructions  in  household  duties — 
farm  and  gardening  work  for  boys,  and  the  girls  in  housekeeping,  sew¬ 
ing,  mending,  music,  while  at  one  Home  they  contemplate  regular 
courses  in  domestic  science  and  manual  training. 

In  addition  to  this  portion  of  their  every-day  life,  the  children  arfe 
given  the  benefit  of  the  best  system  of  education  available  up  to  and 
including  going  to  college,  some  of  the  Homes  maintaining  their  own 
staff  of  teachers,  but  the  majority  send  their  cares  to  the  public  schools. 

While  most  of  the  Homes  charge  no  fees  for  maintenance,  others  do, 
ranging  from  $1.25  per  week  to  $2.50,  for  which,  in  most  cases,  clothes, 
tobacco,  medicine  and  services  of  physician  are  included. 

The  value  of  the  products  of  the  farm,  dairy  or  garden,  where  any 
account  of  their  value  has  been  made,  is  $33,717.49. 

Of  that  produce  $7322.39  has  been  sold,  and  the  balance  used  at  the 
Home,  but  one-third  of  the  Homes  make  no  return  of  the  value  of  their 
products. 

All  are  insured,  and  many  are  provided  with  fire  escapes,  but  not'  all. 
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In  most  cases  the  lodge  makes  application  for  a  deserving  person  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  or  Trustees,  who  determine  as  to  admission,  and 
the  lodge  is  responsible  to  the  Board  for  all  fees,  etc.,  which  such  ad¬ 
mission  entails. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  modern,  up-to-date  hospital  care 
is  taken  of  the  sick;  some  have  infirmaries,  others  sick  wards,  and  in 
the  case  of  Minnesota,  a  separate  hospital  building,  with  operating  room 
and  21  rooms.  They  receive  outsiders  where  the  room  is  not  required 
for  the  residents,  and  it  has  been  a  paying  institution  from  the  start. 

The  general  opinion  is  that  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  lands  is  a  pay¬ 
ing  idea,  although  general  knowledge  of  the  value  of  farm  products  is 
not  obtainable.

Third — Thirty-six  institutions  answered  the  supplementary  questions, 
and  from  those  answers  we  find  that  those  3G  Homes  are  valued  at 
$2,267,521,  with  an  indebtedness  of  $68,200,  and  an  endowment  fund  of 
$161,632.  While  there  is  an  indebtedness  of  3  per  cent  there  is  a  sur¬ 
plus  of  7  per  cent. 

The  average  cost  of  maintaining  a  resident  in  the  Homes  for  a  year, 
which  includes  everything  but  the  money  paid  for  permanent  improve¬ 
ments  and  interest,  is  $162.21. 
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Fourth — Your  committee,  while  congratulating  the  Order  on  the 
above  splendid  showing,  deplore  the  lack  of  energy,  to  say  the  least, 
which  prevents  the  reception  of  reports  from  all  the  Homes,  and  we  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  it  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  lack  of  sys¬ 
tem  in  keeping  the  accounts  in  such  a  shape  as  to  allow  the  reports  to 
be  made  from  the  books,  and  judging  by  some  of  the  answers  received, 
an  educational  system  among  those  attempting  to  make  the  reports 
would  be  beneficial.  We,  however,  recommend  the  issuance  of  the 
report  blanks  next  year,  and  for  greater  clearness  as  to  meaning  and  to 
obtain  fuller  information  there  be  added,  in  their  appropriate  places, 
an  inquiry,  to  be  numbered,  which  will  give  the  value  of  the  property 
and  amount  of  indebtedness;  also,  in  present  number  3,  leave  a  blank 
space  after  the  words  “  of  the  subordinate  lodges  ”  so  that  the  per  capita 
tax  may  be  inserted.  That  another  inquiry,  also  numbered,  be  made, 
which  will  give  cost  of  maintaining  a  resident  a  year,  distinctly  stating 
that  everything  must  be  charged  to  such  maintenance  except  the  money 
paid  for  permanent  improvements  and  interest,  if  any. 

We  recommend  that  all  Homes  more  than  two  stories  high  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  suitable  fire-escapes;  that  full  and  complete  cost  sheets  be 
kept  of  all  products  of  the  Home  belongings,  and  the  value  of  all  such 
products  used  in  the  Home  be  charged  to  maintenance. 

We  further  recommend  that  each  Home  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Lodge,  and  that  it  be  sent  to  the  prac¬ 
tical  person  in  direct  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Home. 

We  recommend  that  question  No.  9  be  changed  so  as  to  read,  “  Amount  * 
of  money  spent  for  actual  maintenance  of  residents,  to  include  all  items 
of  whatever  kind,  except  money  spent  for  permanent  improvements  and 
for  interest.” 

We  desire  to  call  attention  again  to  the  fact  that  this  report  does  not 
cover  all  the  Homes,. so  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  of  the 
discrepancies  between  those  figures  of  1819  persons  maintained  in  the 
Homes,  and  those  of  the  Grand  Secretary  which  are  2379,  nor  as  to 
valuation  of  the  property. 

We  especially  call  attention  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  given  under  the 
head  of  the  Home  of  that  State  in  this  report,  in  which  the  subject  of 
taxation  is  interestingly  discussed.

Resolved,  That  all  the  profit  of  all  sales  of  Patriarchs  Militant  sup¬ 
plies  be  set  apart,  appropriated  and  paid  over  to  the  General  Command¬ 
ing  in  full  of  salary  and  expense  to  him,  and  that  such  profit  be  so  paid 
in  monthly  installments  as  the  same  shall  accrue. 

(Amended  and  adopted.  See  Report  128.) 

No.  49.  Rep.  Huffaker,  of  Nevada,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 
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Whereas,  The  organization  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
has  attained  a  position  in  the  affairs  of  men,  whence  in  all  the  essentials 
of  our  progressive  civilization  it  exerts  a  potent  influence  for  good;  and 
Whereas,  It  is  most  desirable  that  it  maintain  such  vantage  and  to 
the  end  provide  for  possible  exigencies  and  contingencies,  one  of  which 
is  that  of  a  brother  dying  in  and  being  buried  by  Odd  Fellows  of  a  Juris¬ 
diction  other  than  that  to  which  such  deceased  brother  belonged,  and 
Whereas,  In  such  case  the  deceased  should  have  a  decent  burial; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  when  a  member  of  the  Order,  in  good  standing  in  his 
subordinate  lodge,  shall  die  in  and  be  buried  by  the  Odd  Fellows  of  a 
Jurisdiction  other  than  that  of  which  the  deceased  brother  was  a  mem¬ 
ber,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Odd  Fellows  to  give  the  deceased  a  re¬ 
spectable  and  decent  burial,  and  the  actual  cost  of  such  burial  shall  be 
repaid  by  the  subordinate  lodge  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  member  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  anything  in  the  laws  of  such  subordinate  or  its 
Jurisdiction  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Eeport  103.) 


No.  50.  Eep.  Thomas,  of  Utah,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 


Resolved,  That  all  laws  providing  for  penalty  to  be  imposed  upon  a 
subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge,  for  violating  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  law  prohibiting  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  or  Re¬ 
bekah  lodges  from  admitting  persons  as  members  not  residing  within 
their  territorial  Jurisdiction,  without  having  secured  proper  permission 
as  provided  by  law,  be,  and  are,  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  following 
be,  and  is,  hereby  enacted  as  the  penalty  to  be  imposed  for  such  violation 
of  law; 

“  Any  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge  violating  the 
provisions  of  the  law  prohibiting  subordinate  lodges,  encampments  or 
Rebekah  lodges  from  admitting  persons  as  members  not  residing  within 
their  territorial  Jurisdiction  shall  upon  conviction  for  such  offense  be 
required  to  immediately  remit  to  the  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  or 
Rebekah  lodge  having  such  territorial  Jurisdiction  the  initiation  and 
degree  fees  received  from  the  member  so  admitted  to  membership,  and 
also  the  annual  dues  received  from  such  member  for  a  period  of  three 
years  after  his  admission.  Provided,  however,  that  this  resolution  shall 
not  affect  the  legislation  now  in  effect,  or  any  decisions  in  respect  of, 
and  in  relation  to,  members  being  admitted  by  cards  under  facts  here¬ 
tofore  recited. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Eeport  99.) 


No.  51.  Eep.  Kuykendall,  of  Wyoming,  moved  tlie  following, 
for  which  he  asked  immediate  consideration: 
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Resolved,  That  no  new  business  requiring  reference  to  committees 
shall  be  introduced  after  this  day’s  session,  except  by  unanimous 
consent. 

The  question  being  upon  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 


No.  52.  Bro.  Campbell,  P.  G.  Sire,  moved  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  Bro.  John  C.  Underwood,  P.  G.  Sire,  is  requested  and 
authorized  to  arrange  with  the  railroads  for  transportation  to  the  next 
session,  and  that  he  be  appointed  a  committee  of  one  for  that  purpose. 

The  question  being  upon  the  resolution,  it  was  not  adopted. 


No.  53.  Pep.  Raney,  of  Iowa,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Commanding  be  instructed  to  arrange  for 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  suitable  and  appropriate  badges,  some¬ 
thing  of  the  pattern  and  styles  suggested  on  the  title  page  and  elsewhere 
in  the  “  P.  M.  Regulations  and  Army  Register,”  as  follows:  For  a 

Major  General,  also  similar  badges,  but  for  members  of  a  Major  Gen¬ 
eral’s  staff.  For  a  Brigadier  General,  also  staff,  and  for  members  of 
the  General  staff.  The  manufacture-  of  same  to  be  arranged  for  when 
orders  for  same  shall  be  received.  Also  to  arrange  to  supply,  on  orders, 
a  first,  second  and  third  prize  badge  for  competition  drill,  and  such 
other  badges  of  like  nature  for  which  demand  is  had,  to  the  end  that 
uniformity  may  be  secured  in  such  badges. 

(Adopted.  See  Report  87.) 


Rep.  Corrick,  of  Nebraska,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI,  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  reading  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America 
in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  number  “  twenty-one  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
“  eighteen,”  so  that  the  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
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Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  he  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,’  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in 
which  the  Order  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  established,  and  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left 
to  local  legislation.” 

Signed  by  Grand  Representatives  from  four  Grand  Bodies. 

On  motion,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  resolved  itself  into 
secret  session. 


After  some  time  spent  in  secret  session,  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  receded  therefrom  and  resumed  the  regular  order  of  busi¬ 
ness. 


Bro.  Underwood,  Past  Grand  Sire,  laid  on  the  table  the  follow¬ 
ing  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution : 

Whereas,  Many  foreign  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  are  practically  sovereign  in  themselves,  managing  their 
own  affairs  and  are  recognized  as  quasi-independent  by  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  their  chief  officers  are  designated  as  Grand  Sires, 
therefore,  it  is  fitting  and  expedient  that  the  name  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  titles  of  its  officers  be  slightly  altered  so  as  to 
make  them  distinctive  and  supreme,  and  thereby  prevent  any  conflict 
because  of  similarity  with  those  of  such  Grand  Subordinates. 

The  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  reads: 


ARTICLE  I. 

“  Section  1.  Title — This  lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style, 
and  title  of  ‘  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.’  ” 

Resolved ,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  I,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  “Grand”  between  the  words  “Sovereign”  and  “Lodge” 
of  the  title,  so  that  the  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Section  1.  Title. — This  lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style,  and 
title  of  '  The  Sovereign  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.'  ” 


ARTICLE  II. 

“  Section  1. — Who  are  members  of  S.  G.  L.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to  wit:  A  Grand  Sire,  Deputy 
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Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand 
Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  and  Grand  Representatives 
from  the  several  States,  Districts,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters 
granted  hy  this  Grand  Lodge.” 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  II,  be  amended  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  word  “  Grand  ”  before  and  inserting  after  the  word  Sire  of 
titles  of  the  first  two  officers  named  the  words,  “  of  the  Sovereign 
Lodge  and  by  striking  out  the  word  “  Grand,”  and  inserting  the  word 
“  Sovereign,”  as  a  prefix  to  the  titles  of  the  third  and  fourth  officers 
named  in  said  section  and  article;  so  that  the  said  section,  when  so 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1. — Who  are  members  of  Sovereign  Lodge.  This  Sovereign 
Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to  wit:  ‘A  Grand 
Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge, 
Sovereign  Secretary,  Sovereign  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Mar¬ 
shal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  and  Grand  Representatives 
from  the  several  States,  Districts  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted 
by  this  Sovereign  Lodge.’  ” 


ARTICLE  III. 

“  Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  bien¬ 
nially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication.” 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  III,  be  amended  by  addi¬ 
tion  by  inserting  after  the  titles  of  the  two  first  offices  named,  respec¬ 
tively,  the  words  “  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  Grand  ”  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  and  inserting 
instead  the  word  Sovereign  as  a  prefix  to  qualify  those  titles;  so  that 
the  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign 
Lodge,  Sovereign  Secretary  and  Sovereign  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  biennially,  at  the 
said  communication  of  this  Sovereign  Lodge  in  September,  and  shall 
be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of  said  stated 
communication.” 

Signed  by  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  six  Past 
Grand  Sires,  and  Grand  Representatives  from 
ten  Grand  Bodies. 


Report  51.  By  Rep.  Stanger,  of  New  Jersey,  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem?  which  on  motion  of  Rep.  Kuy¬ 
kendall,  of  Wyoming,  was  considered  and  adopted: 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Felloivs: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem,  herewith  submit  the 
tabulated  statement  of  the  mileage  and  per  diem  allowed  to  each  Grand 
Officer,  Grand  Representative,  and  Past  Grand  Sire,  according  to  the 
resolution  adopted  at  this  session,  and  submit  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  mileage  and  per  diem  in  the  accompanying  table 
credited  to  each  Grand  Officer,  Grand  Representative,  and  Past  Grand 
Sire  is  hereby  ordered  to  be  paid.

Report  53.  By  Rep.  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  inquiry 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  as  follows: 

The  following  is  a  correct  excerpt  from  the  records  'of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction  with  regard  to  the  decision  of  Grand  Master 
E.  W.  Bradford: 

January  16,  1907. 

“  November  28,  1906,  Columbia  Lodge  No.  10. 

“  Statement.  Bro.  Samuel  M.  White,  a  member  of  Columbia  Lodge, 
is  a  patient  in  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  He  has  no 
property.  The  hospital  cannot  accept  any  pay  for  his  treatment.  Bro. 
White  has  a  wife,  but  no  children. 

“Question:  Can  Columbia  Lodge,  under  the  law,  pay  Bro.  White’s 
sick  benefits  to  his  wife,  or  must  they  be  used  exclusively  for  his  needs, 
if  any? 

“  Decision:  I  find  no  case  in  the  Digest  or  the  decisions  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  exactly  in  line  with  this.  My  conclusion  is  reached, 
therefore,  after  a  due  consideration  of  the  law  in  the  light  of  the  deci¬ 
sions  in  the  most  nearly  analogous  cases  I  can  find.  The  brother,  being 
in  beneficial  standing  at  the  time  he  became  insane,  is  as  clearly  en¬ 
titled  to  sick  benefits  as  if  disabled  from  any  other  cause.  Our  laws 
contemplate  that  such  benefits  shall  be  used  for  the  relief  of  the  mem¬ 
ber.  I  believe  that  a  just  interpretation  of  the  law  will  hold  that  such 
benefits  disbursed  for  the  relief  of  a  dependent  wife  or  minor  child  is 
used  for  the  relief  of  the  member,  for  their  care  depends  upon  him.  I 
believe,  however,  that  such  'benefits  should  be  disbursed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  lodge  itself,  through  its  Relief  Committee,  or  a  com¬ 
mittee  duly  constituted  for  the  purpose,  because  the  brother  is  ‘  on  the 
lodge  ’  or  under  its  care,  and  the  lodge  itself  is  responsible  for  such  care. 

“  In  my  judgment,  therefore,  Columbia  Lodge  should  pay  the  sick 
benefits  allowed  by  its  by-laws  to  Bro.  Samuel  M.  White  through  a 
regularly  constituted  committee,  first,  for  the  relief  of  the  personal  need 
of  the  brother  himself,  if  any;  second,  for  relief  of  the  needs  of  his 
dependent  wife,  if  any,  and  that  any  benefits  belonging  to  him  not  thus 
expended  should  be  held  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  accounted  for  to  him 
in  the  event  of  his  future  recovery,  and  I  decide  accordingly.  (See  Sec¬ 
tions  64  and  65,  Busbee’s  Digest.)” 
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The  Committee  on  Supervision,  under  date  of  January  16,  1907. 
stated: 

“  13.  In  regard  to  Decision  No.  7,  it  being  a  question  of  much  im¬ 
portance  to  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  we  have  to  recommend  that 
it  be  referred  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  consideration  and 
decision.

“Representative  Burroughs  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The 
report  was  unanimously  adopted.” 

Beg  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  reviewed  the  decisions  of  this 
Grand  Body  on  the  points  of  law  therein  involved  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  answer,  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  question  is  substantially  in 
harmony  wih  said  decision,  and  w.e,  therefore,  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  answer  given  by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  question,  propounded  in  De¬ 
cision  No.  7,  at  the  session  of  said  Grand  Lodge  in  January,  1907,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  approved. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 


Eeport  54.  By  Hep.  Hoskins,  of  Ohio,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Henry  A.  Hamilton,  Past  Grand,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri,  have  carefully  considered  the  subject  matter  and  report  as 
follows: 

The  question  involved  is  a  construction  of  Section  1,  Article  V,  of 
the  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges  of  Missouri,  which  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “The  qualifications  for  degrees  shall  be  membership  in  the 

Order  free  from  charges,  and  in  good  standing  for  the  following  terms, 
viz.:  For  the  first  degree,  two  weeks;  for  the  second  degree,  four  weeks, 
and  for  the  third  degree,  six  weeks;  and  the  brother  shall  be  proficient 
in  the  highest  degree  he  shall  have  attained,  i.  e.,  in  the  possession  of 
the  obligation  and  unwritten  work  thereof,  so  as  to  give  an  intelligent 
explanation  of  its  uses,  and  as  near  as  may  be  in  the  language  of  said 
degree. 

“  The  Noble  Grand  shall  appoint  a  qualified  member  to  instruct  said 
brother.  The  examination  shall  be  in  open  lodge  in  the  degree  in  which 
the  brother  is  a  member,  after  which  the  brother  shall  retire  to  the 
ante-room. 

“  The  lodge  shall  reopen  in  the  third  degree  and  shall  determine  by  a 
majority  vote  as  to  his  proficiency.  If  favorable,  the  degree  shall  be 
conferred;  if  unfavorable,  it  shall  not  be  conferred  until  upon  further 
examination  he  shall  be  declared  proficient;  provided,  however,  the 
lodge,  by  a  majority  vote,  may  grant  the  degrees  in  less  time  and  with¬ 
out  examination,  if  the  applicant  is  about  to  visit  or  reside  in  another 
State,  or  to  qualify  him  for  office;  and  any  member  of  a  new  lodge  may 
at  any  time  during  the  first  term  thereof,  receive  any  or  all  the  degrees. 
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without  reference  to  his  being  a  member  the  requisite  time  and  with¬ 
out  dispensation.” 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  held  May  21,  1907,  said 
section  of  said  Constitution  being  the  law  of  that  Jurisdiction  at  that 
time,  the  Grand  Master  of  said  Jurisdiction  rendered  the  following 
decision: 

“71.  Question:  A  brother  took  the  initiatory  degree,  and  waited 
three  months  before  applying  for  the  first  degree.  May  he  now  receive 
all  the  remaining  degrees  without  waiting  two  weeks  between  each? 

“Answer:  No.  The  two  weeks  must  intervene  between  each  degree.” 

This  decision  was  duly  considered  by  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  said 
Grand  Lodge,  and  reported  as  follows: 


“  To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri: 

“  Your  Judiciary  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  decisions  of 
the  Grand  Master,  respectfully  report  that  Decision  No.  71  be  amended 
so  that  the  answer  shall  read  as  follows: 

“Answer:  Yes.  Qualifications  for  degrees  are  set  forth  in  Section 
1,  Article  V,  Constitution  of  Subordinate  Lodges.” 

A  motion  to  adopt  said  report  was  lost,  and  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master  approved. 

Your  Committee  further  reports  that  membership  in  the  Order  com¬ 
mences  with  initiation,  and  the  qualification  for  degrees  by  virtue  of 
the  above  section  dates  from  the  time  of  initiation. 

Qualification  for  the  first  degree  is  membership  for  two  weeks;  for 
second  degree  four  weeks,  and  third  degree  six  weeks. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  has  not  seen  fit  to  fix  a  period  between 
the  degrees  itself,  but  has  made  the  length  of  membership  date  from 
initiation,  and  no  one  has  the  right  to  alter  or  change  the  qualifications 
for  degrees,  except  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  by  appropriate  legisla¬ 
tion  not  in  conflict  with  the  General  Laws  of  our  Order. 

We,  therefore,  find  that  the  answer  to  said  question  given  by  the  Ju¬ 
diciary  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  was  the  correct  one, 
and  the  answer  should  be  “  yes.” 

We,  therefore,  offer  for  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Henry  A.  Hamilton,  Past  Grand,  from 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  said  matter  be  sustained, 
and  that  the  action  of  the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  in  sustaining 
the  decision  of  its  Grand  Master,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  reversed.

Report  55.  By  Rep.  Myers,  of  Manitoba,  from  the  Committee 
on  Legislation : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  ‘Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  Resolution 
No.  24,  on  page  236,  beg  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  subject 
matter  thereof  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  not  adopted,  as  the 
proposition  is  not  wise  nor  necessary;  that  it  is  the  privilege  of  the 
Representatives  of  any  three  Jurisdictions  to  give  notice  in  writing 
to  amend  the  Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next

Your  Committee  also  feel  that  it  is  their  duty  to  call  attention  to  the 
large  number  of  suspensions  in  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches. 
It  is  certainly  a  serious  matter  and  deserves  careful  consideration.

Bayne  of  Maritime  Provinces,  offered  at  the  session  of 
1906,  and  consideration  of  which  was  postponed  until  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  and  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  in  the  interests  of  our  Order  it  is  deemed  advisable 
that  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  should  ascertain  whether  steps 
cannot  be  taken  to  legally  protect  the  words  ‘  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  ’  and  their  equivalent,  ‘  I.  0.  O.  F.,’  so  that  no  other 
society  may  be  permitted  to  use  them  for  any  purpose  whatever.” 

Beg  to  report  that  the  subject  matter  has  been  given  careful  consid¬ 
eration  by  your  committee,  having  first  been  referred  to  a  sub-com¬ 
mittee  for  investigation  and  consideration. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  neither  the  words  “  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,”  or  the  letters  “  I.  O.  0.  F.,”  can  be  protected  by  copy¬ 
right  or  trade-mark  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  In  reaching 
this  conclusion  we  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  opinion  of  several  expert 
copyright  lawyers.  The  mere  name  of  an  Order  or  organization  is  not 
a  literary  production  in  the  sense  in  which  the  term  is  used  in  the  copy¬ 
right  statutes,  and  even  should  it  be  held  to  be  a  literary  production 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  the  name  “  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  ”  has  been  in  use  many  years  and  printed  and  distributed  on 
the  literature  of  the  Order. 

The  trade-mark  law  of  the  United  States  authorizes  the  registration 
of  trade-marks  used  in  commerce,  and  to  protect  the  same.  Clearly,  the 
name  of  our  Order  is  not  used  by  us  in  commerce,  and  cannot  be  regis¬ 
tered.  The  law  of  the  land,  however,  does  recognize  and  protect  a 
trade-name,  and  in  a  proper  action  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
will  enjoin  the  unauthorized  use  by  others  of  such  trade-name.  Fra¬ 
ternal  Orders  come  within  this  principle  of  law.  The  name  of  our 
Order  constitutes  a  property  right,  but  our  Order  has  property  rights 
other  than  in  its  name,  and  each  of  its  members  has  a  property  right  in 
its  name.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  name  of  a  fraternal  Order 
is  as  much  entitled  to  protection  under  the  law  of  the  land  as  is  the 
name  of  a  business  concern.  This  view  is  sustained  by  decisions  of 
appellate  courts  in  a  number  of  the  States.  The  name  of  an  Order  is 
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now  and  has  for  many  years  been  recognized  in  the  statutes  of  all,  or 
practically  all,  of  the  States,  Territories,  and  Provinces,  and  no  fra¬ 
ternal  Order  should  be  in  a  better  position  to  invoke,  whenever  neces¬ 
sary,  this  doctrine. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  we  now  have  under  the  law  of 
the  land  an  adequate  remedy  in  all  proper  cases  for  the  protection  of 
the  words  “  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,”  and  the  letters  “  I.  0. 
O.  F.,”  and  that  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction  will  enjoin  any  other 
organization  from  appropriating  the  name  of  the  Order  or  the  use  of 
its  symbols.

Lodges  there,  an  obligation  rests  upon  us  to  do  all  we  can  to  keep  in 
close  fraternal  touch  with  our  brethren  there;  under  the  charters  we. 
have  granted  to  them,  they  are  working  for  the  same  universal  brother¬ 
hood  that  we  are  working  for.  They  have  the  same  ritual  and  same 
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secret  work.  They  are  a  part  of  us,  and  are  organized  to  put  into  prac¬ 
tical  operation  the  principles  that  control  us  in  our  efforts  to  bring 
about  a  period  in  the  world’s  history  when  all  nations,  tongues,  and 
kindreds  of  the  earth  shall  be  governed  by  the  law  of  universal  brother¬ 
hood.  Hence  we  should  be  in  close  fraternal  touch  with  them.  They 
should  have  a  Representative  at  each  session  of  this  Body,  with  the 
privilege  of  taking  part  in  its  deliberations  so  that  we  may  have  an 
exchange  of  ideas  and  experiences  which  will  be  bound  to  be  beneficial 
to  all. 

Great  good  would  no  doubt  flow,  to  all  countries  where  the  banner  of 
our  Order  is  planted,  not  only  in  Foreign  Jurisdictions,  but  in  North 
America,  by  the  attendance  of  a  representative  from  each  of  our  quasi¬ 
independent  Grand  Lodges  in  Foreign  Countries  at  each  session  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  But  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
Grand  Body  as  they  exist  at  the  present  time,  your  committee  cannot 
consistently  recommend  as  an  inducement  for  representation  from  such 
Foreign  Jurisdictions,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  pay  any  compensation 
to,  or  portion  of  the  expenses  of  their  representatives  because  Section 
6,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Body,  which  grants  to  such 
foreign  Grand  Lodges  the  right  to  representation  herein,  with  the  same 
qualifications,  term  of  office,  and  privileges  and  duties  as  other  Grand 
Representatives  of  this  Body,  expressly  provides  “  that  no  compensation 
shall  be  paid  to  any  such  Grand  Representative  by  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.”

These  reports  disclose  not  only  a  rapid,  but  substantial  growth  in  the 
Order.  Any  recapitulation  here  would  be  idle.  Suffice  it  to  say  the 
percentage  of  increase  in  membership  over  that  in  1905,  was  over  33 y3 
per  cent.  It  is  worthy  to  note  especially  that  $137,956.64  was  expended 
for  the  relief  and  education  of  orphans.  These  figures  are  eloquent  of 
the  great  work  for  humanity  we  are  accomplishing.  We  again  empha¬ 
size  the  thought  that  the  true  greatness  of  this  Order  cannot  be  tested 
by  mere  numbers  of  members.  While  the  net  gain  in  membership  is 
84,245,  yet  the  number  of  initiations  was  139,338.  Here  was  a  loss  of 
41,559,  by  withdrawal,  expulsion,  and  death,  while  55,221,  were  sus¬ 
pended.  Thus,  over  60  per  cent  of  the  net  increase  was  suspended.  Such 
a  large  percentage  of  suspensions  can  arise  but  from  a  failure  to  heed 
the  warning  heretofore  sounded  by  this  committee,  as  to  the  character 
and  sincerity  of  those  applying  for  membership.  On  the  same  basis, 
there  must  be  about  half  as  many  suspended  Odd  Fellows  now  in  the 
world  as  there  are  Odd  Fellows  in  good  standing.

Secretary  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrants  on  the  Grand  Treasurer 
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at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  presented ;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  only  draw  his  warrants  for,  and  that 
the  Grand  Treasurer  shall  only  pay  the  respective  sums  specified,  as 
appropriated  for  the  several  items  above  designated.

No.  65.  Eep.  Mortimore,  of  Ontario,  moved  the  following, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  requested  dur¬ 
ing  recess  to  consider  the  advisability  of  preparing  a  series  of  the 
official  receipt  two  receipts  on  a  sheet,  without  a  printed  stub,  sufficient 
blank  margin  being  left  so  that  they  may  be  held  in  a  loose  leaf  binder. 
The  object  of  this  change  is  to  facilitate  the  work  of  Financial  Secre¬ 
taries,  a  blank  sheet  being  inserted  beneath  each  receipt  so  that  by 
using  a  carbon  sheet  the  writing  of  the  receipt  wfill  make  the  cash 
book  entry. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  be  requested  dur¬ 
ing  recess  to  consider  the  advisability  of  having  prepared  some  suitable 
bar  or  other  method  of  distinction  for  those  entitled  to  Veteran  JewTels 
who  have  attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  and  also  for  those  having 
the  Militant  Degree. 

No.  66.  Eep.  Hall,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the  following,  for 
which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  Resolution  No.  22,  page  706,  Journal,  1906,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “  hand  sewed  ”  and  Report  75,  page  737,  Jour¬ 
nal  1906,  which  adopted  Resolution  No.  22,  be  also  amended  to  exclude 
“  hand  sewed,”  so  that  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  may  fur¬ 
nish  the  ritual  machine  sewed,  which  printers  declare  is  better  than 
hand  sewed.  The  rituals  machine  sewed  can  be  delivered  three  months 
sooner  than  the  hand  sewed  ones  and  at  a  less  cost  of  2 y2  cents  per  copy. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

Eep.  Bullard,  of  Montana,  laid  on  the  table  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Officers.  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  bien¬ 
nially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication,”  be  amended  by  inserting  between  the 
words  “  Deputy  Grand  Sire  ”  and  the  words  “  Grand  Secretary,”  the 
words,  “  General  Commanding,”  and  by  adding  to  said  section  the 
following: 

“  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the 
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Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and  qualified  member  of  the  Order 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  communica¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately  succeeding  such  appointment, 
when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the  regular  manner, 
and  the  member  thus  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the' next  regular 
election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Bo'dy.” 

So  that  the  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  General  Commanding,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  biennially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  said  communication.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office 
of  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and 
qualified  member  of  the  Order  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  the 
office  until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately 
succeeding  such  appointment,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  elec¬ 
tion  in  the  regular  manner,  and  the  member  thus  elected  shall  hold 
office  until  the  next  regular  election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Body.”

— It  is  with  sincere  regret  that 
the  Representatives  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  announce  the 
death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Calvin  S. 
Davis,  of  Connecticut.  Brother  Davis  passed  away  on  February  17, 
1907,  after  suffering  for  a  long  time. 

Calvin  Saxton  Davis  was  born  in  Waterford,  Connecticut,  on  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1847.  His  early  years  were  spent  near  his  birthplace  on  the 
waters’  of  the  Sound.  He  received  the  New  England  common  school 
education  and  went  to  work  in  a  store.  He  saw  an  opportunity  to 
better  himself  by  working  on  the  granite  of  his  native  New  England. 
This  business  he  carried  on  until  the  day  of  his  death.  Many  public 
and  private  buildings  throughout  the  land  contain  evidence  of  his  handi¬ 
work  and  designs  constructed  under  his  direction.

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Odd  Fellowship  appealed  to  his  generous  nature  and  he  early  con¬ 
nected  himself  with  the  Order.  As  there  was  no  lodge  in  his  home  town 
he  joined  Pequot  Lodge,  of  New  London,  in  1875.  In  1878  he  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  starting  a  lodge  in  his  home  town,  and  Niantic  Lodge  was 
instituted  in  the  spring.  The  lodge  grew  and  prospered,  and  Brother 
Davis  was  ever  active  in  promoting  its  welfare.  In  due  time  he  was 
sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  where  his  work  for  the  Order  was  recognized 
and  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  in  1905.  The  year  following  he  was 
chosen  Representative  to  this  Body  for  two  years,  but  the  cruel  disease 
that  finally  removed  him  from  our  midst  was  already  upon  him,  and 
he  was  forced  to  resign  at  the  commencement  of  his  second  year. 

But  it  was  his  work  as  President  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  that  made 
him  of  such  great  service  to  his  Jurisdiction.  He  took  the  position 
when  it  needed  a  strong  business  head  to  place  the  management  of  the 
Home  on  a  business  footing.  For  three  years  he  gave  his  time  and 
experience  to  Home  affairs  and  when  forced  to  retire  on  account  of 
his  health  he  had  rendered  a  service  to  his  Jurisdiction  which  will 
forever  hold  his  memory  in  grateful  remembrance  in  the  hearts  of  the 
Odd  Fellows  of  Connecticut. 

Brother  Davis  was  a  man  of  strong  character  and  cheerful  disposi¬ 
tion,  a  typical  son  of  New  England  who  did  with  all  his  might  what¬ 
ever  his  hand  found  to  do.

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Since  last  we  met,  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Indiana  has  suffered  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  three  hon¬ 
ored  and  beloved  Past  Grand  Representatives — William  R.  Myers, 
J.  E.  C.  F.  Harper,  and  Americus  C.  Daily. 

William  R.  Myers,  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep. 

Brother  Myers  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Clinton  County,  Ohio,  June 
12,  1836,  but  was  brought  by  his  parents  in  October  of  the  same  year 
to  Anderson,  Indiana,  which  was  his  place  of  residence  to  the  day  of 
his  death,  except  only  when  called  elsewhere  by  public  service. 

Educated  in  the  public  schools,  he  became  a  teacher  and,  later,  a 
soldier  in  the  great  Civil  War,  enlisting  as  a  private  soldier  of  Com¬ 
pany  G,  47th  Regiment,  Indiana  Volunteers,  and  leaving  it  with  an 
honorable  discharge  as  Captain  on  January  1,  1865.  He  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Anderson  Lodge,  No.  131,  at  Anderson,  January  10,  1858,  which 
membership  continued  during  life. 

In  civil  life  he  served  as  superintendent  of  Anderson  City  schools, 
county  surveyor,  school  trustee,  member  of  the  city  council,  member  of 
Congress,  twice  as  Secretary  of  State.  In  all  the  races  he  made  for 
public  office  his  popularity  was  attested  by  the  fact  that  he  always  ran 
ahead  of  his  ticket.  He  was  a  man  of  captivating  personality  and 
manner.  Possessing  a  powerful  voice  he  was  one  of  our  most  eloquent 
and  forcible  speakers,  of  whom  it  has  been  said  “  the  humble  and  un¬ 
fortunate  always  found  in  him  a  strong  champion.” 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  as  elsewhere^  he  became  a  leader  and 
was  elevated  to  the  highest  official  stations,  becoming  Grand  Master  in 
1877  and  representing  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indiana  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  1878  and  1880. 
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He  possessed  an  extensive  acquaintance  and  exerted  a  wide  influence, 
was  honored  by  his  feliowmen  and  honored  himself  and  this  Order  by 
the  faithful  discharge  of  every  duty  and  by  many  kindly  acts  of  benevo¬ 
lence  and  charity  of  which  the  world  knew  nothing. 

His  useful  career  ended,  he  peacefully  passed  away  April  18,  1907.

J.  E.  C.  F.  Harper,  P.  G.  M.  and  P.  G.  Rep. 

Brother  Harper  was  born  February  1,  1819,  in  Caroline  County, 
Maryland,  and  died,  in  his  89th  year,  at  his  home  in  Madison,  Indiana. 

He  was  an  Odd  Fellow  for  56  years,  kept  his  dues  paid,  his  obligation 
inviolate,  and  his  hands  and  brain  busy. 

After  receiving  all  the  official  honors  his  subordinate  lodge  could 
bestow  upon  him,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana 
in  1854,  of  which  Grand  Body  he  was  made  a  Grand  Master  in  1888. 
In  1890  and  1891  he  served  as  Grand  Representative  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  Of  a  gentle,  peaceful,  loving  disposition,  his  influence 
was  ever  exerted  in  the  interest  of  harmony,  and  for  the  promotion  of 
love  among  the  brethren.  He  was  a  strong  advocate  and  supporter  of 
the  practical  benevolences  and  ministrations  of  the  Order.  He  lived 
a  long,  useful,  peaceful,  happy,  benevolent  life,  loving  his  feliowmen 
and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  as  a  true  and  faithful  Odd  Fellow 
and  a  noble  Christian  gentleman.

Americus  C.  Daily,  P.  G.  P.  and  P.  G.  Rep. 

Brother  Daily  was  born  in  New  Carlisle,  Ohio,  March  10,  1835,  and 
died  at  his  home  in  Lebanon,  Indiana,  June  4,  1907.  He  became  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  Lebanon  in  1855,  where  he  filled  many  important  positions  of 
trust  in  the  offices  of  the  county  treasurer,  county  auditor,  township 
trustee,  etc.,  etc.  Later  he  became  auditor  of  State  of  Indiana,  serving 
as  such  four  years.  He  was  known  as  a  clean,  pure,  and  able  man, 
and  as  such,  was  called  to  fill  many  places  of  great  responsibility  and 
never  failed  to  discharge  his  duties  with  marked  ability,  strict  integrity, 
and  untiring  devotion  to  duty. 

In  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  he  was  an  active  and  successful  worker 
in  all  its  branches  and  every  department.  In  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Indiana  he  was  honored  by  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Patriarch 
in  1888,  and  was  sent  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  in  1890  and  1891. 

For  many  years  Brother  Daily  has  faithfully  served  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  as  its  Grand  Treasurer.  Of  modest  and  retiring  disposition, 
he  was  the  personification  of  honor  and  conscientious  integrity,  and 
by  his  death  the  Order,  the  Church,  the  State,  and  the  world  at  large 
suffered  a  very  real  and  serious  loss. 

Reps.  Brown,  La  Fayette  and  Shearer,  of  Indian  Territory,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and,  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
J.  R.  Harris,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory,  has  been  called 
from  us  by  the  hand  of  death,  thus  depriving  our  Jurisdiction  of  the 
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advice  and  counsel  of  one  of  its  warmest-hearted,  clearest-headed, 
fairest-minded  Odd  Fellows. 

Brother  Harris  was  for  many  years  a  devoted  member  of  our  be¬ 
loved  Order,  a  pioneer  resident  of  the  Indian  Territory,  a  charter  mem¬ 
ber  of  Clover  Leaf  Lodge,  of  Wagoner,  Indian  Territory,  and  for  years 
its  most  zealous  worker.  He  served  with  great  ability  as  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
Department  Commander  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  the  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Indian  Territory.  During  the  later  years  of  his  life  Brother 
Harris  held  membership  in  Chickasha  Lodge,  of  Chickasha,  Indian 
Territory,  where  he  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  and  reverence  by 
every  Odd  Fellow  and  his  fellow  citizens.  Brother  Harris  lived  to  the 
age  of  68  years  and  died  at  his  home  surrounded  by  his  family  and  his 
friends,  and  was  buried  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory, 
through  its  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Warden,  and 
Grand  Treasurer,  assisted  by  members  of  subordinate  lodges,  encamp¬ 
ments,  Rebekahs,  and  Patriarchs  Militant,  in  all  of  which  branches  he 
held  membership.  The  news  of  his  demise  was  received  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction  with  feelings  of  deepest  regret,  for  in  him  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Indian  Territory  had  a  counselor  sublime  yet  firm,  gentle 
yet  dauntless,  zealous  yet  just.  His  devotion  to  the  Order  and  his  lov¬ 
able  manner,  his  venerable  appearance  and  his  quiet  disposition  held 
for  him  the  love,  respect,  and  confidence 'of  every  Odd  Fellow  and  every 
upright  man  who  knew  him.  A  Patriarch  who  in  his  Jurisdiction 
blazed  the  way  through  the  forest  and  across  the  prairie,  over  hill  and 
dale,  until  the  Order  has  gained  its  present  remarkable  membership, 
and  now  that  his  Jurisdiction  has  reached  the  estate  of  great  pros¬ 
perity,  which  he  so  greatly  promoted,  Brother  Harris  departs  this  busy 
life  to  take  his  place  with  those  who  have  gone  before  him.  There  is 
no  member  of  our  Order  whose  loss  will  be  more  keenly  felt  by  his 
brethren.  His  death  we  mourn, — we  hope  to  meet  him  in  a  better  world. 


Reps.  Merrill,  Small,  Sears,  and  Kimball,  of  Maine,  submitted 
the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Henry  Packard  Cox,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  passed  away  at  his  home 
in  the  city  of  Portland,  Nov.  11,  1906.  While  he  had  not  been  in  perfect 
health  for  some  time,  yet  his  death  came  unexpectedly  and  was  a  great 
shock  to  his  family  and  friends. 

Born  in  the  town  of  Brunswick,  October  5,  1849,  his  early  years  were 
spent  upon  the  farm,  in  the  public  schools  and  in  the  shop  with  his 
father,  Mr.  A.  F.  Cox,  who,  recognizing  the  possibilities  of  the  busi¬ 
ness,  had  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  This  business  grew 
in  magnitude,  and  in  1867  it  was  moved  to  Portland.  In  1876,  at  the 
age  of  26  years,  Brother  Cox  was  made  manager  of  the  business  and 
admitted  to  full  partnership  with  his  father,  under  the  firm  name  of 
A.  F.  Cox  &  Son.  Under  his  management  the  business  continued  to 
grow  until  it  has  become  a  very  important  industry.  He  was  interested 
in  many  other  lines  of  business,  being  President  of  the  Mercantile  Trust 
Co.,  of  the  Oxford  Paper  Co.,  and  of  the  Casco  Loan  and  Building  Asso¬ 
ciation,  beside  being  a  director  of  many  other  financial  institutions. 
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Interested  in  Odd  Fellowship,  he  was  admitted  to  membership  in 
Ligonia  Lodge,  No.  5,  of  Portland,  April  28,  1871.  Here  his  progress 
must  have  been  rapid,  for  he  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
1873.  In  1877,  he  withdrew  from  Ligonia  Lodge,  No.  5,  to  become  a 
charter  member  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  3,  and  for  many  years  was  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  lodge  is  one  of  the  richest 
in  New  England  and  much  of  its  financial  success  is  credited  to  the  wise 
and  judicious  management  of  Brother  Cox.  In  the  Grand  Lodge,  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  ability  came  early,  and  in  1880  he  was  elected  Grand 
Master  when  only  30  years  of  age,  yet  such  was  his  especial  fitness  for 
.the  position  and  such  the  force  and  integrity  of  his  young  manhood,  that 
he  held  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  Order,  not  only  during  his 
service  as  Grand  Master,  but  all  down  through  the  years  since  then. 
In  1881,  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative  for  two  years  and  during 
the  second  year  he  served  upon  the  Committee  on  Appeals.  He  was 
again  elected  Grand  Representative  for  two  years  in  1885.  This  time 
he  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree,  also 
as  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  to  revise  the  Rebekah  ritual. 
For  many  years  prior  to  his  death,  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine. 

Brother  Cox  was  interested  in  the  other  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
being  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  of  Eastern  Star  Encampment,  member 
of  Ivy  Rebekah  Lodge,  and  of  Canton  Ridgley,  all  of  Portland.  The 
Order  mourns  his  loss  and  the  memory  of  him  as  one  of  its  strongest 
and  most  influential  members  will  ever  be  cherished.  Except  in  years,' 
his  was  a  life  full,  rounded  out,  and  complete.  He  won  success,  honor, 
and  happiness. 

The  Portland  Daily  Argus,  in  commenting  on  his  death,  said,  “  Port¬ 
land  has  lost  one  of  her  foremost  and  strongest  citizens.  He  stood  four¬ 
square  to  all  the  world,  and  his  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond.  Verily, 
a  truly  good  man  has  gone,  and  it  will  be  many  a  day  before  we  shall 
see  his  like  again.” 

Eeps.  Wilson,  McKean,  Myers,  and  Doyle,  of  Manitoba,  and  May 
and  Stuart,  of  Alberta,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta 
and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Manitoba,  which  includes  Alberta, 
mourn  the  death,  during  his  official  term  as  Grand  Representative,  of 
Charles  F.  Comer,  of  Calgary,  Alberta,  who  died  very  suddenly  in  the 
prime  of  manhood  at  his  home  on  April  14,  1907,  from  cerebral 
haemorrhage. 

Brother  Comer  was  born  in  Garden  Island,  Ontario,  on  September  21, 
1870,  of  Canadian  parents,  and  was  initiated  into  Alberta  Lodge,  No.  1, 
of  Calgary,  on  February  19,  1892.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Manitoba  in  1896  and  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  in 
March,  1903,  and  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  February,  1905,  at  Brandon.  He  was  elected  first  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  at  Calgary,  on  November  16,  1905. 

He  was  a  faithful  and  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow,  active  in  the  work 
of  the  Order  in  all  of  its  branches.  He  was  of  a  cheerful  disposition 
and  looked  the  picture  of  health.  He  was  a  successful  business  man, 
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an  honored,  public-spirited  citizen,  a  kind  husband,  and  a  loving  parent. 
Among  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Alberta  he  was  a  tower  of  strength  and  the 
Canadian  West  will  long  continue  to  honor  his  memory  for  the  efficient 
service  rendered.  Brother  Comer  left  a  widow,  three  children,  his  par¬ 
ents  (mother  since  deceased),  and  thousands  of  friends  to  mourn  his 
untimely  death. 

“  So  let  him  sleep  that  dreamless  sleep. 

Our  sorrows  clustering  round  his  head; 

Be  comforted,  ye  loved  who  weep, 

He  lives  with  God — he  is  not  dead.” 

Reps.  Hugo  ancl  Coveil,  of  Minnesota,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Upon  us  devolves  the  sad 
duty  of  reporting  the  death  of  one  of  the  most  useful  and  active  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  in  Minnesota — David  Hopkins  Stimson,  P.  G.  M., 
P.  G.  Rep. 

Brother  Stimson  was  born  of  Quaker  parentage  in  Danby,  Vermont, 
on  August  29,  1846,  and  died  at  Austin,  Minnesota,  on  July  26,  1907. 

When  a  young  man  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  carpenter  and  builder, 
and  he  learned  the  trade  in  all  its  details.  At  the  age  of  21  he  removed 
to  Chicago,  where  he  engaged  in  his  chosen  business.  Shortly  after 
locating  there  he  joined  the  Order,  and  early  manifested  a  keen  interest 
in  its  work,  which  interest  continued  unabated  until  the  end  of  his 
busy  life. 

In  1872  he  located  in  Austin,  Minnesota,  which  place  was  his  home 
for  a  continuous  period  of  35  years,  and  up  to  the  date  of  his  death. 
On  locating  there  he  continued  his  business  as  contractor  and  builder. 
Being  successful  in  that  line,  as  well  as  economical,  he  invested  his 
surplus  moneys  in  city  and  farm  property.  He  also  engaged  in  various 
business  ventures,  in  all  of  which  he  was  eminently  successful,  due 
largely  to  his  indefatigable  industry  and  business  sagacity. 

In  1875  he  was  married  in  Chicago,  to  Miss  Dora  Estella  Jones,  and 
to  them  were  born  three  children,  two  of  whom,  with  the  widow, 
survive. 

Brother  Stimson  joined  Austin  Lodge  No.  20,  on  June  6,  1876,  and 
he  remained  a  member  of  that  lodge  until  his  death.  In  1878  he  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota;  was  elected  Grand 
Warden  in  1880;  appointed  Grand  Marshal  in  1881;  elected  Grand 
Master  in  1897,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1898.  At  the  end  of  his 
term  as  Grand  Master  he  was  elected  a  director  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  and  Hospital,  located  at  Northfield.  He  was  its  superintendent 
from  April,  1903,  to  April,  1905,  and  a  director  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
It  is  due  largely  to  his  zeal  and  efficiency  that  that  institution  was 
placed  on  a  firm  financial  basis  and  made  a  splendid  working  institu¬ 
tion.  He  had  much  to  do  with  “  keeping  in  line  ”  the  old  people  at  the 
Home,  always  listening  to  their  little  troubles  and  cheering  them  as 
only  a  man  of  his  genial  nature  could.  To  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
institution  his  frequent  visits  were  anxiously  looked  for  and  a  great 
delight. 

Perhaps  no  class  of  his  endless  list  of  friends  mourns  the  death  of 
this  genial  and  good-natured  man  more  than  the  children — not  only 
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of  the  Home,  but  of  his  own  city.  He  was  not  only  their  friend,  but 
their  playmate,  and  he  was  constantly  planning  pleasures  for  their 
special  benefit.  It  was  in  the  carrying  out  of  these  pleasures  that  the 
children  recognized  in  him  the  heart  which  never  grows  old.  The  beau¬ 
tiful  floral  wreath  on  the  bier,  placed  there  by  pennies  contributed  by 
the  Home  children,  was  one  of  the  most  affecting  as  well  as  inspiring 
sights  at  his  funeral. 

Brother  Stimson  possessed  a  rare  gift  of  humor,  which  was  as  natu¬ 
ral  to  him  as  life  itself — an  unaffected  wit,  a  common-sense  philosophy, 
which  made  of  his  companionship  the  real  sunshine  of  life.  Scores  of 
his  sayings  and  doings  were  rehearsed  by  friends  when  discussing  his 
untimely  taking  off,  who  smiled  through  their  tears  as  they  remembered 
his  many  droll  yet  practical  jokes.  And  no  one  appreciated  a  joke  more 
heartily  than  himself,  whether  upon  him  or  “  the  other  fellow.” 

Although  well  off  in  this  world’s  goods,  he  was  not  self-centered  or 
exclusive,  but  generous,  sociable,  and  clever.  In  his  home  he  was  al¬ 
ways  at  his  best,  and  a  house  full  of  friends  was  his  particular  delight. 
Devoted  to  his  family,  he  regarded  their  every  wish — never  forgetful 
of  their  comfort  and  enjoyment.  No  one  ever  passed  out  of  this  life 
who  was  more  keenly  missed  by  his  family,  his  fellow  citizens,  and  the 
Order  which  he  loved  so  well,  and  to  which  he  gave  so  much  of  his 
time,  his  talents,  and  vital  force.  Truly,  his  deeds  will  live  after  him. 

Rep.  Wheeler,  of  Missouri,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — 

“  The  star  is  not  extinguished  when  it  sets 
Upon  the  dull  horizon;  it  but  goes 
To  shine  in  other  skies,  then  reappear 
In  ours,  as  fresh  as  when  it  first  arose.” 

Past  Grand  Representative  John  Barnett  Jewell  was  born  in  Scott 
County,  Illinois,  July  19,  1841,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Springfield, 
Missouri,  Saturday,  March  23,  1907. 

With  distinction  he  served  as  the  chief  officer  of  all  the  branches  of 
Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Missouri,  and  represented  the  En¬ 
campment  and  Grand  Lodge  in  this  Sovereign  Body.  He  was  Past  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Missouri.  For  30  years  he  edited 
and  published  The  Triple  Link.  In  every  position  he  held,  from  the 
highest  to  the  lowest,  he  acquitted  himself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  gain 
the  unbounded  respect  and  love  of  his  associates.  As  a  friend  he  was 
always  loyal  and  true,  he  possessed  the  happy  faculty  which  drew  men 
to  him  and  gained  their  confidence.  This  he  never  betrayed;  he  was 
just  to  every  one.  Brother  Jewell  was  not  only  an  enthusiastic  and 
sincere  Odd  Fellow  who  had  learned  well  the  beautiful  lessons  of 
brotherly  love  but  he  was  an  earnest  and  eloquent  Christian  minister. 
For  many  years  he  filled  the  best  pulpits  in  Missouri,  teaching  the 
Divine  principles  exampled  by  the  lowly  Nazarene. 

When  such  a  man  falls,  the  human  race  stops  and  stands  awhile  in 
wonder.  It  is  like  the  end  and  the  beginning  of  an  epoch.  We  cannot 
go  on  until  we  pause  and  look  back  at  the  vast  void  occasioned  by  his 
absence  in  death,  and  henceforth  we  carry  with  us  a  memory  of  him 
and  his  kindly  deeds.  In  this  mold  of  great  and  good  men,  my  noble 
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friend  and  brother  of  whose  memory  I  write,  was  cast.  When  John 
Barnett  Jewell  passed  out  from  among  men  into  the  endless  shadow  of 
that  mystery,  called  death,  it  was  as  if  the  evening  star  had  slipped 
from  tired  hands  and  fallen  to  shine  no  more.  In  his  presence,  sadness 
seemed  less  and  a  softer  light  crept  in  among  the  shadows,  for  in  what¬ 
ever  he  said  and  did  there  was  something  so  like  the  melting  music  of 
woman’s  speech;  he  loved  the  beautiful  and  good.  When  he  laid  down 
for  a  while  the  heavy  burdens  of  his  life  work,  in  which  wise  men  lose 
themselves,  when  he  turned  aside  from  the  interests  and  unsolved  prob¬ 
lems  of  business  affairs,  to  seek  the  companionship  of  family  or  friends, 
thpn  my  brother  himself  was  seen  as  he  came  from  the  plastic  hand  of 
God,  just  as  the  imprisoned  flower  uncovers  its  blushing  beauty  to  the 
wooing  sun.  Then  he  “  wore  his  heart  upon  his  sleeve.”  How  genial 
and  companionable  he  was.  How  full  of  life — of  the  glad  rollicking 
joy  of  life — he  sometimes  seemed  to  be  a  very  boy — except  in  years, 
scattering  laughter  and  sunshine  along  the  way. 

One  of  the  most  delightful  things  to  be  recalled  of  Brother  Jewell 
is  that  in  his  long  and  varied  career  as  editor,  minister,  and  citizen, 
that  he  seldom  made  an  enemy  or  lost  a  friend.  While  few  ever  shot 
arrow  from  brighter  quiver,  which  now  and  then  went  straight  to  its 
mark,  it  carried  no  poison  on  its  point.  He  wore  no  canker  in  his 
heart,  and  carried  no  dagger  in  his  bosom.  Honor  to  him  was  as  azure 
to  the  sky,  and  virtue  to  woman.  He  was  a  man  of  opinions  and  con¬ 
victions,  because  he  was  a  man  of  strong  sense  and  no  hypocrite.  He 
hated  intrigue  and  was  void  of  cant.  He  was  incapable  of  meanness. 
He  was  the  “  high-erected  thought  seated  in  the  very  heart  of  courtesy.” 
He  was  strong  in  his  attachments  and  grateful  for  kindness.  He  was 
as  devoted  and  true  a  friend  as  ever  clasped  hand.  How  we  shall  miss 
him  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri.  But  he  has  gone  away  forever. 
He  went  away  without  fear  or  grumble,  bearing  a  sweet  message  from 
the  world  to  those  who  shall  greet  him  in  the  beyond.  I  pay  this  poor 
tribute  to  his  exalted  worth,  and  then  go  on  wearing  the  memory  of 
him  near  my  heart,  as  an  inspiration  to  higher  thought  and  better 
things. 

“  He  was  a  man,  take  him  for  all  in  all,  I  shall  not  look  upon  his 
like  again.” 

Eep.  Eastin,  of  Missouri,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Bro.  Thomas  B.  Gannaway 
was  born  March  15,  1844,  and  died  March  28,  1897.  Was  elected  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  1875,  Grand  Master  in  1882,  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch  in  1887,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1883  and  1889.  These  dates, 
briefly  as  they  are  given,  speak  more  truly  of  the  service  to  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  rendered  by  Brother  Gannaway  than  the  most  glowing  eulogy. 
For  more  than  30  years  he  gave  bountifully  of  his  time  and  talents,  and 
his  joy  was  the  subordinate  lodge.  Here  he  met  the  boys  from  week 
to  week,  worked  with  them  and  for  them,  shared  in  their  joys  and 
helped  bear  their  burdens.  His  ear  was  quick  to  catch  the  note  of  dis¬ 
tress  and  his  heart  ever  ready  to  respond.  Here,  in  the  work  of  his 
subordinate  lodge,  honor  came  to  him  and  crowned  him.  Faithful  over 
a  few  things  he  was  made  ruler  over  many,  and  whether  high  or  low, 
every  act  of  his  life  showed  consecration  to  duty. 
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Keps.  Hoagland,  Davis,  Leese,  and  Corrick,  of  Nebraska,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Jacob  Stenger  Johnston, 
Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in  Adams- 
ville,  Ohio,  April  3,  1850.  At  the  age  of  six  years  he  removed  with  his 
parents  to  Boonesboro,  Iowa.  August  29,  1873,  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Ophelia  Speer.  In  February,  1880,  they  removed  to  Superior,  Nebraska, 
which  continued  to  be  their  home  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
December  15,  1906.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  sons. 

Brother  Johnston  was  a  prominent  and  influential  citizen  and  held 
many  positions  of  honor  and  trust,  always  discharging  the  duties  devolv¬ 
ing  upon  him  with  fidelity  and  ability.  He  was  prominent  in  the  A.  O. 
U.  W.,  serving  as  trustee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  19  years  and  for  a 
time  was  Grand  Receiver  of  that  Body.  His  connection  with  our  Order 
was  of  35  years’  duration  and  was  marked  by  continuous  activity  and 
efficient  service.  He  was  initiated  at  Boonesboro,  Iowa,  in  April,  1872, 
entering  both  the  subordinate  lodge  and  encampment,  transferring  his 
membership  and  becoming  a  charter  member  of  Valley  Lodge,  No.  87, 
at  Superior,  June  5,  1880.  He  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  of  Iowa  in  1874  and  of  Nebraska  in  1881.  In  1891  he  was 
appointed  Grand  Marshal,  and  one  year  later  was  elected  Grand  Warden, 
being  successively  advanced  to  the  offices  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Master.  He  achieved  the  fulfillment  of  his  ambition  in  1904 
when  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative,  attending  the  sessions  of 
this  Sovereign  Body  in  1905  and  1906. 

His  term  as  Grand  Master  covered  a  trying  period  in  the  history  of 
the  Nebraska  Jurisdiction.  Financial  distress  prevailed  in  the  business 
world.  Drought  prevailed  and  the  feverish  blast  of  the  hot  winds  with¬ 
ered  the  vegetation  of  the  fertile  fields  of  Nebraska  and  her  sister 
States.  The  situation  was  one  requiring  the  highest  courage  and 
capacity  from  our  Grand  Officers.  Brother  Johnston  was  equal  to  the 
task,  and  much  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Nebraska  of 
to-day  is  due  to  his  splendid  devotion  to  her  needs  in  those  trying  days. 

It  was  apparent  to  those  of  us  in  attendance  at  the  last  two  sessions 
of  our  Grand  Lodge  that  Death  had  placed  his  mark  upon  our  good 
brother,  our  companion,  and  our  friend.  And  when  on  the  morning  of 
that  December  day, 

“  God’s  finger  touched  him  and  he  slept,” 

we  were  shocked  and  grieved,  but  not  surprised.  In  obedience  to  his 
expressed  desire  he  was  laid  to  rest  by  the  loving  hands  of  his  brethren 
in  accordance  with  the  beautiful  forms  of  our  Order. 


Rep.  Emerson,  of  New  Hampshire,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Clarence  M.  Leete,  Grand 
Representative  from  New  Hampshire  at  sessions  of  1900  and  1901,  died 
March  25,  1907,  aged  56  years. 
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Brother  Leete  was  always  greatly  interested  in  the  work  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  passing  through  the  chairs  of  his  lodge  in  four  years  after 
being  admitted,  was  three  times  Chief  Patriarch  of  his  encampment, 
was  Grand  Master  1898-1899,  faithfully  performing  every  duty  that  was 
placed  upon  him.  Soon  after  his  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  he  was 
attacked  with  tuberculosis,  being  obliged  to  relinquish  his  business,  that 
of  milliner.  He  made  a  valliant  fight  for  life.  The  last  months  of  his 
life  were  clouded  by  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  members  of  his  family,  but 
he  was  always  hopeful  and  cheerful.  The  end  came  in  Richmond,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  where  he  was  spending  the  winter,  and  he  was  buried  in  Clare¬ 
mont,  New  Hampshire,  the  town  of  his  residence. 


Bep.  Bobertson,  of  Oklahoma,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  becomes  my  painful  duty 
to  report  to  this  Grand  Body  the  death  of  our  well  beloved  friend  and 
brother,  A.  C.  Potter,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  G.  P.,  P.  G.  Rep.,  and  sometime  Past 
D.  D.  G.  Sire,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  21st  day  of  December,  1905, 
at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Perry,  Oklahoma. 

Brother  Potter  was  born  at  Dansville,  New  York,  in  1847,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  decease  had  scarcely  reached  the  meridian  of  his  life;  his 
taking  away  was  unexpected,  and  his  loss  was  thus  doubly  felt  by  us, 
who  had  so  lately  seen  him  in  Grand  Lodge,  the  very  image  of  health. 
In  1890  he  was  appointed  D.  D.  G.  Sire  for  the  new  Territory  of  Okla¬ 
homa,  and  was  elected  our  first  Grand  Master,  and  it  was  through  his 
untiring  energy  and  ceaseless  efforts  that  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  new 
land  received  the  impetus  in  its  early  existence  that  has  never  left  it, 
and  that  has  guaranteed  such  wonderful  growth  and  prosperity  to  the 
Order  here. 

He  was  one  of  the  few  men  that  I  have  known  that  was  as  gentle  as 
a  woman  and  as  brave  as  the  bravest.  He  wras  loyal  and  faithful  to 
his  friends,  whom  he  numbered  by  the  legion.  During  my  association 
with  him  I  never  heard  him  deign  to  pass  a  criticism  on  a  friend.  If 
criticism  was  their  due  he  left  that  to  others,  but  helped  to  sustain  the 
erring  and  the  weak  instead.  He  always  had  opinions  and  convictions 
on  all  questions,  and  they  were  always  based  upon  a  thorough  investi¬ 
gation  and  upon  cool  and  deliberate  judgment. 

We  do  not  know  why  he  was  stricken  down,  why  he  was  taken  away 
so  suddenly,  and  in  the  very  prime  of  life,  while  his  shadows  still  fell 
to  the  westward.  The  reasons  for  these  things  are  not  for  us  to  know. 
But  there  was  some  good  reason,  and  after  a  while  we  shall  understand. 

I  wish  I  had  the  words  to  pay  that  tribute  his  memory  so  richly 
deserves.  By  those  who  knew  him  he  will  be  fondly  spoken  of  until  the 
last  survivor  shall  have  passed  away,  and  when  the  history  of  our 
Order  in  Oklahoma  shall  have  been  written  he  shall  live  as  one  who 
loved  his  fellowman. 

We  miss  his  genial  presence,  the  ring  of  his  cheerful  voice,  the  warm 
grasp  of  his  hand.  He  sleeps  the  sleep  that  knows  no  awakening,  but 
he  shall  live  with  us  all  in  our  memory. 
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Reps.  Butterworth  and  Blewett,  of  Ontario,  submitted  the 
following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — On  November  12,  1905,  Bro. 
Hiram  C.  Bingham,  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  his  home,  Kins¬ 
ley,  Kansas,  after  a  brief  illness,  and  was  buried  by  his  brother  Odd 
Fellows  of  that  city,  on  the  14th. 

Brother  Bingham  removed  from  Brantford,  Ontario,  to  Kinsley,  Kan¬ 
sas,  some  years  ago,  and  took  with  him  to  his  new  field  of  labor  the 
energy  and  zeal  which  had  always  been  his  special  characteristic.  He 
at  once  became  closely  identified  with  municipal  affairs  and  was  elected 
to  the  position  of  Marshal,  which  position  he  filled  with  marked  ability. 
He  lost  no  time  in  identifying  himself  with  the  Order  in  his  new  home, 
where  his  ripe  experience  and  sound  judgment  in  all  matters  relating 
to  Odd  Fellowship  was  valued  and  appreciated,  but  his  love  for  his 
mother  lodge  kept  him  a  member  of  it,  till  released  by  his  death. 

Brother  Bingham  joined  Gore  Lodge  by  initiation  in  1855,  and  at  once 
entered  most  heartily  into  the  work  of  the  Order,  finding  in  it  work 
congenial  to  him;  he  represented  Gore  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  West  1858-60-61,  and  in  the  latter  year  was  elected  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary.  In  1862  he  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  in  1863-4  was  Rep¬ 
resentative  in  the  then  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  and  in  1865 
he  was  selected  by  the  Grand  Sire  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for 
Canada,  an  office  he  filled  with  much  ability. 

Brother  Bigham,  a  true  friend,  one  of  nature’s  noblemen,  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Ontario,  the  value  of  whose  ser¬ 
vices  to  the  Order  cannot  well  be  overestimated,  as  to  his  zeal  and 
devotion  to  the  cause  in  its  early  struggles  in  Canada,  may  be  attrib¬ 
uted  a  very  large  share  of  the  success  that  has  attended  it  in  later  years. 

“  Such  men  die  not,  but  on  the  arms  of  Love, 

We  who  have  felt  their  power  and  knew  their  care* 

Lift  them  to  brighter  skies  and  fairer  scenes 
Beyond  the  reach  of  earthly  hope  and  fear. 

Passed  to  where,  beyond  their  voices, 

There  is  rest  and  peace.”

On  January  26,  1907,  Bro.  Thomas  Partridge,  P.  G.  M.,  Past  Grand 
Representative,  died  in  the  city  of  London,  Ontario,  after  a  somewhat 
lengthy  illness. 

Brother  Partridge  was  a  member  of  Forest  City  Lodge,  of  London, 
which  lodge  he  joined  by  initiation  February  9,  1857,  and  was  its  rep¬ 
resentative  at  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  in  1858.  In  1859  he 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  in  1871-72  he  represented  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States.  Brother  Partridge,  though  always  taking 
an  interest  in  the  work  of  his  lodge  and  of  the  Order,  was  of  a  most 
retiring  disposition,  and  as  he  advanced  in  years  his  health  failed,  and 
after  a  somewhat  lingering  illness  he  passed  to  his  reward  in  the  city 
in  which  he  had  lived  and  spent  all  his  active  life. 
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At  the  time  of  his  death  Brother  Partridge  was  a  solicitor  by  pro¬ 
fession,  and  in  early  years  active  in  municipal  politics,  having  served 
his  city  as  alderman. 

Ke  had  passed  the  half  century  of  membership  in  Forest  City  Lodge. 

Thus,  by  relentless  death,  are  the  ranks  of  Odd  Fellowship  depleted, 
let  us  hope  to  be  filled  by  others,  as  energetic  as  were  those  who  have 
“  crossed  the  Bar.” 

“  Farewell!  a  word  that  must  be,  and  hath  been — 

A  sound  which  makes  us  linger;  yet — farewell!  ” 


"Heps.  Hobson  and  Carter,  of  Oregon,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  representatives  from  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Oregon  have  the  sad  duty  to  perform  of  announcing  the 
death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Lewis  C. 
Parker,  having  died  December  11,  1906,  at  his  home,  620  Northrop  street, 
Portland,  Oregon,  after  an  illness  of  typhoid  fever  of  about  three  weeks. 
Brother  Parker  was  born  at  Akron,  Ohio,  August  18,  1848,  and  came 
to  Oregon  in  1880,  locating  at  Dallas  where  he  owned  a  fine  fruit  farm. 
He  moved  to  Portland  a  few  years  ago  and  had  recently  been  employed 
as  an  engineer  at  Linton. 

He  was  an  honest  and  zealous  Odd  Fellow,  always  ready  and  willing 
to  do.  He  was  initiated  March  17,  1870,  in  Summit  Lodge,.  No.  50,  of 
Akron,  Ohio,  became  a  charter  member  of  iEmo  Lodge,  No.  746,  of  the 
same  city  in  1886,  and  joined  Friendship  Lodge  No.  6,  of  Dallas,  Oregon. 
In  1889,  he  joined  Akron  Encampment,  at  Dallas,  Oregon.  He  was 
Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio  in  1885,  and  in  1887  was  elected  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  elected  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  in  1894,  and  Grand  Representative  in 
1S96.  During  his  term  as  Grand  Master  he  visited  over  100  lodges  in 
his  State.  His  career  as  an  Odd  Fellow  was  an  honorable  one,  and 
no  member  in  the  State  was  better  beloved  among  his  brethren.  He 
leaves  a  widow,  one  son,  and  a  daughter,  as  well  as  a  large  circle  of 
friends,  to  mourn  his  loss. 


Heps.  Hawkes,  Hall,  and  Dale,  of  Pennsylvania,  submitted  the 
following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Charles  N.  Hickok,  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  1883-1884,  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  1870-1879,  entered  into  rest,  December  3,  1906  in  the  87th 
year  of  his  age. 

Green  be  his  mem’ry,  in  the  Order’s  heart 
He  loved  so  well,  through  all  his  true  life’s  span: 

Bless’d  be  his  rest,  who  acted  well  his  part, 

Who  honor’d  God,  in  doing  good  to  man. 
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A  man  of  peace,  of  quiet,  unobtrusive  habits,  not  vainglorious  nor 
filled  with  pride,  nor  self  seeking.  A  very  lovable,  true  man,  endowed 
with  more  than  ordinary  talent  as  a  scholar  and  writer,  a  poet  of  recog¬ 
nized  ability  and  take  him  all  in  all  he  was  one  whom  to  know  was  a 
delight  and  whom  to  have  for  a  friend  was  an  honor,  such  was  Dr. 
Charles  N.  Hickok.  His  life  was  spared  for  over  87  years,  and  he  will 
be  remembered  not  alone  for  his  loyalty  and  distinguished  services  to 
this  Order,  but  more  particularly  for  the  kind  fatherly  interest  he  al¬ 
ways  manifested  in  the  welfare  of  the  younger  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  whom  he  was  wont  to  say  should  be  greatly  encouraged,  as 
upon  them  would  devolve  the  duty  of  continuing  the  Order’s  work. 
Upon  those  with  whom  he  came  into  association  he  wielded  a  strong, 
yet  quiet  influence,  greater  perhaps  than  his  associates  at  times  com¬ 
prehended,  for  he  was  above  all  a  man  of  peace. 

To  quote  his  own  words,  as  in  fact  all  the  poetical  citations  are  from 
his  pen: 


“Oh,  where  can  peace  be  found?”  I  cried; 

“  For  it  I’d  give  all  else  beside — 

Bear  shame,  and  loss:” 

’Tis  with,  a  “  still,  small  voice  ”  replied 
The  Cross. 

Ah!  there  I  found  it,  and  though  years  have  flown. 

And  with  them,  borne  earth’s  hopes  and  joys  away, 

It  still  remains.  Friends  are  all  gone, 

Loved  ones 

Have  passed  Away  and  not  one  heart  is  left, 

To  beat  in  unison  with  mine.  Wealth,  too, 

Has  taken  wings,  and  disappeared; 

My  joys  this  fleeting  world 
Can  “  neither  give,  nor  take  away.”  I  have 
No  fear;  all,  all  is  safe,  within  the  hands 
Of  Him,  who  doth  all  well.  I  have  no  care. 

For  all  my  care  is  sweetly  cast  on  Him 
Who  careth  for  me. 

And  when  a  few  more  days  are  flown. 

And  the  last  lingering  sand  is  gone, — 

With  Jesus  nigh;  — 

How  blessed  then  to  lay  me  down 
And  die. 

In  the  Order  he  gave  a  tenacious  adherence  to  the  principles  and 
work  as  they  were  taught  and  it  was  practiced  at  the  time  of  his  ad¬ 
mission.  As  a  fact  it  is  related  of  him  that  until  his  death  he  followed 
the  old  rule  that  a  visitor  to  a  lodge  should  make  a  money  contribution 
toward  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  evening’s  meeting  and  hence 
whether  the  Warden  passed  around  the  axe  or  not  he  always  insisted 
upon  making  a  contribution  for  this  purpose.  While,  therefore,  he  may 
have  been  classed  by  some  as  ultra-conservative,  he  was  nevertheless 
progressive,  without  being  radical,  and  no  proposition  that  tended  really 
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<o  the  advancement  of  the  Order  or  the  enlargement  of  its  sphere  of 
usefulness  ever  appealed  to  him  in  vain  for  his  help  and  assistance. 

As  Grand  Master  in  1883  his  duties  were  performed  zealously,  fairly, 
and  impartially,  and  his  decisions  have  continued  to  receive  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

But  the  fame  of  Brother  Hickok  as  found  upon  the  pages  of  our 
Order’s  recorded  proceedings  will  always  more  largely  depend  upon  the 
service  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  where  he  represented  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  from  1870  to  1879,  resigning  therefrom 
to  become  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.  During 
this  period  he  had  the  singular  honor  of  serving  upon  one  or  more  im¬ 
portant  special  Committees  during  each  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  among  which  he  served  and  wrote  the  report  for  the  special 
Committee  to  prescribe  distinctive  regalia  and  fix  the  stations  for  ap¬ 
pointed  officers  of  subordinate  encampments. 

The  Special  Committee  of  1871  to  revise  the  Secret  Work; 

The  Special  Committee  to  consider  what  action,  if  any,  would  he 
proper  on  the  part  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to 
the  Chicago  Fire; 

The  Special  Committee  of  1874,  on  Funeral  Ceremony  and  wrote  the 
hymns; 

The  Special  Committee  to  collate  and  prepare  for  publication  a  Book 
of  Odes  with  Music; 

The  Special  Committee  to  report  a  suitable  dress  for  members  of 
subordinate  lodges  when  on  parade; 

The  Special  Committee  to  report  on  forms  and  regulations  for  public 
parades  by  organizations  of  the  Order;  and 

The  Special  Committee  of  1878  on  Funeral  Ceremony,  and  also  wrote 
the  hymns. 

He  was  likewise  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  for 
two  sessions,  at  a  time  when  the  controversy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australia  threatened  serious  trouble  and  also  when  an  earnest  effort 
was  made  to  extend  the  Order  to  Asiatic  countries.  In  the  handling  of 
both  questions  Brother  Hickok  displayed  excellent  judgment,  wise  dis¬ 
cernment,  fine  judicial  capacity,  as  well  as  ability  to  forecast  the  future. 

He  was  likewise  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  as  such 
wrote  the  report  that  laid  down  the  principle  that  a  Renunciation  of 
our  Order  can  only  be  accomplished  when  it  is  made  with  the  same 
forms  and  under  the  same  condition  as  a  resignation,  and  also  that  a 
member  cannot  be  compelled  to  attend  a  Committee  meeting  held  on 
Sunday,  saying  “  The  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  goes  forth  to  its  work  hold¬ 
ing  in  its  hands  the  assurance  that  it  does  not  require  of  those  who  lay 
their  vow’s  upon  its  altars  any  opinion  or  act  that  may  be  in  conflict 
with  the  exalted  duties  they  may  owe  to  their  God,  their  country,  their 
families  or  themselves,  and  it  is  asking  too  much  of  a  brother  after 
admitting  him  into  the  Order  under  such  a  stipulation  to  require  him 
to  perform  an  act  that  would  outrage  his  conscience,  or  in  failure 
thereof,  present  him  the  alternative  of  resigning  his  office  or  his  mem¬ 
bership  in  an  Order  which  he  entered  in  full  faith  upon  the  sinceritv 
of  its  assurances.” 
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Brother  Hickok  s  literary  ability  was  also  recognized  and  greatly 
appreciated  by  1  he  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  And  in  connection  with 
the  Memorial  Services  on  Representative  Morse  of  California  he  wrote 
and  presented  a  poem  which  appears  in  full  in  the  printed  Journal  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  which  we  quote  the  following: 


Dead!  Dead!  our  Order’s  sad  refrain 
From  Eastern  to  Western  main. 

Not  so,  while  reigns  our  God  on  high 
The  true  of  heart  can  never  die. 

What  higher  tribute  can  be  paid  to  worth 

Than  this — “  He  was  a  true  and  faithful  man.” 

Tho’  heralds  of  the  East,  West,  South,  and  North, 

No  proclamation  made,  o’er  Earth’s  broad  span 

Of  acts  renown’d,  link’d  with  a  mighty  name: 

Of  grand  achievement,  under  nightly  crest; 

Of  warrior’s  deeds  of  blood’  of  statesmen’s  fame:  — 
The  fame  to  be  man’s  friend  is  greatest,  best. 

Better  than  pride  of  power  and  pomp  of  State 
Is  it,  to  do  well,  e’en  in  humble  sphere; 

Far  better  win  the  plaudits  that  await 
The  steadfast  men  who  follow  duty  here; 

Who  strew  their  paths  with  acts  of  kindness  done;  — 
On  mercy’s  work,  with  ready  footsteps  go; 

Who  pity  sorrow’s  cry,  and  willirig  run 
To  succor  suffering  brother  in  his  woe. 

Like  our  own  ....  be  our  faithful  life 

Working  in  manhood’s  prime  and  ardent  youth 

In  that  sublimest,  most  ennobling  strife 
To  show  for  man,  best  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 


General  Ed.  C.  Deans,  one  of  the  most  widely  known  Odd  Fellows 
of  Pennsylvania,  was  born  at  Montrose,  Susquehanna  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  October  2,  1853,  and  died  at  Scranton,  December  19,  1906,  in  the 
54th  year  of  his  age. 

Entering  the  Order  at  the  age  of  21,  he  was  intensely  earnest  in  fra¬ 
ternal  work  and  was  an  active  member  of  every  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 

Ed.  C.  Deans  could  never  be  induced  to  become  a  member  of  any 
other  Order.  When  asked  to  do  so,  he  would  say,  “  Odd  Fellowship  is 
a  field  too  broad  to  be  exhausted  by  any  one  man.  Here  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  doing  good  call  for  more  time  than  I  have  at  my  disposal, 
and  exceed  my  ability  to  fully  improve  them.  Other  Orders  are  good; 
their  work  is  commendable.  They  are  entitled  to  the  respect  and  sup¬ 
port  of  a  public  enjoying  the  fruits  of  their  beneficent  labors.  But  it  is 
not  my  duty  to  divide  with  them,  time  and  energies,  already  fully  occu¬ 
pied  with  Odd  Fellowship,  and  add  to  my  fraternal  obligations  when 
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I  cannot  add  to  my  powers  of  fulfilment.”  Truly  it  may  be  said  that 
Odd  Fellowship  was  the  “  cloud  by  day  and  the  pillar  of  fire  by  night  ” 
which  guided  him  through  life’s  journey.  In  all  the  firmament  where 
glow  the  many  stars  of  fraternity,  Odd  Fellowship  was  his  only  beacon 
from  young  manhood  to  the  end  of  life.  Habitually  genial,  and  friendly 
in  manner,  his  acquaintances  and  friends  rapidly  multiplied,  and  pos¬ 
sessing  marked  ability  as  an  organizer  he  became  a  force  to  be  reck¬ 
oned  with  in  the  politics  and  policies  of  the  Order.  Hundreds  of  Odd 
Fellows  throughout  the  State  looked  to  him  for  leadership.  Hundreds 
there  were  who  were  his  personal  friends,  and  who  to-day  mourn  his 
untimely  departure  from  earth’s  activities — mourn  with  a  deep  sense 
of  personal  loss. 

In  1873,  he  became  a  resident  of  Tioga  County  at  Wellsboro,  and  on 
November  25,  1874  (less  than  two  months  after  he  attained  his  ma¬ 
jority),  he  became  a  member  of  Tioga  Lodge,  No.  230.  He  became  a 
Fast  Grand  in  March,  1883.  He  represented  his  lodge  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  in  1884,  1885,  1886,  and  1889,  and  has  attended 
every  session,  both  annual  and  semi-annual,  from  1884  up  to  a  year  or 
two  before  his  death.  In  1882  he  organized  a  Degree  Staff  in  his  lodge 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  first  one  in  the  State. 

He  became  a  member  of  Wellsboro  Encampment  No.  78,  October  17, 
1881,  and  became  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  in  1883.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  in  1884,  representing  his  en¬ 
campment  in  that  body  in  1884,  1885,  1886,  and  1889,  and  in  1890  be¬ 
came  Grand  Patriarch.  He  was  commissioned  District  Deputy  Grand 
Patriarch  of  Tioga  County  in  1884  and  served  in  that  capacity  until 
1891. 

He  represented  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Pennsylvania  in  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  from  1896  until  1904,  a  term  of  eight  consecutive 
years.  While  in  that  Body  he  served  on  several  committees,  taking 
special  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  Wellsboro  Uniformed  Degree  Camp, 
instituted  at  Wellsboro,  October  31,  1883,  and  was  its  first  and  only 
Commander.  On  March  13,  1886,  the  Degree  Camp  was  merged  into 
Canton  Keystone,  No.  5,  and  he  was  elected  its  first  Captain;  was 
promoted  May  8,  1886,  to  be  Major  of  the  second  battalion,  first  regiment 
of  Pennsylvania.  In  August,  1888,  he  was  commissioned  Colonel  of  the 
regiment,  and  later  was  assigned  to  command  the  second  regiment.  In 
August,  1891,  he  was  elected,  and  again  commissioned  Colonel  of  the 
second  regiment.  On  February  25,  1892,  he  was  elected  and  commis¬ 
sioned  Brigadier  in  command  of  the  second  brigade.  Afterwards  he 
was  elected  Major-General  and  Department  Commander  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  serving  until  his  retirement  about  two  years  ago.  Probably  no 
man  in  Pennsylvania  devoted  more  time  and  energy  to  building  up  an 
interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  than  did  General  Deans.  Much  of 
its  growth  and  prosperity  may  be  justly  attributed  to  him.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  Wanetta  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  23,  of  Scranton. 

Such  is  an  outline  of  his  life’s  work  for  the  Order.  What  does  this 
long  record  stand  for?  Search  the  memories  of  those  who  knew  him 
best.  Let  those  speak  who  aided  him  and  those  who  were  aided  by 
him,  in  his  ascent  to  high  places  in  the  Order’s  councils.  It  represents 
a  third  of  a  century  of  tireless  service,  of  upbuilding  efforts,  of  organ- 
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izing  and  constructive  force,  and  of  undivided,  unfaltering  loyalty  to 
his  conception  of  the  Order’s  mission  and  welfare. 


Reps.  Fulford,  Perkins,  McKenzie,  and  Mosley,  of  Rhode  Island, 
submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives . — It  is  with  profound  regret 
that  we  announce  the  death  of  Bro.  Lester  Seneca  Hill,  Past  Grand 
Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  and  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Rhode 
Island,  which  occurred  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Providence  on  Mon¬ 
day,  September  9,  1907,  at  the  age  of  64  years.  Brother  Hill  was  born 
in  the  town  of  Foster,  R.  I.,  in  the  year  1843.  He  was  initiated  as  an 
Odd  Fellow  in  Hope  Lodge,  No.  4,  Providence,  October  28,  1872,  and 
entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  February  1,  1876;  was  elected 
Grand  Master  in  1881,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1882;  was  admitted 
in  Narragansett  Encampment,  No.  1,  Providence,  April  8,  1881,  and 
entered  the  Grand  Encampment  March  5,  1884;  was  elected  Grand  Pa¬ 
triarch  in  1886,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1887.  Brother  Hill  was  a 
physician  of  high  standing  and  enjoyed  a  large  and  lucrative  practice. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Battery  E, 
First  Rhode  Island  Light  Artillery,  and  made  a  most  excellent  record 
for  which  he  was  rewarded  by  a  commission  from  President  Lincoln, 
assigning  him  to  a  Second  Lieutenancy  in  Company  F,  Fourteenth 
Rhode  Island  Heavy  Artillery.  While  the  Spanish  War  was  in  progress 
he  accompanied  the  First  Rhode  Island  Volunteers  as  Surgeon-General 
with  the  rank  of  Major.  In  1894  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Surgeon- 
General  of  the  Brigade  R.  I.  M.  with  the  military  rank  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel,  which  post  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

In  public  affairs  he  always  took  a  great  interest,  especially  in  edu¬ 
cational  matters.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Rhode  Island  General  As¬ 
sembly  for  two  years,  and  of  the  Providence  School  Committee  for  25 
years,  filling  each  position  with  marked  ability.  Brother  Hill,  because 
of  his  strong  personal  magnetism,  mental  qualifications  and  general 
experience  was  an  acknowledged  leader  among  men.  Rhode  Island 
mourns  the  loss  of  an  upright  and  loyal  citizen,  and  the  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  one  of  its  most  active  and  enthusiastic  members.  Our  brother 
was  prominent  in  the  Masonic  Order  and  many  other  fraternal  socie¬ 
ties.  Three  children,  one  daughter  and  two  sons,  are  left  to  mourn 
his  loss. 


Reps.  Perkins  and  Mosley,  of  Rhode  Island,  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives . — The  sad  duty  devolves  upon 
us  to  announce  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  death  of  Allen 
Jenckes,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Rhode  Island,  Past  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Rhode  Island,  and  Past  Grand  Representative  and  Past  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary  of  this  Grand  Body,  who  expired  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
the  city  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  July  10,  1907,  in  the  69th  year  of  his  age. 
Brother  Jenckes  was  born  in  the  town  of  Cumberland,  R.  I.,  in  the 
year  1838.  He  was  initiated  into  Canonicus  Lodge,  No.  9,  and  Moshas- 
suck  Encampment,  No.  2,  both  of  the  city  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  March  6, 
1868  and  October  21,  1869,  respectively.  He  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Rhode  Island,  February  1,  1870,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
same  Jurisdiction,  March  25,  1873.  He  was  elected  Grand  Warden  in 
the  year  1871,  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1872,  and  Grand  Secretary  in 
1881.  He  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  in  1878,  Grand  Scribe  in  1881, 
and  Grand  Representative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Rhode  Is¬ 
land,  in  the  year  1879.  In  the  year  1883,  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Body,  by  the  then  Grand  Secretary,  Theo¬ 
dore  A.  Ross,  and  continued  in  that  position  until  June  1,  1891.  He 
was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  enlisted  as  a  private,  September 
10,  1861,  and  was  promoted  to  a  lieutenancy.  During  the  war  he  made 
a  most  excellent  record  for  bravery  and  attention  to  duty.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order.  Brother  Jenckes  was  a  genial  com¬ 
panion,  an  honest,  upright  man,  and  a  loyal  Odd  Fellow  and  citizen. 

He  was  married  and  leaves  a  widow  and  one  son. 


Eep.  Burgess,  of  South  Dakota,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — After  a  lingering  illness  of 
about  three  months.  Dyer  H.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Representative,  died 
at  his  home  in  Brookings,  South  Dakota,  on  March  28,  1907. 

He  was  born  in  Edinboro,  Erie  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1858.  At  the 
age  of  seven  years,  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Rochester,  Minnesota. 
He  attended  the  public  school  at  that  place,  and  then  entred  an  abstract 
office,  where  he  took  book-keeping  and  a  business  course. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Emma  Haber,  of  Rochester,  Minnesota,  in 
1879.  In  1881  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Brookings,  South  Dakota, 
and  resided  there  until  his  death. 

He  was  assistant  cashier  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Brookings 
for  20  years,  failing  health  causing  him  to  resign  this  position.  The 
same  year  he  was  elected  sheriff  of  Brookings  County,  and  two  years 
later  was  re-elected,  serving  in  that  office  four  years. 

He  was  initiated  into  Brookings  Lodge,  No.  40,  October,  1883,  and 
was  Secretary  for  many  years,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of  his 
death;  was  elected  Noble  Grand  in  1886,  and  was  re-elected  several 
times.  In  1888  he  was  elected  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
again  in  1896,  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer  in  May,  1896,  Grand  Warden 
in  1901,  Grand  Master  in  1903,  and  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years  in  1904.  In  1905  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  “  Home  Board.” 

Brother  Campbell  was  always  regarded  as  an  earnest  advocate  of  the 
principles  of  our  Order  and  firm  in  belief  in  the  great  doctrines  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  He  was  ever  modest,  faithful,  and  untiring  in  the  work 
in  which  he  was  so  generously  endowed.  He  was  a  just  man,  always 
ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  suffering  and  distressed.  He  pos¬ 
sessed  a  warm  heart  and  his  friendship  was  true  and  steadfast  under 
all  circumstances. 
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He  leaves  a  wife  and  five  children,  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  entire  I.  O.  O.  F.  membership  of  South  Dakota  to  mourn 
his  death. 

“An  honored  one  from  us  has  gone; 

A  voice  we  loved  is  stilled; 

A  place  is  vacant  in  our  lodge 
Which  cannot  well  be  filled.”

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — “  In  the  midst  of  life  we  are 
in  death.”  This  was  well  illustrated  when  on  March  11,  1907,  Bro. 
Abbot  G.  Smith,  after  an  illness  of  two  days,  was  called  from  life’s 
duties,  joys,  and  sorrows,  to  his  eternal  rest.  He  fell  a  victim  of  that 
terrible  ailment  known  as  Bright’s  disease. 

Brother  Smith  was  born  September  13,  1848,  near  Fincastle,  Virginia. 
At  the  age  of  14  years  he  enlisted  in  Laws  Battery  Confederate  Army 
at  Saltville,  Virginia.  Moved  with  his  parents  in  March,  1868,  to  Bris¬ 
tol,  Virginia.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Nannie  E.  Smith,  of  Bristol, 
Virginia,  June  17,  1868. 

In  March,  1872,  he  moved  to  Denver,  Colorado,  where  he  formed  a 
partnership  with  his  older  brother,  B.  P.  Smith,  as  contractors  and 
builders. 

In  March,  1877,  he  went  overland  by  stage  to  the  Black  Hills;  a  few 
miles  from  Deadwood  the  stage  was  held  up  by  road-agents,  the  driver, 
Johnnie  Slaughter,  was  shot  and  killed,  the  team  became  frightened 
and  ran  away,  thus  saving  the  lives  of  the  passengers. 

After  arriving  in  Deadwood  he  at  once  began  contracting  on  stamp 
mill  work,  and  built  most  of  the  custom  mills  in  the  Northern  Hills. 

He  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Homestake  Mining  Company  for  12 
years,  setting  machinery  in  stamp  mills.  In  1890  he  was  elected  auditor 
of  Lawrence  County,  being  the  only  candidate  elected  on  his  ticket; 
this  office  he  filled  for  four  years.  In  January,  1895,  he  accepted  a 
position  with  a  London  Mining  Company  to  go  to  Luzon,  Philippine 
Islands,  to  superintend  and  build  a  gold  stamp  mill,  it  being  the  first 
of  the  kind  built  on  the  Islands. 

He  returned  home  in  July,  1896,  on  account  of  the  trouble  with  China 
and  Japan.  He  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  in  Lead  City  until 
May,  1899,  when  he  was  elected  Grand  Foreman  of  the  Ancient  Order 
of  United  Workmen  of  South  Dakota,  an  Order  he  had  been  identified 
with  for  some  years;  the  last  of  May  he  resigned  this  office,  and  accepted 
a  position  as  mechanical  engineer  and  general  manager  of  the  Colonial 
Mine  in  Nicaragua,  Central  America,  superintending  this  mine  until 
April,  1901,  when  he  bought  an  interest  in  the  Lone  Star  mine,  and 
made  it  one  of  the  best  paying  mines  in  Nicaragua,  selling  out  his  in¬ 
terest  in  October,  1905,  returning  to  Denver,  Colorado,  where  he  settled 
with  his  family,  and  became  interested  in  the  wholesale  grocery  busi¬ 
ness,  being  president  of  the  company  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Brother  Smith  was  initiated  into  Lead  City  Lodge,  No.  17,  on  the 
25th  day  of  May,  1880,  and  continued  a  member  of  that  lodge  until  his 
death.

He  was  elected  Secretary,  December,  1880,  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  June,  1881,  when  he  was  elected  Vice-Grand.  He  was  elected  Noble 
Grand  in  December,  1881,  and  elected  Representative  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  1883,  and  again  in  1885.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Marshal  in 
May,  1885,  and  was  elected  Grand  Warden  in  May,  1886,  and  Grand 
Master  in  May,  1887,  and  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  May,  1888,  and  held  this  important  office  for  three  terms. 

Few  advanced  more  rapidly  in  the  honors  ofthe  Order  or  extended 
a  greater  influence  in  the  councils  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  was  loved  by  all  who  knew  him,  in  civil  life  he  proved  himself 
eminently  trustworthy,  and  was  always  identified  with  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  A  prominent  and  progressive 
citizen,  a  warm-hearted  friend  and  neighbor,  he  lived  a  valuable  and 
useful  life,  serving  his  fellowman  and  this  Order  ably  and  honestly, 
and  has  left  a  clear  and  admirable  record  of  an  upright,  honest,  suc¬ 
cessful,  well-spent  life.  Brother  Smith  leaves  a  loving  wife  and  two 
children  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  noble  husband  and  an  indulgent  father.

EIGHTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 

The  present  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the 
city  of  St.  Paul  and  with  the  membership  of  the  Order  in  the  splendid 
Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota,  and  will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  and  successful  ever  held.  Once  before,  in  1884,  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  convened  in  annual  session  in  Minnesota,  and  on 
this  former  occasion  the  meeting  was  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and 
then  the  reception  by  the  fraternity  was  magnificent  and  delightful,  and 
in  1907  the  same  result  was  accomplished  on  a  larger  scale  because  of 
the.  growth  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  since  1884.  Now,  as  then, 
every  preparation  had  been  made  by  the  loyal  and  enthusiastic  brothers 
and  sisters  of  Minnesota,  and  everything  anticipated  which  could  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  pleasure  and  entertainment  of  the  Officers,  Representa¬ 
tives,  and  visiting  members.  All  the  features  and  incidents  of  the 
reception  were  highly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  all  those  in  whose 
honor  they  were  prepared  and  extended.  It  is  a  matter  of  pleasure  and 
duty  that  some  of  the  leading  and  interesting  incidents  of  the  enter¬ 
tainment  provided  in  honor  of  the  occasion  be  here  presented  as  a  testi¬ 
monial  of  the  labor  and  devotion  of  the  membership  of  the  Order  in 
Minnesota. 

EXCURSION  TO  STILLWATER. 

The  first  event  arranged  for  the  annual  gathering  of  Odd  Fellows  in 
St.  Paul  was  a  successful  excursion  down  the  river  and  around  to  Still¬ 
water,  where  the  visiting  member’s  and  their  families  were  placed 
aboard  chartered  cars  and  brought  back  to  the  city.  From  the  time 
the  boat  left  St.  Paul  until  the  last  trolley  car  discharged  its  load  at 
Seventh  street  there  was  not  a  moment  any  one  found  tiresome.  Even 
when  the  clouds  rolled  up  in  the  northwest  and  suggested  rain  the  good 
fellowship  and  genial  feeling  seemed  not  to  suffer  in  the  least,  and 
when  the  crowd  was  driven  under  shelter  on  two  or  three  occasions  the 
merriment  seemed  all  the  keener. 

The  trip  down  the  river  was  pleasant,  although  a  slight  rain  fell  at 
times.  A  band  furnished  music  for  dancing  on  the  barge.  Luncheon 
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was  served  by  the  local  lodges  at  noon,  about  the  time  the  steamer 
entered  the  St.  Croix.  When  Stillwater  was  reached,  shortly  after  4 
o’clock,  the  boat  was  met  by  members  of  the  Stillwater  lodges  and  the 
excursionists  were  escorted  up  to  the  State  prison,  which  was  inspected 
in  every  department.  Upon  the  return  from  the  penitentiary  dinner 
was  served  in  Woodman  hall,  the  overflow  being  accommodated  at  the 
local  hotels.  While  in  Stillwater  the  Odd  Fellows  were  the  guests  of 
the  local  lodges.  After  the  dinner  in  Woodman  hall  there  were  a  few 
informal  addresses,  and  the  crowd  boarded  cars  for  St.  Paul  shortly 
before  7  o’clock. 


SERMON  BY  REV.  SAMUEL  G.  SMITH,  AT  THE  PEOPLE’S  CHURCH, 

SUNDAY,  SEPTEMBER  15,  1907* 

On  Sunday  divine  services  were  held  at  the  People’s  Church,  at  which 
there  was  an  unusually  large  attendance. 

A  special  discourse  was  given  by  Rev.  Samuel  G.  Smith,  pastor  of  the 
church,  which  touched  upon  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  loyalty  which 
exist  between  men  and  the  benefit  arising  from  such  association  and 
brotherly  love.  He  said: 

Ephesians  II,  14:  “  He  is  our  peace.”  The  Hebrew  temple  was  essen¬ 

tially  a  shrine.  Outside  the  temple  proper  there  was  a  court  for  the 
worshipping  Jews  and  beyond  this  court  there  was  another  area  where 
worshippers  from  alien  peoples  might  bow  their  heads  in  reverence  to 
the  awful  Jehovah.  Jesus  is  said  to  have  broken  down  this  middle  wall 
between  Jew  and  Gentile,  and  to  have  made  both  one,  and  so  he  is  called 
the  peace  of  the  world. 

Hague  conferences  may  be  called  by  the  rulers  of  nations,  discussions 
may  be  had  as  to  the  methods  of  making  war  less  barbarous,  of  limiting 
armament  on  sea  and  land,  of  respect  to  private  property,  but  all  these 
things  will  be  of  no  avail  in  securing  any  lasting  peace  among  men. 
Peace  of  every  kind  depends  upon  the  deeper  unities  in  which  conflicts 
are  harmonized  and  so  peace  becomes,  not  the  result  of  convention  or 
of  effort  by  individuals  or  nations,  but  the  natural  expression  of  perfect 
relationship.  ' 

Division  and  unity,  apparently  two  discordant  facts,  are  yet  necessary 
elements  in  any  final,  useful  and  intelligent  order.  This  doctrine  is 
revealed  in  all  branches  of  human  knowledge  and  in  all  forms  of  human 
effort. 

When  time  began  the  star  dust  distributed  through  space,  rolled  in 
billows  of  force,  formed  stellar  centers,  divided  sun  from  sun  and  world 
from  world,  and  out  of  all  this  variety  an  orderly  universe  was  born. 
Our  earth  whirled  on  through  space  a  burning  globe,  but  when  at 
length  the  clouds  rolled  back  as  the  spirit  of  God  brooded  over  the 
chaos,  the  mountains  were  flung  up,  the  seas  rocked  from  shore  to  shore, 
the  rivers  cut  for  themselves  channels,  and  because  of  land  and  sea, 
earth  and  air,  a  new  order  became  possible  and  life  was  born.  This 
life  moved  through  all  the  mazes  of  species  and  genera  until  at  last  it 
was  crowned  by  the  birth  of  man,  the  greatest  and  divinest  revelation 
of  order  and  of  power. 

Undistributed  society  remained  savages;  for  social  relationships  were 
impossible  among  men  who  had  neither  special  duties,  special  gifts, 
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nor  the  power  to  render  special  service.  At  length  in  the  far-off  days 
there  arose  among  these  savages  three  classes — heroes,  kings,  and 
priests.  Heroes  who  grew  great  through  capacity  for  special  deeds; 
kings  who  grew  great  because  they  were  able  to  rule  and  as  they  ruled 
were  also  strong  to  serve;  and  priests  who  abolished  time  and  space, 
fear  and  death.  They  brought  men  at  their  altars  into  communion  with 
the  heavenly  powers.  The  story  of  human  history  is  the  story,  of  the 
struggle  between  hero,  king,  and  priest;  and  through  these  struggles 
arose  at  last  the  distribution  of  powers,  the  birth  of  laws,  the  growth 
•of  constitutions,  the  development  of  orderly  liberty  and  society  passed 
from  the  simplicity  of  savagedom  to  the  highly  complex  unity  of  freedom 
under  law. 

COMPLEX  FORCES. 

The  history  of  the  world  is  characterized  by  the  division  of  mankind 
into  races,  then  into  nations,  and  the  nations  divided  into  classes  more 
or  less  distinct.  The  world  has  been  fashioned  precisely  for  this  result. 
Varieties  of  climate,  from  the  frost-covered  billows  whose  sullen  floods 
break  upon  the  northern  ice-bound  lands  to  the  burning  deserts,  gigan¬ 
tic  forests  and  swarming  life  of  the  tropics  furnish  forth  conditions 
that  separate  race  from  race.  The  divisions  of  mountains  and  of  seas, 
deep-cleft  valleys,  and  broad  plateaus  were  ready  made  to  furnish  the 
boundaries  of  tribes  and  of  nations.  All  this  was  not  by  accident,  but 
parts  of  one  divine  process  resultant  from  one  divine  law.  To  each  race 
was  given  the  development  of  certain  sides  of  human  nature,  to  each 
civilization  the  working  out  of  certain  great  ideas,  to  each  nation  vast 
experiments  in  social  and  political  order.  History  has  been  enriched  by 
various  contributions  arising  from  the  division  of  races,  civilizations 
and  nations,  among  them  the  colossal  imagination  of  the  Egyptian,  the 
beauty  of  the  Greek,  and  the  reverence  of  die  Hebrew.  Never  has  there 
been  a  time  when  the  ferment  of  ideas  and  the  movement  of  forces  were 
so  vast  and  complex  as  at  the  present,  but  can  we  not  see  that  the  world 
is  moving  toward  a  cosmic  civilization?  No  longer  can  the  Greek  despise 
the  barbarian,  or  the  Jew  draw  aloof  from  the  Gentile,  but  new  rever¬ 
ence  is  born  among  men  who  differ  in  training  and  in  faith.  A  new 
humility  graces  the  best  of  men.  Our  wisest  are  coming  to  see  values 
in  things  most  diverse.  We  are  no  longer  simply  asking  what  we  can 
learn  from  great  teachers  and  prophets  of  the  ancient  times,  but  what 
can  be.  learned  f-rom  the  patriotism  of  the  Japanese,  the  conservatism 
of  the  Chinaman,  and  the  patient  endurance  of  the  African.  The  final 
civilization  will  not  be  the  child  of  revolution,  but  it  will  be  the  heir  of 
all  the  ages;  it  will  gather  up  the  good  from  every  nation  and  kindred 
and  people  and  tongue  under  the  whole  heaven,  and  out  of  all  social 
survivals  it  will  build  the  glorious  temples  and  palaces  of  the  future. 

Most  evident  is  our  doctrine  in  the  department  of  economics.  Early 
men  had  little  skill  in  toil  because  there  were  set  for  them  so  many 
tasks.  Each  man  labored  for  himself  and  his  family,  and  the  family  or 
clan  group  must  be  sufficient  to  themselves.  The  development  of  huirPan 
nature  brought  with  it  special  gifts.  Men  grew  great  as  they  were  sep¬ 
arated  from  each  other  by  diversity  of  talent.  This  led  increasingly  to 
division  of  labor,  and  as  each  man  applied  his  special  gift  to  his  special 
task,  he  secured  the  rewards  of  special  skill.  The  division  of  labor 
among  larger  social  groups  was  greatly  assisted  by  variety  of  social 
conditions,  but  especially  by  the  variety  of  natural  resources  which  sug; 
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gested  and  often  compelled  certain  classes  of  occupations.  Coal  and  iron 
mines  meant  forges,  and  nearby  forests  meant  factories  and  workshops. 
The  division  of  labor  is  only  bewildering  until  we  see  the  uniting  power 
of  commerce  which  transfers  from  him  who  has  too  much  the  things 
which  another  lacks,  and  by  mutual  interchange  enriches  all  quarters 
of  the  globe.  The  differences  among  men  are  the  servants  of  industrial 
efficiency  and  commercial  wealth. 

THE  DIVINE  IDEA.  • 

New  views  of  the  history  of  religion  are  in  harmony  with  the  other 
great  facts  that  have  been  considered.  The  divine  idea  manifested 
itself  in  diverse  ways  among  the  sons  of  men.  Out  of  nature  worship 
there  sprung  a  Pantheon.  The  natural  forms  of  unknown  powers  were 
garments  by  which  the  hidden  splendor  was  revealed.  Both  philosopher 
and  prophet  worked  his  way  through  the  great  growth  of  primitive 
faiths  to  the  idea  of  one  God,  but  this  one  God  was  a  vision  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  consciousness  of  one  throned  afar.  The  natural  stood  over  against 
the  supernatural;  the  religion  of  reason  over  against  the  religion  of 
revelation,  but  in  our  own  time  thoughtful  men  are  coming  to  a  deeper 
and  holier  view.  They  are  coming  to  see  that  the  God  of  history  and  of 
the  Bible  is  one  God  with  one  method.  The  God  of  science  and  of  reve¬ 
lation  works  through  the  same  laws  and  when  the  great  teacher  pro¬ 
claimed  “  the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you  ”  he  was  revealing,  not  a 
king  enthroned  in  some  far-off  heaven  but  a  living  father  whose  love 
throbs  in  the  heartbeats  of  every  one  of  his  children,  and  who  is  not 
only  once  incarnate  in  the  stable  in  Bethlehem  but  is  forevermore  incar¬ 
nate,  not  alone  in  every  form  of  human  life  but  in  lowliest  leaf  as  well 
as  in  loftiest  star.  Nor  does  Christianity  stand  over  against  the  other 
religions  of  the  world  as  a  hard,  implacable  foe,  but  rather  as  the  queen- 
liest  sister  of  them  all,  rejoicing  in  the  good  and  truth  of  each  and  find¬ 
ing  not  alone  the  law  of  Moses  but  the  teaching  of  Buddha  and  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  Confucius  were  also  schoolmasters  leading  men  to  the  Christ. 

In  the  special  development  of  Christianity  religious  denominations 
each  have  had  their  mission.  To  one  the  esthetic  side,  to  another  the 
emotional,  to  another  the  intellectual,  but  as  Jesus  broke  down  the 
middle  wall  of  partition  between  Jew  and  Gentile,  taking  away  the  par¬ 
tial  ritual  which  could  not  become  universal  to  enthrone  a  monotheism 
that  might  easily  be  world-wide  if  left  free  to  choose  its  own  method  of 
local  development,  so  He  who  is  our  peace  must  ultimately  bring  men 
to  see  that  special  types  of  Christianity  are  only  valuable  as  emphasiz¬ 
ing  special  forms  of  thought  and  of  life.  When  this  is  seen  a  new  rever¬ 
ence  among  the  churches  will  be  born  and  each  will  look,  not  alone 
upon  its  own  things,  but  also  upon  the  things  of  another,  and  will  glory 
in  every  great  thought  and  every  great  saint,  not  as  the  possession  of 
this  or  that  sect  but  as  the  joy  and  glory  of  the  whole  household  of 
faith. 


•  BROTHERHOOD  OF  MAN. 

In  the  great  problems  of  our  own  time  there  are  two  classes  of  men 
clamoring  for  recognition.  The  conservative  declares  that  the  safety 
of  the  world  consists  only  in  preserving  the  ancient  order.  New 
thoughts,  new  methods,  even  new  hopes,  seem  to  him  to  be  born  of  the 
devil.  The  radical,  upon  the  other  hand,  would  forget  all  the  ancient 
wisdom  of  the  world,  the  values  which  have  been  wrought  out  by  ten 
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thousand  struggles  through  a  thousand  ages  of  human  history.  We 
need  the  wisdom  of  the  conservative  and  the  vigor  of  the  radical,  and 
we  have  a  test  for  the  usefulness  of  each.  It  is  the  test  of  all  social 
institutions  whatsoever.  That  form  of  social  order  is  valuable  which 
permits  the  freest  development  of  the  largest  man,  but  that  develop¬ 
ment  is  only  possible  by  union  with  his  fellows.  The  test  of  the  social 
order  is  to  be  found  in  its  effect  upon  the  practical  realization  of  the 
brotherhood  of  man. 

We  welcome  to  our  services  this  morning  the  national  representatives 
of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  The  various  fraternities  had 
their  prototypes  in  ancient  history,  but  are,  above  all,  characteristic 
developments  of  modern  society.  They  also  have  their  special  value  in 
the  working  out  of  the  new  earth  which  is  to  be  domed  over  by  the 
new  heaven  of  the  future.  They  seek  a  common  economic  good  for 
their  fellows.  They  are  particularly  powerful  in  the  development  of 
the  social  life,  and  in  their  rituals  they  embody  certain  pre-eminent 
faiths  and  principles.  Among  these  fraternities  your  noble  Order  holds 
a  commanding  place.  We  rejoice  in  your  ministries  to  the  needy,  your 
helpfulness  to  the  sick,  your  burial  of  the  dead,  your  care  of  the 
widow  and  of  the  orphan.  These  ministries  are  living  evidence  that 
He  who  is  our  peace  still  has  a  place  among  men.  The  social  life  of 
the  race  needs  every  help;  it  needs  government  as  the  highest  and 
most  universal  seat  of  human  authority;  it  needs  the  church  as  the 
custodian  of  the  oracles  of  God  and  the  inspirer  of  all  that  is  noblest 
in  human  effort  and  experience.  It  needs  the  home,  the  nursery  of  the 
young,  the  conserver  of  the  affections  and  the  source  of  all  the  gentlest 
graces  of  character.  We  need  also  the  fraternal  society  which  bridges 
the  chasm  between  social  classes,  which  knows  no  politics  and  no  creed, 
which  recognizes  no  distinctions  of  culture  or  of  position,  but  where  the 
hand  of  man  grasps  the  hand  of  his  brother  on  the  basis  of  com¬ 
mon  need,  common  aspiration,  and  common  destiny.  The  State,  the 
church,  the  home,  and  the  lodge  are  each  valuable  and  efficient  forms 
of  social  organization,  and  each  has  its  special  function  in  modern  life. 
These  and  all  other  forms  of  organization,  and  all  the  hopes,  the  faiths, 
the  loves,  and  the  ambitions  of  men  are  at  work  under  the  divine  leader¬ 
ship  for  the  reconciliation  of  men. 

VISION  OF  FUTURE. 

The  human  race  will  only  possess  this  world  when  it  has  ransacked 
every  secret  of  material  and  of  force,  and  has  made  it  serviceable; 
when  the  treasures  of  mountain  and  plain,  forest  and  sea,  the  battle  of 
the  frozen  north  and  the  opulence  of  the  sun-kissed  South,  shall  by 
human  conquest  become  one  final  unity.  The  savage  man  will  only 
become  social  and  the  last  fragments  of  barbarism  will  only  be  cast 
out  when  they  who  are  leaders  shall  persuade  the  world  to  receive  all 
the  treasures  of  God  in  human  history.  In  that  cosmic  society  the 
vigor  of  the  Goth,  the  imagination  of  the  Oriental,  the  strength  of  the 
Roman,  the  adaptability  of  the  Saxon,  the  conservatism  of  the  Chinese 
will  all  be  elements  in  the  final  human  greatness.  Christ,  who  is  our 
peace,  will  break  down,  not  alone  the  wall  between  Jew  and  Gentile, 
but  every  wall  that  separates  between  man  and  man.  The  pride  of  the 
rich  and  strong  must  go;  vanished  must  be  the  shame  and  ignorance  of 
the  broken  and  the  poor.  In  that  final  brotherhood  what  enriches  any 
will  be  the  wealth  of  each,  and  the  good  will  everywhere  prevail.  The 
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noblest  poem  of  the  Bible  contains  the  prophecy  that  the  time  will  come 
when  “  the  gold  of  Ophir  will  be  as  stones  of  the  brook.”  There  can 
be  but  one  interpretation  of  this  vision.  The  world  is  to  be  filled  with 
plenty  so  that  knowledge  and  beauty  and  culture  shall  belong  to  every 
man,  woman,  and  child,  as  well  as  food  and  raiment  and  shelter.  This 
can  only  be  when  the  Christ  who  is  our  peace  has  broken  every  dividing 
wall,  and  the  joy  of  service  shall  be  th6  supremest  ambition  of  the 
strong  and  the  great.  Is  this  new  earth  only  a  poet’s  dream,  or  is  the 
dream  capable  of  practical  realization?  It  is  prophesied,  not  alone  by 
poets  and  seers,  but  by  every  stone  in  the  mountains,  every  billow  in 
the  sea,  every  star  in  the  sky,  the  history  of  every  nation  and  tribe, 
the  development  of  every  industry;  by  the  blaze  of  the  forge,  the  sound 
of  the  hammer  and  the  hum  of  the  spindles  no  less  than  by  the  lofty 
poetry  of  Isaiah,  the  splendid  vision  of  Ezekiel,  the  philosophy  of  Plato, 
and  the  laws  and  institutions  which  have  been  developed  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  man.  All  social  forces  of  human  history,  all  divine  laws, 
all  numan  effort,  combine  to  prophesy  that  the  days  will  come  when  He 
who  is  our  peace  shall  at  last  have  conquered  the  world  and  men  will 
find  their  noblest  law  as  well  as  their  deepest  comfort  in  the  fatherhood 
of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

WELCOME  TO  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE.

Therefore,  it  does  not  seem  neces¬ 
sary,  nor  would  it  be  in  good  taste,  for  me  on  this  occasion  to  talk 
about  Odd  Fellowship,  although  I  love  the  Order  and  have  been  in  good 
standing  continuously  for  over  fifty  years — an  active  worker  in  the 
days  of  our  greatest  adversity  in  this  State. 

The  rank  and  file  of  our  beloved  Order  is  composed  of  the  great 
common  people,  men  who  love  their  wives  and  children,  and  pay  their 
honest  debts. 

No  money  consideration  influences  the  increase  of  the  membership  of 
our  Order,  so  that  our  increase  must  be  due  to  the  great  underlying 
principle  of  our  organization:  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth. 

You  have  been  welcomed  to  our  great  Commonwealth  in  an  eloquent 
address  made  to  you  by  Judge  Jaggard,  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Now, 
it  affords  me  the  greatest  pleasure,  in  behalf  of  all  the  people  of  this 
city,  to  extend  to  you  a  cordial  greeting  and  the  freedom  of  our  city. 

We  feel  greatly  honored  by  your  convocation  among  us,  and  we  trust 
that  during  your  stay  in  St.  Paul  your  deliberations  will  result  in  great 
good  to  the  Order,  and  that  your  social  relations  during  your  leisure 
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hours  with  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Twin  Cities  will  afford  you  much 
pleasure. 

The  Grand  Master  next  welcomed  the  visitors  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Minnesota. 

ADDRESS  OF  GEO.  W.  SCHERER,  GRAND  MASTER. 

Grand  Sire,  Sisters  and  Brothers,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  second 
session  held  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota.  I  extend  this  welcome  to 
you  on  behalf  of  over  20,000  Odd  Fellows  associated  together  in  265 
subordinate  lodges  in  which  welcome  7000  Rebekahs  heartily  join. 

Twenty-three  years  ago  when  this  Sovereign  Body  met  in  Minneapolis, 
there  were  considerably  less  than  6000  resident  brothers  to  greet  you, 
and  we  feel  that  by  an  increase  of  350  per  cent,  Odd  Fellowship  has  kept 
pace  with  the  numerical  and  material  progress  of  the  North  Star  State. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  beautiful  Falls  of  Minnehaha,  made  famous  by 
the  poet  Longfellow,  and  to  the  mighty  Falls  of  St.  Anthony  by  whose 
power  the  largest  flouring  mills  in  the  world  grind  into  flour  millions 
of  bushels  of  wheat  grown  on  our  own  fertile  acres. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  source  of  the  longest  river  in  the  Western  Hemi¬ 
sphere,  and  to  the  hundreds  of  streams  in  whose  rippling  waters  the 
finny  tribe  disports  itself. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  largest  fresh-water  lake  in  the  world  on  whose 
great  bosom  the  mightiest  inland  commerce  of  the  ages  is  carried,  and 
to  the  thousands  of  lakes,  small  but  as  clear  as  crystal,  surrounded  by 
scenery  most  romantic. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  hundreds  of  hamlets  in  which  Odd  Fellowship 
has  secured  a  foothold  and  to  the  only  instance  in  the  world  of  two 
metropolitan  cities  existing  peacefully  side  by  side. 

I  welcome  you  on  behalf  of  this  Jurisdiction  to  the  humble  homes  of 
our  members  and  to  that  most  beautiful,  that  most  magnificent  creation 
originated  through  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship — our  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  at  Northfield. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  wide  expanse  of  our  prairies,  dotted  with  ele¬ 
gant  homes  and  devoted  to  the  pursuits  of  the  agriculturist  and  the 
dairyman,  and  to  the  vast  forests  (soon  to  be  a  thing  of  the  past)  from 
which  these  homes  on  the  prairies  were  constructed. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  richest,  most  accessible  iron  mines  in  the  world 
and  to  the  valuable  granite  deposits  at  St.  Cloud  and  Ortonville,  to  the 
limestone  quarries  at  Mankato  and  to  that  wonderful  formation  at  Pipe¬ 
stone,  out  of  which  the  aborigines  formed  their  “  pipe  of  peace.” 

I  welcome  you  to  our  public  buildings  from  “  the  little  red  schoolhouse 
on  the  hill  ”  to  the  costly  high  school  buildings  in  the  cities  and  villages 
whose  system  of  education  leads  to  a  university  surpassed  educationally 
by  none  and  to  hundreds  of  substantial  State,  municipal,  and  quasi-public 
buildings,  crowned  as  it  were  by  that  magnificent,  beautiful,  and  majes¬ 
tic  structure — our  State  capitol. 

I  welcome  you  to  the  State  which  has  produced  one  of  the  mightiest 
railroad  kings  of  the  age,  one  of  the  most  eminent  divines  of  the  world, 
one  of  the  greatest  scholars  and  educational  organizers  in  this  nation, 
and  to  the  State  of  whose  sons  and  daughters  a  great  many  have  promi¬ 
nently  inscribed  their  names  on  the  pages  of  the  history  of  our  country. 

I  welcome  you  to  our  health-giving  climate,  to  our  invigorating  ozone 
to  our  lovely  landscapes,  to  our  azure  skies,  to  our  pleasant  neighbors, 
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to  our  delightful  environments,  hut  above  all  to  our  innumerable  and 
exceptional  opportunities  which  are  waiting  to  be  taken  up  by  the 
laborer,  mechanic,  manufacturer,  or  professional  man. 

Again  I  welcome  you  to  the  “  North  Star  State,”  the  “  Gopher  State,” 
the  “  Bread  and  Butter  State,”  the  State  of  the  Lady’s  Slipper  and  the 
Golden  Rod,  the  State  the  farthest  north  of  any  in  the  Union,  the  State 
of  the  great  continental  watershed,  and  the  State  having  an  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  as  true  and  steadfast  to  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love,  and 
Truth  as  any  in  the  world.

ADDRESS  OF  D.  S.  WIIITTEMORE,  GRAND  PATRIARCH.

the  many  other  places  of  interest,  often  recur  to  you  all  as  among  the 
most  delightful.

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ADDRESS  OF  MISS  ROSE  WHITING,  PRESIDENT. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Grand  Sire,  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  Sisters,  Brothers,  Friends. — To  me  has  "been  assigned  the 
pleasant  duty  of  extending  the  welcome  of  the  Minnesota  Rebekahs  to 
this  august  body.

We  take  pride  in  Minnesota  that  to-day  she  is  the  center  link  that 
binds  this  entire  universe  in  that  great  fraternal  bond  of  Friendship, 
Truth,  and  Love. 

We  as  Rebekahs  who  cannot  wear  the  scarlet  of  the  subordinate,  or 
the  purple  of  the  encampment  can  show  that  our  influence  is  felt 
throughout  the  entire  world  by  living  up  to  their  beautiful  teachings.

I  believe  the  trend  of  civilization  is  well  marked,  and  also  the  advancing 
civilization  by  the  increasing  power  given  to  woman,  and  which  they 
exercise  in  the  way  of  fraternity  “  Doing  good  as  good  ought  always 
to  be  performed  ”  in  the  field  of  human  endeavor. 

Amid  Minnesota  scenery,  we  hope  that  you  will  find  the  same  fra¬ 
ternal  spirit  that  greets  you  elsewhere,  feeling  that  we  surely  are  of 
one  great  family,  each  working  in  her  own  way  to  live  up  to  the  true 
teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship,  for  remember  when  one  is  doing  good  to 
others  they  are  doing  still  greater  good  for  themselves. 

During  your  stay  here  with  us,  we  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  make 
you  feel  at  home,  and  hope  that  friendships  formed  will  not  pass  with 
the  day,  but  will  last,  and  as  you  go  to  your  homes  take  with  you  pleas¬ 
ant  thoughts  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  session  held  in  Minnesota. 

May  friendship  consecrate  your  stay, 

And  memory  hold  it  dear. 

And  may  you  keep  in  mind  alway, 

The  friends  who  greet  you  here. 

To  these  words  of  welcome  the  Grand  Sire  responded  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  E.  S.  CONWAY,  GRAND  SIRE. 

It  is  an  honor  that  I,  on  behalf  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  deeply 
appreciate,  to  be  given  the  opportunity  to  respond  to  so  many  sincere 
and  inspiring  septiments  of  good-will  that  have  been  uttered  here  this 
morning.  Surely  it  is  good  for  the  soul  of  men  to  have  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  their  fellows. 

It  is  an  additional  pleasure  that  so  many  of  the  distinguished  sons  of 
Minnesota  join  the  citizens  of  this  lusty  metropolis  of  the  Northwest 
in  making  this  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  memorable 
one.  Civic  influence  and  civic  support  can  give  their  recognition  to  no 
more  worthy  cause  than  that  which  our  organization  symbolizes. 

To  me,  personally,  it  is  an  especial  gratification  to  represent  the 
Order  on  this  occasion  and  in  these  environments.  You  will  the  better 
appreciate  my  words  when  I  say  that  it  was  in  Lake  City,  Minnesota, 
that  I  was  initiated  into  the  Order,  when  you  know  that  your  glorious 
State  was  really  my  cradle  as  an  Odd  Fellow.  During  all  my  progress 
since  then,  to  the  highest  place  in  the  gift  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  I  have  never  forgotten  the  little  town  in  Wabasha  County,  where, 
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as  an  Odd  Fellow,  I  first  saw  the  light  of  dqy  and  became  acquainted 
with  the  beneficent  principles  and  lofty  aspirations  of  the  Order. 

I  am  sure  that  all  good  citizens  are  interested  in  every  force  that  tends 
to  the  moral  uplift  of  the  community;  that  inspires  the  individual  with 
higher  ideals  and  the  determination  to  work  out  for  himself  a  larger 
usefulness  as  a  member  of  society.  So,  fully  believing  this,  I  feel  that 
you  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  organ¬ 
ization  has  more  been  accomplished  in  the  direction  of  enlarging  its 
membership  than  during  the  year  1906.  The  principles  of  our  Order 
stand  for  distinct  achievements.  They  are  a  crystallization  of  the  high¬ 
est  type  of  human  endeavor  in  the  direction  of  humanity’s  betterment. 
When  I  say  that  our  membership  has  largely  increased,  the  statement 
carries  with  it  the  implication  that  the  noble  work  that  Odd  Fellowship 
performs  finds  a  greatly  extended  field  of  helpfulness. 

I  will  not  weary  you  with  statistics.  The  records  are  eloquent  in 
their  own  behalf.  To  them  I  refer  with  justifiable  pride  as  the  climax 
of  a  twelvemonth  of  well-directed  effort,  guided  by  a  profound  com¬ 
passion  for  the  weal  and  the  woe  of  our  fellowmen. 

The  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  let  me  say  to  you,  brothers  and  sisters, 
is  a  type  of  that  democratic  spirit  that  lies  at  the  foundation  of  civiliza¬ 
tion.  It  is  democratic  from  center  to  circumference,  from  root  to  apex, 
a  reflex  of  the  fraternal  zeal  that  achieves  grand  results.  While  it  mag¬ 
nifies  the  individual,  recognizing  in  him  the  force  that  moves  the  mass — 
the  complex  social  fabric — it  yet  regards  the  indvidual  as  subservient 
to  other  phases  of  life  that  must  be  attained  before  we  can  reach  a  per¬ 
fect  plane  of  existence.  One  of  these  is  the  ultimate  happiness  of 
others,  the  other  the  symmetrical  development  of  human  character. 

This  question  of  character  is  one  of  the  most  important  with  which 
we  have  to  deal.  It  is  in  a  large  measure,  it  ought  to  be  in  a  full  meas¬ 
ure,  the  motive  power  of  the  individual.  Character  transforms  the  inef¬ 
ficient  individual  unit  into  one  of  the  foundation  stones,  at  least  one  of 
the  important  factors,  in  the  building  up  of  society.  If  the  man  has  not 
character,  he  is  merely  a  tinkling  cymbal.  Character  fills  up  the  cracks 
and  crannies  of  the  individual  career  and  rounds  it  out  to  a  high  degree 
of  worthiness.  Here  is  where  the  revivifying  work  of  Odd  Fellowship 
makes  itself  felt.  Character  is  the  basis  of  our  Order.  Everything  is 
measured  by  that  gauge.  We  are  taught  that  character  is  the  true  dig¬ 
nity  of  life,  and  not  clothes,  not  money,  not  landed  possessions.  What 
is  wealth  without  character?  Is  wealth  without  character  any  more 
enjoyable  than  wealth  without  health?  How  bright  and  cheerful  and 
ennobling  can  life  be  made  by  the  man  who  lacks  material  wealth,  but 
is  rich  in  moral  worth.  Can  you  compare  the  two?  Can  you  compel 
your  mind  to  accept  as  final  the  statement  that  earthly  riches  are  above 
character?  No,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  for  there  is  in  every  man’s 
intellect  an  innate  belief,  an  inborn  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  char¬ 
acter  is  the  pearl  of  great  price,  and  that  to  possess  it  is  the  surest  title 
to  contentment  and  happiness. 

It  is  character  that  invests  the  individual  in  all  situations  in  life  with 
a  charm  that  is  beyond  the  power  of  analysis.  It  is  character  that 
envelops  in  a  singular  dignity  the  man  or  the  woman  who  is  obliged  to 
work  in  order  to  live,  to  whom  grim  necessity  is  an  uncompromising 
tyrant.  The  worker  who  has  character  imparts  to  every  task  that  he  or 
she  may  undertake  this  same  dignity.  It  is  likewise  character  that 
gives  labor  its  peculiar  dignity,  and  it  must  ever  be  borne  in  mind  that 
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all  labor  that  is  essential  to  our  well-being  is  alike  honorable.  We  all 
know  that  labor  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of  society,  absolutely 
essential.  None  of  our  daily  tasks  would  be  undertaken  unless  there 
were  specific  demands  for  specific  works.  No  man  would  produce  an 
article  for  the  market  for  which  there  were  no  purchasers;  nor  should 
any  man  or  woman  engage  in  an  occupation  as  a  means  of  livelihood, 
for  which  there  is  no  remuneration.  The  fact  that  there  is  remunera¬ 
tion  is  ample  evidence  that  some  one  desires  such  services. 

If  the  satisfying  of  the  varied  legitimate  human  wants  are  essential, 
as  every  one  will  quickly  admit,  then  the  toil  that  brings  about  such 
satisfaction  must  be  honorable.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  dishonorable 
labor,  because  the  fundamental  principle  of  all  labor  is  the  filling  of 
some  particular  need,  which  makes  labor  a  necessity,  and  therefore 
legitimate  and  of  a  certain  value.  The  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  insists 
upon  this  view  of  an  important  economic  question  and  sincerely  en¬ 
deavors  to  inculcate  this  principle  into  the  mind  of  every  one  of  its 
members. 

The  women  who  cook  out  meals,  who  aid  in  keeping  our  homes  clean 
and  orderly  and,  therefore,  sightly,  who  minister  to  our  comfort  in 
every  way,  provided  that  they  have  character,  are  relatively  as  impor¬ 
tant  factors  in  society  as  the  dentist  who  crowns  a  bad  tooth,  the  law¬ 
yer  who  protects  one’s  rights,  the  doctor  who  cures  the  patient  of  a 
bodily  ill,  and  the  theologian  who  by  his  appeals  and  admonitions  tries 
to  keep  us  in  the  strait  and  narrow  path  that  leads  to  ultimate  salva¬ 
tion.  Each  ministers  to  some  need  in  the  life  of  the  individual,  each 
strives  to  satisfy  it  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  ability.  The  fact  that  this 
service  is  performed  well,  so  that  the  need  is  well  satisfied,  and  that 
healthful  conditions  are  secured,  is  abundant  evidence  that  the  worker 
is  entitled  to  our  respect  and  our  consideration.  I  am  not  making  a 
special  plea  for  the  domestics  in  our  homes,  but  am  merely  attempting 
to  apply  to  you  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  a  practical  way. 
The  domestic  is  the  one  that  oftenest  feels  the  sting  of  disregard,  and 
sometimes,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  of  actual  reproach,  so  I  have  chosen  her 
as  an  example  that  will  appeal  to  us  with  sympathy  and  force. 

There  are  some  occupations  that  are  called  menial,  but  they  are  not 
so.  All  labor  that  is  legitimate  is,  by  a  parity  of  reasoning,  important 
and  honorable.  The  men  who  may  clean  our  cesspools,  who  may  see 
that  our  sewerage  system  is  in  good  condition,  who  may  remove  the 
decaying  vegetable  matter  and  offal  from  our  doors,  are  following  a 
legitimate  calling,  and  therefore  are  engaged  in  honorable  labor,  no 
matter  what  the  scale  of  remuneration  may  be.  Suppose  that  our  do¬ 
mestics,  suppose  that  the  men  who  clean  our  sewers,  the  scavengers, 
should  be  taken  from  us  suddenly,  pray  what  would  we  do?  The  work 
would  have  to  be  performed  by  ourselves,  otherwise  we  should  suffer. 
And  if  we  were  called  upon  to  do  it  ourselves,  even  if  we  were  to  pro¬ 
test  vigorously,  would  we  be  likely  to  look  upon  it  as  dishonorable? 

True  character  gives  the  man  an  enviable  individuality  and  dignifies 
his  calling,  no  matter  what  it  may  be.  Manhood  is  surely  not  based  on 
a  vocation,  but  on  the  manner  of  moral  living.  “  The  rank  is  but  the 
guinea’s  stamp:  the  man’s  the  gold  for  a’  that,”  as  the  poet  Burns  with 
his  sturdy  thought  expressed  precisely  the  same  sentiment. 

The  foundation  stones  of  a  nation  are  the  character  of  the  men  and 
the  women  who  make  up  its  society.  Let  the  individual  worker  be 
lacking  in  fiber,  let  the  individual  mother  be  weak,  let  there  be  a  want 
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of  character,  generally,  on  the  part  of  rich  and  poor,  a  deficiency  in 
the  proper  sense  and  appreciation  of  moral  stamina,  which  is  merely 
another  term  for  character,  and  what  would  become  of  the  government 
in  time  of  war?  What  could  it  accomplish  in  the  time  of  peace?  If 
the  individual  citizen  lacks  backbone,  moral  character,  can  the  govern¬ 
ment  possess  it?'  We  may  he  the  richest  country  in  the  world,  we  may 
claim  a  greater  number  of  millionaires  than  any  other  nation  under 
the  sun,  but  if  our  men  ana  our  women  have  not  character,  what  more 
is  their  life  than  sounding  brass?  Wealth  surely  is  desirable,  knowledge 
and  culture  more  desirable,  but,  believe  me,  these  possessions  are  merely 
secondary.  Not  one  can  take  the  place  of  character  in  the  individual. 

I  want  to  emphasize  this  view  of  the  value  of  character  in  the  indi¬ 
vidual  life  by  maintaining  that  no  Odd  Fellow  can  be  true  to  the  prin¬ 
ciples  and  the  teachings  of  our  Order  unless  he  follows  out,  to  its  fullest 
fruition  the  thought  that  character  is  the  possession  mostly  to  be  prized. 
Every  Odd  Fellow  should  measure  himself  and  his  associates  by  that 
standard;  not  what  we  may  have,  not  what  we  may  know,  but  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  individual  should  be  the  true  proportions  by  which  the 
individual  is  to  be  judged.  At  the  bottom  of  nearly  every  man’s  heart 
lies  that  which  is  both  sound  and  sane.  How  wise  in  the  individual 
man  to  use  his  mental  and  his  moral  strength  to  bring  these  traits  to 
the  surface  where  they  may  be  seen  an.d  their  cheering  influence  be 
felt  by  all. 

Odd  Fellowship,  brothers  and  sisters,  represents  distinct  ideals,  ideals 
that  are  essential  to  the  well-being  and  the  happiness  of  the  world.  The 
proper  development  and  the  careful  application  of  these  ideals  must 
come  if  the  spear  is  to  be  beaten  into  a  pruning  hook  and  the  sword 
into  a  ploughshare.  Our  grand  old  Order  stands  for  the  rights  of  others. 
Who  can  deny  that  the  future  of  humanity  must  rest  upon  the  em¬ 
phatic  enforcement  of  this  principle,  that  the  complete  observance  of 
the  rights  of  others  is  the  universal  rock  of  salvation?  There  is  no 
other  force  that  can  accomplish  so  much  along  that  line  as  the  inherent 
moral  force  of  our  own  Order.  We  are  opposed  to  the  hollow  distinct¬ 
ions  of  society  that  are  shadowy  and  immaterial.  We  are  opposed  to 
the  artificially  established  social  castes,  because  we  believe  that  all  men 
should  be  given  equal  respect  so  long  as  their  conduct  entitles  them  to 
such  respect.  Caste  and  the  true  democratic  spirit  can  no  more  assimi¬ 
late  than  oil  and  water.  They  are  opposing  forces,  or  at  least  types  of 
opposing  forces,  and  where  two  opposing  forces  come  in  conflict,  one 
must  give  way  to  the  other.  In  our  Order,  the  democratic  spirit,  the 
intense  sympathy  for  the  man  in  all  the  varying  conditions  of  life  is 
the  dominant  principle,  the  impelling  power  that  shapes  all  our  actions 
and  all  our  hopes,  and,  indeed,  all  our  realizations. 

Faith,  hope,  charity,  friendship,  love,  truth,  these  are  the  shibboleths 
of  our  Order.  What  a  world  of  significance  is  in  each  word!  These 
are  the  concrete  foundations  upon  which  we  build,  a  foundation  as  solid 
as  the  rock  of  ages.  The  fatherhood  of  God,  the  brotherhood  of  man. 
Can  any  thought  be  more  uplifting  than  that  which  is  inspired  as  we 
contemplate  the  aim  and  the  actual  achievements  of  Odd  Fellowship? 
If  we  understand  these  principles  as  they  ought  to  be  understood,  their 
value  will  be  quickly  appreciated.  If  we  apply  them  in  the  affairs  o * 
our  daily  life,  they  will  prove  to  be  of  untold  value.  They  are  tangible, 
palpable.  Although  merely  abstract  qualities,  they  can  be  measured  by 
practical  effects.  Our  Order  seeks  to  make  men  and  women  of  strong. 
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virile  character,  ready  and  willing  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the 
afflicted,  to  shed  light  into  darkened  souls,  to  bring  joy  into  the  places 
where  misery  reigns.  Can  there  be  a  more  lofty  work,  a  more  imposing 
mission? 

Let  me  say  to  you,  brothers  and  sisters,  that  a  work  of  this  kind  is 
almost  divine.  To  guide  and  develop  manhood  and  womanhood  to  its 
highest  purpose,  to  fill  them  with  sympathy  and  love  for  their  fellows, 
to  establish  high,  ideals  in  their  souls  to  make  them  heroes  in  the  war¬ 
fare  of  life,  this  is  a  purpose  so  exalted  that  it  reaches  to  the  very  gates 
of  heaven..  Yet  that  is  what  Odd  Fellowship  does,  that  is  what  it  stands 
for;  that  is  our  chief  claim  upon  the  favor  of  humankind.  And  you 
will,  grant  with  me  that  our  Order  has  lived  up  to  its  professions  with 
an  intelligence,  a  loyalty  and  a  persistency  that  has  won  for  it,  I  am 
sure,  the  confidence  and  the  admiration  of  every  right  thinking  man 
and  every  right  thinking  woman  in  the  civilized  universe. 

RECEPTION  AT  STATE  CAPITOL. 

Minnesota’s  new  capitol,  the  Mecca  of  all  tourists  to  the  Northwest, 
made  an  appropriate  setting  for  the  brilliant  reception  given  to  the 
visiting  Odd  Fellows,  Monday  evening.  The  capitol  was  lighted  within 
and  without  in  honor  of  the  occasion,  affording  the  visitors  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  inspect  the  building  throughout.  The  reception  was  given  by 
the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Minnesota,  to  the  visiting  delegates.  It  is 
estimated  that  about  5000  were  present. 

The  reception  began  shortly  before  8  o’clock,  and  from  that  time  until 
10  o’clock  there  was  a  steady  stream  passing  along  the  receiving  line, 
which  was  formed  on  the  second  floor  in  the  corridor  just  above  the 
mam  entrance  and  facing  the  rotunda.  A  large  bank  of  palms  formed 
the  background  and  Miss  Nellie  Hope’s  ladies’  orchestra,  in  the  rotunda 
on  the  same  floor,  enlivened  the  proceedings  with  appropriate  music. 

The  rotunda  was  decorated  with  large  flags  and  an  abundance  of 
flowers.  Prominent  among  the  decorations  were  the  three  links,  done 
in  flowers  and  hanging  just  opposite  the  main  entrance.  Other  sym¬ 
bols  in  flowers  were  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  rotunda.  Palms  and 
flowers  in  profusion  were  scattered  in  the  niches  and  corridors  of  the 
second  floor  and  in  the  ground  floor  of  the  rotunda. 

PAST  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REUNION. 

On  Tuesday  evening  a  musical  entertainment  was  given  at  St.  Paul’s 
magnificent  auditorium,  in  connection  with  the  Past  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives’  Reunion.  Appropriate  introductory  remarks  were  made  by 
Frank  L.  Powers,  P.  G.  Rep.  Chairman,  who  presided  during  the  even¬ 
ing.  A  musical  program  of  exceptional  merit  was  rendered  by  Danz 
Orchestra,  a  male  octet  and  two  lady  soloists.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
program  the  auditorium  was  transformed  from  its  theatre  size,  seating 
4000,  to  the  full  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  8000.  This  trans¬ 
formation  scene  was  of  special  interest  to  the  visitors,  who  were  loud 
in  their  praise  of  the  auditorium. 

His  Honor  Judge  R.  Hill  Myers,  Representative  from  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Manitoba,  was  presented  as  the  first  speaker  of  the  evening. 
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Judge  Myers  began  his  address  with  felicitations  towards  the  St.  Paul 
people  and  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  city  and  State  upon  their  public 
spirit  as  shown  in  the  erection  of  the  magnificent  auditorium  and 
many  fine  public  buildings,  and  upon  the  splendid  success  of  the  re¬ 
union,  and  the  whole  program  of  entertainment.  Brother  Myers  regaled 
the  audience  with  several  witty  and  humorous  stories  that  aroused 
their  enthusiasm  and  produced  demonstrations  of  applause.  Continuing, 
he  said: 

Among  the  speakers  to-night  I  am  the  man  from  Canada — Canada,  of 
which  Manitoba  is  the  center,  Winnipeg  the  metropolis,  and  No.  1  hard 
wheat  the  product.  Canadian  Odd  Fellowship  extends  to  you  all  its 
most  cordial  fraternal  greetings.  The  St.  Paul  Committee  are  altogether 
too  modest  in  heading  their  circular  “  L’Etoile  du  Nord.”  Why,  St.  Paul 
is  the  large  metropolis  of  an  immensely  populous  commercial  common¬ 
wealth.  In  my  young  days  we  considered  Chicago  the  gateway  to  the 
North,  later  the  gate  was  moved  to  St.  Paul,  and  now  we  have  it  at 
Winnipeg  and  in  a  few  years  it  will  be  (metaphorically)  at  Edmon¬ 
ton,  the  capital  city  of  Alberta,  beyond  which  there  are  millions  of  acres 
of  good  arable  land. 

As  the  United  States  was  the  country  of  the  19th  century,  so  Canada 
is  the  country  of  the  20th  century.  In  area  Canada  is  greater  than  the 
whole  of  the  United  Srtates  and  Alaska  combined.  In  the  last  30  years 
of  the  last  century  we  gave  the  United  States  over  one  million  Cana¬ 
dians.  We  expect  in  the  next  few  decades  to  be  repaid  tenfold.  Thou¬ 
sands  of  people  are  pouring  into  Canada  every  week,  many  of  them  from 
the  United  States. 

“  I  hear  the  tread  of  the  pioneers 
Of  nations  yet  to  be 
The  first  low  wash  of  the  waves 

Where  soon  shall  roll  a  human  sea.” 

At  the  present  time  railroad  engineers  are  rushing  in  where  formerly 
explorers  hardly  dared  to  venture,  and  the  immense  hidden  treasures  of 
the  mine,  the  forest,  the  lake,  and  the  prairie  are  being  unfolded  to 
our  wonderment  and  being  brought  into  contiguity  with  our  vast  rail¬ 
way  systems. 

Through  the  fidelity  and  courage  of  the  Odd  Fellows  in  Canada,  Odd 
Fellow  lodges  are  ‘being  planted  in  these  new  settlements — frontier 
places,  yet  cities  in  embryo. 

Our  Order  is  keeping  step  with  the  marvelous  advances  in  all  Canada. 
Within  two  years  two  new  Grand  Lodges  have  been  instituted  and  six 
additional  Grand  Representatives  are  sent  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  These  are  some  recent  achievements  in  Canada.  My  subject 
to-night  is  “  Some  Achievements  of  Odd  Fellowship.”  I  could  not  ex¬ 
haust  the  subject  in  10  hours,  but  might  exhaust  you  in  10  minutes. 
However,  I  mean  to  be  brief. 

Bro.  P.  G.  Sire  Campbell  has  said,  “  Odd  Fellowship  originated  in 
British  philanthropy  and  became  Americanized.”  Odd  Fellowship  is 
British  in  its  origin,  American  in  its  development  and  cosmopolitan  in 
its  affilations. 

Hearken  to  some  of  its  most  noteworthy  achievements,  the  institu¬ 
tion,  constitution,  and  marvelous  development  of  the  body  corporate! 

Its  rise  from  one  lodge  and  five  members  in  1819  to  15,687  lodges  and 
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one  and  three-fourths  million  members  in  1907,  an  increase  of  over  100 
per  cent  since  1892  when  Dr.  Campbell  was  Grand  Sire.  Over  three  mil¬ 
lion  persons  have  been  initiated  into  Odd  Fellowship. 

Witness  the  development  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  in  1821 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  in  1825  and  into  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  1879,  this  last  emphasizing  its  world-wide  character. 
The  Encampment  branch  instituted  in  1829  now  has  193,846  members. 
The  Rebekah  branch,  instituted  in  1851,  has  now  347,223  sisters  doing 
noble  service  for  the  Order.  The  Patriarchs  Militant,  established  in 
1885,  numbers  over  20,000  members.  There  are  quasi-independent  Grand 
Lodges  in  Australasia,  Denmark,  Germany  Sweden,  Switzerland,  and 
the  Netherlands. 

Observe  our  achievements  in  carrying  out  the  injunction  to  visit  the 
sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  care  for  the  orphan  and 
widow.  The  Order’s  faithfulness  to  this  precept  has  won  the  plaudits 
of  our  generation.  We  spent  in  relief  from  1830  to  1906  $115,111,919, 
and  last  year  over  five  millions  of  dollars.  Odd  Fellows  have  erected, 
equipped,  and  maintain  Homes  for  orphans,  widows,  and  aged  Odd 
Fellows  in  almost  every  State  costing  over  two  millions,  and  spend  two- 
fifths  of  a  million  yearly  in  supporting  the  2500  inmates — wards  of 
the  Order.  These  Homes  mark  the  growth  and  permanency  of  the 
Order  and  are  its  crowning  glory.  Behold  our  record  in  great  calami¬ 
ties.  Amount  contributed  for  Chicago  fire  sufferers,  1871,  was  $123,724; 
Memphis  yellow  fever  1873,  over  $30,000;  Johnstown  flood,  1889,  $62,- 
646;  Galveston  flood,  1900,  $40,012;  Jacksonville,  in  Florida,  a  large 
sum,  and  California  earthquake  and  fire,  1906,  nearly  $220,000. 

But  far  and  away  beyond  the  material  help  is  the  great  moral  power 
of  the  Order  in  teaching  men  and  women  their  duty  to  God  and  to  man. 
Think  of  it,  over  one  and  three-quarters  million  people  in  a  solemn 
covenant  of  friendship,  love,  and  truth  for  God,  for  country,  and  for 
humankind.  Every  city,  town,  hamlet,  and  rural  district  in  America 
has  been  uplifted  and  blessed  by  the  Odd  Fellows’  lodge.  The  great 
fraternal  influence  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  bringing  people  of  the  same 
and  different  countries  into  sympathy  and  common  fellowship.  Wit¬ 
ness  Odd  Fellows’  achievement  after  the  Civil  War  between  the  States 
in  answering  the  call  of  the  Grand  Sire  to  assemble  in  1865  at  Balti¬ 
more  and  display  the  “  unbroken  unity  of  the  Order.”  The  true  spirit  of 
Odd  Fellowship  there  overflowed,  broke  down  all  barrier.s  and  helped 
heal  the  wounds  of  the  recent  conflict.  The  Order  has  brought  into  the 
lime-light  and  into  active  service  the  eminent  men  who  have  graced  our 
official  chairs  and  rendered  valiant  service  for  humanity.  What  shall  I 
say  more?  Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of  Wildey,  of  Ridgely,  of  Colfax, 
of  Ross,  of  White,  of  Nicholson,  of  Grant,  and  of  the  prophets  (the  Past 
Grand  Sires),  and  the  hosts  of  noble  men  and  women  who  through  faith 
and  energy  overcame  all  obstacles  and  led  the  Order  onward  to  its  pres¬ 
ent  proud  position.  As  the  years  go  by  and  we  peer  into  the  ever  re¬ 
ceding  past,  the  great  figures  of  prominent  Odd  Fellows  loom  up  grand 
and  majestic  like  our  great  mountain  peaks  out  West.  We  shall  not 
overlook  our  Fraternal  Press  which  is  a  credit  to  the  Order  and  one  of 
her  proud  monuments. 

These  noteworthy  achievements  are  the  aggregate  achievements  of  our 
subordinate  lodges,  encampments,  Rebekahs,  and  cantons,  whose 
achievements  are  the  aggregate  of  the  individuals  comprising  them, 
and  beckon  us  to  exercise  greater  faith,  greater  courage  and  fidelity  for 
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the  still  greater  work  and  destiny  of  the  Order.  The  virtuous  lives  of 
the  individuals  form  the  bases  of  these  vast  and  creditable  achievements. 

Odd  Fellowship,  along  with  other  fraternal  societies  of  a  world-wide 
character  has  exercised  a  powerful  influence  in  fostering  and  promot¬ 
ing  the  peace,  harmony,  and  friendship  at  present  existing  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain,  an  achievement  of  incalculable  benefit. 
Side  by  side  the  people  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  have  lived  in 
close  good  fellowship  for  almost  a  century.  There  are  no  fortifications 
along  our  common  frontier.  No  battleships  upon  the  waters  that  divide 
us.  We  are  the  respecters  of  each  other’s  institutions,  of  each  other’s 
laws,  of  each  other’s  rights.  We  are  bound  together  by  strong  social, 
fraternal,  and  commercial  ties  and  sentiments  of  respect.  Through  our 
veins  flows  the  blood  of  a  common  ancestry.  We  owe  allegiance  to  dif¬ 
ferent  political  institutions,  above  us  are  different  flags — Old  Glory  and 
the  Union  Jack,  emblems  of  the  mightiest  powers  on  earth;  yet  we  have 
no  rivalry,  except  for  those  ways  that  make  for  a  higher  and  better 
civilization. 

May  Odd  Fellows  of  both  nations  unite  in  this  grand  achievement — 
the  continued  peace  and  good  fellowship  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  May 
we  carry  with  us  from  the  altar  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  outstrip  the  past  in  deeds  for  the  success  of  the  Order.  It 
has  been  well  said,  “We  live  in  deeds,  not  years;  in  thoughts,  not 
breaths;  in  feelings,  not  in  figures  on  the  dial.  We  should  count  time 
by  heart  throbs.  He  lives  most  who  thinks  the  most,  feels  the  noblest, 
acts  the  best.”  Americans  and  Canadians  have  much  in  common — one 
God,  one  tongue,  sprung  from  the  one  Caucasian  family,  and  having 
one  grand  moral  ideal.  In  Odd  Fellowship  may  Canada  and  the  United 
States  never  be  separated. 

Brethren,  let  us  clasp  hands,  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  so  that 
the  electric  current  of  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth  may  circulate  from 
the  power  houses  of  the  populous  centers  of  the  North  American  conti- 
_  nent,  sending  forth  light,  warmth,  and  strength  to  the  outposts  the 
world  over,  that  the  high  moral  principles  and  beneficence  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  may  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the  mighty  deep. 

Hon.  C.  A.  Keller,  Representative  from  Texas,  was  the  next  speaKer, 
and  the  introduction  by  the  Chairman  and  the  splendid  reputation  of 
Brother  Keller  as  an  orator  were  well  sustained  in  the  admirable  address 
which  follows  and  which  was  received  with  demonstrations  of  approval 
by  the  large  and  cultured  audience: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Brother  Odd  Fellows,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — 
Every  member  of  our  Order  should  feel  profoundly  thankful  for  that 
lofty  devotion  to  principle,  and  that  fervent  love  for  their  fellowmen, 
which  inspired  and  animated  the  founders  of  our  Order  to  plan  so  nobly, 
work  so  unselfishly,  and  build  so  wonderfully  for  the  advancement  of 
mankind. 

When  we  look  back  over  the  88  years  of  the  existence  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  and  consider  its  humble  origin,  its  phenomenal  growth,  its  present 
membership,  its  stupendous  charities,  and  its  amazing  power  and  influ¬ 
ence  among  men,  we  are  lost  in  wonder  at  its  marvelous  achievements. 

I  shall  not  detain  you  with  any  of  the  history  or  statistics  of  the 
Order.  I  had  intended  to  give  some  facts  in  relation  thereto,  but  Brother 
Powers  and  Brother  Myers  have  given  you  sufficient  facts  and  figures. 
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and  if  you  want  any  more  you  will  find  on  one  of  the  last  pages  of  the 
evening’s  program  material  enough  to  give  you  plenty  of  food  for  reflec¬ 
tion.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  it  has  the  greatest  membership  and  disburses 
'the  largest  relief  fund  of  any  fraternal  organization  in  the  world. 

In  nearly  all  public  addresses  on  Odd  Fellowship  we  hear  much  about 
the  beauties  of  “  Friendship,  Love,  and  Truth  ”  but  the  grand  princi¬ 
ples  taught  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  are  seldom  men¬ 
tioned.  In  the  First  or  Patriarchal  degree,  we  learn  that  “  The  Three 
Pillars”  are  emblems  of  “Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity”;  and  I  desire  to 
briefly  call  your  attention  to  this  motto  of  the  Encampment  branch, 
from  which  so  many  beautiful  lessons  may  be  drawn. 

Faith  has  been  defined  to  be  the  foundation  of  justice,  the  bond  of 
amity,  and  chief  support  of  society.  We  live  and  walk  by  faith,  and  by 
it  we  acknowledge  the  existence  of  a  superior  Being,  gain  access  to  the 
Throne  of  Grace,  are  justified,  accepted,  and  finally  received.  True 
faith  is  “  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen,  the  substance  of  things  hoped 
for.”  This  maintained  and  practiced  by  walking  in  accordance  with  the 
teachings  of  Odd  Fellowship,  will  bring  us  to  that  blessed  mansion 
above,  where  the  just  shall  be  eternally  happy  with  God. 

Hope  we  are  told,  is  the  sure  and  steadfast  anchor  of  the  soul  that 
holds  u’s  steady  in  the  sea  of  life.  It  covers  us  as  a  shield  in  time  of 
danger.  Its  promises  are  more  valuable  than  the  gifts  of  fortune.  It 
gives  health  to  the  sick,  wealth  to  the  poor,  freedom  to  the  slave,  and 
victory  to  the  vanquished.  If  we  believe  a  thing  impossible,  our  de¬ 
spondency  may  render  it  so,  but  if  we  persevere  to  the  end,  we  shall 
finally  overcome  all  difficulties.  Then  let  a  firm  reliance  in  the  Al¬ 
mighty’s  goodness  animate  our  endeavors,  and  enable  us  to  fix  our 
hopes  within  the  limit  of  His  most  gracious  promises,  and  success  will 
crown  our  efforts. 

If  there  is  anything  for  which  the  people  of  this  day  should  be  truly 
grateful,  it  is  for  the  time  in  which  they  live.  I  have  the  highest  re¬ 
spect  for  the  long  ago.  I  entertain  the  profoundest  admiration  for  the 
great  discoverers,  philosophers,  reformers,  orators,  statesmen,  and  sol¬ 
diers,  who  wrought  for  the  good  of  mankind  and  left  their  impress  upon 
the  age  in  which  they  lived,  but  I  have  no  patience  with  that  class  of 
people  who  look  mournfully  into  the  past,  depreciate  the  present,  and 
doubt  the  future.  I  believe  in  the  twentieth  century,  with  its  sweep 
of  intellect,  its  genius,  its  conscience,  and  its  morality.  Every  yesterday 
is  but  a  prelude  to  a  grander  to-day,  and  each  to-day  will  pale  in  the 
greater  splendor  of  to-morrow.  I  venture  the  declaration  that  there  is 
more  pure  friendship,  more  unselfish  love,  more  untarnished  truth,  more 
homely  honesty,  more  sweet  simplicity,  more  real  virtue,  more  secret 
charity,  more  unfaltering  religious  faith,  and  more  devoted  Christian 
piety  in  the  world  to-day,  than  ever  blessed  any  yesterday  in  all  the 
tide  of  time. 

Since  “  grim  darkness  felt  the  might  of  God  and  fled  away,”  the  path¬ 
way  of  the  world  has  been  one  of  progress,  and  in  the  evolution  of  the 
ages  no  period  has  been  so  marked  by  advancement  as  the  century  just 
closed.  It  has  been  a  century  swayed  by  intellect,  brightened  by  genius, 
quickened  by  conscience,  elevated  by  morality,  and  made  glorious  by 
the  onward  sweep  of  civilization. 

The  twentieth  century  has  opened  with  a  dawn  filled  with  a  radiance 
like  a  vision  of  the  gates  of  Eden.  It  is  the  dawn  of  an  era  destined 
to  be  the  greatest  and  brightest  ever  known  in  all  the  world’s  history. 
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We  surely  live  in  a  wondrous  time,  in  a  century  instinct  with  the  spirit 
of  progress,  in  an  era  made  brilliant  by  the  electric  light  of  science, 
in  a  golden  age  made  illustrious  by  the  magnificent  march  of  mind. 
We  stand  upon  the  pinnacle  of  human  achievements,  with  the  darkness 
and  twilight  of  forty  centuries  back  of  us,  and  before  us  the  golden 
sunrise  of  an  almost  perfect  day. 

Charity  is  said  to  be  #the  brightest  ornament  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
Happy  is  the  brother  who  has  sown  in  his  heart  the  seeds  of  benevo¬ 
lence,  the  product  of  which  will  he  charity  and  love.  He  envies  not  his 
neighbor,  he  hearkens  not  to  the  slanderer,  he  forgives  the  injuries  of 
men  and  blots  them  from  out  of  his  recollection.  Whoever  would  emu¬ 
late  the  character  of  a  good  and  worthy  Odd  Fellow,  should  ever  be 
ready  to  assist  the  needy  as  far  as  lies  in  his  power,  and  when  he  gives 
with  a  generous  hand,  the  consciousness  of  a  good  deed  done  will  amply 
reward  his  bounty. 

There  is  a  legend  that  when  the  world  was  young,  the  guardian  angel 
of  mankind  came  with  sorrow  and  pleading  before  the  throne  of  the 
Divine  Master  and  God  said:  “What  is  it  that  thou  wouldst  ask  again 
of  me  for  thy  earthly  charge?  Have  I  not  given  them  Love,  to  brighten 
their  sad  memories  of  the  lost  Eden?  Have  I  not  given  them  Faith,  to 
guide  them  again  to  Paradise?  Have  I  not  given  them  Hope,  to  support 
Love  and  Faith  to  futurity?  ” 

Then  the  guardian  angel  of  earth  lifted  his  beautiful  countenance  to 
God,  and  said:  “  O,  Father!  frown  not  on  my  request;  and  if  Thou 
grant  it,  never  again  will  I  importune  Heaven  with  my  pleadings.  The 
Love  Thou  gavest  to  man  he  uses  for  his  own  end,  and  cares  not  for 
his  neighbor.  Thy  bright  Faith  and  Hope,  he  has  darkened  with  doubt 
and  despair.  Wilt  Thou.  O  kind  Lord,  give  to  Thy  poor,  sinful  children 
but  one  more  gracious  gift  to  teach  them  the  beauty  of  what  Thou  hast 
already  given?” 

Then  God  said:  “  Thy  prayer  I  will  answer.  I  will  give  to  thee  for 
man  that  which  is  more  omnipotent  than  Love,  more  omniscient  than 
Faith,  more  omnipresent  than  Hope.  I  will  bestow  on  him  of  my  own 
Divinity,  of  my  own  heavenly  attribute;  created  not  from  the  spring 
of  life,  as  was  Love,  not  from  the  soul  as  was  Faith  and  Hope,  but  from 
the  heart  of  Heaven  itself.  I  will  give  to  thee  a  precious  charge.  Look 
to  it  that  man  abuses  it  not  for  his  own  selfish  aims,  that  he  takes  it 
not  into  the  marts  of  the  world  and  trades  thereon,  that  he  proclaims  it 
not  from  the  housetops  but  cherishes  it  in  his  own  heart  for  those  who 
are  needful.  For  my  own  poor,  whom  he  has  made  and  whom  he  has 
always  with  him.  I  give  the  greatest  of  all,  I  give  to  thee  Earthly 
Charity;  and  without  ye  practice  its  divine  precepts  ye  enter  not  into 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.” 

“  And  thus,”  runs  the  ancient  tale,  “  came  Charity  to  man.”  I  love  to 
think  it  so.  Love  and  Faith  and  Hope  form  the  components  of  life, 
and  comprise  the  spiritual  essence  of  man.  Of  love  comes  life,  without 
faith  love  is  false,  and  hope  sustains  life  and  love  and  faith;  but  all 
are  insufficient  without  charity,  noblest  of  all,  ‘the  uniting  virtue  of  the 
rich  and  the  poor,  the  great  and  the  lowly,  the  proud  and  the  humble, 
the  pulse  that  throbs  in  the  heart-beats  of  all  humanity. 

True  charity  ends  not  in  mere  alms-giving.  That  is  but  the  expres¬ 
sion  and  not  the  essence  of  the  virtue.  There  is  a  spirit  of  charity  that 
dwells  nowhere  so  purely  as  in  the  practice  of  speaking  well  of  our  fel- 
lowmen.  He  is  truly  great  who  is  great  in  charity.  He  who  refrains 
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from  slander  and  defends  the  absent,  believing  all  false  that  ought  not 
to  be  true,  judging  excusingly  of  weakness,  speaking  gently  of  the  err¬ 
ing,  forgetting  not  that  he  is  a  brother,  fulfills  his  duty  to  his  neighbor 
and  dwells  in  happiness  and  peace;  but  he  who  conquers  self  and  allows 
no  evil  thought  of  his  brother  to  darken  his  soul,  no  envy  to  prey  on 
his  heart,  realizes  the  true  attributes  of  charity,  and  partakes  of  the 
divinity  of  Heaven.  It  is  human  to  pity,  but  Godlike  to  relieve;  and 
truly,  he  loves  God  best  who  loves  his  fellowmen.  No  man  lives  unto 
himself,  and  we  are  in  truth  and  in  fact  “  our  brother’s  keeper.”  It  is  a 
part  of  our  natures  to  be  dependent  upon  others;  it  is  the  law  of  life, 
it  is  the  law  of  love. 

Odd  Fellowship  is  the  chief  flower  and  fruitage  of  God’s  laws  of 
charity  and  brotherly  love.  No  one  is  too  poor  or  humble  for  its  minis¬ 
trations.  By  bearing  others’  burdens  it  recognizes  the  brotherhood 
of  man.  It  delivers  the  bereaved  widow  from  the  grudging  charities  of 
the  heartless.  With  loving  smile  and  gentle  hand  it  leads  the  helpless 
orphans  where  the  rough  places  have  been  made  smooth  and  the  crooked 
places  straight. 

Worship  God  by  doing  good, 

Help  the  suffering  in  their  needs; 

He  who  loves  God  as  he  should 

Makes  his  heart’s  love  understood 
By  his  kindly  deeds. 

There  was  once  a  rich  man,  amiable  and  kind  to  outward  view,  but 
cold  and  calculating  within.  He  was,  it  is  true,  a  good  husband  and 
father,  but  no  man  deserves  praise  for  following  a  duty  so  plain  and 
natural  as  loving  wife  and  children.  He  passed  in  the  world  as  a  very 
charitable  man,  his  name  always  appearing  on  all  subscriptions  for 
liberal  donations.  Such  gifts  being  of  material  aid  to  the  poor,  he  thus 
used  the  sacred  virtue  of  charity  as  a  means  to  his  own  selfish  ends  in 
advertising  his  business  and  elevating  his  standing  in  society  and  the 
church.  His  cold  heart  had  never  warmed  with  the  glow  of  pity  and 
the  pleasure  of  giving;  rather  he  bemoaned  to  himself  the  necessity  of 
bestowing  at  all. 

One  day  there  came  to  him  a  poor  woman,  so  woeful,  so  dreary  and 
worn  with  the  struggles  against  the  bleak  winds  of  poverty  that  even 
his  indifference  was  touched,  and  unwonted  pity  warmed  his  "cold  heart. 

“  Good  woman,”  he  said,  “  I  can  spare  but  little,  but  here  is  a  key 
that  unlocks  the  door  of  this  small  hut;  there  is  shelter  for  you  and  a 
bed;  the  supports  are  weak,  but  take  this  rope  and  tie  them  together; 
and  you  need  not  be  cold,  here  is  a  board  to  burn  for  fuel.”  So  he  felt 
for  the  only  time  in  his  life  one  genuine  impulse  of  charity. 

In  time  the  rich  man  died  and  passed  through  the  dark  and  silent 
pathway  of  death  and  came  to  where  he  saw  across  a  deep  abyss  the 
golden  gates  of  Heaven  shining  high  above  the  steep  declivities  of  a 
great  mountain,  and  he  called  aloud  in  fear. 

“Who  is  it  comes?”  spoke  an  awful  voice;  and  the  angel  who  kept 
the  gates  answered:  “A  rich  man  of  earth  begs  admission.” 

Then  said  the  voice:  “What  good  has  he  done  that  he  should 
come  in?  ” 

The  angel  answered:  “He  was  an  excellent  son  and  brother,  he  was 
a  loving  husband  and  father,  he  gave  to  the  church,  he  headed  all  sub¬ 
scription  lists  with  goodly  sums  of  gold.” 

“  It  is  not  enough,”  spoke  the  voice.  “  What  has  he  given  to  my  poor, 
in  the  true  spirit  of  charity?” 
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Then  out  from  the  radiant  throng  came  a  bright  form  with  a  shining 
countenance,  and  the  rich  man  saw  from  afar  it  was  the  beggar  whom 
he  had  befriended  with  the  single  charitable  impulse  of  his  life,  and 
the  woman  said:  “Lord,  he  gave  to  me  a  plank  to  burn  against  a 
winter’s  cold.” 

Then  God  said:  “  Give  to  him  the  plank  that  he  may  tread  across  the 
great  abyss.” 

And  when  the  rich  man  was  over,  in  fear  and  trembling,  he  gazed 
despairingly  up  the  high  mountain  to  where  the  golden  gates  gleamed. 
And  God  said:  “  It  is  not  enough.  What  else  has  he  done?  ” 

The  woman  spoke  again:  “Lord,  he  gave  to  me  a  rope  to  bind  the 
tottering  supports  of  my  bed.” 

And  God  said:  “Give  him  the  rope  that  he  may  climb  the  great 
mountain.” 

Lo!  when  the  man  came  to  the  gates  they  were  barred  and  he  gazed 
wistfully  into  the  glories  of  the  Heavens.  And  God  said:  “  It  is  not 
enough.  What  else  has  he  done?” 

“  Lord,”  answered  the  woman,  “  he  gave  to  me  the  key  of  a  shelter 
when  I  was  homeless.” 

Then  God  said  :  “  Give  him  the  key  that  he  may  unlock  the  gates  and 
come  into  Heaven  by  the  charity  he  did  to  one  of  my  poor.” 

Think  of  the  lesson  implied!  Life  eternal  gained  through  one  gen¬ 
erous  impulse.  So  is  charity  esteemed  above  all  things  and  never 
faileth. 

The  motto,  “  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  ”  admonishes  us  to  have  faith 
in  God,  hope  in  immortality,  and  charity  for  all  mankind.  We  are  also 
told  in  Holy  Writ  that  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity;  for  our  faith 
may  be  lost  in  sight,  and  hope  ends  in  fruition,  but  charity  extends 
beyond  the  grave,  through  the  boundless  realms  of  eternity.  It  is  faith 
in  God  that  gives  the  ground  for  hope;  and  faith  practiced  and  hope 
enjoyed  prepares  us  to  exemplify  charity,  or  brotherly  love,  in  its  high¬ 
est  and  purest  degree. 

It  has  been  beautifully  said  that  “  Charity  is  all  comprising,  all  em¬ 
bracing.”  It  is  the  beginning,  it  is  the  end;  it  lies  close  to  the  heart, 
close  to  the  soul.  It  reaches  as  far  as  the  ends  of  the  earth,  it  rests  in 
the  bosom  of  nature,  and  climbs  to  the  highest  pinnacle  of  the  azure 
dome.  It  is  the  staff  of  life,  the  foundation  of  religion,  the  cornerstone 
of  law.  It  includes  all  the  virtues  and  creates  others.  It  is  as  sight  to 
the  blind,  hearing  to  the  deaf,  speech  to  the  dumb.  It  is  as  the  light  of 
the  sun  and  the  moon  and  the  stars.  It  is  as  restful  slumber  after  a 
weary  day.  It  is  born  with  life  and  is  the  comfort  of  death.  It  came 
when  “there  was  light,”  it  was  created  with  creation,  and  lo!  it  will 
be  when  creation  is  not,  triumphant  above  “  the  wreck  of  matter  and 
the  crash  of  worlds.”  It  is  immortal,  it  “  springs  eternal  ”  from  the 
heart  of  the  Divine,  and  lives  and  works,  always  and  forever. 

Representative  Bullard,  of  Montana,  was  the  next  speaker  and  his 
address  was  a  strong  and  interesting  one  and  was  received  with 
demonstrations  of  approval. 

Only  a  small  portion  of  Representative  Bullard’s  address  was  in 
manuscript.  The  greater  part  was  spoken  without  notes  of  any  kind. 
We  are,  therefore,  unable  to  reproduce  the  address  as  it  was  delivered 
and  must  be  content  with  a  synopsis.  He  said  in  part: 
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Brother  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — In  the  material  world 
we  cannot  conceive  of  motion  apart  from  force.  Whether  we  contem¬ 
plate  the  procession  of  the  worlds  of  the  universe,  each  being  acted 
upon  by  opposing  influences,  which  we  designate  as  centrifugal  and 
centripetal  forces,  or  consider  the  faintest  zephyr  that  disturbs  the  air 
about  us,  we  find  that  motion  is  produced,  suspended,  changed,  and 
modified  as  the  result  of  force.  Without  force  there  is  no  motion, 
no  progress,  no  accomplishment,  no  cause,  no  effect.  A  physical  con¬ 
dition,  a  material  situation  is  presented  to  us.  We  may  not  be  able 
to  search  out,  to  interpret,  to  understand  the  forces  that  have  produced 
the  situation  or  condition,  but  we  know  that  it  has  been  produced; 
that  it  is  the  result  of  influences  that  have  preceded  it;  that  it- is  an 
effect  and,  therefore,  must  have  had  a  cause.  This  conclusion  is 
irresistible,  whether  the  condition  or  situation  that  challenges  our  atten¬ 
tion  be  a  simple  blade  of  grass  plucked  from  lawn,  or  hill,  or  dale, 
or  whether  it  be  the  whole  creation  of  which  we  are  a  part. 

Man  has  made  some  acquaintance  with  a  few  of  the  forces  of  nature, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  he  has  yet  discovered  the  essential,  fundamental 
properties  of  any  of  them. 

We  observe  and  become  familiar  with  the  manifestations  of  forces — 
the  stupendous  effects  produced  by  them — but  the  forces  themselves  are 
impalpable,  imponderable,  invisible.  We  cannot  see  them,  we  cannot 
handle  them,  we  cannot  appreciate  their  presence  nor  observe  their 
movements.  Their  operations  are  as  inscrutable  as  the  ways  of 
providence. 

Now  and  then  some  man,  more  thoughtful  than  other  men,  observes 
some  particular,  constantly  recurring  manifestation  of  force  and  calls 
it  a  law.  The  world  is  astounded  at  what  it  denominates  a  discovery. 
The  law  of  gravitation  has  been  operating  upon  the  person  and  in  the 
presence  and  view  of  man  throughout  all  the  ages  that  man  has  lived. 
He  never  sat  down  or  stood  up,  or  reclined,  without  coming  in  contact 
with  it.  Every  hair  that  grew  upon  his  head;  every  tear  that  fell 
from  his  eye;  every  arrow  that  was  shot  from  his  bow,  or  bullet  from 
his  rifle;  every  missile  that  his  hand  picked  from  the  ground,  or  tossed 
into  the  air,  or  threw  at  friend  or  foe;  every  object  that  fell  to  the 
earth,  was  an  exhibition  of  this  great  law.  And  yet  we  say  that  the 
law  of  gravitation  wms  discovered  only  a  few  years  ago  when  a  man 
saw  an  apple  fall  from  its  tree  to  the  ground  and  made  that  fact  a 
matter  of  inquiry.  We  have  made  ourselves  as  familiar  with  the  law, 
perhaps,  as  with  almost  any  other  manifestation  of  force.  We  have 
deduced  from  it  a  theory  by  which  we  account  not  only  for  many  of  the 
phenomena  with  which  we  are  in  close  personal  touch,  but  also  for  the 
motions  and  relationships  of  the  entire  solar  system.  Relying  on  the 
perfect  working  of  this  law,  the  astronomer  decides  that  in  a  certain 
part  of  the  heavens  there  is — there  must  be — a  star.  He  locates  the 
star,  weighs  it,  determines  the  speed  of  its  flight,  and  the  relationship 
it  bears  to  its  neighbors.  It  has  never  been  seen,  its  existence  has 
never  before  been  suspected  by  mankind;  the  greatest  telescope  has 
never  detected  its  presence.  But  the  astronomer  says  it  is  there.  The 
law  says  it  must  be  there.  The  solar  system  is  incomplete  and  unbal¬ 
anced  without  it.  By  patient  seeking  the  star  is  found.  The  astron¬ 
omer  has  walked  by  faith,  not  by  sight;  and  his  faith  has  been  justified. 
In  like  manner  we  may  speak  of  the  law  of  attraction,  of  repulsion, 
of  refraction,  of  the  conservation  of  energy,  and  of  all  the  other  manifes¬ 
tations  of  force  to  which  we  have  given  names. 
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But  there  are  other  forces  than  those  manifested  in  what  we  recognize 
as  the  laws  of  nature.  There  are  forces  that  belong  to  the  mind  and 
spirit  of  mankind.  They  are  set  in  motion  by  the  human  intellect. 
We  say  that  the  forces  of  which  I  have  heretofore  spoken,  are  mechanical 
forces,  or  blind  forces,  operating  at  all  times,  under  like  conditions, 
in  exactly  the  same  way.  Sent  out  on  their  several  missions  by  the 
Maker  of  Heaven  and  Earth  and  all  that  in  them  is,  their  field  of 
operations  and  their  method  of  action  are  definitely  circumscribed  and 
fixed.  But  the  forces  to  which  I  now  invite  your  attention  are  not 
blind  nor  mechanical  forces,  and  do  not  operate  within  fixed  limits. 
They  are  intelligent  forces.  They  are  brought  into  exercise  and  sent 
out  on  their  missions  by  the  mind  of  man.  Their  field  of  operations 
and  their  methods  of  action  may  be  enlarged,  or  modified,  from  time 
to  time  as  their  author  may  determine.  These  forces  may  be  set  in 
motion  by  a  word,  a  sentence,  or  a  declaration  in  human  speech.  The 
one  word,  “  Excelsior,”  written  in  a  poem  has  been  to  hosts  of  young 
men  and  women  an  inspiration  to  high  endeavor  since  it  was  penned. 
The  sentence  “  Let  us  have  peace,”  spoken  by  a  victorious  commander 
at  the  conclusion  of  a  great  war,  was  force  of  incalculable  potency  in 
holding  together  a  nation  whosa  continuance  among  the  governmental 
powers  of  the  world  had  been  threatened  by  internal  strife.  The  declara¬ 
tion  known  to  history  as  “  Magna  charta,”  started  upon  a  high  and 
glorious  mission,  forces  that  laid  the  foundations  of  human  freedom 
and  recognition  of  the  rights  and  dignity  of  the  common  man  for  the 
happiness  and  advancement  of  succeeding  generations,  and  erected 
upon  those  foundations  temples  of  civil  liberty  that  have  been  and 
through  ages  to  come  will  continue  to  be  the  wonder  and  admiration 
of  the  civilized  world. 

A  sentiment  may,  under  intelligent  cultivation,  become  a  mighty 
force.  Love  of  country  is  a  sentiment  common  to  savage  and  to  civilized 
man.  Untrained  and  uncultivated  it  may  be  of  but  slight  value  to  the 
commonwealth  that  protects  it,  but  if  esteemed  and  cherished  it 
develops  into  a  patriotism  that  becomes  the  hope  and  strength  and  stay 
of  a  nation.  Philanthropy  in  some  degree  is  found  in  every  human 
heart.  Combined  with  sympathy  and  benevolence  it  becomes  a  potent 
factor  in  the  fraternalization  of  widely  separated  communities  of  men. 

The  speaker  then  considered  the  forces  that  have  been  set  in  motion 
by  the  sentiment  of  fraternity  and  told  of  the  enlargement  and  expan¬ 
sion  of  this  sentiment  during  the  past  one  hundred  years,  and  of  its 
effect  in  the  promotion  of  good  will  among  the  nations  of  the  earth 
and  in  the  sympathetic  relief  of  distress.  Among  the  great  organiza¬ 
tions  that  foster  and  cultivate  the  sentiment  of  fraternity  he  said  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  holds  a  prominent,  a  conspicuous,  a 
leading  place.  He  reviewed  the  growth  and  achievements  of  Odd 
Fellowship  from  its  organization  in  America  until  the  present  time,  and 
concluded  that  it  has  been  and  is  a  mighty  force  for  good;  that  it  is 
not  a  mechanical  or  blind  force,  but  a  force  emanating  from  the  intel¬ 
ligent  minds  and  sympathetic  hearts  of  noble  men  and  women — that  it 
is  a  growing,  expanding,  progressive,  vital  force. 

Judge  Robert  T.  Daniel,  Representative  from  Georgia,  made  the  con¬ 
cluding  address  of  the  occasion  and  his  reputation  as  a  speaker  having 
preceded  him,  the  great  audience  waited  to  hear  him  and  were  well 
repaid  for  doing  so,  as  Brother  Daniel  was  at  his  best  and  delivered 
the  following  strong  and  ornate  address,  which  met  with  enthusiastc 
applause: 
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THE  AGE  OF  FRATERNITY. 

BY  PAST  GRAND  MASTER  ROBT.  T.  DANIEL. 

This  great  Northwest,  with  its  fertile  fields,  burdened  with  the  fruits 
of  a  bountiful  harvest,  its  fair  fields,  rich  in  primeval  forests,  its  popu¬ 
lous  cities,  alive  with  the  hum  of  industry  and  commerce,  is  a  source  of 
pride  and  gratification  to  our  whole  people.  We  are  glad  to  come  these 
glorious  autumnal  days,  when  the  kissing  sunbeams  are  playing  and 
dancing  on  these  hilltops,  lighting  them  with  a  gorgeous  splendor,  when 
all  the  world  is  full  of  joy  and  gladness,  and  our  hearts  are  beating 
with  new  hopes  and  new  aspirations  to  greet  you  on  this,  our  annual 
pilgrimage. 

We  are  glad  to  come  to  St.  Paul.  We  admire  the  thrift  and  enterprise 
of  your  citizens,  the  beauty  and  stately  grandeur  of  your  homes,  your 
attractive  thoroughfares,  your  large  and  commodious  buildings,  and 
when  we  go  away  we  will  continually  hear  the  seductive  voice  of  fond 
memory  singing  the  praises  of  your  beautiful  city  and  charming  people. 

If  I  should  be  called  upon  to  name  the  present  age  in  recognition  of 
its  most  striking  characterstic,  I  would  unhesitatingly  call  it  the  Age 
of  Fraternity.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  there  been  such 
a  universal  spirit  of  fraternity  as  exists  to-day. 

Fraternity  is  the  handmaid  of  civilization,  it  is  the  exemplar  of  man, 
it  has  broken  the  bonds  of  centuries  and  set  the  ages  free.  It  is  that 
transcendent  power  and  irresistible  force  which  alone  can  make  pos¬ 
sible  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Under  the  principles  taught  by  the  leading  fraternities  to-day,  the 
spirit  of  anarchy  cannot  live.  Their  basic  principles  are  at  enmity  to 
all  that  is  lawless,  and  are  in  the  interest  of  peace,  order,  and  good 
government.  They  develop  the  noblest  and  the  best  that  is  in  man, 
they  are  against  all  that  is  evil  and  bad,  they  are  daily  knighting  men 
and  crowning  women  with  imperial  grandeur. 

The  secret  fraternities  in  America  have  done  more  to  remove  the 
animosities  between  the  North  and  the  South,  and  restore  peace,  amity, 
and  good  will  than  every  other  human  agency.  The  spirit  of  fraternity 
has  welded  the  American  people  together  in  bonds  of  gold  as  pure  as 
the  dew  that  falls  on  Hermon  and  as  eternal  as  the  rock  of  ages. 

What  a  world  of  power,  what  a  wealth  of  meaning  is  contained  in 
the  word  fraternity.  Locked  in  its  treasure  house,  rest  secure  the  happi¬ 
ness  of  the  present  and  the  peace  of  the  future.  Few  words  in  all  the 
language  of  men  convey  to  us  as  much,  did  we  but  properly  realize  it. 
The  consummation  of  the  wondrous  teachings  of  the  Man  of  Galilee, 
the  dreams  of  the  prophets  and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  hopes  are 
all  to  be  realized  in  the  triumph  of  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity  as 
taught  in  the  present  age. 

The  record  that  is  being  made  by  these  great  benevolent  and  fraternal 
societies  is  as  bright  as  the  spotless  moon  upon  the  midnight  sea,  and 
as  refreshing  and  as  invigorating  as  the  Mexican  Gulf  that  pours  forth 
its  wondering  summers  of  the  sea. 

The  moral  force  that  is  being  exerted  by  the  fraternal  life  to-day  is  a 
power  for  good  that  can  only  be  gauged  by  that  Divine  Arbiter  who 
weighs  the  destiny  of  nations  in  his  hands.  Its  influence  for  a  higher 
and  a  better  civilization,  for  a  truer  and  a  nobler  manhood,  and  for  a 
purer  and  a  grander  womanhood  will  roll  on  and  on  through  all  the 
ages  and  cease  only  when  its  great  mission  is  fulfilled. 

The  eternal  and  immutable  principles,  for  which  these  great  fraterni- 
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ties  contend,  were  born  when  the  spirit  of  God  first  moved  upon  the 
waters,  and  'received  a  benediction  from  His  omnipotent  hands,  when 
the  morning  stars  first  caroled  the  glad  song  of,  “  Peace  on  earth  and 
good  will  to  men.”  The  spirit  of  fraternity  broke  upon  the  earth,  her¬ 
alded  by  a  joyous  shout  of  golden-clad  attendants,  and  a  rosy  flush  of 
gladness  overspread  the  heavens  at  its  birth.  These  fraternities  are 
teaching  its  members  those  principles  that  will  make  a  man  a  more 
patriotic  citizen,  a  more  considerate  husband,  a  kinder  father  and  a 
truer  friend,  thus  contributing  largely  to  that  character  building  which 
produces  men  who  will  elevate  a  State  and  ennoble  a  nation. 

It  is  not  victories  on  the  battle  field,  it  is  not  prowess  on  sea,  or 
supremacy  in  commercial  life  that  makes  a  nation  great.  All  greatness, 
whether  in  the  individual  or  in  the  nation,  consists  in  services  rendered 
to  others — to  all  mankind.  That  institution  which  exalts  moral  char¬ 
acter,  which  magnifies  charity,  which  elevates  humanity,  which  reaches 
out  after  the  great  conservative  masses  of  the  people  and  helps  them 
to  fix  their  purposes  in  life  upon  those  nobler  and  better  qualities,  and 
which  elevates  man  to  that  high  and  proper  sphere  for  which  he  was 
divinely  created,  is  the  greatest  and  the  most  helpful  in  the  upbuilding 
of  a  nation.  No  agency  is  more  potent  in  creating  these  qualities,  in 
developing  these  essentials  than  these  fraternities  which  are  to-day 
such  an  important  part  of  the  life  of  the  English-speaking  nations. 
Judged  by  this  standard,  they  are  exerting  a  mightier  influence  in  the 
development  of  a  noble  manhood  than  any  other  human  agency.  For  it 
is  in  these  great  fraternities  that  you  will  find  the  flower  and  chivalry 
of  American  and  English  manhood.

Representing  one  of  the  greatest  of  all  these  fraternities,  we  come  to 
you  to-day  fresh  from  the  battle  field  of  humanity,  where  we  have 
achieved  victories  grander  and  more  glorious  than  was  ever  won  by  all 
the  Caesars.  From  conquests  more  lasting  and  endurable  than  was 
Napoleon’s  at  Austerlitz,  or  Wellington’s  at  Waterloo;  for  ours  have 
been  victories  over  suffering  and  despair,  victories  over  poverty  and 
want. 

The  casual  reader  and  observer  of  to-day  has  no  conception  of  the 
magnitude  of  the  relief  extended  by  these  fraternities  to  suffering  hu¬ 
manity.  For  under  the  providence  of  God,  no  extremity,  no  calamity 
as  yet  has  measured  the  depth  of  the  great  sympathetic  heart.  No 
necessity  has  been  so  dire  as  to  exhaust  the  freely  gushing  fountain  of 
their  love  and  charity  for  their  brother  man. 

For  these  fraternities  are  not  only  able  to  relieve,  but  are  willing, 
and  will  relieve  every  necessity  of  their  members,  wherever  situated 
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and  however  great  that  necessity  may  be.  All  obstacles  disappear  be¬ 
fore  their  onward  march.  Financial  depression  cannot  hinder  their 
progress;  war  does  not  stay  their  advance,  but  with  peace  and  good 
will  to  all  men  on  their  frontlet,  with  relief  to  suffering  humanity  in 
one  hand,  and  care  and  protection  for  the  widow  and  orphan  in  the 
other,  they  will  move  onward  and  upward,  stepping  from  crest  to  crest, 
from  star  to  star,  until  they  reach  the  full  meridian  of  their  glory. 

When  we  consider  the  ability  of  these  fraternities  to  do,  and  compre¬ 
hend  what  they  have  done,  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  your  hearts  and 
my  heart  should  beat  with  pride  and  exultation  that  we  are  humble 
members  of  such  an  organization.  For,  my  brothers,  the  fraternal  life 
which  we  are  creating  is  the  bow  of  promise  that  spans  the  future  of 
our  country,  it  will  be  the  great  conservative  force  that  will  temper 
passion  with  love  and  it  is  destined  to  be  the  mighty  controlling  factor 
that  will  still  the  turbulent  waves  of  discontent  with  the  pacific  spirit 
of  toleration.  It  will  build  up  in  the  hearts  of  men  a  regard  for  law,  a 
reverence  for  order,  a  respect  for  the  rights  of  others,  and  will  become 
in  the  fullness  of  time  the  great  conservator  of  peace  between  the  nations 
of  the  world.  In  the  vista  beyond,  the  angel  of  hope,  sanctifying  our 
faith,  beckons  us  on  to  a  new  era  of  greater  prestige  and  grander  power. 

“  Fraternity,  fraternity,  what  human  tongue  or  pen, 

Can  estimate  the  great  good  will  which  thou  hast  brought  to  men, 
What  joy  and  comfort  thou  hast  brought  unto  the  poor  and  sighing. 
What  unrecorded  ministries  unto  the  sick  and  dying. 

Ah,  not  till  the  last  trump  proclaims  that  time  shall  cease  to  be, 
Will  it  be  known  in  earth  or  heaven  how  much  we  owe  to  thee. 

Then  when  the  books  are  opened  and  the  angels  tell  the  story, 
Heaven’s  vault  will  echo  with  the  song  that  celebrates  thy  glory.” 

THE  GRAND  PARADE. 

The  Odd  Fellow  was  the  man  of  the  hour  in  St.  Paul  Wednesday.  The 
city  was  practically  turned  over  to  the  wearers  of  the  triple  links. 

The  parade,  nearly  three  miles  long,  was  an  elaborate  spectacle  fully 
worthy  of  the  place  of  first  importance  on  the  program  of  events  which 
it  occupies  annually.  To  marshal  such  numbers  and  to  insure  the  suc¬ 
cessful  carrying  out  of  the  parade  plan  as  scheduled  was  a  task  of  no 
small  size. 

The  streets  along  the  line  of  march  were  thronged.  Long  before  the 
time  scheduled  for  the  start  of  the  procession,  hundreds  sought  vantage 
points  in  windows  and  upon  stairways  and  fire-escapes.  It  was  nearly 
impossible  to  get  about  in  the  downtown  district  in  the  afternoon,  and 
at  all  points  along  the  line  of  march  the  sidewalks  were  nearly 
impassable. 

It  required  nearly  two  hours  for  the  imposing  procession  to  pass,  and 
this  did  not  include  several  halts  that  were  made.  The  parade  was 
varied  so  far  as  the  spectacular  was  concerned,  each  division  presenting 
either  a  difference  in  costume  or  a  difference  in  formation.  The  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant,  in  full  parade  dress,  the  various  lodges  and  encamp¬ 
ments,  floats,  decorated  and  bearing  Rebekahs  in  carnival  attire,  as  well 
as  other  attractions,  were  sufficient  to  hold  the  attention  of  every  one. 

As  the  police  marched  along  on  their  fine  horses,  the  various  divisions 
attached  themselves  with  the  regularity  of  clockwork.  There  was  no 
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want  of  martial  music,  with  the  Minnesota  State  hand  in  the  vanguard, 
and,  when  the  cavalcade  reached  St.  Peter  street,  a  scene  of  unusual 
gaiety  and  brightness  was  witnessed. 

The  first  division  was  composed  of  thirty-two  mounted  officers  and  300 
officers  and  chevaliers  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  under  the  command 
of  Gen.  M.  A.  Raney.  All  the  officers  and  chevaliers  were  in  dress  uni¬ 
form,  wearing  their  orders  and  decorations.  When  the  handsome  black 
uniform  is  considered,  the  plumes  of  the  staff  officers,  the  purple  and 
crimson  ostrich  feathers  on  the  chapeaus  of  the  officers  and  the  cheva¬ 
liers  and  the  gold  embroidery  on  the  uniforms,  a  striking  spectacle  can 
be  imagined.  In  fact,  there  was  nothing  wanting  in  the  way  of  military 
form  to  make  the  spectacle  both  imposing  and  striking. 

As  the  parade  moved  along,  it  could  be  viewed  from  Summit  avenue 
until  it  reached  the  river  and  then  turned  into  Fourth  street.  The 
distance  was  nearly  a  mile  and  was  entirely  taken  up  with  the  brilliant 
display  of  the  various  military  departments  on  the  line  of  march.  The 
liveliness  of  the  scene  was  heightened  by  the  crowds  of  people  who 
occupied  every  point  on  houses  and  public  buildings  and  who  broke  into 
cheers  as  the  dazzling  line  passed  along. 

If  the  first  division  of  the  parade  suggested  all  the  features  of  a  mili¬ 
tary  march  there  was  in  the  sixth  and  last  division  all  the  elements  of 
symbolism  and  all  the  suggestions  of  coloring  to  have  secured  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  any  spectacular  demonstration.  It  presented  some  unique  fea¬ 
tures,  not  the  least  of  which  were  the  tableaux  grouped  on  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  floats.  Most  of  these  were  designs  carried  out  in  the  Twin  Cities 
and  they  rivaled  one  another  in  giving  expression  to  the  original  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Order.  The  characteristic  colors  were,  of  course,  red,  white 
and  blue  for  the  nation,  and  again  red,  white  and  blue  for  the  Odd  Fel¬ 
lows,  these  colors  not  only  representing  nationality  but  friendship,  truth, 
and  love,  the  principles  on  which  the  Order  is  founded.  Other  symbols 
found  on  every  car  were  the  silver  moon,  the  mystic  seven  stars,  the 
dove,  the  beehive  of  the  Rebekahs. 

The  Rebekahs  caused  greatest  interest,  and  they  were  well  guarded 
by  marshals  and  plentifully  saluted  with  music.  The  Flour  City  was 
represented  with  several  floats.  The  first  was  drawn  by  four  white 
horses,  gaily  decorated  and  the  subject  was  the  story  of  Rebekah  at 
the  well. 

VISIT  TO  MINNEAPOLIS. 

An  event  of  much  importance  Thursday  was  the  trip  to  Minneapolis, 
which  was  enjoyed  by  the  Grand  Representatives  and  their  wives  be¬ 
sides  a  large  number  of  other  officials.  The  members  of  the  party  were 
the  guests  of  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  of  Minneapolis. 

The  special  cars  bearing  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
left  the  Ryan  Hotel  about  1.30  and  proceeded  to  Minneapolis  via  Como 
Park.  From  Minneapolis  the  route  carried  the  party  to  Excelsior,  Lake 
Minnetonka,  and  a  run  was  made  across  to  Big  Island,  where  the  Min¬ 
neapolis  Rebekahs  served  luncheon.  The  delegates  returned  from  the 
lake  on  the  Selby  Lake  line  as  far  as  Minnehaha  avenue,  where  the

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  EXISTING  LAWS,  ETC. 

1.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore  rendered, 
shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  be  affected,  or  of 
the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893,  page  13,421.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolutions  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at 
length  in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 

APPEALS. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition 
being  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as 
final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(Article  I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and 
1885,  pages  9984-9994,  10,151.) 

4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.) 

5.  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  appeal  without  permission  of  its  State 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  case  of  an  expelled  lodge  which  has  sur¬ 
rendered  its  effects.  (1848,  page  1283;  and  1858,  pages  2860,  2925, 
2963.) 

6.  Individual  members  of  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  appeal.  (1832- 
-33,  pages  119,  120,  131.) 

7.  The  records  in  all  cases  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Mon¬ 
day  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  furnished  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday  following,  and 
that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if  printed  at  all,  shall 
be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.  (1891,  page  12,681.) 

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1855,  pages  2493, 
2499,  2521;  1880,  pages  8367,  8469.) 
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9.  It  is  not  required  that  the  record  in  appeals  from  the  action  of 
subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  printed.  (1882,  pages  8840,  9025,  9101.) 

10.  Appellants  must  furnish  250  copies  of  all  appeal  papers,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1855  and  the  legislation  of  1875,  found  on 
page  6562  of  the  Journal.  (1885,  page  10,049;  1897,  page  15,509.) 

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.  (1886,  page  10,481.) 

12.  The  statement  of  facts  must  be  certified  under  the  Seal  of  the 
Grand  Body  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
signatures  must  be  written.  (1863,  page  3532;  1893,  pages  13,430, 
13,563;  1894,  pages  13,991,  14,065.) 

13.  The  appeal  must  show  that  the  Grand  Body  appealed  from  has 
given  its  consent  to  the  appellant,  except  in  the  case  of  a  suspended  or 
expelled  subordinate  that  has  surrendered  its  effect,  and  as  provided 
in  Sections  3,  4,  and  6  above.  (1864,  pages  3684,  3698;  1865,  pages  3833, 
3847;  1868,  pages  4339,  4388,  4389,  4418;  1879,  pages  8111,  8178.) 

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  no  record  of  appeal  unless  the  same  is  certified,  as  by  our 
laws  required;  and  when  any  appeal  shall  be  received  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  not  so  certified,  he  shall  immediately  return  it  for  proper 
certification.  (1898,  pages  16,013,  16,050.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  appellant,  at  the  time  the  appeal  is  filed,  shall  notify  the 
appellee  of  such  filing;  and  thereafter  either  party  filing  any  argument 
or  brief  shall  serve  a  copy  on  the  opposite  party.  When  a  Grand  Lodge 
is  appellee  such  service  shall  be  by  sending  the  copy  to  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  such  Grand  Lodge.  (1898,  pages  16,136,  16,158.) 

16.  The  Grand  Secretary  is  authorized  and  required  to  announce  that 
the  Annual  Communications  of  this  Sovereign  Body  commence,  pro 
forma,  on  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  third  Monday,  and  that  all  per¬ 
sons  desiring  to  be  heard  before  the  Committee  on  Appeals  must  be 
present  at  that  time;  but  that  no  other  business  than  that  now  provided 
shall  be  transacted  before  the  third  Monday,  and  no  per  diem  allowed 
to  members  other  than  as  at  present  provided.  (1891,  page  12,621.) 

17.  Applications  to  open,  rehear,  or  review  decisions  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  in  appeal  cases,  whether  by  petition,  memorial,  or  other¬ 
wise,  must  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  ! 
under  the  same  rules  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Body  for  appeals,  and 
be  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals.  (1885,  page  10,060.)

COMPENSATION  OF  COMMITTEEMEN. 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  committeemen  who  may 
render  services  for  this  Sovereign  Body  during  the  recess  shall  be  $3 
each  per  day  while  actually  in  session,  and  four  cents  per  mile  traveled 
to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting,  to  be  computed  by  the  nearest  route 
usually  traveled  to  such  place,  but  no  salaried  officer  of  this  Sovereign 
Body  shall  receive  any  per  diem  compensation  for  such  services.  (1878,

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

19.  Resolved ,  That  when  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  By-

be  set  forth  at  length  in  the  resolution  proposing  the  amendment  and 
also  the  changes  proposed  and  the  section  as  it  would  read  should  the 
proposed  amendment  be  adopted. 

20.  Whereas,  Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  provides  that  any  amendment  to  that  instrument,  “  if  agreed  to 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,”  shall  become  part  of  such  Constitution; 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
in  contemplation  of  said  constitutional  provision  no  member  can  be 
deemed  “  present  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ”  whose  vote,  or  that  of 
his  colleague  for  him,  does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  the  yeas  and 
nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand*  Lodge 
from  voting.  (1878,  page  7891.) 

DAILY  JOURNALS,  ETC. 

21.  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  furnish  each 
Grand  Representative  ten  copies  of  the  Daily  Journal  each  day  during 
the  sessions  and  ten  copies  of  the  Grand  Officers’  reports.  (1903,  pages 
371,  392.) 

22.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be 
maijed  to  each  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1892,  pages  13,170,  13,197; 
1896,  pages  14,881,  14,932,  15,016.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to 
furnish  the  Fraternal  Press  with  a  copy  of  the  officers’  reports  and  each 
day’s  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1900,  pages  834, 
851,  875.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  be  requested,  at  the  same  time  they 
forward  advance  copies  of  their  reports  to  Grand  Representatives,  to 
also  forward  copies  of  such  reports  to  each  Fraternal  Journal  published 
in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  which  shall  regularly  send  a 
copy  of  its  publicaton  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  (1900,  pages 
958,  964.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be 
hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Secretary  and  Adjutant  General,  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  all  Grand 
Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(1904,  pages  816,  838.) 

23.  Resolved,  That  the  printer  of  the  Daily  Journal  be  interdicted  by 
the  proper  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  permitting  any 
person  to  have  access  to  the  manuscript  or  matter  entrusted  to  his  care, 
that  he  is  to  regard  the  matter  as  private,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed 
to  copy  or  make  extracts  therefrom,  but  every  copy  printed  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1877, 
page  7413.)’ 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

24.  Each  State,  District,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodge  shall  annually 
be  furnished  with  as  many  copies  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  it  has  subordinate  lodges,  and  ten  copies  for 
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the  use  of  such  Grand  Lodge.  Each  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  in  the  same  manner.  Each  Rebekah  Assembly  and  each  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  shall  be  furnished  with  five  copies  each  for  the  use  of 
said  bodies.  Each  Grand  Representative  shall  be  furnished  with  five 
copies,  and  each  Grand  Officer  and  each  Past  Grand  Sire  with  one  copy 
of  such  Proceedings,  and  each  lodge  working  under  a  Charter  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy.  The  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  wthin  fifteen  days  after  October  1st  of  each 
year  how  many  lodges  or  encampments  there  were  in  his  jurisdiction 
on  said  date,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  received  in  sending  out  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings.  In  case  he  receives  no  communication  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Scribe,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  in  his 
last  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1902,  pages  955,  970.) 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby  instructed 
to  hereafter  furnish  to  each  canton  working  under  a  charter  from  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  one  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings.  (1906, 
pages  704,  738,  763.) 

DONATIONS. 

25.  Resolved ,  That  as,  under  the  organic  construction  of  the  Order, 
this  Sovereign  Body  possesses  only  such  means  as  will  enable  it  to  exist 
with  financial  credit  to  itself,  it  is  inexpedient  and  improper  to  make 
donations  of  any  character,  books,  supplies,  money,  etc.,  not  immediately 
appertaining  to  it  and  its  necessities;  furthermore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  is  considered  as  a  standing 
rule  that  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed  except  by  a  two-tliirds  vote  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1876,  pages  7028,  7079.) 

FINANCE. 

26.  Resolved,  That  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  two  of  the  members,  be  appointed  to  examine 
the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary, 
such  examination  to  be  made  within  one  week  prior  to  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  each  annual  session.

30.  Resolved ,  That  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments,  and  all  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  subordinate  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  in  submitting  their 
Constitutions,  or  amendments  thereof,  to  this  Sovereign  Body  for  ap¬ 
proval,  shall  be  required  first  to  furnish  the  Grand  Secretary  a  com¬ 
plete  copy  of  their  Constitutions,  with  all  amendments  thereto,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
or  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  (when  such  lodge  or  encampment 
may  be  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge),  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Body  or 
subordinate  attached.  (1870,  page  4929.) 

31.  Resolved ,  That  hereafter  all  laws  sent  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  approval  shall  bear  the  Seal  of  the  body  adopting  them,  and 
all  documents  without  a  Seal  (where  the  body  has  one)  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  without  consideration.

51.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  compute  the  distance  traveled  by  the 
Grand  Representatives  to  all  future  sessions  by  the  nearest  practicable 
route.  (1890,  pages  12,199,  12,200.) 

PAST  GRAND  SIRES. 

52.  Resolved,  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  all  Past  Grand  Sires  who  shall  be  present  at  the  sessions  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  receive  mileage  and  per  diem  the  same 
as  now  paid  to  the  Representatives.

Degree;  and  by  being  a  Past  Grand  is  meant  having  the  Grand  Lodge

Calvin  S.  Davis,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  aged  sixty  years. 

“  Odd  Fellowship  appealed  to  his  generous  nature  and  he 
early  connected  himself  with  the  Order.  As  there  was  no 
lodge  in  his  home  town  he  joined  Pequot  Lodge,  of  New 
London,  in  1875.  In  1878  he  was  instrumental  in  startirfg 
a  lodge  in  his  home  town,  and  Niantic  Lodge  was  instituted 
in  the  spring.  The  lodge  grew  and  prospered,  and  Brother 
Davis  was  ever  active  in  promoting  its  welfare.  In  due 
time  he  was  sent  to  the  Grand  j^odge,  where  his  work  for 
the  Order  was  recognized  and  he  was  elected  Grand  Master 
in  1905.  The  year  following  he  was  chosen  Representative 
to  this  Body  for  two  years,  but  the  cruel  disease  that  finally 
removed  him  from  our  midst  was  already  upon  him,  and 
he  was  forced  to  resign  at  the  commencement  of  his  second 
year. 

“  But  it  was  his  work  as  President  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  that  made  him  of  such  great  service  to  his  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  He  took  the  position  when  it  needed  a  strong  busi¬ 
ness  head  to  place  the  management  of  the  Home  on  a  busi¬ 
ness  footing.  For  three  years  he  gave  his  time  and  experience 
to  Home  affairs  and  when  forced  to  retire  on  account 
of  his  health  he  had  rendered  a  service  to  his  Jurisdiction 
which  will  forever  hold  his  memory  in  grateful  remem¬ 
brance  in  the  hearts  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Connecticut.”

William  R.  Myers,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Indiana, 
at  Anderson,  aged  seventy-one  years. 

“  He  was  a  man  of  captivating  personality  and  manner. 
Possessing  a  powerful  voice  he  was  one  of  our  most  eloquent 
and  forcible  speakers,  of  whom  it  has  been  said  ‘  the  humble 
and  unfortunate  always  found  in  him  a  strong  companion.’

“  His  term  as  Grand  Master  covered  a  trying  period  in 
the  history  of  the  Nebraska  Jurisdiction.  Financial  ’  dis¬ 
tress  prevailed  in  the  business  world.  Drought  prevailed 
and  the  feverish  blast  of  the  hot  tvinds  withered  the  vege¬ 
tation  of  the  fertile  fields  of  Nebraska  and  her  sister  States. 
The  situation  was  one  requiring  the  highest  courage  and 
capacity  from  our  Grand  Officers.  Brother  Johnston  was 
equal  to  the  task,  and  much  of  the  prosperity  of '  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Nebraska  of  to-day  is  due  to  his  splendid  devo¬ 
tion  to  her  needs  in  those  trying  days. 

It  was  apparent  to  those  of  us  in  attendance  at  the  last 
two  sessions  of  our  Grand  Lodge  that  Death  had  placed 
his  mark  upon  our  good  brother,  our  companion,  and  our 
friend.  And  when  on  the  morning  of  that  December  day, 
‘  God’s  finger  touched  him  and  he  slept,’ 
we  were  shocked  and  grieved,  but  not  surprised.  In  obe¬ 
dience  to  his  expressed  desire  he  was  laid  to  rest  by  the 
loving  hands  of  his  brethren  in  accordance  with  the  beauti¬ 
ful  forms  of  our  Order.” — Journal,  page  335. 

Clarence  M.  Leete,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  New 
Hampshire,  aged  fifty-six  years. 

“  Brother  Leete  was  always  greatly  interested  in  the  work 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  passing  through  the  chairs  of  his  lodge 
in  four  years  after  being  admitted,  was  three  times  Chief 
Patriarch  of  his  encampment,  was  Grand  Master  1898-1899, 
faithfully  performing  every  duty  that  was  placed  upon  him. 
Soon  after  his  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  he  was 
attacked  with  tuberculosis,  being  obliged  to  relinquish  his 
business,  that  of  milliner.  He  made  a  valiant  fight  for 
life.  The  last  months  of  his  life  were  clouded  by  sorrow 
for  the  loss  of  members  of  his  family,  but  he  was  always 
hopeful  and  cheerful.  The  end  came  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
where  he  was  spending  the  winter,  and  he  was  buried  in 
Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  the  town  of  his  residence.”

A.  C.  Potter,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Oklahoma, 
at  Perry,  aged  fifty-eight  years. 

“  He  was  one  of  the  few  men  that  I  have  known  that  were 
as  gentle  as  a  woman  and  as  brave  as  the  bravest.  He  was 
loyal  and  faithful  to  his  friends,  whom  he  numbered  by  the 
legion.  During  my  association  with  him  I  never  heard  him 
deign  to  pass  a  criticism  on  a  friend.  If  criticism  was  their 
due  he  left  that  to  others,  but  helped  to  sustain  the  erring 
and  the  weak  instead.  He  always  had  opinions  and  con¬ 
victions  on  all  questions,  and  they  were  always  based  upon 
a  thorough  investigation  and  upon  cool  and  deliberate  judg¬ 
ment.”

Thomas  Partridge,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Ontario, 
at  London. 

“  Brother  Partridge,  though  always  taking  an  interest  in 
the  work  of  his  lodge  and  of  the  Order,  was  of  a  most  retir¬ 
ing  disposition,  and  as  he  advanced  in  years  his  health 
failed,  and  after  a  somewhat  lingering  illness  he  passed  to 
his  reward  in  the  city  in  which  he  had  lived  and  spent  all 
his  active  life. 

“  At  the  time  of  his  death  Brother  Partridge  was  a 
solicitor  by  profession,  and  in  early  years  active  in  munici¬ 
pal  politics,  having  served  his  city  as  alderman.

He  was  initiated  March  17,  1870,  in 
Summit  Lodge,  No.  50,  of  Akron,  Ohio,  became  a  charter 
member  of  H^mo  Lodge,  No.  746,  of  the  same  city  in  1886, 
and  joined  Friendship  Lodge  No.  6,  of  Dallas,  Oregon.  In 
1889,  he  joined  Akron  Encampment,  at  Dallas,  Oregon.  He 
was  Grand  Patriarch  of  Ohio  in  1885,  and  in  1887  was 
elected  Grand  Representative  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
He  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon 
in  1894,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1896.  During  his  term 
as  Grand  Master  he  visited  over  100  lodges  in  his  State. 
His  career  as  an  Odd  Fellow  was  an  honorable  one,  and  no 
member  in  the  State  was  better  beloved  among  his  breth¬ 
ren.”

As  a  fact  it  is  related 
of  him  that  until  his  death  he  followed  the  old  rule  that  a 
visitor  to  a  lodge  should  make  a  money  contribution  toward 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  evening’s  meeting  and 
hence  whether  the  Warden  passed  around  the  axe  or  not 
he  always  insisted  upon  making  a  contribution  for  this 
purpose.  While,  therefore,  he  may  have  been  classed  by 
some  as  untra-conservative,  he  was  nevertheless  progres¬ 
sive,  without  being  radical,  and  no  proposition  that  tended 
really  to  the  advancement  of  the  Order  or  the  enlargement 
of  its  sphere  of  usefulness  ever  appealed  to  him  in  vain 
for  his  help  and  assistance.”

Ed.  C.  Deans,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Pennsylvania, 
at  Scranton,  aged  fifty-three  years. 

“  Ed.  C.  Deans  could  never  be  induced  to  become  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  any  other  Order.  When  asked  to  do  so,  he  would 
say,  ‘  Odd  Fellowship  is  a  field  too  broad  to  be  exhausted 
by  any  one  man.  Here  the  opportunities  for  doing  good 
call  for  more  time  than  I  have  at  my  disposal,  and  exceed 
my  ability  to  fully  improve  them.  Other  Orders  are  good; 
their  work  is  commendable.  They  are  entitled  to  the  respect 
and  support  of  a  public  enjoying  the  fruits  of  their  benefi¬ 
cent  labors.  But  it  is  not  my  duty  to  divide  with  them, 
time  and  energies,  already  fully  occupied  with  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  and  add  to  my  fraternal  obligations  when  I  can¬ 
not  'add  to  my  powers  of  fulfillment.’  Truly  it  may  be  said 
that  Odd  Fellowship  was  the  '  cloud  by  day  and  the  pillar 
of  fire  by  night  ’  which  guided  him  through  life’s  journey.

Brother  Hill,  because  of  his 
strong  personal  magnetism,  mental  qualifications  and  gen¬ 
eral  experience  was  an  acknowledged  leader  among  men. 
Rhode  Island  mourns  the  loss  of  an  upright  and  loyal  citi¬ 
zen,  and  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  one  of  its  most  active 
and  enthusiastic  members.”

Allen  Jenckes,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Rhode 
Island,  at  Pawtucket,  aged  sixty-eight  years. 

“  In  the  year  1883,  he  was  appointed  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary  of  this  Grand  Body,  by  the  then  Grand  Secretary, 
Theodore  A.  Ross,  and  continued  in  that  position  until  June 
1,  1891.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  having  enlisted 
as  a  private,  September  10,  1861,  and  was  promoted  to  a 
lieutenancy.  During  the  war  he  made  a  most  excellent 
record  for  bravery  and  attention  to  duty.  Brother  Jenckes 
was  a  genial  companion,  an  honest,  upright  man,  and  a 
loyal  Odd  Fellow  and  citizen.”

Dyer  H.  Campbell,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  South 
Dakota,  at  Brookings,  aged  forty-nine  years.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Proposed  at  September  Session,  1907. 


AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  5,  AKT.  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  5.  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows:  “No  saloonkeeper, 
bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
this  Order,”  be  amended  so  as  to  include  all  other  dealers  in  intoxica¬ 
ting  liquors,  so  that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows. 

“  Section  5.  No  saloonkeeper,  bartender  or  other  person  engaged  in 
the  selling  of  intoxicating  liquors,  except  for  medicinal,  mechanical, 
or  scientific  purposes,  and  no  professional  gambler,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  this  Order.” — Journal,  page  225. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  2,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI,  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  reading  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America 
in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  the  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  number  “  twenty-one  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
“  eighteen,”  so  that  the  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe,  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in 
which  the  Order  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal,  page  276.

AMENDMENTS  TO  ARTICLES  I,  II,  AND  III. 

Whereas,  Many  foreign  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows  are  practically  sovereign  in  themselves,  managing  their 
own  affairs  and  are  recognized  as  quasi-independent  by  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  their  chief  officers  are  designated  as  Grand  Sires, 
therefore,  it  is  fitting  and  expedient  that  the  name  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  titles  of  its  officers  be  slightly  altered  so  as  to 
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make  them  distinctive  and  supreme,  and  thereby  prevent  any  conflict 
because  of  similarity  with  those  of  such  Grand  Subordinates.  * 

The  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  reads: 


ARTICLE  i. 

“  Section  1.  Title. — This  lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style, 
and  title  of  ‘  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.’  ” 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  I,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  “  Grand  ”  between  the  words  “  Sovereign  ”  and  “  Lodge  ” 
of  the  title,  so  that  the  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Section  1.  Title. — This  lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style, 
and  title  of  ‘  The  Sovereign  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows.’  ” 

ARTICLE  II. 

“  Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  This  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members  to  wit:  A  Grand 
Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Chaplain,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  and  Grand 
Representatives  from  the  several  States,  Districts,  and  Territorial  Grand 
Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unreclaimed 
charters  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge.” 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  II,  be  amended  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  word  “  Grand  ”  before  and  inserting  after  the  word  Sire 
of  titles  of  the  first  two  officers  named  the  words,  “  of  the  Sovereign 
Lodge”;  and  by  striking  out  the  word  “Grand,”  and  inserting  the 
word  “  Sovereign,”  as  a  prefix  to  the  titles  of  the  third  and  fourth 
officers  named  in  said  section  and  article;  so  that  the  said  section, 
when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Who  are  members  of  Sovereign  Lodge.  This  Sovereign 
Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  members,  to  wit:  ‘  A  Grand 
Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign 
Lodge,  Sovereign  Secretary,  Sovereign  Treasurer,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand 
Marshal,  Grand  Guardian,  Grand  Messenger,  and  Grand  Representatives 
from  the  several  States,  Districts,  and  Territorial  Grand  Lodges  and 
Grand  Encampments  working  under  legal  unreclaimed  charters  granted 
by  this  Sovereign  Lodge.’  ” 

ARTICLE  III. 

“  Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  bien¬ 
nially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication.” 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Section  1  of  Article  III,  be  amended  by  addi¬ 
tion  by  inserting  after  the  titles  of  the  two  first  offices  named,  respec¬ 
tively,  the  words  “  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,”  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  Grand  ”  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  and  inserting 
instead  the  word  Sovereign  as  a  prefix  to  qualify  those  titles;  so  that 
the  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 
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“  Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  he  the 
Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign  Lodge,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the  Sovereign 
Lodge,  Sovereign  Secretary,  and  Sovereign  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  biennially,  at  the 
said  communication  of  this  Sovereign  Lodge  in  September,  and  shall 
be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of  said  stated 
communication.” — Journal ,  page  277. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  XVII. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Article  XVIi  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows,  viz: 

“  Sec.  1.  The  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  (except  such  offi¬ 
cers  as  receive  stated  salaries),  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  to  be  fixed  by  law  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge;  provided,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  allow 
a  compensation  (except  such  per  diem  as  it  may  think  proper)  to  any 
Grand  Representative  coming  from  a  Jurisdiction  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  North  American  Continent,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  1.  The  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives  (except  such  offi¬ 
cers  as  receive  stated  salaries),  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  to  be  fixed  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge;  provided,  that  this  Grand  Lodge  may  allow  other 
and  different  compensation  to  any  Grand  Representative  coming  from  a 
Jurisdiction  beyond  the  limits  of  the  North  American  Continent  than  its 
By-Laws  allow  Grand  Representatives  from  Jurisdictions  within  such 
Continent.” 

Resolved,  That  Section  1,  Article  XVII,  as  the  same  now  reads,  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. — Journal,  page,  316. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  6,  ART.  IX. 

Resolved,  That  Section  6,  of  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows,  viz. :  “  Each  independ¬ 

ent  Grand  Lodge  which  shall  be  working  under  the  charter  adopted  in 
the  year  1900  to  be  offered  to  all  such  independent  Grand  Lodges,  and 
each  independent  Grand  Lodge  chartered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  after  the  year  1900,  may  elect  a  Grand  Representative  to  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  whose  qualifications,  term  of  office,  and  privi¬ 
leges  and  duties  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  other  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  except  that  no  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  Grand 
Representative  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,”  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  6.  Each  independent  Grand  Lodge  which  shall  have  accepted 
and  which  shall  be  working  under  the  charter  adopted  in  the  year  1900 
for  all  such  independent  Grand  Lodges,  and  each  independent  Grand 
Lodge  chartered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  after  the  year  1900, 
may  elect  a  Grand  Representative  to  thi&  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  whose 
qualifications,  term  of  office,  privileges,  and  duties  shall  be  the  same  as 
other  Grand  Representatives;  provided,  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
may  by  law  fix  such  compensation  as  it  may  deem  proper  to  be  paid  to 
any  such  Grand  Representative.” 

Resolved,  That  Section  6,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution,  as  the  same 
now  reads,  is  hereby  repealed. — Journal,  page  313. 
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AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  5,  ART.  XVI. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  5,  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows:  “No  saloonkeeper, 
bartender  or  professional  gambler,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in 
this  Order,”  be  amended  so  as  to  include  all  other  dealers  in  intoxica¬ 
ting  liquors,  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Sec.  5.  No  saloonkeeper,  bartender,  or  other  person  engaged  in  the 
selling  of  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  to  any  extent  or  in  any  way, 
except  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  no  professional  gambler,  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order.” — Journal,  page  322. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SEC.  1,  ART.  III. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Artie  e  III  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the 
Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treasurer, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  bien¬ 
nially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  September, 
and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  stated  communication,”  be  amended  by  inserting  between  the  words 
“  Deputy  Grand  Sire  ”  and  the  words  “  Grand  Secretary,”  the  words, 
“  General  Commanding,”  and  by  adding  to  said  section  the  following: 

“  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the 
Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and  qualified  member  of  the  Order 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  communica¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately  succeeding  such  appointment, 
when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  in  the  regular  manner, 
and  the  member  thus  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  regular 
election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Body.” 

So  that  the  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Grand  Sire, 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  General  Commanding,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand 
Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  biennially,  at  the  stated  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
September,  and  shall  be  installed  into  their  respective  offices  at  the 
conclusion  of  said  communication.  Should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the 
office  of  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  or  Grand  Treasurer,  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  Grand  Sire  shall  appoint  a  suitable 
and  qualified  member  of  the  Order  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  hold 
the  office  until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately 
succeeding  such  appointment,  when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  elec¬ 
tion  in  the  regular  manner,  and  the  member  thus  elected  shall  hold 
office  until  the  next  regular  election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Body.”

On  February  5,  1907,  Alabama  Lodge,  No.  1,  placed  Bro. 
R.  F.  Bickley,  a  member  of  said  lodge,  on  the  benefi¬ 
ciary  sick  list.  On  the  same  night  Bro.  E.  L.  Cahill, 
also  a  member  of  said  lodge,  gave  notice  that  he  would 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  lodge  move  a  recon¬ 
sideration  of  the  motion  whereby  Bro.  Bickley  was 
was  placed  on  the  list  of  beneficiary  members.  At  the 
next  regular  meeting  but  few  were  present  and  action 
on  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  postponed  until  the 
next  meeting.

O.  M.  Underhill,  a  member  in  good  standing  of  Golden  Rule 
Lodge,  No.  178,  Iowa,  made  application  for  membership 
in  Centennial  Lodge,  No.  59,  of  Nebraska,  on  March 
9,  1902,  said  application  being  based  on  and  accom¬ 
panied  by  his  official  certificate  showing  his  dues  paid 
in  said  Golden  Rule  Lodge  to  April  1,  1902.  At  the  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  March  14,  1902,  he  was  regularly  elected 
to  membership  in  Centennial  Lodge.  He  made  no  appli¬ 
cation  to  bis  former  lodge  for  a  withdrawal  card, 
neither  did  Centennial  Lodge  nor  was  any  ever  obtained 
from  said  Golden  Rule  Lodge.

Subordinates. — Lodges. 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 

the  Transfer  of  Membership  Law,  at  the  session  of 
1906  (pages  778-784,  Journal  1906),  did  not  repeal  the 
law  requiring  lodges  to  admit  applicants  for  member¬ 
ship  on  card,  without  charge,  upon  change  of  residence 
within  State  jurisdictions . 31,  219,  239,  253 

2.  No  association  or  league,  composed  of  delegates  selected 

from  a  given  number  of  lodges  or  Rebekah  lodges,  has 
any  right,  according  to  the  laws  of  our  Order,  to  con¬ 
duct  entertainments,  etc.,  without  a  dispensation  from 
the  Grand  Master.  No  raffle  can  be  conducted  in  the 
name  of  the  Order.  A  dispensation  cannot  be  granted 
for  that  purpose.  A  rummage  sale  might  be  conducted 
by  a  subordinate  body,  a  club,  an  association  or  league, 
provided  dispensation  had  been  granted  by  the  proper 
Grand  Officer  . 32,  219,  239,  253 

3.  A  brother  already  on  the  sick  list  because  of  blindness, 

but  not  entitled  to  benefits  for  the  present  sickness, 
becoming  afflicted  with  another  sickness,  could  be 
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placed  on  the  sick  list  a  second  time  and  draw  benefits 
for  said  second  sickness,  although  never  having  re¬ 
covered  sufficiently  from  his  first  sickness  (blindness) 
to  follow  some  occupation  whereby  he  could  gain  a 
livelihood  . 33,  219,  239,  253 

4.  A  member  in  affiliating  with,  or  organizing  a  society,  the 

members  of  which  will  not  propose,  nor  the  society 
accept,  any  applicant  who  is  not  a  Scarlet  degree  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  but 
which  has  no  reference  in  the  printed  matter,  laws 
or  ritualistic  work  to  Odd  Fellowship,  neither  uses  the 
initials,  signs  or  any  of  the  emblems  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F., 
does  not  violate  any  of  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  . 33,  219,  239,  253 

5.  A  Grand  Secretary  is  permitted  to  sell  a  number  of  the 

Cipher  Books  to  the  Secretary  of  a  subordinate  lodge, 
who  in  turn  can  sell  them  to  Third  degree  members  of 
his  lodge.  A  Grand  Secretary  is  not  permitted  to  sell 
these  Cipher  Books  to  any  Odd  Fellow  in  good  standing, 

•  but  only  to  the  Secretaries  of  subordinate  lodges,  and 
it  is  a  violation  of  the  law  for  a  brother  to  sell  a 
Cipher  Book  to  another  brother,  or  to  give  it  or  lend  it 
to  another  brother.  The  same  law  applies  to  the  Cipher 
Book  of  the  subordinate  encampment . 33,  219,  239,  253 

6.  A  lodge  has  no  right  to  give  authority  to  a  General 

Relief  Committee  of  a  city  to  levy  a  tax  of  10  cents 
per  capita  every  term  of  six  months  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  transient  or  sojourning  members  of  lodges 
located  elsewhere  throughout  the  world,  or  to  use  its 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  or  relieving  any 
members  of  the  lodges  of  said  city,  or  the  families  of 
such  members,  if  (in  the  judgment  of  the  General 
Relief  Committee)  the  lodge  to  which  such  member 
belongs  is  financially  unable  to  supply  the  needed 
assistance  . 33,  219,  239,  253 

7.  A  member  of  a  lodge  which  discontinued  its  meetings 

in  1861  and  which  did  not  report  to  its  Grand  Lodge 
until  1874,  even  though  the  charter  was  not  reclaimed, 
is  not  entitled  to  an  Honorable  Veteran  Jewel,  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  records  showed  that  the  lodge  had  been 
closed  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  therefore  his  mem¬ 
bership  was  not  continuous . 34,  219,  239,  253 

8.  A  lodge  should  not  entertain  a  motion  or  resolution  to 

donate  from  its  general  fund  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  in  the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  used  by 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,  nor  is  it  legal 
for  a  Noble  Grand  to  entertain  a  motion  or  resolution 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  solicit  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  from  members  of  the  Order  for  this  purpose,  the 
same  to  be  contributed  either  as  individual  members 
of  the  Order  or  in  the  name  of  the  lodge  to  which  the 
donors  belong . 35,  219,  239,  253 
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9.  If  a  brother  is  reported  sick  with  a  chronic  disease 
(rheumatism)  and  his  lodge  pays  him  benefits;  the 
brother  is  then  a  little  better  and  is  reported  from  the 
sick  list;  in  a  short  time  is  reported  sick  again  from 
same  disease  and  continues  sick  for  a  long  time,  the 
last  sickness  must  be  considered  as  a  separate  case 
of  sickness  and  the  lodge  must  pay  him  benefits  accord¬ 
ingly  . . 35,  219,  239,  253 

10.  If  the  resignation  of  a  member  is  received  prior  to  a 

complaint  against  said  member  by  the  Grand  Master, 
said  resignation  is  legal  and  effective,  provided  that 
if  the  charges  against  said  member  and  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  said  member  be  presented  at  the  same  meeting 
of  his  lodge,  such  resignation  shall  not  be  operative 
until  the  proper  disposition  of  such  charges.  The 
resignation  could  not  take  place  after  complaint  had 
been  made  against  the  brother  by  the  Grand  Master 
or  other  persons,  any  time  previous  to  formal  charges 
having  been  preferred  by  the  committee. 

11.  The  adoption  of  the  law  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 

providing  a  penalty  of  forfeitures  of  all  degree  fees  and 
all  dues  paid  by  a  member  admitted  without  the  terri¬ 
torial  jurisdiction  of  a  subordinate  lodge,  encampment 
or  Rebekah  lodge,  without  having  secured  proper  per¬ 
mission,  nullifies  local  law  in  regard  to  same. 

12.  It  is  not  legal  for  a  picnic  or  excursion  to  be  held  on 

Sunday  under  the  auspices  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or 
a  committee  representing  the  lodge. 

13.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  custodian  of 

the  Unwritten  Work  and  Book  of  Diagrams,  at  all 
times,  except  when  the  same  is  taken  to  a  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  keep  said  work  in  a  safe  or  vault 
in  his  office,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  has  no  authority 
to  permit  it  to  be  taken  from  his  keeping  and  office 
by  any  person  or  persons  to  be  carried  into  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  for  the  purpose  of  instructions  in  the 
work.  A  Grand, Master  has  no  right  to  the  possession 
of  this  book  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  in  the  work 
in  the  several  lodges  of  the  jurisdiction,  and  when  said 
book  is  present  at  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  the  proper  person  to  appoint  cus¬ 
todians  of  the  same . 36,  219,  239,  253 

14.  A  lodge  is  compelled  under  the  laws  of  the  Order  to 

prefer  charges  against  a  member  who  has  become  a 
bartender.  If  charges  are  not  preferred  and  he  applies 
for  a  withdrawal  card  and  the  lodge  grants  it,  its 
action  is  legal  . 37,  219,  239,  253 

15.  The  words  “  Territorial  Jurisdiction  ”  as  found  in  the  re¬ 

port  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Transfer  of  Mem¬ 
bership  Law  (Journal,  1906,  page  779),  refer  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  subordinate  body . 37,  219,  239,  253 
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16.  A  brother  living  at  a  distance  from  his  lodge,  writing  to 

them  for  a  withdrawal  card,  and  being  granted  same, 
is  not  entitled  to  funeral  benefits  on  the  death  of  his 
wife,  if  she  dies  before  the  card  is  received  by  him, 
even  though  the  Secretary  is  out  of  cards  and  must 
write  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  same  before  he  can 
issue  the  card  . 37,  219,  239,  253 

17.  In  a  State  where  the  law  provides  that  a  brother  must 

be  a  member  six  months  before  he  is  entitled  to  sick 
benefits,  and  the  subordinate  lodge  has  a  By-Law  exclud¬ 
ing  the  first  week’s  sickness,  and  a  brother  becomes 
sick  before  he  has  been  a  member  six  months  and  such 
sickness  continues  until  after  the  expiration  of  his 
six  months,  said  By-Law  does  not  exclude  the  first 
week  after  the  six  months’  limit  has  expired. ..  .37,

18.  A  member  of  a  lodge  who  was  a  bartender  at  the  time 

the  anti-saloon  law  was  passed  allowing  himself  to 
be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  and  making  ap¬ 
plication  to  join  another  lodge  on  a  dismissal  certificate, 
is  not  eligible  to  membership.  In  the  absence  of  local 
law  to  the  contrary,  he  could  be  reinstated  in  the 
lodge  in  which  he  had  been  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues  and  then  transfer  his  membership  in  the  regu¬ 
lar  way.  Should  he  discontinue  the  saloon  business 
he  could  then  make  application  for  membership  upon 
his  dismissal  certificate .

Official  Certificates  in  blank,  and  it  is  a  violation  of 
general  law  to  issue  a  memorandum  receipt  for  dues 
paid  between  lodge  sessions  to  be  exchanged  for  an 
Official  Certificate  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Lodge  .

20.  If  a  member,  or  the  family  of  a  member  of  a  local  lodge 

of  a  city  shall  be  sick  or  in  distress  and  the  financial 
conditions  of  his  lodge  be  such  that  it  cannot  render 
him  the  necessary  assistance,  the  General  Relief  Com¬ 
mittee  may  render  him  such  assistance  as  in  their 
judgment  the  case  merits  and  the  condition  of  their 
finances  may  warrant.  And  in  case  the  assistance 
necessary  for  the  relief  of  Such  brother  exceeds  the 
amount  which  the  committee  feels  justified  in  giving 
him  out  of  the  regular  funds,  they  may  address  a  com¬ 
munication  to  each  lodge  which  is  a  member  of  such 
Relief  Committee  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  special  donation  for  the  purpose  of  reliev¬ 
ing  such  distress,  such  donation  to  be  optional  and 
voluntary  with  each  individual  lodge  and  not  in  any 
sense  an  assessment,  but  to  send  such  communication 
to  any  other  lodges  of  the  city  or  Grand  jurisdiction, 
it  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master....

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21.  It  is  legal  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to  have  an  article  in  its 

Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  requiring  that  a 
brother  shall  be  proficient  in  the  highest  degree  he 
shall  have  attained,  i.  e.,  in  possession  of  the  obligation 
and  unwritten  work  thereof,  so  as  to  give  an  intelli¬ 
gent  explanation  of  its  uses,  and  as  near  as  may  be  in 
the  language  of  said  degree,  to  the  lodge  and  said 
lodge  may  then  vote  on  his  proficiency  to  receive  the 
next  degree . 39,  219,  239,  253 

22.  The  law  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 

regard  to  admitting  persons  without  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  a  lodge,  encampment  or  Rebekah  lodge, 
applies  in  all  cases  wherein  the  applicant  has  been 
admitted  as  a  member  of  one  lodge  while  residing 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  another.  Territorial  juris¬ 
diction  is  determined  by  local  legislation  except  as  to 
those  directly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge .

23.  Whether  a  brother  who  presents  charges  against  another  ~ 

member,  and  who  wilfully  neglects  to  be  present  or 
to  proceed  with  the  charge,  is  guilty  of  contempt  and 
liable  to  punishment  therefor,  depends  upon  local 
legislation . 40,  219,  239,  2o3 

24.  A  person  residing  in  one  State  making  application, 

accompanied  by  the  proper  fee  for  membership  in  the 
nearest  lodge  to  his  residence,  duly  elected  a  member, 
and  notified  of  his  election  personally  by  the  brother 
who  brought  his  application,  he  being  instructed  to  do 
so  by  the  Noble  Grand,  and  the  Constitution  for  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  in  the  State  not  requiring  that  the 
notification  he  sent  by  the  Secretary,  and  said  person 
removing  to  another  State,  cannot  legally  demand 
the  return  of  his  fee  from  the  lodge  which  elected 
him  to  membership,  said  lodge  having  the  right  to 
initiate  him.  They  would  retain  jurisdiction  to  initiate 
him  until  the  fee  is  forfeited  as  provided  by  local 
law  .

25.  A  brother  living  in  a  town  where  a  lodge  is  located,  in 

which  he  holds  membership,  applying  for  and  receiving 
a  withdrawal  card  and  then  moving  to  another  towm 
where  a  lodge  is  Jocated,  is  entitled  to  admission  in  the 
lodge  located  at  his  new  place  of  residence  under  the 
resolution  authorizing  the  transfer  of  membership. . . .

26.  The  resolution,  page  779,  Journal,  1906,  has  reference  to 

what  is  known  as  the  new  law,  but  the  resolution 
covers  all  cases  of  transfer  of  membership,  when  appli¬ 
cable  . 41,  219,  239,  253 

27.  It  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 

Lodge  for  a  Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges  to  pro¬ 
vide  that  any  member  whose  weekly  dues  remain  un¬ 
paid  for  a  period  of  seven  months  from  the  date  to 
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which  dues  have  been  paid,  shall  thereby  forfeit  all 
right  to  weekly,  attentive  and  funeral  benefits,  and 
said  law  is  valid.  A  subordinate  lodge  has  no  authority 
to  change  by  By-Law  the  provision  for  length  of  time, 
or  sum  of  dues,  to  constitute  a  brother  non-beneficial 
named  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  in  its 
Constitution  for  subordinate  lodges,  and  such  By-Law 
would  be  invalid. 

Subordinates. — Encampments. 

1.  A  member  suspended  from  his  subordinate  lodge  for 

non-payment  of  dues  in  December,  1904,  whose  dues 
are  paid  in  his  encampment  to  April,  1907,  is  entitled 
to  refund  of  dues  from  his  encampment  from  January 
1,  1906  . 42,  219,  239,  253 

2.  The  following  language  on  page  779,  Journal  1906:  “  Also 

that  this  law  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  extended  to 
the  encampment  and  Rebekah  branches  of  the  Order,” 
properly  and  legally  amends  the  law  of  1904,  so  that 
it  now  reads  as  if  the  words  “  encampment  and  Re¬ 
bekah  lodge  ”  were  inserted  after  the  word  “  lodge  ” 
wrherever  it  occurs  in  said  law  of  1904....

to  a  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home,  and  make  a  dona¬ 
tion  to  a  fund  to  offer  the  Grand  Lodge  to  induce  it 
to  locate. the  Home  in  a  certain  city,  said  fund  not  to 
be  paid  until  the  Grand  Lodge  accepts  the  proposition 
and  the  fund  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  use  in  building  the  Home .

Subordinates. — Rebekah. 

1.  A  sister  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  who  deposits  a  withdrawal 

card  and  is  elected  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge, 
but  whose  card  expires  before  she  is  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  lodge  and  can  sign  the  Constitution  of  said  lodge, 
has  a  right  to  sign  the  Constitution  after  the  card  has 
expired  and  the  lodge  has  no  right  to  refuse  to  let  her 
sign  its  Constitution . 43,  219,  239,  253 

2.  The  Constitution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly,  with  the 

approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  can  be  so  amended  that 
the  officers  of  the  Assembly  may  be  elected  by  the  vote 
of  the  Past  Noble  Grands,  said  vote  to  belaken  in  the 
Rebekah  lodges  . 43,  219,  239,  253 

3.  A  lady  who  receives  the  Rebekah  degree  with  her  hus¬ 

band  in  a  subordinate  lodge,  whose  husband  dies,  and 
who  marries  again  and  her  second  husband  is  not  an 
Odd  Fellow,  if  she  holds  a  certificate  from  the  lodge 
in  which  she  received  the  degree,  is  eligible  to  mem¬ 
bership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  on  this  certificate.  .43,  219,

4.  If  the  Constitution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  provides  that 

the  term  of  office  in  Rebekah  lodges  shall  be  six  months 
or  twelve  months,  as  the  By-Laws  may  determine,  the 
lodges  have  a  right  to  elect  their  officers  as  above. . . .

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5.  A  Rebekah  Assembly  bas  a  right  to  provide  by  its  Con¬ 

stitution  for  the  election  of  officers  in  Rebekah  lodges 
to  serve  for  one  year . 43,  219,  239,  253 

6.  There  is  no  law  under  which  the  Grand  Lodge  may 

grant  power  to  the  President  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly 
to  restore  a  charter  after  the  Grand  Master  has  ex¬ 
pelled  the  lodge .

7.  A  solid  gold  jewel  in  the  form  of  a  five-pointed  star  in 

a  circle  with  the  emblem  of  the  Rebekah  degree  on 
it,  attached  to  a  pink  and  green  ribbon,  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient  regalia  for  a  Past  Noble  Grand  to  wear  in  a 
Rebekah  lodge,  and  to  take  part  in  its  deliberations. 

A  Past  Noble  Grand,  who  is  not  an  officer,  may  not 
wear  a  badge  of  pink  and  green  in  lieu  of  other 
regalia,  nor  a  badge  of  pink  and  green,  with  the  jewel 
of  a  Past  Noble  Grand  affixed  thereto,  in  lieu  of  other 
regalia .

8.  In  a  city  where  there  are  two  subordinate  lodges  and  one 

Rebekah  lodge,  and  one  of  the  subordinate  lodges 
desires  to  have  another  Rebekah  lodge  organized,  and 
the  present  Rebekah  lodge  refuses  to  grand  permission, 
giving  as  its  reason  that  one  Rebekah  lodge  is  suffi¬ 
cient  for  the  town,  said  subordinate  lodge  as  such  may 
not  petition  for  dispensation  to  institute  a  Rebekah 
lodge,  but  qualified  members  may  so  petition.  This 
petition  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  local  law
